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ABOUT THE COVER: 


Osiris is shown sitting, enthroned in a shrine surmounted by a winged sun- 
disk. The winged sundisk represents Horus (Heru), the hawk, the all en- 
compassing all pervading divinity. 


Osiris, who in this teaching assumes the role of the physical manifestation 
of NETER (The God), represents, like Horus, "that which is up there”, the Su- 
preme Divinity. 


In this aspect, the green Osiris' mummified form represents neither exist- 
ence nor non-existence, neither life nor death but that which lies beyond, 
the Life Force (green) which vivifies all things. In the realm of Osiris there 
is only eternal life. 


Osiris holds the Flail and Crook staffs in his hands symbolizing that he 
holds the power of leading one to absolute reality (Shepherd’s Crook), and 
the power to separate the mortal human body from the soul just as the 
winnowing whip or Flail separates the chaff from seed. 


From the feet of Osiris arises the World Lotus, symbol of creation which is 
supporting an Egyptian female in a yoga Wheel pose with an Ankh rising 
out of her naval center, symbolizing that the Ankh, representing the union 
of opposites which leads to eternal life, rises out of the body perfected by 
yoga practices. 


The sundisk emanating rays unto her body symbolizes the eternal spirit. 


The seven rays represent the Seven Powers of creation as well as the seven 
energy centers (Chakras) which are fully awakened and transcended upon 
the attainment of the state of spiritual enlightenment.

I would like to express my deepest appreciation for all who have called and written 
to me in reference to the teachings of Egyptian Yoga. Since its first printing in 1995 the 
book Egyptian Yoga: The Philosophy of Enlightenment has grown in popularity and it 
is now available all over the world and is soon to be published in Russian. Also it has 
spawned many other books (currently 17 titles). This explosion in writing came as a 
result of the many calls requesting more details and insights into the teachings presen- 
ted in this volume. Thus, almost every chapter in this book as been expounded in sep- 
arate volumes. Still, Egyptian Yoga: The Philosophy of Enlightenment remains a land- 
mark in the study of Ancient Egyptian mystical religion and Yoga Spirituality. 


Having studied “Egyptology” previously from the traditional perspective, the teach- 
ings, while intriguing, still remained as dry knowledge, unfathomable in their depths 
like a thought that escapes the minds understanding or a memory that defies remem- 
brance. It is possible to know all of the facts about Ancient Egyptian Dynastic history. 
You certainly can visit the temples and other sites in Egypt but what can this do for 
you? Can the awe inspiring tours lead you to inner peace and contentment? Can the in- 
tellectual knowledge lead you to discover how to go deep into the mysteries of the soul 
or to discover the nature of Creation? 
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The great success of Egyptian Yoga is not that it has come as a new creation out of 
thin air but that through the application of traditional spiritual principles known as 
Yoga Philosophy a new light has been shed on the teachings which allows deeper com- 
prehension of not only what the teachings mean but how to practice them. In the light 
of Yoga the Ancient Egyptian spiritual teachings take on an entirely new light and as 
the teachings are studied from the perspective of Yoga it becomes clear that Yoga Mys- 
tical Philosophy was first applied in ancient Africa and later emerged in India, and 
from there it developed in other parts of the world as well. This new way of looking at 
Shetaut Neter or Smai Taui (Egyptian Yoga - Ancient Egyptian Religion and Mystical 
Philosophy) allows a person to go beyond the study of Ancient Egyptian religion from 
the standpoint of stories and monuments reflecting primitive and pagan beliefs or 
fables without any rhyme or reason or reality. 


With the correct understanding of the universal principles upon which all mystical 
spirituality is constructed Ancient Egyptian mystical religion emerges as a shining 
beacon of spiritual enlightenment because what emerges is the earliest known system 
of religion which incorporates all of the steps which allow a person to develop from 
spiritual ignorance to self-knowledge (mythology, ritual, and mystical experience). An-

Preface: Why Yoga? 


Yoga Is 


The purpose of this book is to introduce to the reader the idea that what 
has been refered to as “YOGA” was practice in Ancient Egypt (Kemet) earli- 
er than any other place in human bito. Also, I wish to convey that the 
Ancient Egyptian Yoga is actually a discipline that is part of the overall sys- 
tem of spirituality of Ancient Egypt called Shetaut Neter.” Further I wish to 
introduce the idea that Shetaut Neter is the basis of Kemetic Yoga and the 
major world religions also have their basis in Shetaut Neter. So this book is 
a comparative religious and philosophical work that will compare the basic 
teachings of Ancient Egyptian religion and other religions in the hope that 
the reader may gain a deeper understanding of Ancient Egyptian spiritual- 
ity and the source of their own religions in Ancient Africa and thereby dis- 
cover the common source of religion and its deeper teachings. 


The literal meaning of the word YOGA is to "YOLK" or to "LINK"back. The 
implication is: to link back to the original source, the original essence, that 
which transcends all mental and intellectual attempts at comprehension, 
but which is the essential nature of everything in CREATION. 


The Science of Yoga constitutes the teachings required to achieve perfec- 
tion which is the original essence of every human spirit. Nature herself of- 
fers one path to perfection. The path of nature, learning through mistakes 
and suffering, the process of trial and error, is arduous and requires many 
reincarnations. 


Through self discipline, the path of Yoga offers a "short cut" to ending 
the pains of human existence and to exalt the pleasure (bliss) of existence, 
by achieving self-mastery and self-realization, the realization of one's true 
nature: GOD. The process is to become a Horus, a Christ (literally means 
the anointed one), an Enlightened Being, while still alive. To attain this 
level of being, we must first control the forces of our own lower nature. In 
essence, we must learn how to give up our egotistical ideas and allow them 
to dissolve so that we may discover our deepest self, who is nameless, bodi- 
less, immortal and eternal. 


"Short cut" here should not be taken to mean easy for indeed what we 
are asking is that we be trained to meet the challenge of life. Training im- 
plies: the correct knowledge in order to perform right action and develo 
right thinking, but we need to put forth the effort and discipline to reac 
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the goal. As Yoga is the highest goal of our human existence, the highest 
goal requires the highest dedication, desire and will. Yoga training allows 
or the development of these qualities so that we may reach the coveted 
goal of becoming Sages, Saints, Horus' and Christ's. 


There are many forms of Yoga. In this volume, emphasis will be placed 
on the Yoga of Wisdom and the Yoga of Action, known in the Indian Ved- 
anta philosophy as Jnana Yoga and Karma Yoga, respectively. However, all 
paths are integral to some degree, using elements of each other as needed, 
thus leading to the same destination. From an advanced standpoint, any 
activity which allows us to move into harmony with our true selves is 
YOGA. 


The symbols and philosophies that will be presented should be reflected 
upon, with respect to the symbolic nature of the universal principals 
presented, as they apply in one's life. No philosophical or religious system 
can be expected to exactly correlate with any other given system, because 
of the nature of individual cultures, individual expressions of the ideas and 
individual experiences. Therefore, accepting any myth or story as wholly 
factual would be immature. A disciple must seek to answer the questions of 
the innermost heart, however, not always expecting answers in an intellec- 
tual form. At the level of deep introspection and study of philosophical sys- 
tems, one will discover that there is a common basis to all. Faith turns into 
intuition through study, listening, reflection and meditation. 


Yoga is a science by which humankind can find its "ROOTS." But more 
importantly, Yoga Philosophy and other Ancient Mystical Philosophies are 
concerned with the "HERE AND NOW," the raising of consciousness in the 
very present. 


The Science of Yoga teaches us how to promote correct thinking so that we may understand 
whoweare, why wearehere, andhowto obtain the highest bliss. 


Happiness 


Correct thinking leads to correct actions, Correct actions lead to happi- 
ness while still alive. This is the highest goal: the attainment of the heights 
of self mastery while still alive. In this way life is "LIVED" to the fullest. 


Yoga Philosophy helps us to have no illusions about true happiness . It 
can be ours, but on the condition that we work to purify our minds as well 
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as our bodies. When we are disillusioned by all that is temporary and tran- 
sient in this world, we will search for stability. Stability or steadfastness is 
the most important element of happiness. 


Once true happiness is found, it will never be lost. Regardless of the 
o rich or poor, scorned or famous, we will be above human 
railties. 


To be truly happy, we must have a stable point to hold onto permanently 
so we will never lose our balance. That center is within ourselves and once 
we know it, we can always return to it. 


If through ignorance we don't know how to think about things or how to 
act and feel, we will become uneasy, afraid, and at the mercy of every situ- 
ation that arises. Happiness is a state of consciousness, a way of under- 
standing, thinking, feeling and behaving. It is an attitude we can learn 
through study and knowledge of a science which we can put into practice 
right here and now. If we do, we will learn how to appreciate our existence 
every second, every hour, and every day on earth, and beyond. 

Understanding things as they really are will help us act as we should. 
This in turn will make us happy. 


The One Truth 


From the earliest times it was known in Egypt that there is only one 
GOD, the ONE Truth. This is why a deep study of the many religions, mys- 
tery systems and myths around the world reveals "similarities" in philo- 
sophy and symbolism; it is due to the one common source of them all. It is 
our duty to inquire deeply into the nature of that truth since knowing the 
exact truth is the basis of our well being. 


The danger of studying the past lies in the "purpose." Are we studyin 
it for personal achievement, that is, to pet a degree, to attain stature an 
respect, for financial gain, for power and control of others through inform- 
ation, to prove that we are better than someone else, or to understand and 


assist ourselves and others in the journey of life, the highest goal of ser- 
vice? Surely, truth must be our goal, as nothing else can set us free. 


The aim of this work is to show and explore a deeper historical back- 
ground of Yoga and to provide a simplified guide for this discipline. The 
author hopes that those seekers who are interested in expanding their con- 
sciousness will have further information to draw on to attain a deeper un- 
derstanding of themselves through a deeper understanding of the mystical 
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discipline called YOGA from the Egyptian perspective. The better the un- 
derstanding of a given thing, the better one is able to apply and use it. It is 
not the intention of this author to prove that Egyptian philosophy was the 
basis of the Judeo-Christian Religion. This was shown long agc by re- 
searchers such as Count Volney, Gerald Massey, Charles Finch, Albert 
Churchward and others. 


The final answers to questions as to the origin of the mysteries and mys- 
tical systems pales in comparison to the more important point: the honest 
inquiry of every aspirant who is devoted to know the truth for him/her self. 
This truth can only be known in one's own heart. This truth leads to the 
highest freedom: Salvation, from a life of misery and the end of the Cycle of 
Birth and Death. 


Egyptian Yoga 
Yoga means "Union". 


The philosophy of YOGA as espoused by the ancient Egyptians incorpor- 
ated no less than four words whose exact meanings are equal to the Indian 
word"YOGA" which means"spiritual union". The four hieroglyphic sym- 
bols used on the front cover of this book represent the four words in Egyp- 
tian Philosophy which mean"YOGA". They are:"Nefer","Sema","Ankh" 
and"Hetep". A more detailed examination of these symbols may be found 
in Chapter Seven: Symbols. 


The name “Egyptian Yoga” comes from the Ancient Egyptian terms: 
Shetaut Neter meaning: “The way of the hidden Supreme Being" and 


Smai Tauimeaning: "The union of the two lands." 


Smai means union and the following determinative terms give it a spiritual 
significance, at once equating it with the term "Yoga" as it is used in India.. 
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The “two lands” refer to Upper and Lower Egypt as well as Horus and 
Set who represent the Higher Self and the Lower Self of every human being 
respectively. 


Thus, we also have the Ancient Egyptian term: 
Smai Heru-Set. 


The Egyptian language and symbols provide the first "historical" record 
of Yoga Philosophy and Religious literature. The Indian culture of the In- 
dus Valley Dravidians and parappans appear to have carried it on and ex- 
panded much of the intellectual expositions in the form of the Vedas, 
Upanishads, Puranas and Tantras, the ancient spiritual texts of India. 


Ancient Egyptian scriptures show that the Egyptians understood the 
singularity of that which is called "GOD" and further, understood the time- 
less, formless, space-less, sexless nature of GOD from which time, form, 
space, and sex (duality) come. 


Thus, a nameless "Supreme Being", "Neter Neteru", "GOD of Gods", was 
referred to as "The Hidden One" until later times when myths were construc- 
ted for the understanding of the common people and immature souls (hu- 
mans with lesser number of incarnations). "PA NETER", or "THE GOD" 
was thought of as a FATHER-MOTHER CREATOR GOD and must not be 
confused with the "Neters" or "Gods", which represented the cosmic forces 
of the Universe. The Creator is viewed as both female and male until cre- 
ation is created, at which time creation becomes the female (receiving) 
principle and GOD, the mover-vivifier, becomes the male (giving) prin- 
ciple. From an advanced point of view however, GOD is neither male nor 
female, but GOD is the source from which the Gods (Neters), humans and 
all creation comes. Therefore, the concept of "NETER", as will be seen in 
the following chapters, encompasses a concept that goes beyond ordinary 
human - mental understanding. For the "common folk", "NETER" was re- 
ferred to as Nebertcher (Neberdjer), or Amon - Ra - Ptah (Holy Trinity), 
and was represented by a Sundisk or a single flag. 


Mythology and Philosophy 


Mythology and philosophy are ways to explain that which is difficult to 
explain in words, that which goes beyond the ordinary reasoning faculties 
of the average mind. Through stories and similes which convey the 
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meaning of deep philosophical thought, myths carry the message to the 
heart of the listener. 


Mythology and philosophy carry rich symbolism and wisdom within but 
the wisdom from mythology should not be understood as a story of an 
event which may have occurred "a long time ago, in the beginning" but as 
something that relates an idea, a theme that was true in the beginning, is 
true now and will always be true. 


The value of ancient teachings lies in the application of their truths. 
What can we learn and benefit from Ancient Mystical Philosophy right 
now? Ancient civilizations have proven by their demise that they did not 
have or were unable to apply all of the truth, otherwise, they would be with 
us today. Therefore, it is wise to study them, and to benefit from their wis- 
dom gained through their successes and their mistakes. In this task we are 
sometimes required to "unlearn what we have learned" in order to grow in 
wisdom and consciousness. 


What does ancient wisdom and history mean in our lives at this date in 
time and history? What can we learn from civilizations that lasted for 
thousands of years (Ethiopia and Egypt) whose recorded history only 
chronicles the decline period and only hints at the grandeur that it once 
was? Should we attempt to recreate this long period in human history or 
should we perhaps consider using the example of their deeds to build 
something new, original and more divine? Whichever road we choose, the 
scriptures, texts and ancient papyri are not enough, but they are a possible 
first step in understanding the mysteries of life and living. 


The Veil of Ignorance 


As stated in the ancient Egyptian text, "The Book of Coming Forth by Day", 
the eternal soul comes to earth to learn certain lessons and to become puri- 
fied. In the process of evolution, virtues as wel as vices are experienced by 
us based on our own mental disposition. Our purity of heart determines 
the situations and outcomes of those situations. Through repeated embod- 
iments (reincarnation), we are lead by our own soul to experience the act of 
living, attempting all the time to find that Ultimate-Absolute Bliss which 
will eliminate all pain. 
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It is because of the veil of ignorance as to the true nature of the soul and 
of GOD that we interact with the universe as if it "really exists", as if we 
were interacting with an entity other than ourselves. If we knew the truth, 
we would become enlightened Sages and Saints, thereby achieving ultimate 
freedom. This point is the main theme of Egyptian Yoga and will be elabor- 
ated on throughout this volume. 


When the spirit, our innermost self, is ready to make the final "journey 
home", back to its source, GOD, it begins to inquire about the nature of its 
existence and thereby causes pressure on the mind, namely the ego-per- 
sonality. Our BA, our individual GOD consciousness, begins to apply 
subtle pressure on our waking consciousness in the form of subtle sugges- 
tions. We begin to recognize the wisdom of ancient scriptures and develop 
an interest in books such as this one. 


Becoming in tune with the pressure of the spirit is allowing ourselves to 
be guided by our intuition and the letting go of ideas and thoughts which 
we know to be untrue or fruitless. Mental purification requires the utmost 
patience with ourselves. Interest in the world as an Absolute reality (the 
notion there is nothing else beyond "this" physical reality) is left behind 
gradually and new psychological impressions and experiences are intro- 
duced until we become established in this "other" reality. At this point, we 
wake up from the consciousness we have been used to as if waking up from 
a dream. This is attaining "Horushood", "Christhood", or becoming 
"Buddha" or "Krishna." 


"That which is the Fundamental Truth, the Substantial Reality, is beyond 
true naming, but the Wise men call it The All." 
Egyptian Proverb 


There are many paths of Liberation, but they all lead to the same destin- 
ation, the "ONE", the "ALL" that is within us and all other things. This 
world of "apparent multiplicity" with many different objects and people is 
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really a manifestation of one true reality. Complete understanding of this 
most important point leads to the "Realization" of the TRUTH. This is self- 
mastery, cosmic consciousness, liberation, enlightenment, salvation, etc. 


Dispassion and detachment are indispensable sciences to be practiced 
once an understanding of the teachings has begun to take root in our 
hearts. Neither loving nor hating, neither wanting nor not wanting. All ac- 
tions should be based on and guided by MAAT (truth, justice, righteous- 
ness, balance). No longer is there an action - reaction mentality of doing 
something to someone because someone did something to you, etc. One is 
more and more able to control one's emotions and behavior. No longer 
will it be necessary to act as an animal or to indulge in one's ego when one 
is ridiculed or praised. One will live above these ignorant concepts (praise 
or ridicule). One will live with one's divine essence and truth. One will re- 
cognize the ignorance of others and will be strong enough to exercise com- 
passion and understanding for them. From this position, it will be possible 
to do the greatest good for others. Thus, a true transformation occurs. In 
ancient Egyptian mythology, the scarab is the symbol of transformation, 
from mortal to spiritual consciousness. 


This is the nurturing of baby Horus (the divine soul) by mother ISIS (life 
giving force, love, foundation, nourishing support) in secret hiding until he 
was old enough to do battle with his Uncle Set (greed, ignorance). As a 
baby tree is fenced off to protect it, so too we must protect ourselves during 
the process of spiritual growth by limiting contact with negative people or 
circumstances and keeping company with people of raised consciousness 
(enlightened Sages preferably). 
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The Paths of Wisdom and Action have been emphasized in this volume, 
however, all paths must be integrated. Although one may focus on any one 
yogic path, one will find that aspects of the others are always involved. The 
essence of the journey is a personal search. 


"Salvation is accomplished through the efforts of the individual. There is 
no mediator between man and his/her salvation." 
Egyptian Proverb 


Reliance or dependency on a particular path or method is useful to a 
point, but ultimately, when the nurturing by ISIS is accomplished through 
devoting oneself to the discovery of one's true self by listening, reflection 
and meditation on the scriptures, one must do battle and vanquish the en- 
emies of the innermost self: ignorance, greed, hate, passion, etc. A dynamic 
balance of the opposites within one's own consciousness must be sought. 
Ultimately, all paths are transcended. 


Ancient Egypt 


The oral history suggests that the Pyramids may date from the time of 
the Sphinx (10,000-5,500 B.C.E.) and that they were used for initiation 
rites into the higher Mysteries of YOGA and as repositories of ancient 
knowledge to promote the spiritual evolution of humans who would assist 
in the development of humanity. Many western archaeologists promote 
the idea that the pyramids were used as burial tombs although at no time 
in history has there been evidence to suggest that mummies were found in 
any of them. 


History oftentimes is presented in a biased manner, reflecting attitudes 
and views from the perspective of the conquering group, a new empire or 
"new world order" who wish to establish an historical basis for their 
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existence. Thus, most of us are unable to get a true and accurate picture of 
history. 


Egyptian Yoga, as it was presented to the masses of the Egyptian popu- 
lation, involved two major areas. First, the country as a whole was seen by 
outside observers such as Herodotus and Plutarch unanimously as "The 
most religious of all the Lands." 

It may be difficult to imagine an entire country where the doctrines of 
eternal life and reincarnation are accepted by all in the manner which the 
modern world accepts television. The psychological makeup of every indi- 
vidual was tuned to "The Neters" (cosmic forces both within and out of the 
body). An afterlife existence was an unquestionable fact, whereas modern 
day students need to "convince themselves" through the elaborate system 
of Yoga discipline presented here and elsewhere. 


The next most important element of the mass spiritual education pro- 
gram was the compilation of a philosophical system that explained the 
cause and purpose of existence through stories such as The 
Creation Mythology, The Osirian Resurrection Myth, The Story of HORUS 
and SET, and "The Book of Coming Forth By Day",more commonly known as 
"The Egyptian Book of The Dead", which contains much of the essential 
wisdom of virtue (MAAT). 


As previously discussed, there are two basic paths to spiritual evolution: 
The Path of Passion (nature) and the Direct Path. The path of passion re- 
quires many incarnations, births and deaths, and many painful and happy 
life experiences. The direct path is the path of Yoga. Through the science of 
Yoga (Ancient Mysteries), one is able to accelerate one's evolution towards 
perfection. For those who chose the direct path, the Temples were a train- 
ing center, university, hospital and refuge. 


The striking symbolism of the Ethiopian-Egyptian philosophies com- 
bined with the Egyptian understanding of GOD in a culture which saw 
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religion in "everything" constituted a formidable system of Yoga which may 
partially explain the longevity of Egypt, a civilization in many ways sur- 
passing modern day society and still confounding the Egyptologists and 
others who try to understand Egypt through a purely intellectual ap- 
proach rather than as a Student of Life and Self-Improvement. 


The world is not wholly intellectual, therefore not all answers are intel- 
lectual. At some point, it is necessary to use one's "gut feelings", one's 
higher intuitive nature, to "feel" the truth and not be afraid to discard an 
old truth in favor of a new one. This is the process of growth until we 
"FULLY KNOW" Absolute truth, the never ending expansion of thought 
which leads to wisdom and health. Contraction in our consciousness as 
opposed to expansion, represents ignorance, tension, and dis-ease (mental 
and physical). Recent linguistic and archeological evidence is compelling 
but the information that comes to us from contemporary historians is 
inescapable. 


World History In Cosmic Infinity 


Modern physics has proven through the theory of relativity that time is a 
relative factor, a mental concept, an idea which we have created in order to 
help us understand the changes that seem to be occurring around us in a 
sequential fashion. Time is a mental idea which exists to the extent that we 
adhere to and believe in it. As such, the ancients speak of several "time 
periods", eons, etc. which have existed. The earth, being a changing, dy- 
namic, living entity is said to have undergone and up to this day continues 
to undergo various changes in its surface appearance due to volcanic and 
other normal weather patterns. The ancient writings speak of civilizations 
which far surpassed that of the present day with respect to technology and 
human achievement. Further, it is stated that several high cultures have 
existed in the past in a cycle of growth which lead to their ultimate demise. 
One such civilization was that of Atlantis. 
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The Greek, Solon, visited Egypt around the year 590 B.C.E. and was in- 
structed about the existence of a land called Atlantis where a high civiliza- 
tion once existed, but which was destroyed due to the inability of its inhab- 
itants to control the powerful forces of nature which they had been able to 
release. There existed an imbalance between their spiritual maturity and 
their technological-mental advancement. 


In the year 395 B.C.E., the Egyptian priests under whom Plato had stud- 
ied told him that there had been many "floods" which had devastated the 
earth and changed its appearance, and that the greatest one had totally 
devastated Atlantis. Atlantians were said to be capable of levitating large 
stones, weighing many tons, with the use of their mental powers, the same 
kind of power necessary to create the Great Pyramids, the Sphinx of Egypt 
and the City of Machu Pichu in Peru. Therefore, many ages have seen vari- 
ous high cultures. 


It is interesting to note that the decline of all intellectually advanced 
civilizations has been related to the loss of balance between intellectual- 
mental advancement and that of the spiritual-moral nature. 


It is evident from the writings of the Egyptian high priest Manetho (280 
B.C.E.), the Egyptian Calendar and the dating of the Sphinx at Giza, that 
"KMT" (Egypt) had its origins prior to 20,000 B.C.E. This date is supported 
by Herodotus, a famous ancient Greek historian and other Greek and Ro- 
man writers of the time. 


Kamitan Terms and Ancient Greek Terms 


It is important to understand that the names of the Ancient Egyptian di- 
vinities which have been used widely in Western literature and by Western 
scholars are actually Greek interpretations of the Kamitan (Ancient Feyp- 
tian) names. In keeping with the spirit of the culture of Kamitan spiritual- 
ity, in this volume we will use the Kamitan names for the divinities through 
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which we will bring forth the Philosophy of Neterianism (Ancient Egyptian 
religion and myth). Therefore, the Greek name Osiris will be converted 
back to the Kamitan (Ancient Egyptian) Asar (Asar), the Greek Isis to 
Aset (Auset), the Greek Nephthys to Nebthet, Anubis to Anpu or Apuat, 
Hathor to Hetheru, Thoth or Hermes to Djehuti, etc. (see the table below) 
Further, the term Ancient Egypt will be used interchangeably with 
"Kamit," or "Ta-Meri," as these were the terms used by the Ancient Egyp- 
tians to refer to their land and culture. The table below provides a listing of 
the corresponding names of the main Kamitan divinities.

NETERIANISM 
(The Oldest Known Religion in 
History) 


The term “Neterianism” is derived from the name "Shetaut Neter." Shet- 
aut Neter means the “Hidden Divinity.” It is the ancient philosophy and 
mythic spiritual culture that gave rise to the Ancient Egyptian civilization. 
Those who follow the spiritual path of Shetaut Neter are therefore referred to 
as "Neterians." The fundamental principles common to all denominations of 
Ancient Egyptian Religion may be summed up in four “Great Truths” that are 
common to all the traditions of Ancient Egyptian Religion.

Neterian Great Truths 


1. "Pa Neter ua ua Neberdjer m Neteru’-“The Neter, the Su- 
preme Being, is One and alone and as Neberdjer, manifesting 
everywhere and in all things in the form of Gods and 
Goddesses." 

Neberdjer means “all-encompassing divinity,” the all-inclusive, all-embracing 
Spirit which pervades all and who is the ultimate essence of all. This first truth 
unifies all the expressions of Kamitan religion. 


2. “an-Maat swy Saui Set s-Khemn" - “Lack of righteousness 
brings fetters to the personality and these fetters lead to ignorance of 
the Divine." 


When a human being acts in ways that contradict the natural order of nature, 
negative qualities of the mind will develop within that person's personality. These 
are the afflictions of Set. Set is the neteru of egoism and selfishness. The afflic- 
tions of Set include: anger, hatred, greed, lust, jealousy, envy, gluttony, dishon- 
esty, hypocrisy, etc. So to be free from the fetters of set one must be free from the 
afflictions of Set. 


3. "s-Uashu s-Nafu n saiu Set" -“Devotion to the Divine leads to 
freedom from the fetters of Set." 
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To be liberated (Nafu - freedom - to breath ) from the afflictions of Set, one must 
be devoted to the Divine. Being devoted to the Divine means living by Maat. Maat 
is a way of life that is purifying to the heart and beneficial for society as it pro- 
motes virtue and order. Living by Maat means practicing Shedy (spiritual prac- 
tices and disciplines). 


Uashu means devotion and the classic pose of adoring the Divine is called “Dua,” 
standing or sitting with upraised hands facing outwards towards the image of the 
divinity. 


4. "ari Shedy Rekh ab m Maakheru" - “The practice of the Shedy 
disciplines leads to knowing oneself and the Divine. This is called be- 
ing True of Speech." 


Doing Shedy means to study profoundly, to penetrate the mysteries 
(Shetaut) and discover the nature of the Divine. There have been several 
practices designed by the sages of Ancient Kamit to facilitate the process of 
self-knowledge. These are the religious (Shetaut) traditions and the 
Sema (Smai) Tawi (yogic) disciplines related to them that augment the 
spiritual practices. 


All the traditions relate the teachings of the sages by means of myths re- 
lated to particular gods or goddesses. It is understood that all of these 
neteru are related, like brothers and sisters, having all emanated from the 
same source, the same Supremely Divine parent, who is neither male nor 
female, but encompasses the totality of the two. 


The Spiritual Culture and the Purpose of Life: Shetaut 
Neter 
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"Men and women are to be- 
come God-like through a life of 
virtue and the cultivation of the 

spirit through scientific know- 
ledge, practice and bodily 
discipline."

The highest forms of Joy, Peace and Contentment are obtained when 
the meaning of life is discovered. When the human being is in harmony 
with life, then it is possible to reflect and meditate upon the human condi- 
tion and realize the limitations of worldly pursuits. When there is peace 
and harmony in life, a human being can practice any of the varied discip- 
lines designated as Shetaut Neter to promote {his/her} evolution towards 
the ultimate goal of life, which Spiritual Enlightenment. Spiritual Enlight- 
enment is the awakening of a human being to the awareness of the Tran- 
scendental essence which binds the universe and which is eternal and im- 
mutable. In this discovery is also the sobering and ecstatic realization that 
the human being is one with that Transcendental essence. With this realiz- 
ation comes great joy, peace and power to experience the fullness of life 
and to realize the purpose of life during the time on earth. The lotus is a 
symbol of Shetaut Neter, meaning the turning towards the light of truth, 
peace and transcendental harmony. 


Shetaut Neter 


We have established that the Ancient Egyptians were African peoples who 
lived in the north-eastern quadrant of the continent of Africa. They were descend- 
ants of the Nubians, who had themselves originated from farther south into the 
heart of Africa at the Great Lakes region, the sources of the Nile River. They cre- 
ated a vast civilization and culture earlier than any other society in known history 
and organized a nation that was based on the concepts of balance and order as well 
as spiritual enlightenment. These ancient African people called their land Kamit, 
and soon after developing a well-ordered society, they began to realize that the 
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world is full of wonders, but also that life is fleeting, and that there must be 
something more to human existence. They developed spiritual systems that were 
designed to allow human beings to understand the nature of this secret being who 
is the essence of all Creation. They called this spiritual system “Shtaut Ntr (Shet- 
aut Neter).”

Who is Neter in Kamitan Religion?

The symbol of Neter was described by an Ancient Kamitan priest as: 
“That which is placed in the coffin” 
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The term Nt S> , or Ntjr =, comes from the Ancient 
Egyptian hieroglyphic language which did not record its vowels. However, the 
term survives in the Coptic language as "Nutar." The same Coptic meaning (di- 
vine force or sustaining power) applies in the present as it did in ancient times. It 
is a symbol composed of a wooden staff that was wrapped with strips of fabric, 
like a mummy. The strips alternate in color with yellow, green and blue. The 
mummy in Kamitan spirituality is understood to be the dead but resurrected Divin- 
ity. So the Nutar (Ntr) is actually every human being who does not really die, but 
goes to live on in a different form. Further, the resurrected spirit of every human 
being is that same Divinity. Phonetically, the term Nutar is related to other terms 
having the same meaning, such as the latin “Natura,” the Spanish Naturalesa, the 
English “Nature” and “Nutriment”, etc. In a real sense, as we will see, Natur 
means power manifesting as Neteru and the Neteru are the objects of creation, i.e. 
"nature." 


Neter and the Neteru 
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The Neteru (Gods and Goddesses) proceed from the Neter (Supreme Being) 


As stated earlier, the concept of Neter and Neteru binds and ties all of the var- 
ied forms of Kamitan spirituality into one vision of the gods and goddesses all 
emerging from the same Supreme Being. Therefore, ultimately, Kamitan spiritual- 
ity is not polytheistic, nor is it monotheistic, for it holds that the Supreme Being is 
more than a God or Goddess. The Supreme Being is an all-encompassing Abso- 
lute Divinity.

The term “Neteru” means “gods and goddesses.” This means that from the ulti- 
mate and transcendental Supreme Being, “Neter,” come the Neteru. There are 
countless Neteru. So from the one come the many. These Neteru are cosmic forces 
that pervade the universe. They are the means by which Neter sustains 
Creation and manifests through it. So Neterianism is a monotheistic polytheism. 
The one Supreme Being expresses as many gods and goddesses. At the end of 
time, after their work of sustaining Creation is finished, these gods and goddesses 
are again absorbed back into the Supreme Being. 


All of the spiritual systems of Ancient Egypt (Kamit) have one essential aspect 
that is common to all; they all hold that there is a Supreme Being (Neter) who 
manifests in a multiplicity of ways through nature, the Neteru. Like sunrays, the 
Neteru emanate from the Divine; they are its manifestations. So by studying the 
Neteru we learn about and are led to discover their source, the Neter, and with this 
discovery we are enlightened. The Neteru may be depicted anthropomorphically 
or zoomorphically in accordance with the teaching about Neter that is being con- 
veyed through them.

The sages of Kamit instituted a system by which the teachings of spirituality 
were espoused through a Temple organization. The major divinities were assigned 
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to a particular city. That divinity or group of divinities became the “patron” divin- 
ity or divinities of that city. Also, the Priests and Priestesses of that Temple were 
in charge of seeing to the welfare of the people in that district as well as maintain- 
ing the traditions and disciplines of the traditions based on the particular divinity 
being worshipped. So the original concept of *Neter" became elaborated through 
the “theologies” of the various traditions. A dynamic expression of the teachings 
emerged, which though maintaining the integrity of the teachings, expressed nu- 
ances of variation in perspective on the teachings to suit the needs of varying 
kinds of personalities of the people of different locales. 

In the diagram above, the primary or main divinities are denoted by the 


Neter symbol A The house structure represents the Temple for that particular 
divinity. The interconnections with the other Temples are based on original scrip- 
tural statements espoused by the Temples that linked the divinities of their Temple 
with the other divinities. So this means that the divinities should be viewed not as 
separate entities operating independently, but rather as family members who are in 
the same “business” together, i.e. the enlightenment of society, albeit through vari- 
ations in form of worship, name, form (expression of the Divinity), etc. Ul- 
timately, all the divinities are referred to as Neteru and they are all said to be em- 
anations from the ultimate and Supreme Being. Thus, the teaching from any of the 
Temples leads to an understanding of the others, and these all lead back to the 
source, the highest Divinity. Thus, the teaching within any of the Temple systems 
would lead to the attainment of spiritual enlightenment, the Great Awakening. 


Sema Tawi means Egyptian Yoga 


Most students of yoga are familiar with the yogic traditions of India con- 
sider that the Indian texts such as the Bhagavad Gita, Mahabharata, Patan- 
jali Yoga Sutras, etc. are the primary and original source of Yogic philo- 
sophy and teaching. However, upon examination, the teachings currently 
espoused in all of the major forms of Indian Yoga can be found in Ancient 
Egyptian scriptures, inscribed in papyrus and on temple walls as well as 
steles, statues, obelisks and other sources. 
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What is Yoga? 


Yoga is the practice of mental, physical and spiritual disciplines which 
lead to self-control and self-discovery by purifying the mind, body and 
spirit, so as to discover the deeper spiritual essence which lies within every 
human being and object in the universe. In essence, the goal of Yoga prac- 
tice is to unite or yoke one’s individual consciousness with Universal or 
Cosmic consciousness. Therefore, Ancient Egyptian religious practice, es- 
pecially in terms of the rituals and other practices of the Ancient Egyptian 
Temple system known as Shetaut Neter (the way of the hidden Supreme 
Being), also known in Ancient times as Smai Tawi “Egyptian Yoga,” should 
as well be considered as universal streams of self-knowledge philosophy 
which influenced and inspired the great religions and philosophers to this 
day. In this sense, religion, in its purest form, is also a Yoga system, as it 
seeks to reunite the soul with its true and original source, God. In broad 
terms, any spiritual movement or discipline that brings one closer to self- 
knowledge is a “Yogic” movement. The main recognized forms of Yoga dis- 
ciplines are: 


* Yoga of Wisdom, 
* Yoga of Devotional Love, 
* Yoga of Meditation, 
° Physical Postures Yoga 
* Yoga of Selfless Action, 
* Tantric Yoga 
° Serpent Power Yoga 


The diagram below shows the relationship between the Yoga disciplines 
and the path of mystical religion (religion practiced in its three complete 
steps: 1** receiving the myth {knowledge}, 2” practicing the rituals of the 
myth {following the teachings of the myth} and 3'* entering into a mystical 
experience {becoming one with the central figure of the myth}).

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The disciplines of Yoga fall under five major categories. These are: Yoga 
of Wisdom, Yoga of Devotional Love, Yoga of Meditation, Tantric 
Yoga and Yoga of Selfless Action. When these disciplines are practiced in a 
harmonized manner this practice is called “Integral Yoga.” Within these 
categories there are sübsiiary forms which are part of the main discip- 
lines. The emphasis in the Kamitan Asarian (Osirian) Myth is on the Yoga 
of Wisdom, Yoga of Devotional Love and Yoga of Selfless Action. The im- 
portant point to remember is that all aspects of Yoga can and should be 
used in an integral fashion to effect an efficient and harmonized spiritual 
movement in the practitioner. Therefore, while there may be an area of 
special emphasis, other elements are bound to become part of the Yoga 
program as needed. For example, while a Yogin (practitioner of Yoga, as- 
pirant, initiate) ma; place emphasis on the Yoga of Wisdom, they may also 
practice Devotional Yoga and Meditation Yoga along with the wisdom 
studies. So the practice of any discipline that leads to oneness with Su- 
preme Consciousness can be called Yoga. If you study, rationalize and 
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reflect upon the teachings, you are practicing Yoga of Wisdom. If you med- 
itate upon the teachings and your Higher Self, you are practicing Yoga of 
Meditation. 


Thus, whether or not you refer to it as such, if you practice rituals which 
identify you with your spiritual nature, you are practicing Yoga of Ritu- 
al Identification (which is part of the Yoga of Wisdom amitan-Rekh, 
Indian-Jnana} and the Yoga of Devotional Love {Kamitan-Ushet, Indian- 
Bhakti} of the Divine). If you develop your physical nature and psychic en- 
ergy centers, you are practicing Serpent Power (Kamitan-Uraeus or Indi- 
an-Kundalini ) Yoga (which is part of Tantric Yoga). If you practice living 
according to the teachings of ethical behavior and selfleseness, you are 
practicing Yoga of Action (Kamitan-Maat, Indian-Karma) in daily life. If 
you practice turning your attention towards the Divine by developing love 
for the Divine, then it is called Devotional Yoga or Yoga of Divine Love. 
The practitioner of Yoga is called a Yogin (male practitioner) or Yogini (fe- 
male practitioner), or the term “Yogi” may be used to refer to either a fe- 
male or male practitioner in general terms. One who has attained the cul- 
mination of Yoga (union with the Divine) is also called a Yogi. In this man- 
ner, Yoga has been developed into many disciplines which may be used in 
an integral fashion to achieve the same goal: Enlightenment. Therefore, the 
aspirant is to learn about all of the paths of Yoga and choose those ele- 
ments which best suit {his/her} personality or practice them all in an in- 
tegral, balanced way. 


Enlightenment is the term used to describe the highest level of Spiritual 
awakening. It means attaining such a level of spiritual awareness that one 
discovers the underlying unity of the entire universe as well as the fact that 
the source of all creation is the same source from which the innermost 
Self within every human heart arises. 


What is Egyptian Yoga? 


The Term “Egyptian Yoga” and The 
Philosophy Behind It 


As previously discussed, Yoga in all of its forms were practiced in Egypt 
apparently earlier than anywhere else in our history. This point of view is 
supported by the fact that there is documented scriptural and iconograph- 
ical evidence of the disciplines of virtuous living, dietary purification, study 
of the wisdom teachings and their practice in daily life, psychophysical and 
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psycho-spiritual exercises and meditation being practiced in Ancient 
Egypt, long before the evidence of its existence is detected in India (includ- 
ing the Indus Valley Civilization) or any other early civilization (Sumer, 
Greece, China, etc.).

Above left: Smai Heru-Set, Heru and Set join forces to tie up the symbol of 
Union (Sema -see (B) above). The Sema symbol refers to the Union of Up- 
per Egypt (Lotus) and Lower Egypt (Papyrus) under one ruler, but also at a 
more subtle level, it refers to the union of one's Higher Self and lower self 
(Heru and Set), as well as the control of one's breath (Life Force) through 
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the union (control) of the lungs (breathing organs). The character of Heru 
and Set are an integral part of the Pert Em Heru. 


The central and most popular character within Ancient Egyptian Reli- 
pion of Asar is Heru, who is an incarnation of his father, Asar. Asar is killed 
y his brother Set who, out of greed and demoniac (Setian) tendency, 
craved to be the ruler of Egypt. With the help of Djehuti, the God of wis- 
dom, Aset, the great mother and Hetheru, his consort, Heru prevailed in 
the battle against Set for the rulership of Kemit (Egypt). Heru's struggle 
symbolizes the struggle of every human being to regain rulership of the 
Higher Self and to subdue the lower self. 


The most ancient writings in our historical period are from the Ancient 
Egyptians. These writings are referred to as hieroglyphics. The original 
name given to these writings by the Ancient Egyptians is Metu Neter, 
meaning "the writing of God" or Neter Metu or "Divine Speech." These 
writings were inscribed in temples, coffins and papyruses and contained 
the teachings in reference to the spiritual nature of the human being and 
the ways to promote spiritual emancipation, awakening or resurrection. 
The Ancient Egyptian proverbs presented in this text are translations from 
the original hieroglyphic scriptures. An example of hieroglyphic text was 
presented above in the form of the text of Smai Taui or “Egyptian Yoga.” 

Egyptian Philosophy may be summed up in the following proverbs, 
which clearly state that the soul is heavenly or divine and that the human 
being must awaken to the true reality, which is the Spirit, Self. 


"Self knowledge is the basis of true knowledge." 


"Soul to heaven, body to earth." 


"Man is to become God-like through a life of virtue and the 
cultivation of the spirit 
through scientific knowledge, practice and bodily discipline." 
"Salvation is accomplished through the efforts of the 
individual. 
There is no mediator between man and {his/her} salvation." 


"Salvation is the freeing of the soul from its bodily fetters, be- 
coming a God through knowledge and wisdom, controlling 
the forces of the cosmos instead of being a slave to them, 
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subduing the lower nature and through awakening the 
Higher Self, ending the cycle of rebirth 
and dwelling with the Neters who direct and control the 
Great Plan." 


Egyptian Yoga is a revolutionary new way to understand and practice 
Ancient Egyptian Mysticism, the Ancient Egyptian mystical religion (Shet- 
aut Neter). Egyptian Yogais what has been commonly referred to by 
Egyptologists as Egyptian "Religion" or "Mythology," but to think of it as 
just another set of stories or allegories about a long lost civilization is to 
completely miss the greatest secret of human existence. What is Yoga?The 
literal meaning of the word YOGA is to "YOKE" or to "LINK"back. The im- 
plication is to ink back individual consciousness to its original source, the 
original essence: Universal Consciousness. In a broad sense Yoga is any 
process which helps one to achieve liberation or freedom from the bondage 
to human pain and spiritual ignorance. So whenever you engage in any 
activity with the goal of promoting the discovery of your true Self, be it 
studying the wisdom teachings, exercise, fasting, meditation, breath con- 
trol, rituals, chanting, prayer, etc., you are practicing yoga. If the goal is to 
help you to discover your essential nature as one with God or the Supreme 
Being or Consciousness, then it is Yoga. Yoga, in all of its forms as the dis- 
ciplines of spiritual development, as practiced in Ancient Egypt earlier 
than anywhere else in history. The ancient scriptures describe how Asar, 
the first mythical king of Ancient Egypt, traveled throughout Asia and 
Europe establishing civilization and the practice of religion. This partially 
explains why the teachings of mystical spirituality known as Yoga and Ved- 
antain India are so similar to the teachings of Shetaut Neter (Ancient 
Egyptian religion- Egyptian Yoga. This unique perspective from the 
highest philosophical system which developed in Africa over seven thou- 
sand years ago provides a new way to look at life, religion, psychology and 
the way to spiritual development leading to spiritual Enlightenment. So 
Egyptian Yoga is not merely a philosophy but a discipline for promoting 
spiritual evolution in a human Beine, allowing him or her to discover the 
ultimate truth, supreme peace and utmost joy which lies within the human 
heart. These are the true worthwhile goals of life. Anything else is settling 
for less. It would be like a personality who owns vast riches thinking that 
he is poor and homeless. Every human being has the potential to discover 
the greatest treasure of all existence if they apply themselves to the study 
and practice of the teachings of Yoga with the proper guidance. Sema (?) is 
the Àncient Egyptian word and symbol meaning union or Yoga. This is the 
vision of Egyptian Yoga. 
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The Study of Yoga 


When we look out upon the world, we are often baffled by the multipli- 
city, which constitutes the human experience. What do we really know 
about this experience? Many scientific disciplines have developed over the 
last two hundred years for the purpose of discovering the mysteries of 
nature, but this search has only engendered new questions about the 
nature of existence. Yoga is a discipline or way of life designed to promote 
the physical, mental and spiritual development of the human being. It 
leads a person to discover the answers to the most important questions of 
life such as, Who am I? Why am I here? Where am I going? 


As explained earlier, the literal meaning of the word Yoga is to "Yoke" or 
to "Link'back, the implication being to link the individual consciousness 
back to the original source, the original essence, that which transcends all 
mental and intellectual attempts at comprehension, but which is the essen- 
tial nature of everything in Creation, termed "Universal Consciousness. 
While in the strict sense, Yoga may be seen as a separate discipline from 
religion, yoga and religion have been linked at many points throughout his- 
tory and continue to be linked even today. In a manner of speaking, Yoga 
as a discipline may be seen as a non-sectarian transpersonal science or 
practice to promote spiritual development and harmony of mind and body 
thorough mental and physical disciplines including meditation, psycho- 
physical exercises, and performing action with the correct attitude. 


The teachings which were practiced in the Ancient Egyptian temples 
were the same ones later intellectually defined into a literary form by the 
Indian Sages of Vedanta and Yoga. This was discussed in our book Egyp- 
tian Yoga: The Philosophy of Enlightenment. The Indian Mysteries of 
Yoga and Vedanta may therefore be understood as representing an unfold- 
ing exposition of the Egyptian Mysteries. 


The question is how to accomplish these seemingly impossible tasks? 
How to transform yourself and realize the deepest mysteries of existence? 
How to discover “Who am I?" This is the mission of Yoga Philosophy and 
the purpose of yogic practices. Yoga does not seek to convert or impose re- 
ligious beliefs on any one. Ancient Egypt was the source of civilization and 
the source of religion and Yoga. Therefore, all systems of mystical spiritual- 
ity can coexist harmoniously within these teachings when they are cor- 
rectly understood. 
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The goal of yoga is to promote integration of the mind-body-spirit com- 
plex in order to produce optimal health of the human being. This is accom- 
plished through mental and physical exercises which promote the free flow 
of spiritual energy by reducing mental complexes caused by ignorance. 
There are two roads which human beings can follow, one of wisdom and 
the other of ignorance. The path of the masses is generally the path of ig- 
norance which leads them into negative situations, thoughts and deeds. 
These in turn lead to ill health and sorrow in life. The other road is based 
on wisdom and it leads to health, true happiness and enlightenment. 


The central and most popular character within ancient Egyptian Reli- 
gion of Asar is Heru who is an incarnation of his father, Asar. Asar is killed 
by his brother Set who, out of greed and demoniac (Setian) tendency, 
craves to be the ruler of Egypt. With the help of Djehuti, the God of wis- 
dom, Aset, the great mother and Hetheru, his consort, Heru prevails in the 
battle against Set for the rulership of Egypt. Heru' struggle symbolizes the 
struggle of every human being to regain rulership of the Higher Self and to 
subdue the lower self. With this understanding, the land of Egypt is equi- 
valent to the Kingdom/Queendom concept of Christianity. 


The most ancient writings in our historical period are from the ancient 
Egyptians. These writings are referred to as hieroglyphics. Also, the most 
ancient civilization known was the ancient Egyptian civilization. The proof 
of this lies in the ancient Sphinx which is over 12,000 years old. The origin- 
al name given to these writings by the ancient Egyptians is Metu Neter, 
meaning "the writing of God" or Neter Metu or "Divine Speech." These 
writings were inscribed in temples, coffins and papyruses and contained 
the teachings in reference to the spiritual nature of the human being and 
the ways to promote spiritual emancipation, awakening or resurrection. 
The —Ancient Egyptian Proverbs presented in this text are translations 
from the original hieroglyphic scriptures. An example of hieroglyphic text 
is presented on the front cover. 
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Egyptian Philosophy may be summed up in the following proverbs 
which clearly state that the soul is heavenly or divine and that the human 
being must awaken to the true reality which is the spirit Self. 


"Self knowledge is the basis of true knowledge." 
"Soul to heaven, body to earth." 


"Man is to become God-like through a life of virtue and the 
cultivation of the spirit through scientific knowledge, prac- 
tice and bodily discipline." 


"Salvation is accomplished through the efforts of the indi- 
vidual. There is no mediator between man and his / her 
salvation." 


"Salvation is the freeing of the soul from its bodily fetters, be- 
coming a God through knowledge and wisdom, controlling 
the forces of the cosmos instead of being a slave to them, 
subduing the lower nature and through awakening the 
Higher Self, ending the cycle of rebirth and dwelling with the 
Neters who direct and control the Great Plan." 


CHAPTER 1: Ancient 
Origins

Ancient Origins: The Ethiopian-Egyptian Origin of 
Yoga Philosophy 


Since according to Manetho (High Priest of Egypt and other ancient 
writers, there have been many periods of "history" and "civilizations" 
which have come and gone, the current historical period is only one in a 
series of "historical" periods; there is no one beginning and there is no 
end. However, the ancient mystical wisdom is the same from age to age as 
it has the same origin. The current age begins in Afrika (Africa) - Ethiopia - 


Egypt. 


Oral tradition claims that Asar was the first King of Egypt, and that he 
and Aset were actually a God and Goddess, divine beings, who came to 
earth to establish civilization. They are said to have arrived on the earth 
about 18,000 B.C., and to have left the earth around 10,000 B.C. 


Diodorus Siculus (Greek Historian) writes in the time of Augustus (first 
century B.C.): 


"Now the Ethiopians, as historians relate, were 
the first of all men and the proofs of this statement, 
they say, are manifest. For that they did not come 
into their land as immigrants from abroad but 
were the natives of it and so justly bear the name of 
autochthones (sprung from the soil itself), is, they 
maintain, conceded by practically all men..." 


"They also say that the Egyptians are colonists 
sent out by the Ethiopians, Asar having been the 
leader of the colony. For, speaking generally, what 
is now Egypt, they maintain, was not land, but sea, 
when in the beginning the universe was being 
formed; afterwards, however, as the Nile during the 
times of its inundation carried down the mud from 
Ethiopia, land was gradually built up from the de- 
posit...And the larger parts of the customs of the 
Egyptians are, they hold, Ethiopian, the colonists 
still preserving their ancient manners. For instance, 
the belief that their kings are Gods, the very special 
attention which they pay to their burials, and many 
other matters of a similar nature, are Ethiopian 
practices, while the shapes of their statues ana: the 
forms of their letters are Ethiopian; for of the two 
kinds of writing which the Egyptians have, that 
which is known as popular (demotic) is learned by 
everyone, while that which is called sacred 
(hieratic), is understood only by the priests of the 
Egyptians, who learnt it from their Fathers as one of 
the things which are not divulged, but among the 
Ethiopians, everyone uses these forms of letters. 
Furthermore, the orders of the priests, they main- 
tain, have much the same position among_ both 
peoples; for all are clean who are engaged in the 
service of the gods, keeping themselves shaven. like 
the Ethiopian priests, and having the same dress 
and form of staff, which is shaped like a plough and 
is carried by their kings who wear high felt hats 
which end in a knob in the top and are circled by the 
serpents which they call asps; and this symbol ap- 
pears to carry the thought that it will be the lot who 
shall dare to attack the king to encounter death-car- 
rying stings. Many other things are told by them 
concerning their own antiquity and the colony 
which they sent out that became the Egyptians, but 
about this there is no special need of our writing 
anything."

"KMT" "Egypt", "Burnt", "Land of Blackness", "Land of the Burnt People."

KMT (Egypt) is situated close to Lake Victoria in present day Africa. This is 
same location where the earliest human remains have been found, in the 
land currently known as Ethiopia-Tanzania. Recent genetic technology as 
reported in the new encyclopedias and leading news publications has re- 
vealed that all peoples of the world originated in Africa and migrated to 
other parts of the world prior to the last Ice Age 40,000 years ago. There- 
fore, as of this time, genetic testing has revealed that all humans are alike. 
The earliest bone fossils which have been found in many parts of the world 
were those of the African Grimaldi type. During the Ice Age, it was not pos- 
sible to communicate or to migrate. Those trapped in specific locations 
were subject to the regional forces of weather and climate. Less warmer cli- 
mates required less body pigment, thereby producing lighter pigmented 
people who now differed from their dark skinned ancestors. Aer the Ice 
Age when travel was possible, these light skinned people who had lived in 
the northern, colder regions of harsh weather during the Ice Age period 
moved back to the warmer climates of their ancestors, and mixed with the 
people there who had remained dark skinned, thereby producing the 
Semitic colored people. "Semite" means mixture of skin color shades.

Therefore, there is only one human race who, due to different climactic 
and regional exposure, changed to a point where there seemed to be differ- 
ent "types"of people. Differences were noted with respect to skin color, hair 
texture, customs, languages, and with respect to the essential nature (psy. 
chological and emotional makeup) due to the experiences each group had 
to face and overcome in order to survive. 
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From a philosophical 
standpoint, the question as to the origin of humanity is redundant when it 
is understood that ALL come from one origin which some choose to call the 
"Big Bang" and others "The Supreme Being." 
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Historical evidence proves that Ethiopia-Nubia already had Kingdoms 
at least 300 years before the first Kingdom-Pharaoh of Egypt. 


"Ancient Egypt was a colony of Nubia - Ethiopia. ...Asar having been the 
leader of the colony..." 


"And upon his return to Greece, they gathered around and asked, "tell us 

about this great land of the Blacks called Ethiopia." And Herodotus said, 

"There are two great Ethiopian nations, one in Sind (India) and the other 
in Egypt."

also Recorded by Diodorus (Greek historian 100 B.C.) 


The pyramids themselves however, cannot be dated, but indications are 
that they existed far back in anti ity. The Pyramid Texts (hieroglyphics 
inscribed on pyramid walls) and [os in Texts (hieroglyphics inscribed on 
coffins) speak authoritatively on the constitution of the human spirit, the 
vital Life Forcealong the human spinal cord (known in Indiaas 
"Kundalini"), the immortality of the soul, reincarnation and the law of Cause 
and Effect (known in India as the Law of Karma). 


On The Meaning of The Hieroglyphs: 


"We must now speak of the Ethiopian writing 
which is called hieroglyphic by the Egyptians, in or- 
der that we may omit nothing in our discussion of 
their antiquities. Now it is found that the forms of 
their letters take the shape p animals of every kind, 
and of the members of the human body, and of im- 
plements and especially carpenter's tools; for their 
writing does not express the intent concept by 
means of syllables joined one to another, but by its 
figurative meaning which has been impressed upon 
the memory by practice. For instance, they draw the 
picture of a hawk, a crocodile, a snake, and all of the 
members of the human body-an eye, a hand, a face, 
and the like. Now the hawk signifies to them 
everything which happens swiftly, since this animal 
is practically the swiftest of winged creatures... And 
the crocodile is a symbol of all that is evil, and the 
eye is the warder of justice and the guardian of the 
entire body. And as for the members of the body, the 
right hand with fingers extended signifies a 
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procuring of livelihood, and the left with the fingers 
closed, a keeping and guarding of property. The 
same way of reasoning applies to the remaining 
characters, which represent parts of the body and 
implements and all other things; jor by paying 
close attention to the significance which is inherent 
in each object and by training their minds through 
drills and exercise ofthe memory over a long period, 
they read from habit everything which has been 
written.” 


On the Relationship Between Egypt - Ethiopia and India: 


"From Ethiopia, he (Asar) passed through Ara- 
bia, bordering upon the Red Sea to as ju as India, 
and the remotest inhabited coasts; he built likewise 
many cities in India, one of which he called Nysa, 
willing to have remembrance of that (Nysa) 
Egypt where he was brought up. At this Nysa in In- 
dia Be planted Ivy, which continues to grow there, 
but nowhere else in India or around it. He left like- 
wise many other marks of his being in those parts, 
by which the latter inhabitants are induced, and do 
affirm, that this God was born in India. He likewise 
addicted himself to the hunting of elephants, and 
took care to have statues of himself in every place, 
as lasting monuments of his expedition."

"India taken as a whole, beginning from the north and embracing what of 
it is subject to Persia, is a continuation of Egypt and the Ethiopians."

"There are Egyptian columnsas far off as NYASA, Arabia...Aset and 
Asar led an army into India, to the source of the Ganges, and as far as the 
Indus Ocean.” 


Recorded by Egyptian High Priest Manetho (300 B.C.) and Diodor- 
us (Greek historian 100 B. C.) 
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Other evidence of the connection between Egypt, the Middle East and 
East Asia include the inscriptions from the Egyptian Pharaoh Ramses III 
which state that he sent naval expeditions to the far reaches of the world. 
This is verified by the ancient inscriptions found in the Mesopotamian area 
which speak of a conqueror who used a standard composed of a "Rams 
Head with a Snake Overlooking It." This description matches the standard 
of Ramses III. Further, the practice of circumcision was believed by the an- 
cients to have originated in Egypt. It was practiced by Palestinians, Jews, 
Colchians and other Asians, who claimed to have learned the practice from 
the Egyptians. 


"Recent linguistic discovery tends to show that a 
Cushite or Ethiopian race did in the earliest times 
extend itself along the shores of the Southern ocean 
from Abyssinia to India. The whole peninsula of In- 
dia was peopled by a race of this character before 
the ies of the Aryans; it extends from the In- 
dus along the seacoast through the modern 
Beloochistan and Kerman, which was the proper 
country of Asiatic Ethiopians; the cities on the 
northern shores of the Persian Gulf are shown by 
the brick inscriptions found among their ruins to 
have belonged to this race; it was dormant in Susi- 
ana and Babylonia, until overpowered in the one 
country by Aryan, in the other by Semitic intrusion; 
it can be traced, both by dialect and tradition, 
throughout the whole south coast of the Arabian 

eninsula, and it still exists in Abyssinia, where the 
anguage of the principal tribe (the Galla) furnishes, 
it is thought, a clue to the cuneiform inscriptions 
(Mesopotamia) of Susiana and Elymais, which date 
from a period probably a thousand years before our 
era.

Thus, the Indus Valley Culture (earliest know civilization of India), 
which were later known as the Dravidians and Harrapans, appears to have 
been culturally and economically connected to Ethiopia dnd E t. er 
the destruction of the Indus Valley culture by the Aryans, a warrior grou 
from Eurasia (Europe), the Indus Valley Culture merged culturally wit 
the Aryan descendants and further developed the wisdom of the Myster- 
ies into modern Indian Philosophy (Vedanta). Descendants of the Indus 
Valley culture live in India to this day. 
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"Some Hindus claim the Nile to be one of their sacred rivers; they 
also regard as sacred the Mountains of the Moon (in Uganda- 
Congo) and Mount Meru (in Tanzania). Both in India and in the 
Indianized Kingdoms, Southern Mount Meru was regarded as 
the mythical dwelling place of the Gods. Each of these statements 
reflect millennia old relationships between the blacks of 
Africa and South Asia. The Ethiopian Kebra Negast regarded 
Western India as a portion of the Ethiopian Empire. "Murugan, 
the God of mountains", the son of the mother Goddess is a prom- 
inent and typical deity of the Dravidian India. It is interesting to 
note that at least 23 tribes in East Africa worship "Murungu” as 
supreme God, and like the Dravidian God Murugan, the African 
Murungu resides in sacred mountains."

CONCLUSION: THE INDUS - KAMIT - KUSH CONNECTION 


It is clear from the historical record that the early civilizations of India, 
Indus, and of Africa, Egypt (Kamit) - Ethiopia (Kush), shared an intimate 
social, cultural and genetic link. Both India and Egyptwere invaded by viol- 
ent groups from Eurasia, namely the Aryans and Asiatics, respectively, res- 
ulting in ethnic, social and cultural changes. The Indus and Kamitic 
peop es became lighter in skin pigmentation as a result of mixing with the 
ighter skinned foreigners. In addition, seemingly new philosophies and re- 
ligions emerged. 


From this study, clues emerge as to the origin of the teachings of current 
world philosophies and religions. We may now see our present day philo- 
sophies and religions as extensions of ancient wisdom as opposed to irrel- 
evant ideas belonging to alien civilizations from long ago. Understand- 
ing this connection allows us to integrate our current knowledge of philo- 
sophy and religion with the ancient wisdom which gave birth to it. 


The archeological record, linguistic and mythological correspondences 
show that in the early times of antiquity, the entire area from Ethio ja to 
southern Eurasia to China was populated by a single group who shared cul- 
tural, social and genetic relations. Even today, pictures of Ethiopians 
(Nubians - Kushites), Southern Indians (Dravidians), Northern Indians 
from Orisa, Malaysians and Southern Arabians show similarities in physic- 
al appearance and complexion. Inscriptions found in these areas support 
the idea that a mythological and philosophical unity existed throughout the 
area prior to the invasions from the north (Aryans, Eurasians and Asiatics). 
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It would be a mistake to assume that everything is known about all of 
the historical periods in Egyptian history since at the very least, this would 
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require the discovery of all its cities, monuments, and temples. It would be 
equally erroneous to assume that a definitive historical record of any peri- 
od throughout human history is essential to the goal of enlightenment, 
since any and all histories and mythologies must ultimately be understood 
as relative realities. Even modern day society with its many secret organiz- 
ations withholds vital historical information about the events that shape 
our lives. Therefore, the purpose of making sense of history as best we can 
is to help us to better understand and unravel our own involvement in time 
and space as individuals or as members of a particular group, in order that 
we may see through the illusoriness of our associations and experiences. 


As occurred with several other mythological systems around the world, 

the influx of new philosophies, ideas and events served to test the strength 
of Egyptian mythology and to provide then, as current events do now, an 
opportunity for us, as divine beings, to have experience. From an initiatic 
perspective, the most important factor to consider is that in each success- 
ive new mythology, the attributes of NETER (The GOD), NETER NETERU 
(GOD of Gods), and Amun (Hidden One), were attributed to the new forms 
of the God / Goddess. Indeed, what appears to be "new" philosophies and 
mythologies are really only a new way of presenting the original teaching 
about the ultimate truth. Thus, these changes not only served to accom- 
modate a new generation but also to preserve the essence of the teaching. 
That ultimate teaching, regardless of the name or form, refers to the under- 
lying basis of each one of us which is immutable regardless of the passage 
of time or events in history, past, present or future. Therefore, any interest 
in the events of the past or future should be based on their impact on our 
understanding of our present situation, and on how they can help us to 
reach intuitional rather than intellectual enlightenment. 
*The dates included represent the earliest known dates for the establish- 
ment of civilized cultures in the world. It would appear that all of the high 
cultures of the world are reflections of that which originated in Ancient 
Egypt, Africa.

CHAPTER 2: 
PHILOSOPHY 
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The theme of the arrangement of the symbols above is based on the idea 
that in mythological and philosophic forms, Egyptian mythology and philo- 
sophy merge with Word: mythology, philosophy and religion. The hiero- 
glyphic symbols at the very top (+) mean: "Know Thyself”, "Self knowledge 
is the basis of all true knowledge"and (+) signifies Smai taui or “Egyptian 
Yoga.” (see also page 99 (Smai Heru-Set). The next four below represent 
the four words in Egyptian Philosophy which mean "YOGA". They are: (A) 
"Nefer"(B) "Sema ol "Ankh" and (D) "Hetep". The remaining symbols 
used are: (1) The Winged Sundisk, symbolizing Heru the hawk, the all en- 
compassing, all pervading divinity, it incorporates the double Uraeuses 
(Cobras) and the Sundisk (2) The circle sometimes depicted with a dot in 
the center, also used in the Kabbalah and in Hinduism to symbolize the 
sun and the union of male and female, God and Creation. (3) The rays, 
symbolize the seven powers of creation and the pyramid. (4) In the center, 
the Egyptian and Indian Ankh (symbol of life), E The Christian and Egyp- 
tian Cross. (6) The Indian Sanskrit symbol AUM. (7) The Egyptian 
Moon and Sun, and (8) the Islamic Moon and Star. (9) The Egyptian and 
(10) Chinese symbol of the complementary opposites. (11) The Egyptian 
and (12) Chinese Shen, symbols of eternity. (13) An Egyptian female in the 
Wheel yoga pose. The Ankh (life) rises out of the body perfected by Yoga . 


Ancient Mystical Philosophy is 


Ancient Mystical Philosophy is the precursor of Religion and Yoga. It is 
the higher intellectual process which led Sages to question the nature and 
origin of their existence. Ancient Mystical Philosophy is a way to intellectu- 
ally understand the process of existence, the reason for life, and the means 
to master it through wisdom. Intellectual wisdom and knowledge gradu- 
ally become intuitive. This process leads to complete psychological libera- 
tion from worldly attachments. 


Ancient Mystical Philosophy states that "Creation" has not been 
"Created", that "Creation" is in fact a mental manifestation, and that all 
mental manifestations are emanations of the Supreme Being. Further, it 
states that we (our souls) are not only manifestations of the "Creator", but 
that we are the "Creator"---as the Creator alone exists. 


"GOD is everywhere and in all things." 
From The Bible (c. 1,500 B.C.E.) 
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Our soul has experiences through the prism of the mind. Our bodies are 
manifestations of our mind. Further, a purified mind can attain the vision 
of "reality" as it really is. 


In studying Ancient Mystical Philosophy, we will see that we are "one" 
with the Creator and that we are taking a journey through the world of time 
and space with a veil of ignorance so that we may "feel" the journey as if it 
is real. In short, anything that can have a name or form is an illusory rep- 
resentation of the true reality which is the spirit, GOD. 


Further, the experiences of the "world" do not affect the soul or divine 
nature in any way. Therefore, nothing is really happening except in the 
mentations of each of us. In a war for example, no one is killing and no 
one is being killed. It may be stated that GOD is interacting with GOD. 
This can be more easily understood by imagining that all objects in cre- 
ation including us, are like actors on a movie screen. Though someone may 
seemingly be born or die, the screen as well as the actors are unaffected in 
"real life." Similarly, we are appearing on the screen of pure consciousness, 
which is in fact what we call GOD. The idea that we are "really" doing 
something, that something is really occurring, constitutes "wrong think- 
ing." Wrong thinking continues one's involvement and belief that this 
pool world is the only "reality"; this is egoism. Right thinking implies 
iving in the world, seeing everything as part of GOD, one's very own SELF, 
therefore, living in peace and harmony with all things. There is no need to 
wage war. This is the state of highest mental sanity and purity achieved by 
those who are spiritually advanced. 


The intellect required to grasp the above stated points is said to be that 
of advanced souls who are nearing the end of their journey through the 
world process of illusion. They are ready to attain "SALVATION." 


With a purified mind attained through the disciplines of meditation, 
hekau (mantra) repetition and correct thinking, it is possible to transcend 
the "physical reality" and attain the higher vision while still alive. 


As the teachings become "intuitionally" understood, the unconscious is 
cleansed of the "wrong" thinking to such a degree that a "new" vision is ex- 
perienced. Those who attain this higher vision will live on in it after the 
death of the body because they live within their "real" identity. Those who 
at the time of death persist in believing that they are a particular person, 
born in a particular place, to particular parents, loyal to a particular 
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country or a particular race, will die with these ideas because these are per- 
ishable ideas that never existed: Illusions. 


In the final years of his life, Albert Einstein regretted his participation in 
the creation of the nuclear bomb. He attempted to construct a mathemat- 
Ical representation of the universe as a unified whole, the "Unified Field 

eory." 


Einstein also admitted having experienced ecstatic psychological mo- 
ments where all things including his body and mind were united in one 
whole; thus he experienced glimpses of cosmic consciousness. Present day 
saentas have continued his work and believe a unified theory will be 
possible. 


The world and everything in it (including our bodies) as we see it with 
ordinary eyes is only a reflection of the true reality. "True reality" is mental, 
energy and spirit: PURE CONSCIOUSNESS. Therefore, the correct atti- 
tude toward physical life should be one which encompasses surrendering 
one's ego consciousness and accepting one's true identity, loving all imper- 
sonally, relinquishing possessiveness and accepting the true underlying 
reality: GOD. 


This is the highest teaching of the Yoga of Wisdom. Once it is under- 
stood, even in part, feelings of "detachment" and "dispassion" for objects 
of the world begin to occur in the individual. One experiences a feeling of 
"participating" in the world but understanding that it is not the "Absolute" 
reality. The concept of the Absolute reality is embodied in the NETER 
(NTR) of Egypt, Ntu of the Yorubas, Amma of the Dogon, Brahman if 
Hinduism, the Tao of Taoism, the Darmakaya of Buddhism, Kingdom of 
Heaven of Christianity, Kether of the Kabbalah, the Great Spirit and Quet- 
zalcoatle of Native Americans, and Allah of the Muslims. 


One who understands the teaching will not be susceptible to sorrow at 
the loss of a "loved one" since he or she will realize that the loved one has 
only passed on in the journey, or rather, that they have gone nowhere ex- 
cept to a different plane of "reality" to which all things belong. 


Detachment from small individual things allows one to perceive one's 
connection to everything. 


At this stage, various levels of peace are attained. The understanding of 
the teachings allow the mind to be free from "craving" worldly things and 
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to love all things and people equally, since they are understood to be mani- 
festations of the "Creator", the Absolute reality, one's very self: Pure 
Consciousness. 


THE TEACHINGS are the writings of Masters who were able to control 
their minds and bodies in such a way as to ascend to great psychological 
and psychic heights. They attained communion with Cosmic Intelligence, 
the Creator and Sustainer of all things. 


DEOR doing so, they realized the nature of their own existence and the 
fact that they, along with the rest of humanity, are one with that ultimate 
reality. The Sages realized that even though there are many names and 
forms in creation, all that can be seen is not only a part of GOD, the all en- 
compassing being, but in effect are GOD. 


They came back from the lofty heights to assist others in attaining the be- 
atific visions and the ever present peace... Hetep. Hetep is the ULTIMATE 
peace that cannot be disturbed by worldly occurrences. 


They said that the heights they attained were attainable by all humans 
with the desire, will and fearlessness to accept the truth. This truth is not in 
books, but in the innermost heart. 

The teachings are not for everyone, however, since not all humans are 
spiritually and psychologically ready to control their lower nature (body 
and ego-mind). Many prefer to believe what they are told at face value and 
wallow in the ups and downs of their mortal existence, thinking: "this is all 
there is to life and when I die, that will be that." 


Those who abide by that form of ignorance will reap the fruits of what 
they have sown, because existence is essentially a mental process. They 
who can control the mind will have a greater opportunity to attain immor- 
tality, not of the body, but of the true essence, the ultimate reality which is 
GOD: Pure Consciousness. 


Ancient Egyptian teachings: 


"I am the Mind - the Eternal Teacher. I am the begetter of the Word - 
the Redeemer of all humankind - and in the nature of the wise, the 
Word takes flesh. By means of the Word, the world is saved. I, 
Thought - the begetter of the Word, the Mind - come only unto they 
that are holy, good, pure and merciful, and that live piously and reli- 
giously, and my presence is an inspiration and a help to them, for 
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when I come, they immediately know all things and adore the 
Universal Spirit. Before such wise and philosophic ones die, they 
learn to renounce their senses, knowing that these are the enemies of 
their immortal Souls." 


"A SAGE is someone who loves impersonally, someone who realizes 
in their deepest heart that there is no reality outside of the supreme 
nameless GOD."

A SAGE KNOWS all the time that he or she is a part of GOD as are the 
trees, birds, insects, rocks, air and stars. The SAGE lives within the idea, 
"My spirit is using this body and all things are part of me and I of them; I am not in 
the universe; it is the universe that is within me." Therefore, the SAGE does not 
die when the body dies. 


"Under and in back of the Universe of Time and Space and 
Change, is ever to be found The Substantial Reality: the Fun- 
damental Truth."

Religion is 


The term religion comes from the Latin word roots "RE" which means 
"BACK" and "LIGON" which means "to hold, to link, to bind." Therefore, the es- 
sence of true religion is that of linking back, specifically, linking its follow- 
ers back to their original source: GOD. Human beings, their spirits having 
come from the Universal, all pervading consciousness, GOD, have forgot- 
ten their origin and therefore wander the earth without knowledge of their 
true divine nature. Religion is supposed to be a process of assisting men 
and women to reconnect with the Creator, GOD. The human entity (soul) 
has been deluded into believing that it is composed of a mind and body 
that exists once, and that will die one day. Actually, it is not really a process 
of re-connection so much as remembering one's true identity. It's as if we 
have contracted amnesia. This is the true meaning of the Biblical 
statements: 


"Is it not written in your law that ye are Gods?" 
Jesus 
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"The kingdom of the Father (GOD) is spread upon the earth and men do 
not see it!" 
Jesus 


Although religion in its purest form is a Yoga system, the original intent 
and meaning of the scriptures are often misunderstood, if not distorted. If 
religions were devoid of corruption and properly understood and prac- 
ticed, most would provide a suitable system to "Yoga" their followers. 


It is a well known fact to religious scholars that the original scriptures 
of the western Bible included teachings which closely follow the Egyptian 
Mysteries-Yoga system, and the Indian Philosophical 
Yoga Vedanta system. At the Nicean council of Bishops in 325 A.C.E., the 
doctrine of self-salvation was distorted to the degree that the masses of 
people were convinced that they needed a savior as a "go between" to reach 
GOD. As their minds were thus conditioned, they forgot that they, the indi- 
viduals, were as we are today, responsible for our own fate. A new religion, 
Christianity, was thus created by the Nicean council under the direction of 
the Roman Empire and the emperor decreed the destruction of all other 
philosophies, religions, and doctrines. It was at this time that references to 
reincarnation and the ability of each individual to become a Christ were 
either deleted or misrepresented. 


Many writings which were called "Gnostic" or "Knowing" gospels were 
"deleted" from the standard text by Roman Emperor Constantine. In the 
Essene Gospel of Peace, translated by Edmund Bordeau Shakely in the 
early twentieth century from a copy which was locked away in the Vatican, 
Jesus states that his teachings are to help guide those seeking to attain his 
level of consciousness, that is, Cosmic Consciousness, to become as he 
was: Christ. The same teaching is found in the Gospel of Thomas, one of 
several early Gnostic Christian texts which were found in Egypt. It was one 
of the texts that were edited by the Nicean Council and the Roman emper- 
or Constantine. Thus, the phrase "being saved through Jesus" means that an 
individual may effect his or her own salvation by studying and following 
the teachings of Jesus and not that we need Jesus to act as mediator 
between ourselves and GOD to attain salvation. 


"Salvation is accomplished through the efforts of the individual. There is 
no mediator between man and his/her salvation." 
Egyptian Proverb 


For 300 to 600 years after the Nicean council, the Roman emperors, 
and later on, the Christian leaders, set about to destroy any vestige of 
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religious doctrines that did not comply with the doctrines of their new reli- 
gion. The crusades, inquisitions and excommunications were later at- 
tempts to promote ignorance among the masses of people. Other docu- 
ments and relics lie in the well guarded basement of the Vatican to this 


day. 


The ancient Egyptian Cult of Auset (ASET) was so strong that it was the 
last to be overcome. Its teachings were assimilated into Christianity as the 
"Virgin Mother Mary and Child". This Madonna and child represent the 
African Goddess ASET (Auset) and her child Heru (Heru) who was born of 
an immaculate conception. ASET suckling Heru is a common symbol in art 
and mythology throughout Africa and East Asia. It represents the import- 
ance of the mother, nurturing principle in the making of a human being, as 
well as the nurturing that must take place in order for one to give birth to 
one's spirit, our immaculate conception, out of one's animal (lower self) 
existence. 


Yoga in India - Early Indian Philosophy 


The earliest known civilization of India, the Indus Valley culture or 
Dravidians, developed the first advanced philosophical system in India. As 
in Egypt, Dravidian philosophy and mythology centered around the male 
and female fertility and sexuality, the root of yoga systems, which relate to 
the sublimation of sexual energy, Kundalini. This is evidenced by the 
Dravidian stales of "vegetation" Gods in ithyphallic (erect penis) poses (one 
called: "The Black One") and those of female Goddesses with plants growing 
out of their wombs. Its precepts developed into the Tantra Yoga, Jain, 
Hindu, Buddhist and Vedanta philosophical systems and are similar in 
most respects to the Egyptian mythology of "Asar, The Lord of the Perfect 
Black", an ithyphallic vegetation God, and the sacred cow goddess Hetheru- 
Aset, the Goddess of fertility and sexuality. 


Jain Philosophy (c. 1,200 B.C.E) 


1- The Qualities of Matter- The universe is a living organism, imperishable 
in Its true essence. 


2- Mask of Personality- The personality of a human being is only a mask 
covering the true being which lies within the person. The Latin word "Per- 
sona" denotes a mask which is worn by our soul. This mask must be separ- 
ated from our true self. "Per" means "through" and "sona" means "sound." 
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Thus, "person" literally means "through sound", referring to the sound (vi- 
brations) of the "voice" of GOD. 


3- Cosmic Man- The materialized spitit is the first man; the spirit is etern- 
al. The universe is spirit within and without and therefore, has no begin- 
ning and will have no end. 


4- Doctrine of Bondage- The spirit in humans is held by Karma, the law of 
Causation: you reap what you sow; what you do comes back to you. Every 
cause has its effect; every effect has its cause. Everything happens accord- 
ing to the law. Chance is a name for the law not recognized. 


5- Doctrine of Release- Attainment of purity, self detachment from the 
body and the world (psychological, don't depend on the senses, body, or 
emotions for existence) leading to enlightenment. 


Vedanta Yoga, and Samkhya Philosophy (c. +1,000 B.C.E.- 
Present) 


Vedanta philosophy originated from the ancient spiritual scriptures of 
India called the Vedas. More specifically, Vedanta refers to the end of the 
Vedas or the scriptures commonly referred to as The Upanishads which 
constitute a summary or distillation of the highest philosophy of the Vedas. 
Vedanta philosophy, as it exists in the present, is a combination of 
Buddhist psychology, Hindu mythology and ancient mystical philosophy. 
Having its original roots in the philosophy of the oneness of GOD who 
manifests in a myriad of ways, Vedanta achieves a balanced blend of all the 
philosophies and has been adapted by the present day Sages to teach to 
modern day society. Vedanta, which includes the 16 Yogas (8 major, 8 
minor) adapted from the Buddhist Wheel of Life, developed as an alternat- 
ive to the patriarchal and racist Brahmanic system. Major Tenets: 


Vedanta Philosophy is summed up in four Mahavakyas or Great Utterances 
to be found in the Upanishads: 
1- Brahman, the Absolute is Consciousness beyond all mental 
concepts. 
2- Thou Art That (Referring to the fact that everyone is essentially 
this consciousness). 
3- I Am Brahman, the Absolute (To be spoken by people referring 
to their own essential nature). 
4- The Self is Brahman (The Self is the essence of all things). 
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Compare to the Bible 


On the essence of GOD: "GOD is everywhere and in all things."* 


On the name of GOD: "I Am That I Am."* 
Jesüs speaks of his own origin and identity: "I and the Father (GOD) are

Compare the preceding statements in the Indian Upanishads and the 
Christian Bible to the following Ancient Egyptian scriptures (Metu Neter, 
Sacred Speech) taken from the Egyptian Book of Coming Forth By Day (c. 
10,000-5,000 B.C.E.) and other hieroglyphic texts:

In reference to the relationship between GOD and Mankind: 


Ntef Gnuk Gnuk Ntef. ("He is I and I am He.") 


The following statements from the Egyptian "Book of Coming Forth By Day" 
illustrate the attributes of GOD (NETER) and the concepts of Monothe- 
ism and Absolute existence. 


1- "Iwas One, I became three" 

2- "Atum-Ra-Ptah, (are) three in ONE." 

3- "Godis one and alone, none other exists with Him; God is 
One, the One who has made all things." 

4- "GOD is a Spirit, a hidden Spirit, the Spirit of Spirits...The 
Divine Spirit." 

5- "GOD is from the beginning and He has been from the begin- 
ning; GOD existed from old and was, before anything else had 
being. GOD existed when nothing else existed, and what now ex- 
ists, GOD created... Before creation, not was created the earth, 
not were created men, not were created the Gods, not was cre- 
ated DEATH." 

6- "GOD is truth, and GOD has established the earth thereupon." 
7- "GOD is life and through Him only Humankind lives. GOD 
gives life to men and women, breathing the breath of life into 
their nostrils." 
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8- "GOD is both Father and Mother, the Father of fathers and 

the Mother of mothers. He begets but was never begotten, pro- 

duces p was never produced; He begat Himself and produced 
imself. 

- "GOD creates but was never created; He is the maker of his 
own form, and the fashioner of His own body. F 
10- "GOD endures without increase or diminution. GOD multi- 
plies himself millions of times, and He is manifold in forms and 
members." 

11- "GOD made the universe and all that is within. GOD is the 
Creator of what is in this world and what was, what is and what 
will be. 

12- "GOD is the Father of Gods; GOD fashioned men and formed 
the Gods." 

13- "GOD is merciful unto those who reverence Him, and He 
heareth they that call upon Him." 

14- "GOD KNOWETH they who acknowledge Him; GOD rewar- 
deth them who serve Him and protects them who follow Him; 
they who SET Him in their HEART." 


15- "GOD's RAYS are the guides of millions of men and women." 
16- "GOD gives the whole earth unto those who love Him. 
Gods and Goddesses bow down in adoration before GOD's soul." 
17- "GOD is more hidden than all the Gods." 

18- "No man or God can know GOD." 


19- "The (Sun) Disk is his (GOD's) symbol ." C) 

20- "GOD is not Mind, but Cause that the Mind is; GOD is not 
Spirit, but Cause that Spirit is; GOD is not Light; but Cause that 
Light is."

* The Rig Veda is a compilation of religious doctrines which are known to 
have partially originated with the invaders (Aryans) who came into In- 
dia around the years 2,000 B.C.E. to 1,500 B.C.E. and attempted to impose 
themselves on the Dravidian civilization which was well established in In- 
dia by the year 2,500 B.C.E. As has been noted earlier, Egyptian influence 
and civilization had spread throughout the region from which the Aryans 
originated. Thus, the religious and philosophical teachings brought into In- 
dia by the Aryans are found to be similar to the original Egyptian and Indi- 
an philosophies. The main differences would seem to lie in the writings of 
the Rig Veda which pertain to social custom which have been characterized 
by many modern scholars of the Rig Veda as "racist" and "sexist" in char- 
acter due to their development of a caste system in which those who were 
"dark skinned" and women in general were classified as "beings of lower 
status". It will be noted that like the Ethiopians and early Egyptians, the 
Dravidians were black skinned curly haired people. This situation was sim- 
ilar to that which had occurred in Egypt with the invasion and influx of 
Asiatic and Indo-European invaders. 


Compare the 20 Egyptian statements above to the following passage from 
the Indian Rig Veda*: 


"He is the all-pervading Being manifesting himself in all things. 
He has innumerable heads, eyes and feet. It is He that has 
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encompassed the whole universe, and it is He who transcends it... 
That Being is the whole cosmos, all that was and all that will be. 
He manifests Himself in the form of the universe. He is also the 
lord and giver of immortality.: So vast is His glory but He, the 
universal Being, is greater than all that. The manifested world 
forms but a small portion of His Being, in main He is unmanifest 
and Immortal." 


Author's note: 

One will note that the attributes of GOD in the previous Egyptian state- 
ments correspond to those of the Hindu, (Samkhya and Vedanta), 
Buddhist and Taoist philosophical systems of the Far East denoting the 
idea of an "Absolute" GOD force or energy encompassing all existence. The 
description given for "GOD" also refers to the mental state which GOD rep- 
resents. Thus, the true essence of our soul is described by the sages as a 
guide for understanding what the goal of spirituality is. 


Vedanta philosophy continued: 
Major Tenets of Vedanta 
1- Absolute Reality is that which is unchanging. 


2- The Absolute Reality is named Brahman. The manifesting universe is an 
appearance only, an illusory modification of Brahman. Therefore, it never 
had a beginning and will never have an end because it is only an 
appearance. 


3- Brahman or the Ultimate reality, GOD, Supreme Being, is ALL that ex- 
ists. All the objects of the world and universe even though appearing to be 
different are really one entity. All physical reality is an illusory manifesta- 
tion of Brahman which Brahman sustains but yet is detached from at all 
times just as the sun sustains life on earth and yet is detached from it. 


4- Brahman is Pure consciousness. All that exists is essentially Brahman: 
"Sat-Chit-Ananda" - Existence - Knowledge - Bliss. GOD gives things exist- 
ence; God is conscious of those things (therefore they exist) and GOD gives 
"bliss" to the experience of living. 


5- The mind, body and senses of human beings are illusions. The essence 
Oo 
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everything in the universe, including the human soul, is pure conscious- 
ness. Even though objects appear real, tangible and permanent, it is in 
reality transient and illusory. 


6- Brahman is the world and also assumes the role of millions of individual 
life forms (people, animals, insects, etc.). The Individual Soul is termed 
Atman. 


7- Atman and Brahman are one and the same. Therefore, everyone's soul is 
part of the universal essence, Brahman. 


8- Through a veil of mental ignorance, the individual soul (Atman) believes 
it is an individual entity (Jiva), separate from everything else when it is in- 
deed part of everything. The mental veil of ignorance comes from erro- 
neous subconscious impressions which cause the person to believe they are 
a body instead of a spirit and therefore, they search for happiness and ful- 
fillment in the illusory pleasures of the world. This leads one from one un- 
fulfilled desire to another. 


9- Vedanta seeks to transform the subconscious of the individual through 
gradually increasing philosophical and practical discipline. Its goal is to re- 
move the veil of ignorance by asserting that the only reality is Brahman. 
When this reality is "consciously realized" by intuition (through meditative 
experience), the veil of ignorance is lifted. Once the veil of ignorance is re- 
moved, the initiate subsists in a transformed psychological and spiritual 
state where they abide in the real universal, omnipresent, expansive state 
of consciousness termed: "Jivan Mukta" which means: one who is liber- 
ated while still alive. Jivan Muktais an individual who has sublimated 
their ego-sense in favor of becoming one with the Absolute reality. No 
longer knowing themselves as an individual, they are one with GOD: Brah- 
man. This is the state termed as Moksha or Kaivalia (liberation). 


The term "Illusory Modification " can be better understood from a simile 
given by Vedanta philosophy. A person enters a dark room and steps on 
something which appears to feel like a snake. The person is very scared be- 
cause he believes the information from his senses. The person turns the 
light on and finds that there is only a rope. It was due to ignorance (the 
darkness) that the rope was perceived to be a snake. In the same way, it is 
our ignorance about our true nature which allows us to perceive the multi- 
plicity of the world as a "reality." The "objects of the world" are perceived as 
separate entities instead of what they truly are: Brahman. This ignorance 
is based on the information our brains gather from the senses rather than 
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from that gathered through the higher intuitional capacities. The light rep- 
resents intuitional wisdom of the truth whereby the questions (based on 
our incorrect and ignorant assumptions and ideas): Where did the snake 
come from?, What kind of snake is this? Who does the snake belong to?, Is 
the snake poisonous?, become irrelevant. In the same way questions about 
the origin of the world, humanity, etc., become irrelevant since time, space 
and physical reality are illusions, only Brahman exists. One sees oneself as 
Brahman therefore, one sees only oneself in existence. Relatives, people, 
the sun, planets are all oneself. Illusory modification made it seem like 
there was a multiplicity of different objects in existence. 


Vedanta Philosophy holds that there are four planes of existence and 
that the human being is really a composite of three bodies and five sheaths 
or layers. In this manner, the divine self (Brahman) expresses itself in the 
form of nature and living beings. 


The Planes: 
1- Gross Plane: Consisting of the gross elements and the 
senses. 
2- Subtle Plane: Consisting of subtle elements that may be 
perceived 


through extra-sensory perception. 
3-Subtler Plane: The intellect; here the ego is transcended and 
one 

experiences higher forms of being. 
4- Subtlest Plane: This is the level of the causal body. 


The Bodies: 


1- Physical Body. 
2- Astral Body. 
3- Causal Body. 


The Five Sheaths (coverings): 


1- Food Sheath (Anandamaya Kosha). 

2- Pranic Sheath - Vital energy (Pranamaya Kosha). 

3- Mind Sheath (Manomaya Kosha). 

4- Intellect Sheath (Vijnamaya Kosha). 

5- Bliss Sheath (one transcends the ego and body and experi- 
ences the spirit). 
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The three bodies and the five sheaths may be compared to the Egyptian 
belief of the nine parts of the spirit including the BA or Supreme Soul. 
When it is considered that the Vedantic system of India proposes eight 
parts plus the Supreme Self or Atman - Brahman, the similarity appears al- 
most exact in theme and number. 


The practice of Yoga, as it developed in India (+1,000 B.C.E.-100 
B.C.E.), is classified as a science with eight steps; their correspondence to 
the Egyptian system will become evident: 


1- Sef control (yama): Non- violence, truthfulness, chastity, avoidance of 
greed. 


2- Practice of virtues (niyama): Actions to avoid in order to maintain yama. 


t Postures (asana): To condition the body and prepare the mind and body 
or meditation. 


4- Breath control (pranayama): Controlling the breath is controlling the 
Life Force; controlling the Life Force is controlling the mind. 


5- Restraint (pratyahara): Disciplining the sense organs to avoid overin- 
dulgence and physical temptation of the body: food, sex, drugs, etc. 


6- Steadying the mind (dharana): Practice focusing the mind. Concentrat- 
ing the mental rays on one subject over a short period of time. 


7- Meditation (dhyana): When the object of concentration engulfs the en- 
tire mind and concentration continues spontaneously. 


8- Deep meditation (samadhi): Personality dissolves temporarily into the 
object of meditation, experience of super-consciousness. 


In the Yoga Sutras of Sage Patanjali (c. 200 B.C.E.), the following in- 
struction is given for the practitioner of yoga:

Sutra 2: Yoga is the intentional stopping of the mind-stuff (thought waves). 


This is desirable because: 
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VRITTI SARUPYAM ITARATRA. 
Sutra 4: "At times when the mind stuff flows indiscriminately, "the seer" 


becomes "identified" with the thought-waves. 


Patanjali goes on to say that due to the identification of the seer (our 
true self) with the thoughts, we believe ourselves to be mortal and limited 
instead of immortal and immutable. He further says that there is no need 
to worry because through the steady practice of yoga (dispassion, devotion, 
mind control exercises of meditation), even the most unruly mind can be 
controlled. Thus, the individual will discover their true self when the 
"Chitta" (thought waves) are controlled. It is as if one looks at oneself 
through colored sunglasses and believes oneself to be that color. In the 
same way, Yoga is the process of uncovering the eyes from the illusion of 


the mind's thought waves.

The Philosophy of Buddha (c. 600 B.C.E.) 


The Buddha or "The Enlightened One"* developed a philosophy based on 
ideas which existed previously in Jain philosophy and the Upanishads. 
Buddha recognized that many people took the teachings to extreme. Teach- 
ings such as that of non-violence which stressed not harming any creatures 
were understood by some as not moving so as not to step on insects or not 
breathing in without covering the mouth so as not to kill insects or mi- 
croorganisms. Prior to Buddha, other teachings such as those of the 
"Brahmins" and "Sanyasa" (renunciation), where one was supposed to re- 
nounce the apparent reality as an illusion, were taken to extremes wherein 
some followers would starve themselves to the point of death in order to 
achieve spiritual experience. Others became deeply involved with the intel- 
lectual aspects of philosophy, endlessly questioning, "Where did I come 
from?, Who put me here?, How long will I need to do spiritual practice?, 
Where did Brahman (GOD) come from?", etc. Buddha saw the error of the 
way in which the teaching was understood and set out to reform religion. 


Buddha emphasized attaining salvation rather than asking so many 
questions. He likened people who asked too many intellectual questions to 
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a person whose house (lifetime) is burning down while they ask "How did 
the fire get started?" instead of first worrying about getting out. Further, 
Buddha saw that renouncing attachment to worldly objects was not neces- 
sarily a physical discipline but more importantly, it was a psychological one 
and therefore, he created a philosophical discipline which explained the 
psychology behind human suffering and how to end that suffering, a philo- 
sophy emphasizing "BALANCE" rather than extremes. He recognized that 
extremes cause mental upset-ness because "One extreme leads to anoth- 
er". Therefore, mental balance was the way to achieve mental peace. This 
psychological discipline became the Noble Eight-fold Path which was later 
adapted by the Indian Sage Patanjali and developed into the eight major 
Yoga disciplines of Indian Yoga.

*In much the same way as the term Christ refers to anyone who has at- 
tained "Christhood", the term Buddha refers to any one who has attained 
the state of enlightenment. In this context there have been many male and 
female Christs and Buddhas throughout history. 
The Setting in Motion of the Wheel of the Law: 

The Noble Truth of Suffering is: 


The reason for all suffering is participation in the world process: 
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One is unhappy because one invariably expect to find happi- 
ness in worldly things.

2- Right Thought is understanding that thought has great power 
on oneself and others and that whatever one focuses on gains 
more life; one becomes it. 

3- Right Speech is knowing what to say, how to say it, when to 
say it, and when to remain silent. 

f. Right Action: Guidelines for controlling one's behavior and al- 
owing calmness of mind to pursue Enlightenment: 


1. Not intentionally taking the life of any creature. 
2. Not taking anything which is hor free iven. 
3. Not indulging in irresponsible sexual Bol buo 
4. Not speaking falsely, abusively or maliciously. 
5. Not consuming alcohol or drugs. 


5- Right Livelihood is making a living in such a way as to benefit 
oneself and all other beings. 

6- Right Effort is determination and perseverance in one's spir- 
itual discipline to transcend one's lower nature. 
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7- Right Mindfulness is learning how to be aware of everything 
that one does at all times, not acting automatically, reacting to 
events as an animal.

The Kabbalah (c. 100 B.C.E -1000 A.C.E) 


The Kabbalah is an ancient sacred science of the study of Creation and 
man as developed by Jewish initiates. In the Bible, it is stated that Moses, 
who wrote the laws and guidelines for Jewish society, was knowledgeable 
in all of the wisdom and magic of Egypt; he was an Egyptian priest. The 
similarity between the 10 Commandments and the 42 Laws of Maat and 
the similarities with other scriptures will be noted upon simple comparis- 
on. The Tree of Life represents the ten aspects of Creation which in turn 
represent the ten aspects of GOD and the essence of the human soul. Fig- 
ure A comes from a stale in the Egyptian Temple of Kom Ombo. Below is 
the traditional diagram of the Kabalistic Tree of Life. As in the Egyptian 
mystical system, the Kabbalah states that the tree of life is within the hu- 
man being. 


The tree corresponds to increasing levels of evolving consciousness and 
the Chakras or psychic energy centers. As in the Egyptian system of philo- 
sophy, if the various levels are explored and mastered, the human will 
know the true name and number of all that exists and have command of all 
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the inner human forces (love, hate, greed, passion, etc.) and will know the 
names of spirits (Gods) and the seven forces (or powers). This is equal to 
the Egyptian teaching of achieving control over the Neters inside one's self 
and the doctrine of Hekau or words of power. Further, upon reaching the 
highest level, KETHER, which is equivalent to the Egyptian NETER, the 
human will attain cosmic consciousness and immortality. In the Kabalistic 
system, as well as the Egyptian, the same symbol for the Sun and Solar Life 
Force power is used: a dot surrounded by a circle.

Chinese Philosophy: The Tao. (c. 600 B.C.E) 


The Egyptian word for Eternal Spirit is "SHEN". In the Chinese Mystical 
Philosophy, SHEN means Eternal Spirit. Historical evidence shows that 
the early Chinese dynasties (Shang Dynasty c.1,523 B.C.E.- c.1,927 B.C.E. 
and Chou Dynasty c.770 B.C.E.-c.221 B.C.E.) were linked to north-east 
Africa and the area now referred to as the Middle East. As the Middle 
Eastern inscription read, Asar, at the time he ruled Egypt, extended the 
Egyptian culture to the farthest reaches of Asia. 


The "Tao Te Ching" (c. 600 B.C.E.) was the first written record outside 
of Egypt which discussed the use of breathing exercises just before the 
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written appearance of the Yoga Sutras of Patanjali (c.350 B.C.E.) and the 
teachings of Buddha (c.B.C.E.550). TAO philosophy was also the first 
known teaching outside of Egypt which held as the main idea that all cre- 
ation is composed of two opposite but complementary forces which were 
called "Heru and Set" in Egypt and "Ying and Yang" in China. The TAO or "The 
Way", is a philosophical exposition of Chinese mystical philosophy. It 
stresses the understanding of the interplay between the two major forces 
that comprise the universe (male and female), the way to be in harmony 
with them (virtue), and the experience that lies beyond the "pairs of oppos- 
ites": unity with all that exists. 


Chiis the Chinese name for the single Life Force which exists all 
throughout the universe. The first writings in reference to Chi begins with 
Huang Di in c.2690 B.C.E.-2,590 B.C.E. Knowledge about the human en- 
ergy centers (Kundalini Chakras) outside of Egypt comes from China in the 
form of snakes which are coiled three and one half times. This is the well 
known symbol which gained popularity through the Indian Kundalini 
Yoga System. 


Like Indian Hatha Yoga, Chi Kung is a system of meditation and physic- 
al exercises for the development, sublimation and channeling of the Life 
Force energy, CHI (Sekhem, Prana, Kundalini), in order to promote spir- 
itual transformation. 


According to the Shaolin Temple system where Chi Kung and Kung 
Fu were first developed, there must first be "internal purification" before 
there can be Chi Kung or Kung Fu training; that is, before the exercises can 
be performed effectively, the initiate or aspirant must follow a rigorous sys- 
tem of virtue and self control almost identical to the Egyptian system: 


*Student must prepare himself for five restrictions: 


1. He must not be Frivolous. 
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2. He must not be Conceited. 
3. He must not be Impatient. 
4. He must not be Negligent. 
5 He must not be Lascivious. 


and seven detriments: 


1. Fornication depletes the energy. 

2. Anger harms the breathing (CHI, Life Force En- 
ergy flow). 

3. Worry numbs the mind. 

4. Over-trustfulness hurts the heart. 

5. Overdrinking (alcoholic beverages) dilutes the 
blood. 

6. Laziness softens the muscles. 

7. Tenseness weakens the bones.

According to Robert Smith's Secrets of Shaolin Temple Boxing, some of the 
Temple rules were as follows: 


1. A student must practice without interruption. 

2. Boxing must be used for legitimate self defense.

4. A student must be forever kind and honest, and friendly to all his 
colleagues. 

5. In traveling, a boxer should refrain from showing his art to the com- 
mon people even to the extent of refusing challenges.

9. Boxing should not be taught rashly to non-Buddhists lest it produce 
harm.

The three Ancient Egyptian symbols shown (A, B, C), represent the fol- 
lowing: Fig A., representing the Egyptian "Division of the Heavens", shows 
the concept of two complementary forces that exist in the universe and are 
observed everywhere. Thus, it represents the duality of creation wherein 
GOD, the universal consciousness, has created the appearance of two dy- 
namic principles. These principals at work in the universe (male-female, 
Yang-Ying, up-down, life-death, etc.) are two divisions of the one reality. 
Each therefore, is an inseparable part of the other and only appears separ- 
ate to those who are spiritually immature. Fig B is the Egyptian symbol 
showing the two opposite forces, Heru (good) and Set (evil), with identical 
eyes and space. It gives the idea that good and evil are balanced and com- 
plementary, adding up to a whole (reality). Fig. B is virtually identical to 
the Chinese symbol of the Tao or "The Way of Nature" (Ying and Yang), shown 
in Fig D. The Chinese philosophical system called the Tao is equivalent to 
the Kemetic (Egyptian) philosophical system of MAAT. 


The ancient Ethiopian-Egyptian symbol (Fig C) represents the eternal 
Trinity principal. GOD is the sustaining factor enabling the other two to ex- 
ist but most importantly, GOD is all three. This is the meaning of the state- 
ment which is found in the "Egyptian Book of Coming Forth By Day" in 
which GOD states: "I was one and then I became three." (Father-Son-Holy 
Ghost, Ra-Asar-Heru, Father-Mother-Child, the seer - that which is seen - 
sight itself). Furthermore, Fig C represents the Trinity within humans 
wherein there is a Heru and Set aspect of consciousness which may be har- 
monized and brought into balance by the third aspect, represented by the 
God of Air (breath), SHU.

*The Ka'bah monument is a shrine which holds a meteorite. It is vener- 
ated by the Muslims. The meteorite is fitted to the monument, a square 
stone structure, by means of a metal band in the shape of a female genital. 
This black stone is regarded as the "hand" of Allah. The Islamic mythology 
of the "hand" follows the Egyptian creation story in which Atom creates by 
means of uniting with his own female part, his hand. 


The Origins of Islam (c. 600 A.C.E.) 


The word "Islam" means to surrender. In its religious application, Islam 
refers to "surrendering to the will or the law of God." it am is seen b 
theological scholars to be a reformation of the older Arab religions, whic 
themselves were influenced by Egyptian philosophy during the time of 
Egyptian the conquest of the Middle East. 


Mohammed, the founder of Islam, was opposed by other Arab leaders in 
the earlier stages of the development of his "new" religion and was forced 
to flee into Egypt and Ethiopia where he and his followers further de- 
veloped Islamic philosophy. While living there, Mohammed married an 
Ethiopian woman. Orthodox Islam departed from the concept of the fem- 
inine, Goddess principle so evident in Egyptian philosophy, to a patriarch- 
al religion, much like orthodox Christianity. However, their recognition of 
the importance of the female principal is evidenced in the Ka'bah monu- 
ment, the most sacred Islamic monument, located in the city of Mecca. The 
Ka'bah has a female vulva carved on one side*. 
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Mohammed said he had been given the word of GOD by the Angel Gab- 
riel in a revelation. These teachings are presented in "The Koran", the 
Holy Book of Islam. The major tenets of Orthodox Islam are: 


1- There is only one GOD, unitary and omnipresent. GOD is 
separate from creation and manages it from afar. 
2- The plurality of Gods or the extension of GOD's divinity to 
any person is strongly rejected. 
3- GOD created nature through a primordial act of mercy, lest 
there would be only nothingness. 
4- God governs creation. All areas of creation were given laws 
to follow. The following of these laws creates perfect har- 
mony. The breaking of them creates disharmony. Since there 
are laws, there is no need for miracles. The Koran is the highest 
miracle which no man will match. 
5- The ultimate purpose of humanity is to serve God in order 
to reform the earth. 
6- God has four functions: 

Creation, 

Sustenance, 

Guidance, 

Judgment. 


7- After death, those who lived by the laws will go to the 
Garden (Heaven); those who did not will go to Hell. 


The Origins of Esoteric (mystical) Islam: SUFISM (c. 700 
A.C.E) 


Sufism emerged in the Middle East shortly after Islam became estab- 
lished as a dominant religion in that area. The name "Sufi" comes from 
"Suf" which means "wool." The name Sufi was adopted since the acetic fol- 
lowers of this doctrine wore coarse woolen garments (sufu). 


To the followers of Orthodox Islam, Sufism has almost always been re- 
garded as heresy since its main goal is to lead the Sufi follower to have 
Mystic Knowledge of GOD." Sufism is based upon the fundamental Islam- 
i tenets of living in harmony with others but beyond these ideas, the Sufis 
old that: 


A- GOD, as creator of the universe, transcends it. 
B- GOD cannot be expressed in words. 
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C- The inner light (one's own soul-spirit) is a sufficient 
source of religious guidance. 
D- The Universe and GOD are actually one. 
E- Since humans are part of creation, a human being can, 
through mystical discipline, become one with GOD. 
F-The Sufi mystic is described as a pilgrim on a journey fol- 
lowing a path of seven stages: 
1- Repentance 
2- Abstinence 
3- Renunciation 
4- Poverty 
5- Patience 
6- Trust in God 
7-Acquiescence to the will of 
God 


G- As in Christian Mysticism and the Bhakti Yoga of India, 
some Sufis practice devotion by employing the energies of 
love and directing them solely toward the duane (union with 
GOD). Through rituals such as reading, listening to poetry 
and other works of literature, and devotional dancing (The 
Whirling Dervishes), an ecstatic mental-emotional feeling de- 
velops which can be used to sublimate and direct psychic 
(spiritual) energy to becoming attuned to and attaining union 
with the divine forces. 

H- Sufism incorporates teachings in reference to the subtle 
spiritual body which may be compared to the Egyptian teach- 
ings of the "Pillar of Asar" and the seven powers (energy cen- 
ters in the body), and the Chakras of Indian Yoga. These are:

The main doctrine of Islam and Sufism is encompassed by the word 
"Islam": Submission To GOD. This same doctrine exists in the pyramid 
texts of Egypt 10,000 B.C.E. - 5,000 B.C.E in the following teaching: 


"Give thyself to GOD, keep thou thyself daily for God, and let tomorrow be 
as today."

Historical evidence and Sufi Mystic literature clearly show that Sufi follow- 
ers had relationships (cultural, ethnic and social ties) with Egypt, the 
Essenes (Jewish tribe of Jesus) and the Hindus and Buddhists of the Far 
East. Thus, it is not surprising that the energy center system of Sufism is 
closely related to the Tantric systems of Egypt and India. The original Tan- 
tric traditions of Egypt and India concentrated on four energy centers in- 
stead of seven. 


Druidism and The Environment of Religious Development 
in Africa and Eurasia. (c. 1,500 B.C.E - 700 A.C.E.) 


It is evident that the period designated by "Egyptologists" as "Dynastic" 
represents only the last portion (5,500 years) of Egyptian history and 
shows an overall decline in every level of society. It must be noted that the 
period between the years 1,500 B.C.E and 700 A.C.E were marked by a 
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steep decline of the Egyptian society which had existed for thousands of 
years before, and the rise and fall of the Aryan, Greek, Roman and Persian 
(Asiatic - European and Arab) empires. The Egyptian Sages realized the 
growing threat coming from the Asiatic invasions along with the declining 
moral structure of society due to the unceasing military and social 
struggles against Asiatics invaders. It was during this time that the Sages 
and other members of Egyptian society began to leave Egypt in large num- 
bers. Coincidentally, this period saw the greatest growth in intellectual ex- 
positions of ancient mystical philosophy outside of Egypt (Ex. Buddhism, 
Hinduism, Taoism). One of the many exoduses was that of the Druids. The 
Druids were Egyptian followers of the Egyptian teachings who migrated to 
Gaul (northern Europe) and the British Isles. They instructed the Gauls 
and the Celts (warlike tribes of northeastern Europe) in the following 
philosophy: 


1- The soul is immortal. 

2- At death, the soul passes into the body of a 
newborn child. 

3- We are all descendent from the Supreme 
Being. 


In the year 1,030 B.C.E., a Celtic King by the name of Canute issued an 
edict against the Druids and their cult. As with other cults such as that of 
Socrates of Greece and Jesus of the Essenes who had learned the ancient 
mystical wisdom from Egypt, they were feared by Roman imperial as well 
as local political and military leaders who sought to control the masses by 
keeping them in a state of perpetual ignorance about their true nature and 
the power which lies within all humans to attain ultimate freedom. 


Egyptian symbols also used by the Druids 
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Pyramid enclosing the swastika, an ancient Egyptian symbol for Heru as 
the God of the four quarters (Creation). 


Upside down pyramid known in Egypt as the triangle of Heru and in In- 
dia as the Yoni Yantra which represents the pubic area of the female 
(womb of GOD) from where all things come: creation, female principal, 
etc. 
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From the previous essay, it is possible to understand the enduring influ- 
ence of Ancient Ethiopian-Egyptian Religion and Philosophy. Though it 
may not be possible to pinpoint every single historical event which traces 
the movement of the philosophy of ONENESS throughout the world, it is 
possible to determine and correlate the various concurrent themes of each 
system and to derive a basis of mythological and philosophical unity. 


Through the study of history, a new picture emerges in reference to our 
understanding of our religions and the meaning of our existence. Regard- 
less of their origins, Mars, Afrika, Sirius, etc. it is possible to view our own 
religious origins and religious needs with a sense of commonality, as mem- 
bers of a single human race, which goes beyond any regional differences 
which might have caused changes in the original teachings. [ii] 


Zulu, Dogon, Yoruba, and Fon Mythology and Philosophy. 


At about the time when the Sphinx was constructed (50,000 B.C.E.- 
10,000 B.C.E.), North-East Africa (Ethiopia-Egypt) was an abundant, lush 
rain forest in which many groups lived. The Sahara desert was only in its 
beginning stages of formation. As time passed, climactic changes became 
more pronounced leading to the formation and expansion of the Sahara 
desert. As the annual rainfall became reduced with each passing millenni- 
um, many civilized groups and tribes found it necessary to leave the 
North-Central African area (Sahara) in order to survive. Two of these 
groups were the ZULU and the DOGON. 


The ZULU culture currently live in the southern part of the continent 
now referred to as "Africa", but stories of their origins have survived in 
their mythology. One ZULU tradition claims that they originated in the

stars and arrived on earth after living on the planet Mars. The move to the 
earth was needed because there was a war on Mars which left the planet 
uninhabitable. Recent evidence has been found by the American Viking 
Space Program that corroborates this claim and the evidence indicates pos- 
sible kinship ties between the ZULU and the Ethiopian-Egyptians. In the 
late 1970's, the Viking spacecrafts which were sent to photograph Mars re- 
vealed a complex of pyramids and a giant "Sphinx Face" which stares out 
into space. 


The Dogon culture, who now reside in western Africa, adhere to a cos- 
mogony and mythology which closely follows the Egyptian systems. As 
with the Ancient Egyptians, the Dogons revere the star Sirius as the origin 
of humanity and the role of Heru, the savior, is given to the God named 
Nommo. A detailed description of the cosmogony and mythology will be 
found in the book "The Pale Fox" by Marcel Griaule and Germaine Dieterlen 
who studied with the Dogon Masters for over 15 years. Like the Zulu, the 
Dogon also acknowledge their ancient origins from North-Eastern Africa. 


The Yoruba people also reside in Western Africa. The Yoruba religion 
has many similarities with the cosmogony, Gods and divination systems of 
Egypt. For example, one Yoruba creation story is almost identical to the 
Egyptian one which is described in the Shabaka Stone (see page 47), later 
referred to as Memphite Theology. It describes the beginning as being a 
"watery and marshy place". The "Supreme Being" created the "Great God" 
whom he directed to create the world. As in the Judgment of the Egyptian 
Book of Coming Forth By Day, the idea of a "Judgment after death" is also 
held by the Yorubas. It is believed that after death the spirit of the person 
goes in front of GOD in order to give account of her or his life on earth. As 
in Egypt, the Yorubas believe that some will go to live with relatives in a 
good place, while others will end up in a bad place. Thus it is said: 


All of the things we do when on earth, 
We will give account for in heaven..... 
We will state our case at the feet of GOD. 


The Fon Nation of West Africa views the snake as the creator and sus- 
tainer of creation. Through its 3,500 "coils" above the earth, and 3,500 
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"coils" below the earth, the snake represents energy in perpetual motion, 
energy without which creation would immediately disintegrate. This de- 
scription recalls the Primeval Serpent of Ancient Egyptian mythology and 
the Kundalini of India, with her "coiled up" cosmic energy which sustains 
all life. Another Fon story tells that a serpent carried GOD everywhere in 
its mouth in the making of creation. This is reminiscent of the Egyptian 
story of "The Serpent in the Sky" (see page 66). Also, the main character in 
Fon mythology, Legba, seeks to reconcile the rift between heaven and earth 
which occurred in primeval times. These stories resemble those of 
Heru who travels the land teaching and enlightening the people. 


Throughout Africa, the snake with two heads in the form of a circle or a 
serpent in the form of a circle swallowing its own tail represent eternity, 
life, continuity, constant rejuvenation, etc. It should be noted that one of 
the goals of Kundalini Yoga is to develop the Life Force energy of the ser- 
pent and to tie up that serpent (energy) into a circuit wherein energy does 
not escape, thereby accumulating it, resulting in the rejuvenation of the 
body and raised consciousness. 


CONCLUSION 


When comparing ancient mythologies and philosophies, it is necessary 
to approach them all with an open mind and the idea that no matter how 
discordant or flamboyant they may appear to be, there is a basis of truth 
which underlies them all. In the study of religions and philosophies, it may 
be necessary to discount local variations of mythological stories in order to 
view the commonality of their themes. Likewise, when analyzing writings 
by those who claim to have had mystical experiences, it is necessary to dis- 
count the inconsistent aberrations which may be due to their particular 
mental state (being unenlightened) at the time. Once local and regional 
variations in mythological stories and hallucinatory or delusory descrip- 
tions of mystical experiences are stripped away from the religious and 
philosophical traditions, it is possible to gain insight into the underlying 
unity of religious thought wherein the major themes have survived to the 
present day. These include: 


1- The human being is more than what meets the eye. Beyond 
the body, there is an eternal soul which aspires to achieve 
greater heights than what ordinary life suggests. 


2- That Soul is immortal. 
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3- There is one Divinity (GOD) which expresses in many 
ways; the soul seeks closeness with that divinity (mystical 
experience). 


4- Mystical experience requires the seeker to cultivate a state 
of mind (consciousness) that leads to the awareness of that 
which lies beyond the realm of ordinary senses. 

5- Mystical experience requires the seeker to develop a life- 
style based on virtue, and both mental and physical health. 


6- Mystical experience leads to an expanded state of con- 
sciousness and awareness of reality. 


7- Mystical experience is a necessary part of the existence and 
evolution of the soul. 


8- When the soul is deprived of mystical aspiration through 
its own ignorance, mental activity which is the primary meth- 
od of expression of the soul may become unstable. Mental ill- 
ness and other mental aberrations may result in depression, 
wars, crime, etc. 


The Sages realized that the coming world age necessitated the dissemin- 
ation of ancient mystical wisdom in a form which the masses of people 
could more easily have access to and understand. Thus, hieroglyphic writ- 
ing and oral tradition (teachings kept in the memory of the Sage and initi- 
ates) gave way to written versions of the same teachings. These written ver- 
sions constituted intellectual expositions of mystical wisdom which already 
existed in both oral history as carried on by the Egyptian Sages and also in 
Egyptian hieroglyphic form. 


The development of Hieratic writing in Egypt, Cuneiform in the Middle 
East and Sanskrit in India were among the first in a series of new writing 
systems which espoused the same philosophy that had existed in Egypt for 
many thousands of years. Schools of mystical philosophy grew up around 
such names as Socrates, Pythagoras and. Plato in Europe, Zoroaster in Per- 
sia, Moses and Jesus in the Middle East, Buddha and Patanjali in India and 
Lao Tzuin China. The writings of the Greeks acknowledge the fact that 
they studied mystical philosophy in Egypt. From the current analysis, 
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Kemetic (Egyptian) philosophy appears to form the basis of Christianity, 
Hinduism, Vedanta, Sufism, Buddhism, Taoism, Druidism, and the Kabba- 
lah. The similarity of the tenets of the other systems suggests a common 
origin. They are but aspects of the same philosophy of 


ONENESS. 


“The Primordial Point, The Origin of Creation” 


Common Features of Mystical Experience: The Goal of Mys- 
tical Philosophy 


Common features which seem to characterize the mystical experience 
have been noted in the philosophical and religious scriptures of many 
countries. The following realizations may come in a single experience or 
may occur several times either spontaneously or while engaged in formal 
Yoga and meditation practice. They may occur spontaneously, once in a 
lifetime, or several times and may remain as a permanent feature of one's 
consciousness. They often come in the form of something that suddenly 
"dawns" on one. The enlightenment experience may occur in an "instant" 
and in the following moment the "thinking" mind reactivates and makes 
sense of the experience. Some common realizations are listed below. 


1- All of a sudden one knows that there is only one 
consciousness that exists and that it is one's own. 


2- One discovers that all that exists depends on one's 
consciousness. One knows that creation (the world) 
"depends" on one's consciousness. The world is seen 
as a projection which one has created. 


3- One knows that one's consciousness (soul) is the 
same one which underlies and supports all other hu- 
man beings. All souls are one. 


4- One knows that this consciousness is distinct from 
the ego-personality of others, that it is their true in- 
ner self, their soul, of which even they are unaware; 
one's soul is one with every other soul. 
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5- Immortality; one knows at once that one is immor- 
tal, infinite, boundless. 


6- One may experience lasting effects from the mys- 
tical experience which may fade in time. For ex- 
ample, one may experience a sensation of being one 
with other people. 


All mystical experience is said to proceed from the action of the primal 
Life Force (Egyptian-Ra-Buto, Indian-Kundalini) which causes evolution: 
ary changes in the physical and subtle nervous systems and mental under- 
standing. If not prepared, the onset of mystical experience may cause emo- 
tional imbalance, disease or insanity. For this reason, training in spiritual 
and occult teaching and the adjustment of one's life in order to integrate 
the expansion of consciousness is desirable. 


From the description above, it is evident that the mystical experience of 
"oneness" with the absolute goes beyond the concepts of the mind and lies 
beyond any form of physical experience even in the most subtle forms 
where psychic powers such as telepathy, out of body experiences and com- 
munion with divine personalities occur. The individual ego-personality is 
for that time "dissolved" into "Absolute being". Upon returning to the "nor- 
mal" or mundane state of everyday consciousness, the personality of the 
spiritual aspirant is little by little changed, molded into a higher form of 
consciousness. In the mystical state, consciousness goes beyond previous 
concepts of its "she b erceived notions of reality including its ideas 
about "GOD". This occurs Beenie in order for consciousness to perceive 
time, space and physical reality, it must be conditioned to perceive 
something called time, space and physical reality. During the mystical ex- 
perience, it becomes absolutely clear through one's own "intuitional realiz- 
ation" that physical reality is only a reflection of the true reality. One has 
now proven to him or her self the validity of the teachings. 


Conditioning occurs when the unconditioned consciousness enters the 
body and interacts with the world through the perception instruments of 
the senses and forgets its unconditioned state. In the process of condition- 
ing, the consciousness (soul) not only believes that it perceives matter, but 
also believes it itself is something physical. This is the state of duality in 
which the soul, through its identification with the mind and body, becomes 
bound to the rules of physical reality which apply to the mind and body. In 


the unconditioned state reached through mystical experience, Hetep

During the mystical state, the mind is temporarily disengaged from 
(conditioned) consciousness. Consciousness has returned to its original 
state of being (unconditioned): free from identification (conditioning) with 
time, space, body, mind and ego. The initial onset of a mystical experience 
sometimes causes extreme awe and fear. With time, the experiencer will 
become comfortable with the experience and may begin to desire to remain 
in that state. The mystical state 1s characterized by an initial feeling of rap- 
ture in which there is a "pleasurable" feeling of release from the bonds of 
the body, followed by a blissful feeling (continuation of the experience). 
Meditation may be used as a deliberate way to seek a mystical experience 
and to train the mind in order to reproduce it at will, eventually possessing 
a form of "double consciousness" wherein the Absolute and relative realit- 
ies are equally perceived. When the ego-consciousness is fully established 
in its innate mystical "being-ness" apart from its physical manifestation as 
a person, then it is said to be free, liberated, saved; complementary oppos- 
ites (Ankh) fuse into "Being" (NETER-oneness), and then go even beyond 
any concepts of duality. Absolute "being" therefore, lies Beyond rapture 
and bliss and beyond all thought categories.

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Modern Physics 


The Atom 


Modern Physics appears to be oe Ancient Mystical Philosophy. In 
the past 20 years, studies that have tried to find the smallest particle or to 
explore the outer limits of space have come up with answers which support 
the ancient mystical philosophical view of the cosmos and the constitution 
of the human being. 


Science is discovering that the Universe is infinite in all directions, both 
at the atomic (micro) level and at the planetary (macro) level. It is also 
finding that what we call "matter", is not what it appears to be. In fact, 
studies suggest that matter is 99.9% empty space surrounded by an idea 
(information, thought), consciousness. Contrary to popular belief, 
quantum physicists have found that they cannot explain what matter is nor 
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what holds it together. The remaining 1% of matter which appears to be 
visible is also theorized by quantum physics (modern physics) to be an op- 
tical illusion. The "Atom" is said to be composed of a positively (+) charged 
"Particle" called a "Proton" and a particle with no charge (N), called a 
"Neutron", in the center. These two particles are said to be surrounded by 
an electron which carry a negative (5 charge and revolves around the nuc- 
leus. See Fig. 1. All matter is found to be composed of the same Protons, 
Neutrons and Electrons. The difference in appearance comes from the dif- 
ferent numbers of "particles" in each "ATOM" and also from the combina- 
tion of different atoms with varied combinations of the three particles. Fur- 
ther, it is known that electrons have no weight and that there is a vast 
"empty space" between the protons and the electrons that circulate around 
them; also that there is "empty space" inside of the protons, neutrons and 
electrons. Therefore, what we are seeing and touching by use of our senses 
is not at all what it appears to be. 
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If matter is in reality energy, then what holds it to- 
mid and causes it to appear as the varied 
hysical'objects of the universe? Matter/Energy is 

fal together by consciousness. Consciousness is the 
undering support of all things in the universe. Mat- 
ter cannot exist without consciousness to give it form 
and to be the perceiver of its existence, because mat- 
ter is only an illusion projected by the conscious per- 


ceiver who uses sensory organs to perceive with and 
a mind to interpret that which is perceived.

What we seem to perceive with our senses is in reality, only different as- 
pects of the same substance. That is, when energy "vibrates" at a high 
speed (frequency), it appears as a light (less dense, less weight) material 
such as gas or electricity When it " "vibrates" at a lower speed, it appears as 
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a solid (dense material) object such as rocks or metal. The higher the vibra- 
tions are, the more subtle the "material" will appear to be. The slower the 
vibrations are, the more solid, rigid and static it will appear to be. When 
matter vibrates at very high rates, it goes beyond the gaseous state; then 
matter appears as rays such as sun - rays or X-rays. At higher rates of vi- 
bration, it would be so subtle that it could fit in between the "empty 
spaces" in the slower vibrating matter. It could pass through it or "reside" 
in it. This is the subtle realm of the "spirit" body which "inhabits" the 
"physical" body. The object of all spiritual movements is to "identify" one's 
consciousness, one's concept of who one is, with the "subtlest reality" 
rather than with the gross physical reality because the physical one is per- 
ishable and transient, whereas the subtlest one is transcendental and im- 
mortal. In fact, it is the "subtle" spirit from which "gross" matter is cre- 
ated. For this reason, keeping a "light" lifestyle which promotes higher 
mental vibrations, a "light" diet and "light" thoughts are important as will 
be seen in further chapters. 


The new generation of physicists beginning with Albert Einstein has de- 
veloped a "new physics." They now believe that matter, that is, everything 
which can be perceived with our senses, including our bodies, is an 
"ILLUSION." If we were to look at matter the way it truly is, we would see 
structures that appear as small planets and moons circling them at light- 
ning speeds. Even the most solid looking structures are really moving; 
everything is in perpetual motion. Further, we would see that matter seems 
to come out of nowhere and then goes back into "nowhere-ness." As all 
"matter" is composed of the same "stuff," the different objects we see in the 
world are merely different combinations of the same material substance 
common to all things; this is what is meant by an illusion or appearance of 
multiplicity and variety. The "new physics" says that matter is nothing 
more than energy. 
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Above: Waves of energy are particles and particles are also waves. Both 
are energy in different form. 


Particle accelerator experiments attempted to break down atoms into 
smaller units by colliding them at great speeds. Scientists found that when 
a positively charged proton (matter) and a negatively charged proton 
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(anti-matter) are crashed together, particles turned into energy (wave pat- 
terns) and then back to matter again. Energy and matter are therefore, in- 
terchangeable. This înterchangeability of matter and energy is represented 
in the famous formula E="mc2" by Einstein who initially developed this 
theory mentally (without experimentation). Therefore, even the most solid 
looking objects are in reality ENERGY in motion at different vibratory 
rates.

Further, modern science has discovered that even objects of the world 
which appear to be separate, such as human beings, are in reality "exchan- 


ging pieces of each other" on a continuous basis. That is to say, every time 
we breathe out we are expelling atoms and molecules from our internal or- 
gans. Therefore, every time we breathe, we are sharing pieces of our bodies 
with other people and with the environment. For example, air that is 
breathed by someone in India may be breathed by someone in the United 
States two days later and vise versa. Thus, the physical world which ap- 
pears to have defined boundaries is only an illusion. In reality, the world is 
one interrelated mass of atoms and energy which is being "caused" to move 
and interact by some "unknown" force. 
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SPACE: Once considered as a void in which "nothing" 
exists, space is now known to be composed of ex- 
tremely subtle matter. Modern physics has proven 
that space "bends" when close to an object with high 
gravitation such as a dense star. Therefore, the mod- 
ern understanding of space, that is, the space 
between two people as well as the space between 
stars must be understood in a new way. Like ordinary 
"physical" matter, space itself must now be con- 
sidered a "substance" which unites and binds the cos- 
mos. Therefore, there are no "voids", "cavities" or 
"empty spaces" in the universe. All is ONE. Indian 
philosophy uses the term "ether" to describe this 
space. 


The Ancient Mystical Philosophy of an all encompassing "force" that 
binds the universe together was espoused thousands of years ago in the 
Egyptian philosophy of SEKHEM, the Indian idea of PRANA, the Chinese 
idea of CHI and in the philosophies of other cultures. Philosophy further 
states that this "FORCE" can be controlled through mental discipline. 
Modern science has now, based on scientific evidence, postulated the exist- 
ence of a substance called "DARK MATTER" which is described as an "un- 
seen, unfelt substance that makes up to 99% of the Universe." This means 
that not only is the world one interrelated mass, but that it is a part of the 
greater mass called the "Universe". 


This theory supports the ancient philosophical idea that the "Created" 
Universe really does not exist except as perceived through the mind of the 
individual. It is a manifestation of the Supreme Being that ebbs and flows 
in a time frame that encompasses an untold number (perhaps billions) of 
years. It is "created" and "destroyed" periodically. This supports the theory 
of a "BIG BANG" and the "Expanding-Contracting Model of the Universe."The last 
"Creation" is thought by scientists to have occurred several billions of years 
ago. In the future, they theorize that the universe will close in on itself 
(contract), and all the planets, stars, etc. will return one point, as represen- 
ted by the point in the symbol of Ra. Then, a new "creation" or big bang 
will occur again. 
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This is the same information stated in age old philosophical scriptures 
dating from the beginning of "historical" times. 


Those who are alive now, will not witness that "dissolution" since it is 
theorized that it will not occur for millions of years in the future, however, 
the implications of what it means are crucial to the understanding of the 
nature of reality (the cosmos) with which humans are intimately related. 
In fact, Ancient Mystical Philosophy states that the "Created" universe is 
only an appearance for the generation of a stage upon which the human ex- 
perience may occur. In addition, this "illusion" that has been created by 
our conditioned minds, is a "reality" only to the extent that we "believe" in 
it. 


Thus, reality appears to be a relative idea. Ancient Mystical Philo- 
sophy states that the true essence of things can be seen by the liberated 
mind which sees what lies beyond the information given by the senses and 
that those whose minds are not liberated will experience the "physical" 
world as if it really "exists." For example: there is no blue sky. It only ap- 
pears to be blue because of the limited human sense of vision. 


Modern science has now accepted that so called "physical reality” can- 
not exist outside of the person conducting the experiments. An older the- 
ory held that the person conducting the experiment could be considered 
separate and apart from the phenomena being observed. Modern science 
now holds that nature and all phenomena occur because of an experi- 
menters ability to conceptualize the phenomena and to interpret it. There- 
fore, the observer is part of the phenomena being observed. Consequently, 
modern science now uses a new term for the experimenter. The new term 
is Participant. Thus, the experimenter is really a participant in the experi- 
ment because his or her consciousness conceives, determines, perceives, 
interprets and understands it. No experiment or observed phenomena in 
nature can occur without someone to conceive that something is happen- 
ing, determine that something is happening, perceive that something is 
happening (through instruments or the senses), and finally to interpret 
what has happened and to understand that interpretation. Therefore, the 
most recent theory in modern physics is that matter, that is to say creation, 
is composed of not only energy in varying degrees of density (vibration), 
but that it is "intelligent", or it might be better understood by saying that 
matter and energy are manifestations of Cosmic Intelli- 
gence (consciousness).

Ihe Illusion of Time According to The Teaching of Mer-Ka- 
e 


Einstein's theory of relativity showed that time is not a constant, fixed, 
and tangible factor we are so accustomed to. In fact, the concept of time 
depends on the perception of the individual who is experiencing the pas- 
sage of time. The very fact that time does not have a fixed point of refer- 
ence is acknowledge by physicists to be a factor of its illusoriness. The 
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concept of time developed out of a need to explain the way in which events 
seem to occur in a sequential manner, but modern physics has proven this 
idea to be an illusion of the human mind. In fact what we seem to experi- 
ence is not the passage of time, but the motion of the Neters (opposite but 
complementary forces) as they (we) interact with each other. The Neters 
(cosmic energies and elements) are ever engaged in perpetual change 
which the human mind confuses as the passage of time. Einstein was not 
the first to state a theory of relativity. The theory of time relativity was 
stated in ancient Egyptian spiritual texts and later in Indian spiritual texts 
thousands of years before Einstein. In the following text, "Instruction to Mer- 
ka-Ré", a pharaohteaches his son about the importance of performing right- 
eous actions in this lifetime because he will be judged by the assessors of 
Maat who exist in a different time reference than the one which is known 
of by ordinary humans: 


"You know that they are not merciful the day when they judge the 

miserable one..... Do not count on the passage of the years; they 

consider a lifetime as but an hour. After death man remains in 

existence and his acts accumulate beside him. Life in the other 

world is eternal, but he who arrives without sin before the Judge 

of the Dead, he will be there as a Neter and he will walk freely as 
o the masters of eternity" 


Creation, Matterand Physical Reality According to the 
Shabaka Stone Inscription. 


The nature and composition of "matter" or what is termed "physical real- 
ity" and the concept of "consciousness" were understood and clearly set down 
in the hieroglyphic texts which date back to 5,500 B.C.E in the theological 
system of Memphis, Egypt as follows: 


In the beginning only NETER (GOD of Gods) existed and nothing else. 
hen Neter became three, Amon - Ra - Ptah. 
The "Shabaka Stone" states: 


"Ptah conceived in his heart (reasoning consciousness) all that 
would exist and at his utterance (the word - will, power to make 
manifest), created Nun, the primeval waters normed matter- 
energy). 


Then, not having a place to sit Ptah causes Nun to emerge from 
the primeval waters as the Primeval Hill so that he may have a 
place to sit. Atom then emerges and sits upon Ptah. Then came 
out of the waters four pairs of Gods, the Ogdoad (eight Gods): 
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Nun (primeval waters) and Nunet (heaven). 

Huh (boundlessness) and Huhet (that which has boundaries). 
Kuk (darkness) and Kuket (light). 

Amon (the hidden) and Amonet (that which is manifest). 


The Neters (Nun, Nunet, Huh, Huhet, Kuk, Kuket, Amon, Amon- 
et) are the lips and teeth of (GOD'S) mouth which speaks the 
names of all things which come into existence . . . 


.... The Heart and tongue have power over all the limbs. GOD is 
found as the heart within all bodies, and in the mouth of each 
Neter and all humans as the tongue (will), of all things that live. . 
. It is oe who thinks (as the Heart) and who commands (as the 
tongue)... 


. .. That which the nose breathes, the eyes see, the ears hear; all 
of these (senses) are communicated to the heart. It is the heart 
mind) which makes all knowledge and awareness manifest, and 
then the tongue is what repeats what the heart has thought. . . 


. . . All divine utterances manifested themselves through the 
thoughts of the heart and the commandments of the tongue. . . 


. . . Justice is done to they who do what is loved, punishment to 
they who do what is hated. Life is given to they who are peaceful, 
death is given to the criminal. . . 


...In truth GOD caused the Neters to be born, the creation of the 
cities, establishment of the nomes, the establishment of the Neters 
in their places of adoration. .. GOD made their likenesses accord- 
ing to their desire. Thereby, the Neters entered into their bodies*, 
the variety of wood, all types of mineral, clay, and all things that 
grow from these and in which they have taken place, foods, pro- 
visions, and all good things... He (Ptah) is Heru." 


Thus, through the Shabaka Inscription, we are instructed in the following 
wisdom: 


1- Creation came into being through the mind (thought) of Ptah (the GOD 
of Gods) and his utterance (power). 


2- GOD created "Energy - Matter" (Nun), and then formed the principals 
by which they would be governed (four pairs of opposites). 
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Below: The Egyptian 
"Four Qualities and the Four Elements". 


Air Hot Fire 
Wet Dry 
Water Cold Earth 


3- Atom (Sun and Fire God) performs the work of creation by sitting on 
Ptah, taking the creative thought, and then acting on the command of 
GOD. Therefore, "ATOMS" are the creative thought from GOD which 
"obey" GOD'S will, ie. EXISTENCE. GOD gives existence; human con- 
sciousness allows perception of and gives meaning to that existence. 


4- GOD is conscious of creation, therefore, creation exists. 


5- Consciousness, the "HEART", (what modern physics would call "intelli- 
gence"), is the underlying reality behind all existence and all human exper- 
lence. The senses receive the information from the environment and 
thereby, register knowledge and existence. In fact, the world (creation) ex- 
ists because consciousness (soul-intelligence) projects its existence 
through thought power. There can be no existence without consciousness 
to perceive it. GOD IS the Neters and the Neters are creation. 


6- Heru and Ptah are one in the same. 
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Below: Atom, "The Great He-She", the Androgynous Egyptian God who created 
that which Ptah command by mating with himself. Atom creates by unit- 
ing with his female half, symbolized by his hand. Thus, as in the Indian 
mythology surrounding Ardhanari-Purusha, creation arises from GOD's "mas- 
turbation". Creation "emanates" from GOD's very essence. Creation is 


GOD. 


*The understanding that GOD is located within the "bodies of all things" is 
also p in the ancient Yoga text "Yoga Vasistha" (first recorded in c. 750 
A.C.E.): 


"Just as there is butter in every kind of milk, similarly the 
Supreme abides in the bodies of all things." 


Thus, the universe is mental as is stated by the God Djehuti-Hermes: 


"The Universe is Mental, they who grasp the mental nature of the uni- 
verse are far along the path of self mastery." 


Creation itself is THOUGHT and it is sustained by THOUGHT power. 
Another name for the God Djehuti-Hermes (God of writing, wisdom and 
scribe of the Gods) is Thoth. The similarity of the word "Thoth" to the word 
"thought" is striking since Thoth (thought) is the determiner of fate in the 
karmic scales of MAAT. Thoth represents the mind. Mental advancement 
(raising consciousness, understanding) is the key to understanding 
creation. 


6- GOD is the underlying reality (consciousness) behind all events of the 
world . GOD is that which is perceived and also the perceiver. Therefore, 
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only GOD exists. Nature does not exist as a separate entity from GOD. The 
soul of all things is GOD (NETER). 


7- GOD is the underlying reality (consciousness) behind all objects that 
Ru (wood, minerals, foods, provisions, and all things that come from 
these). 


8- The doctrine of life (mental peace) and death (criminal behavior - men- 
tal unrest). 


The Mind of GOD Conceives Creation as a Dream Within a Dream 


From the Ancient Egyptian Scriptures... 


"In the form of Khepra, Ra (NETER) declares that before him, nothing ex- 
isted; Time, Space, the realm of matter, Nun, the primeval waters Gine 
formed mater) did not exist. His power was not exhausted by that single 
creative act, he continued to create millions and millions of new forms out 
of that which he had already created.

Just as a dream can be experienced within another dream, GOD creates 
new forms of existence (world systems, universes, life forms, etc.), as suc- 
cessive mental thoughts within thoughts. Modern physics would see this 
concept as a multi-dimensional movement of energy. Energy is neither 
used nor wasted, only reformulated into ever changing, infinity. In one of 
the most important, but not well known ancient Indian Vedantic texts 
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called "Yoga Vasistha", also known as "Maha Ramayana", there is a story 
illustrating the same idea of creation as expressed by GOD in the form of 
Khepra. A seeker of enlightenment meditates on his own existence and 
finds that he is meditating upon someone who is having a dream. The 
dream subject being meditated on discovers he is a dream of someone else 
and so on until the root personality or subject is reached. That root person- 
ality is GOD. In the same way we exist through many incarnations creating 
the projection of a body and a surrounding world but in reality each of us is 
GOD having innumerable dreams. In the Yoga Vasistha as well as the cre- 
ation of Khepera, creation occurs due to the power of the mind to think 
and believe in what is thought. Since the universe proceeds from the mind 
of GOD, through a dream process as it were, it follows that all things, our 
mental ideas as well as what is called physical reality are in reality emana- 
tions from the cosmic mind of GOD. Therefore, it follows that attunement 
of the individual human mind with that cosmic mind will bring forth union 
with the cosmos (Maat). Thus, by getting back to the source of the original 
thoughts of the mind, it is posable to find enlightenment. This task may be 
accomplished by simple but intense reflection on the nature of reality. As 
we are innately divine Neters (Gods), we too can create with our mind, not 
only ideas but new physical realities as well, through the practice and exer- 
cise of our heart (mind) and tongue (will). It is only because we have been 
convinced by the world that we are puny animals in need of salvation and 
assistance from outside of our-selves that we exist in a degraded, depressed 
state. Therefore, from an even higher perspective, it must be understood 
that our concepts of GOD, the cosmic mind that creates and causes exist- 
ence to appear to exist, is only a projection of GOD. 


Thus the mind of NETER, GOD, is the source of all creations, and 
everything that springs forth from them. This is the mystery of mysteries 
that must be known, not only "intellectually", but intuitionally. All philo- 
sophical, religious and scientific ideas originate from this one source. All 
other mysteries or ideas are only lower mysteries which proceed from with- 
in this simple truth. The pursuit of intricate religious, philosophical or 
mystical systems is thus likened to a dream within a dream, the pursuit of 
an illusion if they do not lead to this simple truth. As Creation is vast and 
capable of providing the mind with endless subjects and intricacies, it is 
easy to get caught in "illusions." Therefore, the most important ability to 
develop is "the ability to distinguish the real from the unreal." It is important 
therefore, to understand that spiritual freedom cannot be attained from 
reading the material in this or any other book. The information is needed 
but the goal goes beyond thoughts, so if a person thinks "I read the wisdom 
book so now I am enlightened" then that person is probably not truly en- 
lightened. Enlightenment is not something one can "read" or "think"; it's 
something one KNOWS. When spiritual transformation occurs, there will 
be no question about what it is or how it feels. It has nothing to do with 
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egoistic feelings of superiority over others due to one's "high wisdom" or 
other delusions of self importance. It is however more like waking up in the 
morning and realizing one had a vivid dream which seemed "so real" but 
upon waking up (enlightenment), the dream of life disappears and there is 
a new reality, a wonderful reality beyond any past imaginings, a reality 
which transcends any notions of one's individual self. 


Ancient philosophy tells us that the creation story is re-played every mo- 
ment of every day. Every time our heart beats, a new moment of life is cre- 
ated. Everyday the sun rises, another day is created. Modern science agrees 
with this assessment. In less than one year, 98% of all the atoms in the hu- 
man body are replaced with completely new ones. In less than a year and a 
half we have a completely new body. Therefore, the body and brain do not 
meet the criteria of reality as that which is unchanging. They are ever chan- 

ing and illusory. They, along with the mind, are changeable with time. 

erefore, the only reality is that which sustains them, that which keeps 

them working and allows them to have the illusion that they really exist. 
The only unchanging reality is the spirit. 


The meaning of the word "PHYSICS" is "the study of the composition of 
Nature". The word "Nature" comes from the Ancient Latin word 
"NATURA". The word "Natura" originates in the Egyptian words "NETER" 
(GOD) and "NETERU" (GOD'S manifestations). The early Greek students 
of physics, such as Thales and Democritus, learned the science of the study 
of GOD from the Egyptian masters who instructed them to "Know Thy- 
self". Since each human being is a Neter, a manifestation of GOD the most 
direct way to know GOD (NETER) is to study GOD'S manifestation, 
NETERU - ONESELF, because NETERU cannot exist without being sus- 
tained at every moment by NETER. Therefore, NETER can be found in 
NETERU. It is only due to the rampant, untrained thought processes that 
control the direction of the mind, that GOD (NETER) is not perceived by 
us (Neteru). Therefore, the study of NETER through NETER'S manifesta- 
tions in NETERU requires the mastery of our thought faculty, Djehuti, and 
the understanding of laws by which nature exists (MAAT). 


From Memphite theology (5,000 B.C.E.) we learned that the Neters are 
in reality the myriad of forms which Ptah (GOD) assumes. Therefore, the 
idea of explaining the physical world was set forth in terms of principles 
(Neters), represented by objects, personalities or animals, which exhibit 
and creme certain characteristics and tendencies that are found in 
nature as well as in human beings. This differs from the traditional western 
view of explaining the physical (material) world in terms of it being a con- 
crete, absolute reality composed of "elements" because, according to the 
ancient scriptures, there is only one element that exists: GOD. Through 
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philosophical examination and modern scientific experimentation, that 
idea of the world being an absolute reality is found to be illusory. Thus, the 
laws of existence by which the "physical" universe manifests and works is 
understood as interactions of opposite but complementary principles 
(Heru and Set). 


The Egyptian conception of the dynamic principles in nature is con- 
tained in the "Diagram of Opposites" (5,000 B.C.E.). It contains the principles 
of Creation, Air-Fire-Earth-Water, and the basic mechanism by which they 
interact, Hot-Dry-Wet-Cold. The qualities are further elaborated in the 
cosmogonies as outlined on page 24 (see inset) of this text where creation 
is seen as an elaborate interaction of complementary opposites. Similar 
ideas are found in Indian Ayurvedic medicine (1,000 B.C.E.) with the five 
elements or principles in nature (Earth-Water-Fire-Air-Ether) and in the 
Chinese idea of the two forces (Ying-Yang) which arose from the Ultimate 
One (Tao) and the five elements (Wood-Metal-Fire-Earth-Air) in 1,050 
A.C.E. 


NOTE: For more on the mystical teachings of Ancient Egyptian Physics 
and the mysteries of matter see the book THE HIDDEN PROPERTIES OF 
MATTER: Egyptian Physics and Yoga Metaphysics by Dr. Muata Ashby. 


ü The creation myth from the Shabaka Stone which constitutes the main tenets of 
Memphite Theology are similar in many respects to the creation story from the 
Indian mythology associated with The Laws of Manu. Manu is a Sage-Creator 


God of Indian Hindu-Vedic tradition who recounts the process of Creation. 


ü The Self Existent Spirit (GOD) felt desire (Kama). Thus from a state of rest, the 
creative force, God Kama, is created. Wishing to create all things from his own 
body, GOD created the primeval waters (Nara) and threw a seed in. From the 
seed came the golden cosmic egg. The Self Existent Spirit developed in the egg 
into Brahma (Purusha) and after a year of meditation, divided into two parts 
(Male and Female). 
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ü In Egyptian mythology, the word Manu signifies "The land of the setting Sun" 
and "The Beautiful West". The west is the abode of GOD and the resting place of 


all souls.

Creation 


The CREATOR is seen as a dot, with all the potential to do and be any- 
thing, the origin of all things seen and unseen; the origin of countless 
Bas (individual souls), pure potentiality, non-dual, there are no pairs of 
opposites (male-female) in existence yet. 


From the center outward, the CREATOR, AMEWjiij, "PROJECTS" itself 
onto itself. AT THE TIME OF CREATION, THE OUTER CIRCLE, THE 
COSMOS, IS CREATED. 


TIME AND SPACE COME INTO BEING, LITERALLY, "HAPPENING" 
NOW HAPPENS. THIS IS THE AURA OF GOD, NOW THE RECEIVING 
FEMALE PART. THE DOT MAY NOW BE REFERRED TO AS THE 
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LORD, FATHER, MALE, GOD ETC., AND CREATION MAY NOW BE

The Sundisk symbol is seen in almost every Yantra (symbolic diagram 
containing mystical knowledge, often used for meditation) of the Indian 
Hindu and Tantra religious-mythologies; it is known as the Bindu (seed, 
primordial, origin of all things). 


The NETER NETERU is not to be considered a Neter. Models or diagrams 
are always faulty because of the limited human mind and because we are 
trying to use words to understand a world which one needs to "BE" in 
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order to "KNOW". NETER NETERU is also the UNIVERSAL BA. It is the BA 
or SOUL from which ALL souls come, including ALL human souls (indi- 
vidual Bas). The NETER NETERU not only "created" creation but SUSTAINS 
it at every moment. The Sun, our hearts, the earth, exist and go on every 
day because it is sustained by GOD; in the same manner as the sun sup- 
ports life on earth, GOD supports the sun and the Universe. 


The NETER NETERU is not located in the realm of time and space as are 
the other Neters and the three worlds, Earth, Dwat (Intermediate world) 
and Heaven as they are known in the Kemetic (Egyptian) system or Physic- 
al, Astral, and Causal as they are known in the Indian Vedanta System. 


The NETER NETERU is what causes TIME, SPACE and the appearance of 
physical objects to exist. 


GOD IS ABSOLUTE REALITY, the NETER NETERU: GOD IS the Uni- 
verse, its cause and what lies beyond as well. The Absolute NETER NETERU 
is truly beyond the description of words or models. In order to truly under- 
stand and "know" the Absolute, one must be "ONE" with the Absolute. One 
must be pure of heart. One must transform one's ego-personality into a 
Godlike one in order to "KNOW" GOD, which is the same as knowing one's 
true nature: 


"Men are mortal Gods, Gods are immortal men."(Egyptian proverb) 
"Know ye not that ye are Gods."(Jesus). 


All creation and the ABSOLUTE realm is one. Through the "Veil of 
ASET", it APPEARS as though Creation is DUAL, consisting of heaven and 
earth, good and evil, negative and positive, male and female, Ying and 
Yang, Creator and Created and so on. This appearance however, is an illu- 
sion created by the ignorance of our conditioned mental process which 
identifies with our limited individual self (Ba), instead of with the source: 
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The NETER NETERU. 


Accomplishing this shift in identification of "who one thinks one really 
is", is in effect the process of removing the veil of ignorance. It is the pro- 
cess of becoming what one already is: Heru, Christ, Buddha, a Saint, a Sage 
etc. 


This accomplishment represents the ultimate blissful existence of life 
(htp - supreme peace and satisfaction) and is to be pursued while one is still 


in the physical body. This is the ultimate sublimation: Hetep (htp), 
a 


of the physical nature into the divine nature within all humans. Htp is also 
the name of PTAH (Pth) if written backwards. Ptah is an aspect of GOD, the 
Supreme Being, who represents the creative force that brings creation into 


being. ~mm 


The symbol of Hetep (above) represents an offering mat with a loaf of bread (divine food) 
in the center, symbolizing that the Gods are satisfied and at rest, at peace. This is not the 
peace of solitude or of silence but a peace borne of desire-lessness which one feels when one 
has all one's needs fulfilled. This state of being does not arise through worldly pursuits, but 
through the intuitional realization of one's own true identity. Then, there will be no mental 
agitation due to desires or psychological needs which most people mistakenly try to fulfil 
through interaction with the world. In the state of Hetep, one is fulfilled regardless of one's 


affairs. 


Know that there is one Godwho manifests in many ways; the 
Neters (cosmic forces) are within us and in all that is seen and unseen; as 
the children of God we have their powers; know that the same power in 
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the cosmos is also in MAN; therefore, as we learn about the cosmos, we 
learn about ourselves. The more we learn about others the more we learn 
about ourselves.

A coveted experience at the end of physical life on earth is the complete 
rejoining with the Absolute, Universal BA (GOD, NETER NETERU, Supreme 
Being) to continue our journey through eternity. 


In chapter 17 of the "Book of Coming Forth By Day" (+5,500 B.C.E.), it 
is explained that all the Gods (Neters including Asar and Heru) and "The 
Great GOD inside the common folk" are really one GOD (RA). Further, it 
states that they are benefited who do achieve communion with Asar (the 
Great GOD inside) while on Earth. 


Ra and Ra Harakty (Ra-Heru) are the name that was given to the "Name- 
less One", GOD, in later Egyptian times (Dynastic period). Its association 
with the sundisk gave a concrete, visual image for the purpose of public 
worship. In the hieroglyph to the left, Ra-Harakty (Ra-Heru) is shown 
holding the Ankh quee of life).

The Primal Androgyny 
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"Souls, Heru, son, are of the 

self-same nature, since they came 2 from the same place where the Creator 

modeled them; nor male nor A are they. Sex is a thing of bodies not 
of Souls." 


Above: The Egyptian creator GOD Amun (also spelled Amen or Ammon), depicted in the form of a 
ram-headed human. Amun was represented first without form as the "Hidden Force" creating and 
supporting all things, then as a Ram headed human as above and finally, in a fully anthropomorph- 
ic form. In all forms Amun wears the characteristic headpiece: the Sundisk (Ra) and tall plumes 
(Heru-Ptah). Thus, Amun also encompasses the qualities of Ra, Heru and Ptah, hence the title 
"Amun-Ra-Ptah, Three in one". The Ram is also a symbol of the human soul (Ba), therefore, the true 
identity of every human soul is not the individual ego-personality but Amun or the Universal Ba. 
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Heru was considered to be a symbol of 
the androgynous soul, as were Asarand  Ra-Atum. In the 
Shabaka inscription, Ra-Atum represents the Egyptian version of the Prim- 
al Androgyny. The Androgyny is one who has achieved balance and har- 
mony in themselves, becoming at peace with one's own complementary op- 
posite forces, one's "male" and "female" halves. Atum is depicted as look- 
ing at "him / her" self. Atum created by "mating with him/herself", thereby 
expressing the idea that GOD was one and from that original oneness came 
the "many forms." In this way spirit creates male and female although spir- 
it itself is neither and both at the same time. Thus, the indwelling spirit of 
all living and non-living things is androgynous. 


Above: The God-Goddess Ardanari-Iswara from India, the Androgynous spirit within 


every human being. 
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The Hindu God / Goddess Ardhanari, the Universal spirit, is the soul of 
all humans and of all creation. Ardhanari also represents the primal 
Androgyny, the right side being male and the left being female. Notice the 
Ankh at the level of the sexual genitalia. The Ankh, from the remotest 
times of Egyptian philosophy, represented the union of the male and fe- 
male principles which bestow life. Thus, the same symbol that was used in 
Egypt (+10,000 B.C.E.) was later used in India (+1,000 B.C.E.) in Hindu 
mythology, again showing correspondence between the Egyptian and the 
Indian philosophies. 


Who Are The Gods? The Neters Of Creation. 


The Neters, (Gods) are cosmic forces throughout and in which the uni- 
verse operates. They are to be thought of as expressions of the divine will 
of the GOD of Gods, the Supreme Being, NETER NETERU (Neter of Neters). 
The Neters keep the divine order in the universe and operate the great plan 
of nature: to promote the development and evolution of all creatures in the 
universe. 


The Neters follow the dictate of GOD. They act in a set way as prescribed 
by the NETER NETERU. They cannot act independently of the order set by 
GOD. They are expressions of that order. 


TI. 


The Neters (Gods) represent aspects of GOD who operate in the uni- 
verse and in us. Present inside everyone, they must be realized and de- 
veloped by us for the journey on the Spiritual Path. 
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In Indian Hindu Mythology as in Kemetic (Egyptian) Mythology, there 
are ultimately millions of Gods. From an Absolute perspective, the number 
may be unknown because all objects in creation are given existence by 
NETER, therefore, all objects (including people) are Neters. 


Actions pleasing to the Neters are those which are in harmony with the 
Universe. Those actions which are displeasing are the ones which go 
against the natural laws of the universe. Unpleasant consequences are de- 
rived from actions against cosmic order. The goal of life is to consciously 
come into harmony with the cosmic order by regaining one's true identity. 
The Neters may be categorized into three groups: 


The Metaphysical Neters represent the principles 
of the Universe. They are Ra, Amun and Ptah, the 
"Trinity", also known as "Nebertcher": "Everything 
is Amun-Ra-Ptah, three in one." These are a direct 
creation from the Neter of Neters: NETER NETERU. 
They are responsible for the direction (management) 
of creation at every moment (previously discussed in 
the chapter on Egyptian Physics, Chap. 3). 


The Cosmic Neters are seasonal. They are variable 
in relation to the requirements of the Metaphysical 
Neters, obeying the laws of life in general. Examples 
of Cosmic Neters are: Shu, Geb, Nut, Asar, Set, 
Aset and Nebethet. 


The Natural Neters are represented in the func- 
tioning of natural objects such as the God Hapi for 
the Nile and the God Apet for gestation. 


NETER NETERU, Supreme Being, through Amun-Ra-Ptah, first created 
Shu, the air, and Tefnut, the principle of humidity. Next, Shu and Tefnut 
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united to beget Geb (earth) and Nut (sky). Nut arched her back over Geb 
and they begat Asar, Aset, Set and Nebethet (see diagram on page 57). The 
other God principles are produced thereafter from this group. All male 
Gods are aspects or particular manifestations of the Supreme Being in the 
male perspective. All female Goddesses are manifestations of the Supreme 
Being in the female aspect. Male cannot exist without female and vice 
versa. This female / male complementary principle which underlies cre- 
ation is the basis of all Yoga. 


Most important to the process of Yoga are the God principles Saa and 
Hu. These are the God principles within us that control the sense and intu- 
itive understanding faculties. Saa: Divine intelligence. Hu: Divine food 
upon which Gods live (virtue, truth, justice, order, peace). 


The Realm of Light 


In pre-dynastic times (before 5,500 B.C.E.), Egyptian doctrine held that 
there is a realm of light (beyond our physical universe) where food, cloth- 
ing and our bodies are of light, and further, that we will exist for all eternity 
as beings of light along with other beings of light. This realm of light may 
be likened to the modern esoteric notion of an "Astral Plane" or the even 
subtler "Causal Plane" of existence. The physical realm (earth) is a reflec- 
tion or shadow of this astral reality. 


In dynastic times, the doctrine of the realm of light and of a single GOD 
of whom creation is composed survived in the earliest religious texts. In 
chapter 64 of the Egyptian Book of Coming Forth By Day, GOD is re- 
ferred to as "The One Who Sees by His Own Light" and "Atum in the 
western horizon and Heruin the east". Hence, the "Lord of Two 
Faces", who is in reality only ONE, is very much similar to the TAO, the 
singularity which is composed of two opposite but complementary forces. 
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The main observable difference between the pre-dynastic and post-dynast- 
ic philosophy of Egypt is that there were fewer deities in the predynastic 
time. Like other religious philosophies that developed later, this period did 
not include a complex system of Gods, cosmogony or rituals. In this re- 
spect, Egypt’s predynastic philosophy is most similar to the simpler forms 
of Buddhism and Taoism which do not incorporate the idea of "deities". 
The individual who purifies him / herself through the teaching is con- 
sidered to be the only deity.

The 
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Just before the beginning of the first dynasty (c5,000 B.C.E.) the follow- 
ers of Egyptian philosophy began to represent the divine forces of GOD 
which operate through nature in zoomorphic forms. At the beginning of 
the first dynasty and afterwards until the end of Egyptian civilization (c. 
600 A.C.E.), the followers of Egyptian religion, which had used Gods from 
the pre-dynastic times represented as animals, developed and incorporated 
new myths using anthropomorphic in forms. 


One of the most popular doctrines was that of Asar, Aset and Heru. 
These Gods were mentioned in pre-dynastic times, however, the additional 
myths which were added to them (such as the Osirian Resurrection) resul- 
ted in increased popularity and gave the local priests the opportunity to 
add to the teachings handed down previously and to cope with the new 
political and social changes throughout Egypt. 


In some respects, however, the changes represented a downfall from the 
original teaching. For example: the "realm of light" mentioned above came 
to be known by some as the "Land of Asar" (The West) where after death, 
souls would go to work in the fields for Asar for all eternity. This "distaste- 
ful" prospect caused some to fashion dolls (Ushabti) whose spirits would 
do the work for them. Some of these new doctrines and erroneous practices 
no doubt created new opportunities for unscrupulous priests and others 
with some degree of spiritual knowledge. 


In fact, written evidence shows that over the last 5,000 years of Egyp- 
tian history, the amount of spiritual leaders (priests and priestesses) who 
governed the country was reduced as military and political leaders as- 
sumed command. It must be understood that in the earlier times, Egypt 
was managed by the spiritual leaders who were instructed in the temples 
(universities) thus attaining a balance of spiritual, intellectual and physical 
maturity. The political and military leaders lacked such balance. This, 
coupled with the changing character and composition of Egyptian society 
which occurred as a result of intermingling with other societies and the 
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Asian invasions, created a situation of gradual decline in the mental and 
spiritual health of the masses and lay government officials. 


However, the mystical implications of the principals of the Osirian Re- 
surrection and the mythology surrounding the various Gods of the Egyp- 
tian pantheon are still in accord with the pre-dynastic teachings. 


Left: "Shiva Nataraja, 
Lord of Dance." The Indian God Shiva is seen here dancing the cos- 
mic dance which sustains creation. In his hair are a new moon and a 
skull, signifying life and death occurring at the same moment, 
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always becoming (creation is a continuous process-not something 
that was done long ago). In one hand he holds a drum. This drum of 
time beats on and its sound keeps out the knowledge of eternity (hu- 
man ignorance about cosmic reality). In another hand he holds a 
flame. This flame burns away the veil of time and space and brings 
back the knowledge of eternity. Shiva dances on the body of a dwarf 
demon. This signifies his constant victory over the dwarf demon 
(evil) which allows the establishment of cosmic order over chaos. The 
halo surrounding him is a symbol of creation, destruction and 
rebirth. 


Below: "The God Ra on His Barque." Creation is sustained by the 
journey of Ra in his Mandjet (barque). Ra possesses two barques: 
"The Barque of Morning and The Barque of Evening." Ra is seen of- 
ten travelling with the other major deities in his barque (Thoth, 
Hetheru, Maat, etc.). In order to sustain creation, Ra journeys 
across heaven (cosmos) but must continually defeat the serpent 
Apophis (evil) in order to do so. Apophis attempts to destroy Ra (cre- 
ation) each day. Therefore, the battle against evil (chaos) is a con- 
tinuous one since it cannot be destroyed. Chaos and order are integ- 
ral components of creation. Creation cannot exist without the two. 
They are complementary opposites; the dissolution of either would 
mean the dissolution of creation. This signifies the ongoing battle 
within every human being. The challenge is to maintain a dynamic 
balance between good and evil.

The philosophy of Maat: f (symbolized by the feather) is contained in 


the most ancient writings of Egypt, even those preceding the dynastic or 
Pharaonic period (4,500 B.C.E.-600 A.C.E). The most extensive exposi- 
tions of the philosophy may be found in the writings which have in modern 
times been referred to as "The Egyptian Book of the Dead." It was origin- 
ally known as "Rw Prt M Hrw" or "Ru Pert em Heru." This is translated as: 
"The Utterances for Going Forth into the Light." In Egyptian mythology, 
Heru (Heru) not only means "Light" but also "Day". In fact, Day and Light 
are two of the most important attributes of the GOD Heru who is under- 
stood as the highest potential of every human being. Therefore, the title 
may also read "The Guide for Becoming Heru." The writings were named 
"The Egyptian Book of the Dead" by modern egyptologists who obtained 
them from the modern day dwellers of the area (north-east African Arabs) 
who said they were found buried with the ancient Egyptian dead. In the

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interest of simplicity and consistency, the name "Egyptian Book of Coming 
Forth by Day" will be used throughout this text. 


The philosophical definition of MAAT is: 


"That which is unchanging; it was the same in the beginning of time, 
it is the same now and will be the same forever." 


The philosophy of Maat has been described as: Truth, Justice, Right- 
eousness, Order. Based on the above definition of Maat, it is very easy to 
see that there is little "truth" in the physical world and upon further exam- 
ination, a more profound idea emerges: Nothing in the world is static, not 
our bodies, buildings, not the land, not youth, not planets, NOTHING; the 
only constant thing is CHANGE. Change is the only reality. Many people 
realize this superficially but for most, it has not been consciously accepted 
as a "rule" of this reality. Nature has instituted change to direct us to the 
changeless, to cause us to seek out our imperishable reality. But this Ab- 
solute reality is not to be found anywhere in this world. We must know 
this because without this knowledge, we will continue to pour our hearts 
(and Life Force) into trying to make situations that last forever, only to be- 
come frustrated and heartbroken when they end, usually in a manner other 
than we had hoped for. 


TRUTH IS UNIVERSAL. Let not the use of the symbols and hieroglyphs 
herein contained confuse you. Look past them and past all languages to 
find the truth. The TRUTH is universal; yet it can only be determined by 
you the individual, because the ultimate truth can only be understood 
through experience, not discussion. Any symbol or language used to de- 
scribe or discuss the truth is incidental to the truth. There is only one truth 
and many roads lead to it. A true seeker will find the truth through any 
road he or she chooses, as long as the person seeking it (truth) truly wants 
to find it, and to apply it in his or her life. Those who choose to remain ig- 
norant in the face Bet the truth will remain slaves to the narrow ideas of 
their own mind, the uncontrolled wants of their own body, that of their 
friends, country, and unjust economic systems, or corrupt religious 
organizations.

What is Reality? 


"Let not be shut in my Soul, let not be fettered my Shadow, let be opened 
the way for my Soul and for

The Khaibit (shadow) is the reflection of GOD; it is a projection of that 
which is real, of that which is the truth. GOD created undi continues to cre- 
ate out of GOD's own self, GOD's own shadow. GOD, being both male and 
female thinks of him /herself as a being who is looking at its own shadow 
(the universe). Here in creation, the infinite planets and galaxies are but a 
mental creation of GOD, GOD's Shadow. As the human soul is essentially a 
piece of GOD as it were, it also has a shadow. GOD manifests (is reflected) 
1n each individual. However, this reflection becomes refracted proportion- 
al to the degree of mental conditioning that one has. Just as a ray of light 
which passes through a glass prism becomes refracted and produces many 
rays, so too GOD'S expression in an individual is refracted by the ignorance 
of the mind producing many "different" situations and objects. To the ex- 
tent that the soul is a prisoner of the physical desires and mental ignorance 
which do not allow it to be in tune with the mind of GOD, it (human mind) 
is fettered to a mortal, physical body, and thus is unable to see its soul. 


GOD is the only reality that exists, the ABSOLUTE REALITY, but it ap- 
pears to the ignorant (conditioned) mind that the world, our bodies, and 
the universe exist outside of GOD. We believe ourselves to be separate ob- 
jects and entities. This is relative reality. In reality, EVERYTHING is ONE. 
Relative reality is the state most people are caught up in. Relative reality is 
an illusion. It exists only in our minds. GOD not only created the world but 
GOD IS the world. Everything we perceive with our senses IS GOD. We 
must transcend relative reality to "Live" within "Absolute Reality." To not 
only understand this greatest teaching, but to "KNOW" it means complete

bliss and happiness. Yoga is a scientific process to accomplish the goal of 
transcendence: liberation, salvation, self-realization. 


Relative reality is what is referred to in Hinduism and Buddhism as 
"MAYA." 


THE POINT MUST BE WELL UNDER-STOOD 
THAT: THE MEANING BEHIND THE WISDOM OF 
CALLING THE PHYSICAL WORLD AN ILLUSION DOES NOT 
MEAN THAT IT DOES NOT EXIST (ONE ONLY HAS TO TRY 
WALKING THROUGH A WALL TO REALIZE THE ERROR IN 
THIS FORM OF THINKING), BUT RATHER THAT IT EXISTS 
IN A FORM OTHER THAN THAT WHICH WE BELIEVE IT TO 
BE. WHAT WE BELIEVE TO BE PHYSICAL OBJECTS ARE 
REALLY EXPRESSIONS OF GOD. OUR SOUL, THROUGH 
THE PROCESS OF MESKHENET (KARMA), DRAWS TO US 
THOSE OBJECTS (PERSONS, THINGS OR SITUATIONS) 
THAT WE (OUR SOULS) NEED TO FURTHER OUR 
SPIRITUAL EVOLUTION OUTWARD. 


The preoccupation with matters such as race relations, wars, crime, so- 
cial status, physical appearance, and all other intricacies of human interac- 
tion are, as we will see, manifestations of a limited (ignorant) intellect 
which has not been able to transcend the pettiness of the apparent world 
condition in order to see the larger reality, the Absolute reality that lies 
beyond the apparent differences that seem to exist in the world. Yes there 
are practical realities in the world to be dealt with in one's physical exist- 
ence, but these are not to be accepted as Absolute realities, for acceptance 
of these as Absolute realities leads to bondage to them. Rather, an attitude 
of detachment, dispassion and study should be developed so as to not be 
affected by either situations of adversity or prosperity, since after all, these 
two seemingly opposite concepts are really two aspects of the same reality. 
One's mind is equally agitated in a state of joy as in pain. Both situations 
take the focus of the mind away from GOD (supreme peace) toward transi- 
ent realities. For example, someone who has just won the lottery can have a 
mind that is as agitated as someone who has just lost all their possessions. 
In the former case, the person worries about protecting the money from 
theft, what to say to family members who want to "borrow" some to tide 
them over, what to buy and what investments to make to ensure that it 
lasts a lifetime. In the latter case, this person has the opposite worries of 
how to borrow or steal some money. Neither of these two persons experi- 
ence mental peace because true mental peace does not depend on external 
situations; itis an internal affair. 
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When the mind is turbulent with worldly concerns, it is like the turbu- 
lent water in a lake caused by gusty winds; it cannot reflect the sky accur- 
ately. However, the calm mud becomes like a calm lake, able to reflect the 
sky (true reality). This can only be accomplished through the process of 
conscious transcendence, achieved through sustained practice of the dis- 
ciplines of Yoga. Through the process of transcendence, new positive sub- 
conscious impressions of the Absolute reality will be created in the mind 
which will lead us to different perceptions of physical reality. 


"Those who live today will die tomorrow, those who die tomorrow will be 
born again; those who live MAAT will not die." 


"The reality of a thing is its relation to the Creator, not that which we see;

Body Consciousness 


Most people in the world believe themselves to be a physical body and 
mind but upon deeper examination, one finds that this notion does not 
hold up to the definition of reality given by MAAT. Therefore, it is only an 
illusion. 


If we are the body, then which part are we---the hands, kidneys, feet, 
eyes or the skin? Are we the spinal cord or are we the sexual organs? Upon 
reflection, it becomes obvious that if we were to lose any of these, we would 
still continue "living." Even if part of the brain were damaged or lost, life 
could continue. Documented experiments with animals have shown that a 
head can be severed from the body and later replaced. We are not the 
senses because we are still there when we lose sight or hearing, etc. Our 
senses contribute to our ignorant concept of reality by supplying the mind 
with limited (erroneous) information as to the nature of reality. Therefore, 
neither the body parts nor the senses constitute the essence of what we call 
consciousness. We are not the mind, otherwise it would be impossible for 
us to talk about "training ourselves" to be this or that, or to change into this 
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or that way of thinking. We are not the vitality of the body because "we" 
are still there when the body feels weak as well as when it feels strong. 


The body, senses, mind and vitality (Life Force, Sekhem, Prana) should 
be seen as extensions of our individual consciousness (mind-ego). They are 
tools, instruments of our own creation for the purpose of achieving entry 
and interaction with the "physical reality." The body is to the spirit what a 
car or an ox is to the body, a valuable tool. We definitely should take care of 
the car or ox to the extent that they are useful to do work and serve our 
body, but we should not identify ourselves with them saying: "That is me, I 
am the car, I am the ox." In the same manner, it is ridiculous for us to 
identify with our physical body, senses and ego, thinking or saying they are 
us when our true nature is the universal spirit. 


What is the Mind? 


The mind is the cause of bondage and release. The 


mind is that which judges the various experiences we face at every mo- 
ment. In a world created out of a combination of dense and subtle energy 
and various states of consciousness, it is necessary to have an instrument 
that will discern and discriminate between good and evil, hot and cold, 
here and there, etc., in order to carry on the affairs of life. This process of 
discrimination is what causes the appearance of distinct and different ob- 
jects and situations. Therefore, the process of discrimination is a dualizin: 

rocess where out of the one reality, energy, there seems to be "many real- 
ities." From this standpoint of apparent duality, the idea arises that we are 
separate "thinking" individuals and we are also separate from the universe. 
In this state of ignorance, we interact with the world in an action-reaction 
mentality, following our lower nature (anger, greed, hate, etc.), instead of 
incorporating our higher nature (feeling of oneness) which, when balanced 
with the lower, will lead one to experience universal love, sharing and 
peace. 


The experience of oneness is likened to the experience of peace because 
there are no desires to create unrest in trying to act on them or not trying 
to act on them. Therefore, the experience of oneness is considered to be the 
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state in which all apparerit realities cease to exist. This is the original state. 
The experience of "duality" or discrimination is the state in which oppos- 
ites exist and therefore, the struggle between those opposites exists as well. 


The waves of the mind, resembling the body of a serpent, are 
like a roller coaster ride for the soul. A mind free of these 
waves has achieved supreme peace and understands the 
unity of all creation. In another sense the coils of the serpent 
of the primeval waters represents the cosmic mind and its 
thoughts which stir up the ocean from its calm and thereby 
creates waves of different shapes and sizes (the names and 
forms of Creation. 


The hieroglyphic a of the serpent characterizes the idea of duality. 
The serpent, although it appears as one unit, that is to say, it has no arms 
or legs, has a double tongue and a double penis. Thus, the mind, as sym- 
bolized by the serpent, has two aspects: a discriminative (dualistic) quality 
as symbolized by the serpent Apopis, and a synthetic (unifying) quality 
called the "Serpent in the sky". The Serpent in the sky, representing the igher 
mind-intellect, is the centipede of Heru, the God of light and protector of 
Asar (Ra). In the Ancient Egyptian texts, APOPHIS or APOPIS or APEP is the 
enemy of Ra, the sun. Ra represents light, warmth, Life Force, truth, spirit, 
etc. APOPIS and its fiendish friends represent darkness, physical and mor- 
al evil, ete. Itis important to understand that APOPIS is a "constant" en- 
emy of Ra, who fights him everyday, trying to stop him from shining. The 
implication is that those who wish to be like Ra (those on the spiritual 
path) must, like Ra, be prepared to fight Apopis at every moment. Thus, 
there must be continue self effort and one must develop endurance if one 
is to achieve success as Apopis a persistent adversary. Apopis represents 
the "lower self", the mind and body which indulges in emotionality, greed, 
deceit, sense pleasures etc. Apopis also represents adversity in life as well. 
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Consequently, those situations or people who were seen as "evil" (contrary 
to Maat) are called children of APOPIS as in the following text: 


"children of the serpent Apopis, the impious who haunt the wilderness 
and the dessert..." 


Apopis is defeated by they who are armed with the burning and destroy- 
ing heat of the sun (fire, light), that is, they who possess MAAT (truth and 
righteousness) and Djehuti (light, insight, wisdom). As the burning body is 
consumed by the flames of the fire, so too will the illusion of duality be 
consumed by the light (fire) of truth (oneness). Just as the dream world 
loses its reality upon one's waking up, so too the illusion of Apopis 
(duality) dissolves when the forces of light are shed upon it. 


The Serpent Power 


Spiritual movement is the development of the higher mind in order that 
it may carry one's consciousness to the discovery of truth rather than illu- 
sion. Thus, as we change the patterns of conditioned thoughts, we break 
away from our circular cyclical pattern of existence and enter into a spiral 
pattern of growth and transformation, as represented by the awakening of 
the coiled serpent, Kundalini. 


This is BUTO, the cobra Goddess, better 
known as the Uraeus of Ra. Buto is winged. She is the ruler of eternity as she 
holds the symbol of the shen at the far right. Thus the mind (serpent) is trans- 
formed from an instrument which is mortal and powerless to a state of freedom 
(wings), all power (sundisk), and eternity (shen). 
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Kundalini as the symbol of Cosmic Energy. 
18th century, India. The Indian Goddess of female energy (Kundalini) rises from the lo- 
tus (India 18 Cent.). As with Goddess BUTO of Egypt, Goddess Kundalini of India is 
also represented by the serpent. The power of Kundalini resides at the base of the 
spine, awaiting conscious awakening.

Below: From the "Egyptian Book of Coming Forth By Day," This episode is known 
as "The Slaughter." The soul of Ankhwahibre does battle with Apopis who 
is sitting atop the vertebrae (Back - Djed Pillar of Asar) implying that 
Apopis seeks control of the spiritual energy present in the spiritual subtle 
channels of the back. 
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The initiate does battle by invoking the fire of wisdom and therefore as- 
serts the absolute reality he has discovered in himself: "I am Ra, continually 
praised...I am he in whom is the sacred eye.." (See eye of Ra). The "Back" is 
where unbounded spiritual energy (Buto-Uraeus) resides. The initiate is 
admonished to "develop the fire of the back." 
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"The Serpent In The Sky." 
A human figure sits atop a Uraeus with the hieroglyph symbol of Hetep (Ptah-Heru, su- 
preme peace) above the head. The controlled and transformed mind (conscience) sees unity 
and divinity in all things and identifies with the spirit instead of the mortal body. They who 
possess the serpent in the sky fly on its back, beyond the limitations of physical reality. 
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Above: From the tomb of Pharaoh Tutankhamon, a visual exposition of the idea ex- 
pressed by the God Tehuti-Hermes: "As above, so below", as two serpents enclose the 
cosmic form of man (the universe). That which is above (spirit) is eternal, that which 
is below (matter) is also eternal. The serpent of the earth and the serpent of the sky 
encircle the lower as well as the higher self. The lower self and the higher self are 
complementary halves of the whole if brought into harmony. 

The center area at the base of the spine is highlighted with a line and by the ram- 
headed hawk positioned with arms raised (in adoration "Ka") toward the sacral re- 
gion of the spine - the root energy center (chakra). 

In India, the revered ancient Sage Shankaracarya in the book "Vivekacudamani" 
stated: 
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"The Self is within, and the self is without, the Self is before and the Self is 
behind, the Self is in the south, and the Self is in the north, the Self like- 
wise is Above and Below... The embodied consciousness is none other 


than the Universal Consciousness." 


The Ego Is 


Our EGO is our identification with our body. As soon as we are born, we 
are told and begin to believe that our arms, legs, skin, thoughts, ideas, etc. 
are what constitute the totality of our existence. In addition, through the 
process of reincarnation, we have had this false identity hammered into 
our heads as it were. Hypnotized by our surroundings and convinced by 
those around us, we believe we are mortal flesh and blood and nothing 
more. 


The ego says things like: "I feel sorry, I feel hungry, I am happy, I want this, I 
want that, My body is good looking, I want to get a lot of money for myself because 
then I can buy many things and then I will be happy, My name is so and so, I come 
from my parents and from nowhere else, My country is such and such, I am separate 
from other people, I am separate from the earth and the universe, and my thoughts 
are my own creation, nothing inspires them except my own mind, There is no such 
thing as a spirit, Life is flesh and blood and nothing else so while I'm here I will live it 
up till the day I die, for you only live once. I... I...I...My...My...My." 


The ego or personality is the source of human pleasure and pain in the 
world experience. All pleasurable or painful perceptions are a production 
of the EGO aspect of the mind and an untrained (conditioned) mind is of- 
ten lost in the maze of world experiences. 


The re-trained (unconditioned) mind is the source of release or freedom 
from the fetters that hold the spirit chained to the events of the world, and 
our perceptions of them. 


To become ONE with GOD, we must discard our ego sense. We must 
discard the notion that we are individuals living in the universe and that 
we are separate from everything else. We must understand that we are not 
the body, not the mind, not our senses, not anything we can feel or touch. 
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The process of cleansing the Ego-Personality and attaining a purified 
heart, is the process of YOGA---to leave behind the ego and to develop the 
higher self. The ego is a tool as are our bodies and it is to be used by us to 
assist in our survival and evolution. This occurs by training the ego to serve 
one's best interests instead of allowing it to run our lives; it must be our 
servant, not the master. 


Through denial (sublimation) of the ego, it is possible to partake in the 
cosmic true self. One may: 


"Become a transmitter like Ptah and do the work of they who reside in 
their caves." 


Egyptian Proverb 


One may become a conduit of the divine power of GOD and do the work 
of the Neters by becoming in harmony with them. 


"Become the KA of Heru and the Neters." 
Egyptian Proverb 


One may become merged with the spirit of Nature (GOD), thereby liv- 
ing on in immortality when the physical body dies. 


The Pyramid and Coffin Texts further admonish us to: 


"awaken the Neter quality (Godhood) in man... to free him... save him 
from the Osirian Path (passion and reincarnation)... 


..conquer the enemy (ego-personality) because by doing so, the ONE 
(GOD) may shine forth through the purified Ba (soul) in splendor." 
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The Philosophy of Sleep and The Four States of 
Consciousness 


There are three distinct states of consciousness which everyone is famil- 
iar with: waking, dream and deep sleep. We go through each of these three 
states everyday, changing our perception of reality with each different 
state. This waking state of consciousness we are so used to with the image, 
concept and name for ourselves is not as solid and real as we think it 1s. 
When we fall asleep, the waking consciousness is left behind and we take 
on a new "identity." In the dream state, the new identity thinks that 
everything that is happening in the dream is "REAL", but upon waking up 
one realizes that "nothing" really happened. In the deep sleep state where 
there are no dreams, we are absorbed in the transcendental state which is 
beyond time and space. Upon Waking from the deep sleep state of con- 
sciousness, we do not remember anything but we experience a feeling of 
deep rest and re-creation of our emotional and psychological selves. 


In all of the three regular states of consciousness just described, there is 
one constant factor, a constantly changing state of mental awareness. 
Change therefore, implies that these three states do not qualify for the 
definition of Absolute reality (MAAT) as previously discussed. Whatever it 
is that we call "us", our "essence", that which makes us "unique", that 
which "thinks" thoughts and has desires, that which we call a "soul," the in- 
nermost "I," is really the unchanging witness of all the three states. 

rough "ignorance" of its true nature however, the soul "identifies" with 
the three different states of mental consciousness. Thus, it becomes is 
bound to the reality with which it is currently involved; thus it is always be- 
ing caught in one of these states of consciousness at any given point in 
time. 


The waking, dream and deep sleep states of consciousness are only illus- 
ory mental states. No one can maintain a perpetual mental state of wake- 
fulness, dream or deep sleep. All of these states are therefore illusions, 
transient projections of realis which we must transcend, as the search for 
our true self is really a search for the thing about us which is constant, 
these three states are only a reflection of the truth. However, they offer a 
clue to the truth, the one constant, our innermost self which is the spectat- 
or in all modes of consciousness (waking, dream and sleeping states). 
There must be a fourth state then, of Absolute truth, beyond these three fa- 
miliar states. 
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Just as it is possible to wake up in the morning from the dream state in- 
to the everyday state of waking consciousness, it is possible to wake up 
from the "normal day to day consciousness" into a bisher state of con- 
sciousness (enlightenment). Thus, what we currently perceive to be our day 
to day consciousness becomes another form of the dream state of 
consciousness. 


The problem occurs when we forget that we are really "dreaming" and 
get caught up in the events of the dream, believing that what is happening 
Is "real"; we lack the higher state of consciousness. This situation can be 
equated to watching a movie. If we remember throughout the movie that 
we are just onlookers, we remain detached from the experiences of pain or 
pleasure being portrayed by the actors. Our emotions remain intact as long 
as we femeuiber that we are only watching a movie and that no one is 
really getting hurt or really happy. However, the moment we forget to keep 
that mental distance we become caught up in the movie. en we 
"IDENTIFY" with the actors, we suffer or experience joy along with the 
characters being portrayed; thus, we cry or laugh with them. In reality 
however, the actors who are portraying the characters did not experience 
true suffering or joy. It was our identification with the illusion created by 
the movie that caused us to suffer or experience pleasure, when in fact, 
nothing really happened. 


Similarly, in our practical life, as we identify our souls-consciousness 
(the actor) with our ego-mind and body (the character) we find ourselves 
on a roller coaster ride of emotions, alternating between extreme pleasure 
and extreme pain. 


We need not have studied high philosophy to have already figured out 
that nothing lasts forever and that what goes up will eventually come down 
and vice versa. This wave like form of existence is also represented by the 
serpent Apophis. Therefore, as with the roller coaster ride at an amuse- 
ment park, the only way to fully enjoy the ride (life) is to think of it as a 
temporary occurrence, knowing that at the end of its ups and downs, one 
will be unharmed. One must know that the soul is unaffected and un- 
changed by the ups and downs which are experienced by the ego- 
personality. 


In order to maximize one's sleep experience and gradually introduce 
conscious awareness during the dream state, one should spend a few 
minutes affirming one's intention to remain conscious during the dream 
experience and to remember the dreams. Fall asleep on the right side, with 
one's right hand between the pillow and the face. The left hand should be 
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placed on the left thigh. Even though it is likely that the body will move out 
of this position during the nieht one should still attempt to fall asleep in 
this position. This position wi allow the left nostril to be open, thereby al- 
lowing "moon" breath, which is most beneficial during this time for spiritu- 
al and physical health. As soon as one wakes up, one should bring one's 
consciousness to the present moment and then recall the dream events and 
write them down. The symbolism and events may carry important intu- 
itional messages which may be readily apparent individually or over a peri- 
od of time when seen as a group of dreams. 


In ancient times, dreams were seen as communications between one's 
waking self and one's astral (dream-intermediate) self. As such, under the 
proper guidance and understanding, one could expect to receive insight in- 
to one's life problems and assistance in determining one's direction in life, 
the assistance coming from one's higher self or from benevolent Neters. It 
is important not to overindulge in dream deciphering since the dreams 
state 1s after all, only another variant state of consciousness (relative real- 
ity), and not the Absolute state. It must be realized that until one is fully 
enlightened, dreams are colored by one's mental illusions and therefore 
must be viewed with a dispassionate and detached eye. 


From an initiatic point of view, the waking state of consciousness is the 
most important because it is only when we are awake that we can make a 
conscious effort to learn spiritual teachings and it is in the waking state 
that we can most easily control our thoughts and actions in an effort to 
achieve self-discovery (enlightenment). 


Mental Energy 


Mental energy is supported by the eternal Life Force which pervades all 
things. It is the same energy that makes the grass grow, the sun shine an 
manifests in people as the desire to survive, live on and to seek happiness. 
A seed of a plant may fall in any given plot of land. So too the individual 
soul may incarnate in any given body. In order to grow well and reach its 
full potential, the proper nutrients such as minerals in the soil and enough 
sunlight must be available. If they are not, there is a possibility that the 
plant may become stunted or susceptible to disease. If the plant's internal 
ife force is strong enough, it may overcome the added obstacles to its 
growth by extending its branches and or roots to a better location in order 
to acquire the materials it needs to succeed. Like plant life, the human 
mind is pushed to be born, to grow, to survive and to reach its full poten- 
tial. The Life Force energy (Ra, spirit) is ever-present and relentlessly 
pushing the mind and body to grow (evolve) whether the mind is willing or

able to deal with the changes in life or not. The spirit wants to reach its full 
potential (Heruhood), but in becoming identified with the ego, it seeks ful- 

IIment in illusory endeavors, mental concepts and earthly relationships. 
These lead to anger, passion, greed, selfishness, etc. which in turn produce 
more situations of fasion’ disappointment, pain and suffering, all of 
which lead to the dissipation of mental energy which weakens the will and 
intuitive as well as intellectual faculties. The weakened mind becomes 
blocked with mental complexes which cause irregular (disharmonious) vi- 
brations, leading to boredom, despair and depression which in turn affect 
physical health. Therefore, it is of paramount importance to create the 
proper conditions and engage in practices that will promote the expansion 
of consciousness rather than its contraction. 
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Left: the diagram of a household light bulb. It works by creating a "resistance" to the flow of 
electricity which is generated by the power station. The power station sends energy in a cir- 
cuit. One line is positively charged and the other is negatively charged. This flow of electri- 
city in the lines is called the current. If the light bulb (appliance) was not there or if the lines 
were to cross and touch each other without passing through the appliance, there would be 
no resistance to the flow, thereby causing a "short circuit" in which the current would travel 
so fast that it would burn up the lines. If the resistance is too high (blown bulb), the flow 
would be restricted and the appliance would not function. Therefore, a particular balance of 


resistance must be maintained in order to effect the proper functioning of the appliance. 


The human body is much like an appliance in that it receives spiritual energy from the 
soul through the mind and transforms it into physical energy to perform physical work. 
Feelings of peace, contentment, harmony, equanimity, dispassion and understanding allow 
the proper flow of spiritual energy. 

Feelings of anger, hate, fear and passionate desire cause blockages in the flow of spiritual 
energy through the parts of the spirit, mind and body thereby causing illness. Also, depletion 
of energy occurs when the energy dissipates or flows out (open circuit) of the body due to 
mental attention on worldly objects (attachment), desire, worry, passion, sexual ejaculation. 
These activities hasten the death of the individual because the energy is "used up" sooner. 
Therefore, one aim of concentration and meditation is to prevent the foolish loss of energy 


(closed circuit). 


Reincarnation occurs when the soul decides to "switch off" it's identification with a particu- 
lar bulb (death), and then to send its light (Life Force) power to another bulb (body). 


Far left: Ordinary flow of energy through the body is outward through the mental attention

serves the purposes of gratification of the senses and procreation of the species. 


Mental Health

Since the spirit is our true essence, our condition of existence with a 
physical form may be seen as an aberration from the original essence. The 
original essence is a state of infinite expansion in consciousness, immortal- 
ity, indestructibility, etc. From this perspective it is easy to understand that 
the mind may develop mental complexes (blocks) when confronted with a 
limited human experience. Therefore, our coming to earth in itself is un- 
derstood by Sages to be the source of the primary and fundamental state of 
illness: dis-ease. Mental complexes are as varied as the numbers of indi- 
viduals, however, all of these originate in the attachment of the soul to the 
physical illusion of reality culminating with the ultimate mental complex: 
the identification with the physical form or body. The spirit forgets it is 
spirit and begins to believe it is a physical, mortal body. In finding out that 
as a human personality it cannot have "its" way, or in falling prey to the 
idea that someone is "hurting it" and may even "kill it", the mental com- 

lexes intensify. Due to its misunderstanding of what it perceives (pain, 
bondage, death) and what it intrinsically knows deep down (freedom, com- 

leteness, immortality), dis-ease (conflict) arises. The conflict is exacer- 
bated because of our inability to accept life as it is unfolding. Due to our ig- 
norance about our true essence, we do not understand that all situations 
we encounter during our life time are products of our own desire, produced 
by us in order to provide us with some specific experience so that we can 
evolve. Therefore, we end up "fighting against" life and developing feelings 
of regret instead of understanding that we came here of our free will and 
"created" the situation in which we find ourselves. Thus, instead of em- 
ploying our energy to the task of improving our mental power by sublimat- 
ing our egoistic desires, we dissipate it and waste it in useless endeavors 
which cannot provide fulfillment. The stronger the attachment to the ego, 
the larger the conflict will be and consequently, the larger the disappoint- 
ment will be and the more profound and more severe the illness. The cure 
for this condition is the development of wisdom which inevitably leads to 
detachment from that which is "unreal" (physical existence) and attach- 
ment to that which is "real". 


In order to sustain this illusion (physical existence) and all of the mental 
and physical activity related to it, the spirit "sends" energy to the physical 
form in order to sustain it. Energy comes in various forms: mental, subtle, 
physical. The proper flow of energy promotes good health and the improp- 
er flow of energy leads to illness. Therefore, the mental and physical health 
oi the, mdividual is required for the proper processing (flow) of energy in 
the mind. 


Disease is therefore an imbalance in the flow of energies of the bod: 
which are controlled by the mind and which emanate from the soul. Heal- 
ing is accomplished by re-balancing the energies and vibrations of the 
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mind and body, thereby fulfilling the needs of the soul (spirit). This may be 
accomplished through changes in one's lifestyle and mental attitude. Spe- 
cifically, administering herbs whose ingredients have balancing qualities 
with respect to the particular ailment, effecting harmonious vibrations to 
cause a harmonious effect in the energies of the body(s), psychotherapy 
(wisdom Yoga), spiritual counseling to promote understanding of reality as 
it truly is to reduce the conflict in the mind and meditation (quieting the 
mind) to allow the direct flow of energy from the soul. Due to the misun- 
derstanding of reality, we believe we are ego personalities instead of spir- 
itual beings having a physical, human experience. The identification with 
the ego causes us to live in fear (mental block) of the future. Spiritual coun- 
seling should attempt to help the individual to reconcile his or her percep- 
tion of Absolute reality and relative reality, thereby removing mental 
blockages which had accumulated due to misunderstanding reality as it 
truly is. Healing techniques should be used in an integrated and balanced 
fashion, depending on the needs of the individual. 


In much the same way as an ordinary household appliance transforms 
energy into useful functions, the body acts as a transducer of cosmic energy 
(sexual energy). The soul acts to coalesce a conglomerate of elements into 
the form of a physical body. In doing so, the infinite cosmic energy (Ra) is 
transformed thron h the resistance of the coalesced matter (bac). As in 
household electrical appliances (which also work through the principle of 
resistance), if there was no resistance, energy would flow freely with too 
much current and burn out the system (household appliance or human 
body). Therefore, the mind and body must be gradually trained and made 
accustomed to greater and greater levels of energy by increasing the level 
of consciousness and reducing the level of resistance in a balanced fashion. 
This may be accomplished through repeated exercises in the control of the 
sexual energy, increasing purity of mind through the practice of virtue and 
purification of the body through a pure, nutritional diet and exercise. 


The Project of Spiritual Unfoldment 
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The project of spiritual 
achievement is to transcend the three regular states of consciousness and 
to become established in the source of all consciousness which is the spirit. 
The key to ending ignorance is to acquire wisdom. Through the develop- 
ment of a meditative mind (conscious of all actions and thoughts) which is 
based on the understanding of reality as it truly is, it is possible to tran- 
scend the common states of consciousness and to discover what lies 
beyond. 
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Transcendental Self consciousness, containing ALL (enlightenment). The 
Transcendent Self encompasses all other mental states. 


Expanded level of Intellectual and Psychic consciousness, where higher 
forms of meditation such as Samadhi, Kia, Satori and psychic phenomena 
(magic). 


Level of ego-personality and body consciousness. One believes oneself to 
be an individual, unconnected to anything else; unaware of any other 
realms or levels of his/her own consciousness. Thus, the individual is only 
aware of his/her limited surroundings.

CHAPTER 6: DJEHUTI: 
Gnosis or Thought? 
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"To the Supreme Divin- 
ity (GOD), Gnosis is no begin- 
ning; rather Gnosis doth af- 
ford to us the first beginning 
of Its (GOD) being known." 


Egyptian Mystical Wisdom 
GNOSIS MEANS KNOWING SOMETHING INTUITIVELY WITHOUT 
HAVING TO THINK ABOUT IT. 
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Egyptian God of Wisdom Djehuti His animal symbols are the IBIS bird and 
the Baboon. 


Having information and having knowledge are not necessarily the same 
thing. There are two forms of knowledge: direct and indirect. Indirect 
knowledge is something you learn and are convinced of intellectually. Dir- 
ect knowledge on the other hand, is something you experience. It is 
something which requires no thinking to be understood. . . it is "being" 
(knowing) knowledge as opposed to learning or "thinking" knowledge. One 
may learn about a flower by reading but one does not become the flower. 
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To know something intuitionally is in effect, to become it within one's con- 
sciousness. In order for Gnosis to occur, it is necessary to become "identi- 
fied" with the object of study. One may accomplish this through concen- 
trated thought and meditation, however, there are millions of individual 
objects in the universe. To become one with each of them would take at the 
very least, millions of life times. The simpler way is to achieve supreme 
wisdom (Djehuti) by identifying (becoming one in consciousness) with 
NETER, GOD, who is the source of all objects in existence. Becoming one 
with or merging with NETER is therefore, the same as becoming one with 
all existence, having all knowledge, all power --- omnipresent, omniscient, 
omnipotent. 


Much in the "WORLD" is information we have been told; much is in- 
formation gathered by our senses which are specially made to gather in- 
formation from the physical realm, to the extent that they can. This forms 
the basis of what we believe to be "real" and "true." This process consti- 
tutes our "psychological conditioning" into certain modes of behavior and 
certain beliefs. This is the formation of a limited intellect. However, if our 
senses were designed differently, for example, if we had the eyes of an owl, 
the canine sense of smell, the hearing of a bat, our perceptions of the 
"WORLD" would be quite different. Our perceptions would lead to differ- 
ent beliefs about what the "WORLD" is and therefore, our experiences 
would be quite different. Similarly, if we could see things (matter) the way 
a particle accelerator or an electron microscope sees it, we would live in a 
world of pure energy held together by that which is unseen: consciousness. 


Due to their limitations, the human senses miss a whole other reality 
which lies beyond ordinary sense perception. The "Absolute Truth" 
(GOD) which underlies all things in the "physical" realm cannot be sensed 
with the ordinary senses, designed only for the world of duality. 


Therefore, in order to KNOW, that is, to have GNOSIS or experiential 
knowledge of the transcendent and divine essence of anything, we must be 
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able to connect with its divine essence to perceive "its connection with its cre- 
ator." Any other essence that may be compiled by the use of senses or other 
information gathering devices will only be an illusion. In order to perceive 
Absolute, non-changing Truth, we must become one with that Absolute 
Truth. This is the essence of our journey home. The Absolute experience of 
our divine nature will provide us a state of supreme peace (Hetep). We will 
have completed a circuit (come full circle) from Amen which is the 
"hidden" reality from where all human souls come to Geb, the "manifest" 
physical reality and then back to Amen. 


To do this is to become Godlike, even while still alive. The true way to 
know GOD is by looking within and not out, because our deepest self is 
GOD, regardless of sex, race, creed, or religion. Therefore, in order to 
"know" GOD, it is necessary to "BE" GOD. In the Egyptian "Story of 
Sinuhe", the King (who is a symbol of a perfected human being, a Heru), is 
said to have: 


"flown to heaven and united with the Sundisk, the divine body (of the 
King) merging with its maker." 


In the Egyptian system, the faculty of wisdom is symbolized by the 
Ibi bird. The faculty of truth is symbolized by the feather (Maat) of the 
is. 


In the Indian philosophical system, the Goddess of wisdom, Saraswati, is 
often shown seated on a white swan. 


The Ibis of Egypt and the Swan of India are both white in plumage, signify- 
ing the purity of conscious thought permeated with wisdom, truth and 
righteousness. 


For the sake of clarity, from here on the Supreme Being will be referred to as "GOD" 
with all capitals and all the other aspects, divine principles or projections of the Su- 
preme Being will be referred to as "Gods." 
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Above: Egyptian Goddess of Wisdom, Aset (Aset). Her symbol is the feather of 
the hawk.

CHAPTER 7: SYMBOLS

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"If anyone suggests that it is disgraceful to 
fashion base images of the Divine and most 
Holy orders, it is sufficient to answer that the 
most holy Mysteries are set forth in two 
modes: one by means of similar and sacred 
representations akin to their nature, and the 
other to unlike forms designed with every 
possible discordance ... Discordant symbols 
are more appropriate representations of the 
Divine because the human mind tends to cling 
to the physical form of representation believ- 
ing for example that the Divine are "golden 
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beings or shining men flashing like light- 
ning". But lest this error befall us, the wis- 
dom of the venerable sages leads us through 
disharmonious dissimilitudes, not allowing 
our irrational nature to become attached to 
those unseemly images ... Divine things may 
not be easily accessible to the unworthy, nor 
may those who earnestly contemplate the 
Divine symbols dwell upon the forms them- 
selves as final truth." 


Dionysius the Aropagite 


In order to understand the hidden meaning of a symbol it is necessary to 
understand what symbols are and a complete understanding of the prin- 
ciples behind their use. This section will not attempt to give a complete 
rendering of each Ancient Egyptian symbol since this would require a life- 
time of study but it will provide some of the most important Ancient Egyp- 
tian symbols and a basic insight into the universal wisdom behind symbols 
so that a student may begin to decipher their meanings. Due to the nature 
of the study of symbols this entire volume will introduce various symbols 
as we progress with our study or Egyptian Yoga. 


The previous quotation by Dyonisius provides us with insight on the 
nature, purpose and dangers of creating images of the divine for the pur- 
pose of worshipping. 


Making images of GOD and the Gods in human likeness can be either 
helpful or dangerous for the follower. The mind is a wonderful tool but it 
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easily indulges in emotion and develops attachment to that which it under- 
stands and develops fear toward that which it does not. 


The danger arises when the mind becomes fixed on "the image" rather 
than the essence of the symbolic meaning of the Deity to be worshipped. 
Instead of worshipping those qualities and developing them in one's self, 
the worshipper might believe that those qualities belong to the statue or 
painting or are for "some special person who lived long ago." They do not 
realize that the symbols such as "HERU", "CHRIST", and "BUDDHA" are 
symbols of the qualities which lie deep within every individual, not some- 
where "out there", but "right in here" inside each one of us. So the wise 
sages chose images that were so far from the norm, that the attachment 
oriented human mind would not get "hung up" on the "picture" and 
thereby concentrate on the MEANING. For example: The HAWK is the 
symbol of Heru, the God of light, vision and speed. When looking at the 
Hawk, we should be immediately drawn to those qualities ( vision, tenacity 
and speed, freedom, Heru, etc.).

Symbols have great psychological significance because without them 
there would be no possibility for the mind to exist, function and interact 
with creation. A deeper examination of symbols reveals that they are more 
than just representations of images or ideas. The human mind understands 
things by first making a mental picture of it and then associating that men- 
tal concept with other ideas and thoughts. When we think of a chair, a 
three dimensional mental image appears in the mind as to what a chair 
looks like. We do not think of the letters that make up the word C-H-A-I-R. 
Therefore, to most efficiently and quickly convey an idea or thought, 
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symbols are far superior to written forms of communication. After reading 
this book, the reader will find that having learned about the symbols, just a 
glance at them will convey the ideas, thoughts and feeling associated with 
them. When we understand that we are not the body, but spirits, it be- 
comes obvious that all our mental notions are only elaborate symbols. In 
fact all the objects in creation are really symbols or ideas, not absolute real- 
ities. Therefore, symbols are a vital key to understanding the workings of 
the mind and the nature of existence. In Egyptian mythology and philo- 
sophy as well as in other mythological and philosophical systems, it is often 
necessary to learn about a symbol's meaning(s) by its relation to other 
symbols. In many cases, symbols from seemingly separate cultures may 
shed light on the meaning of a particular symbol. 


From the most remote times of Egypt, the 
Symbol of the Hawk was used to represent all-encompassing divinity 
(GOD, the Supreme Being, creator of all things): omnipotence, omnipres- 
ence, omniscience. The Hawk is also the symbol of the human soul. The 
implication is that the Supreme Being and the Human Soul are identical. 
Here Heru (the Hawk) is shown holding the Shen, symbol of eternity and 
the Ankh, the symbol of life. 
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The hieroglyph "Sema" or “Smai” represented by the union of 
two lungs and the trachea, symbolizes that the union of the higher and 
lower self leads to the One. 


The hieroglyph "Nefer", close in pronunciation to "Neter", ex- 
pressed by the union of the heart and the trachea symbolizes: that which 
is the most beautiful thing, the highest good, the greatest achievement.

Christhood and Heruhood 


(The Uraeus (Halo of Heruhood and 
Christhood). ) The word "Christ" is not a name but a title, like vice-presid- 
ent is a title. "Christ" means: "He or she whose head is Anointed with oil" or "The 
Anointed One". Heru, Sage, Saint, Buddha, Christ, Krishna, etc. are terms or 
names to describe the same thing. Heruhood or Christhood refers to cer- 
tain qualities exhibited by mythological or historical personalities as sym- 
bols representing the potential state of enlightenment of every sentient be- 
ing in the universe. 


Christs are those persons who have attained complete purification of 
their psychological personality. They experience cosmic consciousness, the 
experience of being one (identifying oneself) with everything. This is a 
state of supreme bliss that comes from becoming one with one's essential 
nature: GOD. This is a state which cannot be achieved through the earthly 
pleasures or relationships. As explained in the Egyptian "Book of Coming 
Forth by Day", those who live in virtue (MAAT) with a pure heart will 
know all there is to know and be all there is to be; through their Heru- 
hood (attaining the qualities of Heru which are: truth, righteousness and 
justice, inner vision - The Eye of Heru), they will have defeated the en- 
emies of Asar (greed, ignorance, impiety, egoism) as personified by Set, the 
evil one. 
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So, salvation comes from ATTAINING Heruhood, that is, becoming 
Heru through a life of virtue, wisdom, courage and Self-Knowledge. Those 
who become a Heru, Christ or Buddha have attained the consciousness 
that survives death and will live on after their death of the body, being free 
from ignorance which leads to reincarnation. 


So there is no "ONE" "Christ." Everyone can potentially become a Christ 
if they follow the path of masters such as Heru, Jesus, Buddha, Lao Tzu, 
etc. or the path laid out by other modern day masters. 


When cosmic consciousness is attained, an anointing occurs with an eth- 
eric oil, secreted from the energy centers into the brain and the body's cir- 
culatory system including the heart (the mystical seat of the soul). The 
body and mind are transcended and one experiences a higher level of exist- 
ence beyond the joys and sorrows of the world. Christhood means to attain 
the beatific vision of oneself as GOD. One becomes consciously established 
in the realization that one IS GOD; this is in contrast to the masses of 
people who are aware only that they are a perishable body of flesh and 
bones.

Anpu led Asar upward from the realm of humans to the realm of the 
Gods, as he led Aset to Asar' fragmented remains so that she might revive 
(re-member) him (see Osirian Resurrection).

"...the dogged intellect that by the watching and waking from sleep, who 
by Knowing and not Knowing, determines friend from foe."

sats represents the intellectual ability within man / woman to recog- 
nize the error of passion and the path "scent of the divine" towards divinity, 
from the world of illusion (physical realm) to the world of reality (spiritual 
self). Anpu is described as being Gold and Black referring to the faculty of 
discernment which can lead one from below to above (from earth to heav- 
en). Anpu is the son of Asar (Subtle Realm, Netherworld - between heaven 
and earth) and Nebethet, Goddess of Temporal (physical-material) Realm. 
He is likened to a dog because the dog has the use of its sight by day and by 
night. Anpu represents the awakening of wisdom wherein man must, like a 
loyal dog, allow the entrance of wisdom and love that lead to the GOOD 
and bark at the evil (ignorance, passion, emotions). According to Mem- 
phite theology, Anpu is also an aspect of Heru, representing the spiritual 
awakening capacity in every human being. Therefore, the power to "open 
the way" for spiritual evolution is latent inside every human being. 
"The KNOWLEDGE of every God is within us." 
"The Gods are immortal men, men are mortal Gods."

The Ankh is the symbol of the imperishable vital force of life. Related to 
the life giving properties of air and water, the Ankh depicts three symbolic 
principles found in creation: 1. the circle (female member) 2. the cross 
(male member) and 3. unity (the male member united with that of the fe- 
male). Life literally occurs as a result of the union of spirit and matter, the 
circle representing the immortal and eternal part (absolute reality) and the 
cross representing that which is mortal and transient (illusion-matter). Its 
similarity to the female symbol alludes to the regenerative, formative prop- 
erties of the Ankh. 


Thus, as with the Ying and Yang symbol of the Chinese Tao philosophy, 
the Ankh also symbolizes the balance between the two forces of life, 
positive-negative, light-dark, long-short, female-male, etc. If properly bal- 
anced and cultivated, the power of harmony (union of opposites) is formid- 
able. The top of the Ankh, the circle, represents the Shen, the Egyptian 
symbol of eternity. In Indian - Hindu Mythology, the Ankh is depicted in 
the pictures of the androgynous God-Goddess Ardhanari. The left side 
of Ardhanari is female and the right side is male. In Chinese philosophy, 
the Shen represents the life force in the cosmos; it is the wisdom-con- 
sciousness, the spirit. The parts of the Ankh:

The Ankh is also known as the "key of life." To give an Ankh to someone 
in thought or deed is to wish that person life and health. A most important 
feature of the Ankh symbol is that it is composed of two separable parts. 
That is to say, the loop at the top (female) and the cross at the bottom 
(male) are only "tied" together as it were. Therefore, it is possible to loosen 
the bonds (knots) that tie the spirit to the body and thus make it possible 
for the soul to attain enlightenment. Ankh may be pronounced Aung and 
used as a Hekau (word of power or Mantra), chanting repeatedly (aloud or 
mentally) while concentrating on the meaning behind the symbolism. 
Staring at the symbols either alone or in conjunction with the hekau or 
simply concentrating on it (alone) mentally will help steady the mind dur- 
ing concentration and meditation. 


The Symbol AUM is Sanskrit (from the sacred scriptures of India). It 
may be pronounced as: OM. 


"Om: this eternal word is all, what is, what was, and what shall be." 
Indian Scripture 
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AUM is one of the names of GOD and is said to be the first sound GOD 
made in the act of Creation: "The Word." It encompasses all possible 
sounds of creation if pronounced properly. 
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Above: Post-Dravidian (Aryan period) representation of the ancient In- 
dian Deity, Ardhanari: Pure Consciousness, symbol of the androgynous 
spirit which is GOD within every human being. Note the Ankh located at 
the level of the genitals. Ardhanari was also known as Purusha but in 
later times, the name Purusha became identified with the MALE element 
of creation only. This was an attempt by the Aryans to integrate the 
Dravidian philosophy of an androgynous Universal Spirit into the Ved- 
ic philosophy which they introduced to India along with the other main 
male Gods of the Hindu pantheon: Brahma, Vishnu and Shiva. Their fe- 
male counterparts were relegated to lower status. However, in pre-Aryan 
times, the Dravidian civilization saw the Universal Spirit as containing 
both male and female, using the Dravidian name: Ammaiappan. The re- 
semblance of the Dravidian name to the Egyptian Creator GOD, 
Amun (Amen), and the Dogon Creator GOD, Amma, is evident. 


A-U-M-() 
AUM isa 4 syllable word. 


Aircpieti the physical reality, the waking state of consciousness where 
you are aware of the physical body and day to day activities. 
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U represents the dream state of consciousness where you are conscious 
of the astral body and the dream state. 


M represents the deep sleep state of consciousness where you go beyond 
the waking and dream states. This is the realm of the causal body. Here 
one is in contact with the real self, although not at the conscious level. 

( ) represents the silence after the 'm' sound is finished. It symbolizes the 
transcending of the three previous states of consciousness into the realm of 
experiencing the Absolute Truth of reality which is not possible through 
the intellectual (thought) process. Our true consciousness, the constant 
spectator of the previous three states of consciousness may be realized by 
waking up from these three states through meditation. 


Om is a root word for many Hindu and Buddhist mantras. It also may be 
chanted alone and like all mantras, will work to carry the user into tran- 
scendental states of consciousness. It will have the greatest effect if the 
meaning and the application to the user is well understood.

OM in India and Ancient Egypt 


While 0m is most commonly known as a Sanskrit mantra (word of power 
from India), it also appears in the ancient Egyptian texts and is closely re- 
lated to the Kemetic Amun in sound and Amen of Christianity. More import- 
antly, it has the same meaning as Amun and is therefore completely com- 
patible with the energy pattern of the entire group. According to the Egyp- 
tian Leyden papyrus, the name of the "Hidden God", referring to Amun, 
may be pronounced as Om, or Am.

We know that OM is the name of Amun because of the epithet "Hidden" 
and OM is the nameless Ancient divinity because of the epithet "name is 
hidden". OM is also the ancient divinity Neberdjer (All encompassing Di- 
vinity) because of the epithet "All the gods and goddesses" so OM is the 
name given to the most ancient divinities of Kamit (Egypt) dating to the 
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predynastic era (prior to 5000 BCE). The Indian

Hekau Or Words Of Power And Prayer 


Hekau (mantras) may be safely used by anyone to help steady the mind 
and to help train it to FOCUS on the wisdom which will lead to mental 
transformation. 


Sounds, words, religious songs or scriptures from any language may be 
used by understanding the meaning and repeating it for several minutes. It 
is important to understand that the hekau will be given power by you the 
user and not the other way around. Therefore, it should have the effect of 
elevating the mind. The more they are used, the more mental power one 
will have to put oneself in a calm state and transport oneself to a higher 
psychological spiritual plane of consciousness. 


It is also important to understand that EVERY SINGLE TIME either 
prayer or hekau is uttered, one is moving closer to one's goal. In fact, every 
single time one even thinks about GOD, it has the equivalent psychological 
effect of a visit to church. A deep meditation might be equal to a visit to a 
temple or religious pilgrimage center. 


The following hekau were created by the author; they may be used in 
Egyptian or English. Hekau may be given out by a spiritual preceptor or 
you may choose (make) your own. Examples: 


Aung sucha Ba Ra. 
Life come forth Universal Spirit of Ra Universal GOD. 
Nuk apu Ab Maat. 
I open my heart to Truth and Righteousness. 
Nuk mesu Ra. 
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I am a child of Ra (Cosmic Consciousness) 
uk Ba an Khat an Ren. 
Iam Spirit, not a physical body or a personality. 


The following selections come from the "Book of Coming Forth by Day": 


Nuk pu NETER 
Iam the Supreme Divinity. 
Ba ar pet sat ar ta. 
Soul is of heaven, body belongs to the earth.

These or any other words (religious songs, scriptures) that may occupy 
the mind so as to quiet the endless stream of thoughts may be used at any 
time. They may be repeated aloud but are more effective if repeated men- 
tally and Silently in concentration as a prelude to meditation. 


Prayers may be uttered at any time and should be reflected upon and, 
like the hekau, should be thoroughly understood before they are used. 
They are especially effective at the bêsinning and end of the hekau repeti- 
tion during meditation, allowing the mind to make a smooth transition 
between states of relative and absolute reality. In the same way as a practi- 
tioner of Indian Vedanta philosophy might greet someone with the mantra 
"Om Tat Sat", a practitioner of Egyptian philosophy might use "Hetep", as a 

owerful reminder to oneself of one's true nature and that of he or she who 
is being addressed. 


The Lotus

In or Kamit (Egypt), the symbol of the lotus encompassed the idea of 
coming forth into the light. As the Lotus retreats into the waters at dusk 
and emerges with the light of day, so too, the human spirit blossoms as it 
emerges from the darkness of ignorance about the nature of its true self in- 
to the light of wisdom. The Egyptian number assignment for the lotus is 
1,000. It is notable that in the Indian Kundalini Yoga system, the lotus is 
the symbol of the seventh energy-consciousness center (Chakra) which is 
said to have 1,000 petals. The 1,000 petals symbolize the countless number 
of subtle channels which connect the human being with the universe. The 
circular shape of the lotus leaves and seed also denotes the ideas of etern- 
ity, infinity and immortality, that is our inner Godly nature. 


In India, the mystical implications of the Lotus as espoused by Parama- 
hansa Yogananda in "Autobiography of a Yogi" is thus: 


"The Lotus flower is an ancient divine symbol of India; its unfolding 
petals suggest the expansion of the soul; the growth of its beauty from the 
mud of its 
origins holds a benign spiritual promise." 


On the previous page, Heru sits atop a Lotus with a flail in one hand, sig- 
nifying that as the Lotus has risen above the marshy slime to partake in the 
light and life of the sun, so too they who sit upon the lotus have risen above 
their lower animal nature and the fetters of time, space and matter. They 
are beyond change, beyond death, beyond ignorance. They have risen to 
the level of spiritual supremacy above the slime. 


"The God himself, is seated alone, above any such dominion or energy, 
august and holy, filled abundantly, and remaining in himself without 
change, as the figure of the one sitting is intended to signify." 
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Iamblichus (Initiate 100-300 A.D.) 


GOD created the universe, time, space and gives himself to them in or- 
der that life may exist, not long ago, but at every moment. Creation is a 
continuous process that goes on at every moment due to the energy 
provided by GOD. However, GOD is above any creation or energy, sitting 
atop it, unchanged, ever full, beyond either existence or non-existence; 
GOD is both and neither at the same time. 


Images are tools to help us understand the wonder and majesty that is 
GOD, but only GOD knows GOD in GOD's true essence. Therefore, in order 
to see GOD in GOD's essence, we must ascend to our Godly nature of 
Heru or Aset by developing their qualities within ourselves. In essence, we 
must consciously become ONE with GOD in order to truly KNOW GOD. 


To KNOW GOD, men and women must go beyond thinking into the 


realm of "intuition" through listening to the teachings, reflecting on them 
and "making the mind still" (meditation) on those teachings. 


The Eye of Ra and The Eye of Heru (Heru) 
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The Eye of Ra, the URAEUS, represents the Life Force power of the 
spirit which animates matter. The Uraeus is the right eye of fire and wrath. 

e right eye is the daughter of Ra, Goddess Hetheru, who commands the 
destructive power of the Supreme Spirit (GOD). The Eye of the HIGH GOD 
(Ra-Heru) is the Great Goddess of the universe, Hetheru, in her wrathful, 
terrible aspect. Originally, the eye was sent out on an errand and upon her 
return, she found that she was replaced by a surrogate. This was the first 
cause of the wrath of the eye. Since then, the eye can never be permanently 
or completely appeased. The High GOD (Ra) used the formula to turn the 
eye into a rearing cobra which he strapped to his forehead to ward off his 
enemies. This Uraeus head ornament was also used in ancient times to 
protect the Third Eye region of the head. Located on the forehead between 
the eyebrows, it is also known as the Third Eye or the Ajna Chakra in the 
Kundalini yoga system. It can be activated by continued meditation on the 
area of the forehead. It is a symbol of the Life Force energy, representing 
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not only the visible warmth (fire) of the sun, but also the subtle energy 
(Life Force) which animates it. It implies that one has mastered (sublim- 
ated) the sexual energy, which gives everything life. Developing this energy 
center allows us to be in contact with the invisible world of the spirit and 
thus, to see spiritually. 


The right eye is the "burning heat of the Sun." In Utterance 316 of the 
Coffin Texts, the eye speaks: 


"I am the all-seeing Eye of Heru, whose appearance strikes 
terror, Lady of Slaughter, Mighty One of Frightfulness." 


In other texts the Eye is described further: 


"Great will be your power and mighty your majesty over the bodies of 
your enemies. They will fall howling on their faces, all mankind will 
cringe beneath you and your might, they will respect you when they 
see you in that MIOT Jori.. T 


The Eye speaks: 


... I am-yes-I am a burning flame, but also the boon compan- 
ion of Ra... I have seized the Gods, there is no opposition to 
me." 


The Left Eye of Heru symbolizes the "Power of the God of Light." It 
implies that one has attained all of the qualities as personified by Heru, 
that we have vanquished the enemies of Asar (ignorance, egoism, selfish- 
ness, disharmony, mental agitation, etc.) from ourselves. 


The right Eye of Heru, also known as the Eye of Ra, the Uraeus, repres- 
ents the Sun (Ra, spiritual energy, Prana, Chi) and the left eye of Heru, the 
Moon (Aset-nature, mental power, understanding). At once Heru is the 
synthesis of spirit (Sun) and body (Moon). It is the power to "see the way" 
beyond spirit and matter (absolute reality). 


The symbol of the two eyes of Heru is most ancient. Having existed in 
predynastic times (10,000-5,500 B.C.E), it carried over into the philosophy 
of Hinduism as The Eyes of Krishna, and in Buddhism as The Eyes of 
Buddha. The eyes imply a form of vision, a state of consciousness beyond 
ordinary human perception. In the intervening time when Set had stolen 
Heru' eyes, he took away Heru' vision of unity. Heru therefore saw the 
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world as Set did, through the state of consciousness of a forceful brute, 
with unbridled emotion, passion and egoism. Heru lost the light (intuition- 
al vision) of the Sun and was dominated by the Moon (earthly passion - 
vision of Set) which clouded the mind and impeded higher thought and in- 
tuition. Therefore, Setian (bod consciousness) vision is hostile to Ra (spir- 
itual vision) and must be fought against until it is controlled (sublimated). 
As stated in the Egyptian Book of coming Forth By Day in Chapter 23, Se- 
tian thinking is the greatest force holding the soul in a state of bondage. 


At the end of the conflict between Heru and Set, Set (brute force, arrog- 
ance, egoism) is sublimated through Djehuti (wisdom). His physical force 
is directed to the service of Ra as he is given the prestigious position at the 
head of the Barke of Ra as protector of Ra as he traverses the heavens every 
day. Each day Ra must do battle with the forces of darkness who would like 
to stop Ra from shining. These forces are headed by Apopis the serpent. 
Once Set is controlled through wisdom, he is seen doing battle against 
Apopis in order to protect the Brake of Ra (see page Fo In this manner, 
our physical nature, brute animal force, must be placed at the service of the 
spirit. 


The vision of either Sun (spirit) or Moon (matter) alone represents a 
dangerous imbalance. For spiritual consciousness alone negates physical 
existence and physical consciousness alone (egoism) negates the spirit. 
Therefore, a balance must be achieved in order that both spirit and matter 
may coexist in harmony. This is the vision of Heru, the protective vision 
(consciousness) which understands that the mystery of the spirit and that 
of matter are one in the same, that the underlying basis of each one is the 
same reality. The Eye of Heru therefore, represents the vision of that real- 
ity which goes beyond the Sun and the Moon (Spirit and Matter). The Eye 
of Heru is the protector from all evil. To possess the Eye of Heru, that is, 
the vision or consciousness of Heru, is to possess all things, to "SEE" all 
things. Fear comes from ignorance and ignorance comes from thinking and 
believing that the world is composed of separate objects, creatures and hu- 
man beings and from identifying with the body, believing oneself to be a 
mortal personality. In seeing (understanding) all things, there is no fear 
because there is no ignorance. All things are only a manifestation of the 
"ALL" (one's inner most self) therefore, one cannot hurt oneself. One is 
really immortal, beyond spirit and matter, therefore, there is no need to 
fear death. Thus, the Eye of Heru is the greatest protector. 


In Vedanta (Samkhya) Indian philosophy, the Moon represents the 
mind and the Sun represents GOD, the Supreme Being. The Eyes of 
Krishna are the Sun and Moon. In Kemetic (Egyptian) philosophy, the 
Moon is a symbol of the God Thoth (Djehuti-Hermes), the God of 
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Wisdom (intellect, higher mind-purified mind). Thus, the implication is 
that in order to become one with the universe such as Heru or Krishna, the 
following change in consciousness must occur: The mind (intellect) must 
merge with the Cosmic Mind (GOD). This change in consciousness may be 
effected by turning the thoughts of the mind to GOD as opposed to the ob- 
jects of the world or shifting one's perception of worldly ES and seeing 
them as expressions of GOD instead of separate, self existing realities. The 
mind is the Moon. As the Moon is a reflection of the Sun, the mind is a re- 
flection of GOD. Therefore, by changing one's consciousness, one's aware- 
ness of reality which has been caught in the extreme of matter, one may 
move more toward spirituality in order to find the balance between the two 
and thereby become the master of the two. 
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When Heru' eye (the moon) was torn out and thrown 
away by Set, the God Thoth (Djehuti-Hermes) found it and using the for- 
mula below, turned it into the Moon. When the parts of the Eye of Heru are 
added up, gives the answer 63/64 which approximate the whole number 1. 
One is the number which symbolizes oneness, wholeness, All sight, All 
knowing, the Supreme Being, The Absolute. As Tong as the soul is involved 
in creation (matter), there will remain some small separation between the 
individual BA and the Universal BA, the ONE. In order to become com- 
pletely unified, merged into infinity, the individual soul of the enlightened 
person dissolves into the Universal soul at the time of death, this is com- 
plete ONENESS with the divine. The missing part of the Eye of Heru, 1/64, 
is added by Djehuti through magic. The Eye of Djehuti. Thus through the 
magic of Djehuti (wisdom), the parts (representing our consciousness) may 
be reconstituted to wholeness. Djehuti is an aspect of Ptah, the Cosmic 
Mind. In this aspect Djehuti symbolizes the higher consciousness (mind) of 
those humans who are attuned to the Universal (Cosmic) Mind. 


Thus Djehuti speaks: 


"I came seeking the Eye of Heru , that I might bring it back 

and count it. I found it (now it is) complete, counted and 

imd, so that it can flame up to the sky and blow above and 
elow... 
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Therefore, through the Eye (vision, consciousness) of Djehuti (wisdom), 
the Eye of Heru (inner vision) may be brought back to its original place, 
that it may attain the heights of heaven and achieve control over the spir- 
itual domain (above) and the realm of matter (below). Djehuti is the 
God who brings MAAT (truth, righteousness, justice). Thus, through wis- 
dom and righteousness our original condition may be restored. The name 
for the Eye of Heru may be pronounced as "Wedjat", "Udjat" or "Utchat" 
meaning: "the whole or restored one" and also "that which protects." 


In the p of Unas, the Eye of Djehuti is called "The Black Eye of 
Heru." In the same text is said to Unas: 


"Thou hast seized the two Eyes of Heru, the White Eye and 
the Black Eye and thou hast carried them off and set them in 
front of thee and they give light to thy face."

Eye of Heru (Udjat, left eye) is added up, the result is 63/64 which approximate the 
whole number 1. As long as the soul is involved in creation (matter), there will remain 
some small separation between the individual BA and the Universal BA, the ONE. 
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The Eyes of Buddha 


The Scroll Is A Symbol Of Hidden Wisdom 
r 
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From the most ancient times the scroll - a piece of rolled up papyrus or 
parchment paper containing writings - was considered as the symbol of 
occult (hidden) wisdom, that is, wisdom or knowledge that is not yet 
known. In a similar sense it refers to that which is abstract, that which 
transcends thought. 


The Yoga of wisdom is a process of cleansing the mind and intellect (higher 
mind) from their limited (ignorant -conditioned) vision of the world. To 
achieve this end, the erroneous subconscious impressions that make us 
think we are "physical" bodies and not "spirits" must be replaced with cor- 
rect impressions. 


For this reason, Constant affirmation by use of words of power, hekau or 
mantras, with full understanding should be discussed, reflected upon and 
meditated upon in order to understand their meaning and to allow that un- 
derstanding to become part of one's subconscious mind. The Egyptian 
Book of Coming Forth By Day is a text of wisdom about the true nature of 
reality and also of "Spells" to assist the initiate in making that reality evid- 
ent. These spells are in reality Hekau or words of power which the initiate 
recites in order to assist him or her in changing the consciousness level of 
the mind. The hekau themselves may have no special power except in their 
assistance to the mind to change its perception through repetition and in 
assisting the mind to become still (see Hekau, Meditation). Through these 
affirmations, the initiate is able to and change the consciousness from body 
consciousness ("I am a body") to cosmic consciousness ("I am GOD"). This 
form of affirmatory spiritual discipline is recognized by Indian Gurus as 
the most intense form of spiritual discipline. 


Repetition, either verbally or mentally, of hekau or mantras with full un- 
derstanding, reflection and meditation will gradually lead to the replace- 
ment of old erroneous subconscious and conscious mental concepts. 
Study of philosophy and keeping company with enlightened personalities 
are also essential factors during the process of purification. 
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Unless one is very strong, one is usually influenced by the company one 
keeps, either in a positive manner or in a negative manner. 


"As you believe so shall you become!" 


If you IDENTIFY with (believe you are) the Universal BA (Spirit), you 
will become immortal and eternal; if you identify with your body, emo- 
tions, senses and fears, you will remain a mortal personality (Khat) who 
will not transcend this world at the time of death. You will have to come 
back again because you are drawn to the physical world to pursue the ful- 
fillment of your desire to be "human.". 


The Wings

From the earliest times the symbol of the wings has signified the expans- 
ive nature of the soul. One meaning of the word Heru (Heru) is "That 
which is up there" (heaven). Heru as the soul of every human being, is rep- 
resented as a hawk with a human head. In this way wings are the signature 
of Heru the hawk, the all encompassing, all pervading being who is the soul 
of all things and may be found in male and female Neters and humans 
alike. Thus, we are led to understand that the true nature of every human 
being is that same Supreme Being(Heru), supremely free, supremely 
peaceful and immortal, beyond the body, beyond gender, beyond time and 
space and beyond physical reality, yet including all of these. Another as- 
pect of wings, especially when related to certain deities such as Maat (vir- 
tue), is the idea of that state of being which when developed, will allow us 


M 
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to unfurl our own wings and fly as the hawk. People who have achieved 
altered states of consciousness, spontaneously or through meditation, have 
reported the ability to "fly" in their minds and spiritual bodies. 


The Sacred Cow and The Sacred Bull 
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From time immemorial, the Sacred Cow has held a prominent place in 
Egyptian mythology. One of the Egyptian creation stories holds that The 
Sacred Cow, who was brimming with life, gave birth to creation. Figure A. 
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shows Pharaoh Amenhetep II with the "Power" of the Cow "Behind" him. It 
should be noted that while the cow is a symbol of the female mother prin- 
ciple, it also incorporates the male principle as symbolized by the sundisk 
in between the horns. In this aspect, the cow also symbolizes the God- 
dess Hetheru who is at once the great mother (Aset) as well as the fiery eye 
of Ra (see "The Eye of Ra", "Min and Hetheru"). 


In India as with Egypt, the bull symbolizes the erectile-generative power 
of the male deity. In Egypt, the bull is a symbol of Heru (and all his other 
forms) and in India, it is a symbol of Shiva. 


Figure B. is the God Shiva from India in the androgynous form. It shows 
the same idea of the human figure (human soul) protected and empowered 
by the particular deity or God force. In this sculpture entitled "He is She" 
(Kamakalavilasa), female and male are together being supported and em- 
powered by the bovine (cow-bull) creature.

CHAPTER 8: PARTS OF 
THE SPIRIT 
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"Oh people of the earth, men and women born and made of the elements, 
but with the spirit of the Divine within you, rise from your sleep of ignor- 
ance! Be sober and thoughtful. Realize that your home is not on the earth 
but in the Light. Why have you delivered yourselves unto death, having 
power to partake of immortality? Repent, and change your minds. De- 
part from the dark light and forsake corruption forever. Prepare to blend 
your souls with the Eternal Light." 


Egyptian Mystical Wisdom 
The rays of GOD project into "Millions" of humans and objects. In hu- 
mans, the projection is in 9 main parts. These are the parts of the human 
spirit: 


(1) THE BA: 

The Bais heart-soul which dwells in the KA with the power of meta- 
morphosis. Sometimes described as the "SOUL" and "Higher Self" and it is 
seen as a spark from the Universal Ba (GOD). The Ba may be dialogued 
with and can be a spiritual guide to the developing individual. The equival- 
ent of the Hindu "Atman," it is the indestructible, eternal and immortal 
spark of life. It is not affected by anything that may happen to the senses, 
body, mind or intellect (higher mind). 


Through the mind, the BA (soul-consciousness) "projects" and keeps to- 
gether an aggregate of physical elements (earth, air, water, fire) into a con- 
glomerate that is called the "physical body." When the soul has no more 
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use for the physical body, it discards it and returns to the Universal Ba if it 
is enlightened, or it may seek experience in one of the other bodies (spir- 
itual, astral) where it may exist in heaven ("The Realm of Light"). If it is 
not enlightened, it will tune into another aggregate of elements to make 
another body (reincarnation). 


(2) THE KA: 

The abstract personality, ego, spirit-twin subconscious desires, concept 
of self, ethereal body possessing the power of locomotion and survives the 
death of the physical body. It is the ethereal double containing the other 
parts. The concept of the Ka was known in India and the word was also 
known. The Indian God Brahma had a Ka (soul-twin). 


(3) THE KHAT: 
The concrete personality, the physical body. 


(4) THE AB: 
"The conscience (AB) of a man is his own God." 


The AB or conscience is the source of Meskhenet (Karma) and the moth- 
er of reincarnation. The AB represents the heart. It is the symbol of the 
mind, the conscience and also the repository of subconscious desires which 
cause the mind to be in a perpetual state of motion and change (restless- 
ness). As these desires can never be fulfilled by experiences or from objects 
in the world of time and space, at death, the ignorant soul will harbor un- 
fulfilled desires which will lead to further incarnations in search of this ful- 
fillment. This point is described in Chapter 30, line 3 from the Egyptian 
Book of Coming Forth by Day: "My heart, the mother of my coming into be- 
ing". The Ab undergoes examination by Thoth (Djehuti, one's own wisdom 
faculty) and one's own heart will fashion (mother) one's own fate (come in- 
to being) according to one's will, and desires, which are based on one's un- 
derstanding (wisdom) about one's true self. Thus, the new is fashioned in 
accordance with what he or she has done during previous lives.

(5) THE KHAIBIT: 
The Khaibit or Shadow is associated with the BA from which it receives 
nourishment. It has the power of locomotion and omnipresence. 


(6) THE KHU: 
The Khu is the spiritual soul which is immortal; it is associated with the 
BA and is an Ethereal Being. 


(7) THE SAHU: 

The "glorious" spiritual body in which the KHU and Ba dwells. When in- 
tegrated (enlightened), the spiritual and mental attributes of the natural 
body are united to the new powers of its own nature. The Sahu is the goal 
of all aspiration. It is the reason for human existence ---to become Godlike 
while still alive (see GOD and Creation). 


(8) THE SEKHEM: 

Power, spiritual personification of the vital Life Force in man and wo- 
man. Its dwelling place is in the heavens with the KHUS. Sekhem also de- 
notes the potency, erectile power or force used in fashioning one's own 
glorious new body for resurrection. 


(9) THE REN: 

The name, essential attribute to the personification of a being. The name 
is sometimes found encircled by a rope of light called a cartouche which is 
associated with the Shen, the top part of the Ankh Symbol. The cartouche 
represents a rope of sunlight or Life Force harnessed into the form of a 
circle. It is the most impregnable structure to protect one's name against 
attack. The name of the author is enclosed in a cartouche on the first page 
of this book. 


The Heart (AB)

The heart is: 
"An excellent witness." "An ORACLE in everyone." 
Egyptian Proverbs 
King Thutmose III called the Heart: 


"A guide in my affairs... 
the Conscience or HEART of a Human is his and her own GOD." 


The AB (conscience) is the part of our consciousness which registers our 
feelings, intent and desires. Since the universe is mental, one's thoughts 
are of great importance to one's evolution. Thoughts are controlled by 
one's conscience, one's perception of reality which is dictated by one's level 
of wisdom, one's knowledge of reality, and by one's subconscious under- 
standing of reality. If one understands oneself to be a mortal individual, 
one will live in such a manner and will develop mental concepts (conscious 
and subconscious) which will be reinforced by one's life experiences. One's 
level of consciousness can be raised by a "conscious" effort to grow in wis- 
dom through the practice of virtue, self discipline (control over the mind) 
and the study of nature (through science and/or spiritual teachings). 


If one reaches the understanding that one is immortal and eternal, one 
with all other beings, then one will live within that reality. In the judgment 
of the heart from the Book of Coming Forth By Day, it is the heart, one's deep- 
est thoughts and ideas of oneself and reality, which is judged. If one com- 
mits crimes knowing they are evil deeds, then one will suffer according to 
one's own assessment of one's own guilt (heavy heart). On the other hand, 
if one lived spiritually and virtuously in the knowledge that one is a spirit, 
acting honestly, trying to do one's best at all times while relinquishing any 
desire for the fruits (results) of the actions, be they negative or positive 
outcomes, then one will not "suffer" the consequences of those actions. 
One should strive to maintain an equally light heart whether a project suc- 
ceeds or not because one did one's best and that is all that any one could 
ask, but most importantly, one should strive to maintain such equanimity 
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because ultimately, neither actions nor their fruits (results) can provide 
true and lasting happiness. They can neither add nor detract from one's es- 
sence except in an illusory manner when the mind believes in them. This il- 
lusion however, will only lead to mental agitation in the short run and dis- 
appointment in the long run. This is the path of ignorance; seeking fulfill- 
ment in the world of cause and effect. Thus, one should pursue detach- 
ment, then one's conscience will be clear and therefore one's mental in- 
volvement in matter (physical body and the world) will not hold one's soul 
to experience hell (suffering in one's mind by tormenting oneself with one's 
own fears, unfulfilled desires and remorse which could lead to another in- 
carnation). Other wise, the soul reincarnates in pursuit of the fulfillment of 
its desires but in the process, suffers the pains and toils of a physical exist- 
ence. This concept, called KARMA in India, was encompassed in the mytho- 
logy and philosophy of the Egyptian Goddess Meskhenet (5,500 B.C.E.). 


The cosmos therefore, provides a mechanism in which one's own con- 
science dispenses exact justice to itself in accordance with its own actions 
better than any judicial system on earth. The heart, seen as the seat of the 
soul, is therefore the most important factor deciding the experiences of the 
spirit. Only through a purified heart is it possible to ascend to the heights 
of wisdom and intuitive understanding about the nature of one's own 
existence. 


The living of truth and righteousness, which is MAAT (as symbolized by 
the feather), should be done while still alive. After death if there are few 
sins, the HEART will be lighter than MAAT, and the owner is fit for eternal 
life. However, if the HEART is heavy with sin, anger, fear, ignorance, ego- 
ism or if it is too elated or full of desires for worldly pleasures, then it will 
be heavier than MAAT. It will not be fit for life eternal yet. This HEART did 
not practice the VIRTUES well enough. 

The AB, (conscience), can also be an excellent "GUIDE" or inner 
"ORACLE" for those who wish to live a life of TRUTH. Those who put aside 
their pride and egoism can use the higher intelligence within them to find 
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the truth that does not come through thinking. The Ab (higher self, sub- 
conscious mind) may be accessed by quieting the thoughts and then asking 
a question followed by silence once again. The answer will come, seemingly 
out of nowhere, when the mind is clear. 
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The mind is not the soul. The mind is limited and subject to ignorance, 
primarily ignorance about the BA (soul). Those who devote themselves to 
"the religion of the mind" (those who indulge in sensory pleasures, or those 
who think themselves to be exalted due to their intellectual prowess, think- 
ing that their mental thoughts and body are all there is to life) will undergo 
a "death" of the illusory ego at the time when the physical death comes. On 
the other hand, they who use the mind as a tool and develop the higher, in- 
tuitive aspects of it will transcend it (the mind). They will not die. They will 
have attained immortality. 


Developing the power of INTUITION is essential on the spiritual path. 
This is the only way to become ONE with GOD. INTUITION is 
PERFECTION while the thinking mind is related to the egotistical vision of 
one's self as an individual. Individuals are mortals and mortals die; 
however, INTUITION is the spirit which is eternal and immortal. 


The goal is to develop our INTUITIONAL capability and to leave the 
ego-mind (lower mind) behind. We must train, through wisdom, develop- 
ing the higher-mind, (intellect) to understand it is a spirit and not a physic- 
al body or impure mind. 


AB and BA 


It is interesting to note that AB spelled backwards is BA. These two 
words, however, are more integrally related than just in their spellings. Our 
ignorance causes us to be fearful to the point that we perform negative 
"deeds" which we later regret after listening to our conscience. In order for 
us to connect with the BA (our real self), we must purify the AB. We must 
strive to grow in peace and purity of heart by listening to the inner voice of 
the soul. 
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"Strive to see with the inner eye, the heart. It sees the reality not subject to 
emotional or personal error; it sees the essence. Intuition then is the most 
important quality to develop." Egyptian Proverb 


It is interesting to note that recent documented experiments at top med- 
ical research institutes and hospitals in the United States show that the 
major cause of heart attacks in modern society is not related to dietary 
problems, but to HEARTACHE. This heartache is caused by feelings of 
emptiness inside, a lack of meaning in one's life due to a lack of purpose, 
job dissatisfaction, a feeling of unhappiness and a feeling of mistrust of 
others. These are all ego based ailments that are caused by living in a man- 
ner that is against one's "grain." One is unable to perceive the universality 
of all people and believes that one is separate from everything and every- 
one. One becomes caught up in the idea "it's me against the world." This 
comes from our identification of our self with the ego-mind-personality 
and the body which are mortal and subject to error instead of with the im- 
mortal, higher part of ourselves which is eternal, and one with all other 
beings. 


Universal BA

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Most human beings "identify" with their ego personality, the Khaib- 
itand Ren. The task is to explore and consciously discover our other seven 
"parts". Even before death, we must have the other seven of these re- 
membered and permanently integrated into one so that at the time we 
leave the earth and leave the body and name behind, we are ready to fly in 
our spiritual body to join Asar (our divine self: GOD) and merge with that 
ultimate reality from which we not only come, but who is our innermost es- 
sence: "Asar (our individual soul) joins Asar (Supreme Soul)". Thus when 
we join God, we are really joining our higher selves. We are God as are all 
people and objects in the seen and unseen universe. It is our sacred task to 
"know" this to be true. This may be done through the practice of virtues 
and meditation. 


If the KA part of our spirit identifies itself with the physical body and 
its erroneous subconscious ideas about reality, it will not operate correctly 
in the spiritual realm. Through wisdom, inner-experience and a meditat- 
ive, peaceful mind, the Ka and the other bodies may be experienced, de- 
veloped and integrated. 


BKA 


The Ba (soul) is connected to the Ka (body of emotions and desires), 
through the Ab (conscience). From here the Ba controls the Khaib- 
it (shadow-dense subtle body) and the Khat (physical body). 


In Egypt, the process of impregnating the female is called BKA. This is 
the process that must also occur in spiritual evolution. Our KA must be im- 
pregnated with the words of wisdom and intuition from the BA. This is the 
virgin birth of our spiritual life which leads to the birth of ourselves as 
transformed beings --- as Gods. 
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If we identify with our BA as being one with the Universal BA instead of 
our ego, the actions prescribed by our individual BA (soul) will be in har- 
mony with the spirit world and nature. Therefore, following one's intuition 
is taking advice from one's BA. Through quiet contemplation and medita- 
tion, one's own BA offers insight into the truth and will lead one to 
prosperity and fulfillment. 


Our true self is the consciousness DEEP WITHIN. Our physical nature 
is only a manifestation of our spirit. It is our spirit which gives life to the 
body, senses, mind processes, etc., and therefore, our body, intellect, mind 
and senses are a reflection of the degree of ignorance or wisdom, of the 
SELF, which we possess in our consciousness. In this light, all mental ill- 
nesses with the resultant physical illnesses, are due to one cause, which is 
"Ignorance of our divine and spiritual nature, our true SELF." 


In order to find the ultimate truth, we must go beyond our mind, senses 
and body. We must go beyond all mental images of names and forms to 
which we are accustomed by developing our INTUITION. 


Through intuition only will we discover who we really are and our pur- 
pose of existence. This is the messege above the Temples. To in effect: 


"KNOW OURSELF." 


The spirit is distinct from the body. If the Individual BA "identifies" with 
the other parts of the Spirit, it will forget it is connected to the Universal 
BA. If it forgets (overcome by worldly desires and ignorance), it will live a 
life of mortality, thinking it will die when the body dies. Heruhood is being 
connected to all parts of the spirit all the time by remembering that you are 
not only connected to the Universal BA (GOD, Cosmic Consciousness, 
Universal Soul), but that you ARE the Universal Soul deep inside. To attain 
this state of mind is to achieve: Christhood, Heruhood, Cosmic 
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Consciousness, The Kingdom of Heaven, Moksha, Kaivalya, Nirvana, En- 
lightenment, etc. 


The Universal BA and the Individual Bas form a circuit, where energy is 
given and then returned to the source in an endless cycle. To be con- 
sciously connected with this, our true essence, is the coveted goal, the epi- 
tome of our existence and the reason for it. Humans partake of both qual- 
ities of the spirit and those of matter. To master both is termed: The 
HIGHEST GOOD. 


All humans can potentially become "Masters of The Universe" by be- 
coming one with the universe. 


In The Egyptian Book Of Coming Forth By Day and in other hieroglyphic texts, the 
individual Soul is depicted either as a human headed hawk (Heru) or as a 
ram (Amun). In this manner, we are led to understand that the individual 
soul is in reality a manifestation of the universal soul, the High GOD 
Amun, who is the soul of everything and is symbolized as a ram-headed 
man. In its highest aspect, the individual soul cleanses itself from its asso- 
ciation with the mortal body-consciousness achieves identification with the 
Universal Ba-Amun. At this stage, the soul is said to have become "glorified" 
and is thus referred to as "Sahu". In the aspect of Sahu, the hieroglyph for 
soul is depicted as a ram with an Ankh necklace, symbolizing that it is en- 
dowed with "life".

GOD, the universal BA (spirit) gives humans their individual BA so they 
may experience and grow in consciousness (wisdom) and achieve immor- 
tality. Just as the human being has “parts” so too the universe has parts. 
Thus, there is a Universal BA, Universal SAHU, Universal KHAIBIT, 
Universal KHU, Universal KA, Universal SEKHEM, Universal AB, Univer- 
sal KHAT and a Universal REN. The universal is the macrocosm and the 
individual is a reflection of the universal, the microcosm. So the human be- 
ing is a reflection of the Supreme Being in every way.

HERU, RA AND PTAH 


Heru is one of the most ancient representations of the NETER NETERU. 
Represented as a falcon headed deity (Neter), Heru encompasses all within 
his wingspan. Heru is also the soul which vivifies all life and existence. The 
ancient Sphinx is called: "Heru in the Horizon". Ptah and Ra are forms of 
Heru, as stated in the scriptures, where Heru is referred to as: "Great 
Heru". Heru is represented in all periods of Egyptian mythology in various 
forms. 


The name of Ptah is written in hieroglyphic as a human form supporting 
heaven and earth. The name Ptah is composed of the following parts: 


Pt = "heaven", ta = "earth", h = as in heh - "support" 
Thus, Ptah (NETER, GOD, HERU) is the support of heaven and earth. 


Know that there is one Godwho manifests in many ways; the 
Neters (cosmic forces) are within us and in all that is seen and unseen; as 
the children of God we have their powers; know that the same power in 
the Cosmos is also in MAN; therefore, as we learn about the cosmos, we 
learn about ourselves. The more we learn about others the more we learn 
about ourselves. In this manner, Heru is in reality: Ra, Ptah, Min, Anpu, 
and Asar. Like Asar he is androgynous, therefore Heru is also Hetheru, 
Aset, etc. Even more importantly, Heru is also the Hawk, the Ba, the sym- 
bol of the eternal human soul.

THE OSIRIAN (ASARIAN/AUSARIAN) 
RESURRECTION 


As previously discussed, Ra represents COSMIC CONSCIOUSNESS, 
THE ALL, which manifests as the seen and unseen universe, the Cosmos. 
Asar is Ra in material form. HERU represents the way to reach the father, 
Ra; Asar and Heru both are aspects of the ONE GOD (NETER NETERU or 
NEBERTCHER). As previously stated, the visual forms and ideas presen- 
ted in each of the Gods were created by the ancient Sages to help us under- 
stand the qualities and characteristics of GOD through the descriptions of 
the various Neters and deities. 


"The birth of Asar is the birth of RA, and reciprocally." 
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The Passion of Asar 


Asar (Asr) was the first King of Egypt. Asar taught the people agriculture 
and husbandman. He established a code of laws and bade all to worship 
the Gods. 


One day, through his lack of vigilance, Asar became intoxicated and 
slept with Set's (his brother's) wife, Nebethet. Nebethet, as a result of this 
indiscretion on the part of Asar, begot Anpu. Asar' lack of vigilance implies 
that he allowed his passions to control him. 


Set, who represents the personification of evil forces, plotted in jealousy 
and anger (the blinding passion that prevents forgiveness) to usurp the 
throne and conspired to kill Asar. Set secretly got the measurements of 
Asar and constructed a coffin. Through trickery, Set was able to get Asar to 
"try on" the coffin for size. While Asar was resting in the coffin, Set and his 
assistants locked it and then dumped it into the Nile river. 


The coffin made its way to the coast of Syria where it became embedded 
in the earth and from it grew a tree with the most pleasant aroma in the 
form of a DJED. The DJED is the symbol of Asar' BACK. It has four hori- 
zontal lines in relation to a firmly established, straight column. The DJED 
column is symbolic of the upper energy centers (chakras) that relate to the 
levels of consciousness of the spirit (see The Scale of MAAT and The 
Chakras). 
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The "Djed" Pillar. The "BACK" of Ausar (Asar) 
symbolizes the upper steps of spiritual development, the higher energy 
centers or Chakras (4-7) located in the spine of the spiritual body. 


The King of Syria was out walking and as he passed by the tree, he imme- 
diately fell in love with the pleasant aroma, so he had the tree cut down and 
brought to his palace. Aset (Auset, Ast), Asar' wife who is the personifica- 
tion of the life giving, mother force in creation and in all humans, went to 
Syria in search of Asar. Her search led her to the palace of the Syrian King 
where she took a job as the nurse of the King's son. Every evening, Aset 
would put the boy into the "fire" to consume his mortal parts, thereby 
transforming him to immortality. Fire is symbolic of both physical and 
mental purification. Most importantly, fire implies wisdom, the light of 
truth, illumination and energy. Aset, by virtue of her qualities, has the 
power to bestow immortality through the transformative power of her 
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symbolic essence. Aset then told the king that Asar, her husband, is inside 
the pillar he made from the tree. He graciously gave her the pillar (DJED) 
and she returned with it to Kamit (Kmt, Egypt). 


Upon her return to Kmt, Aset went to the papyrus swamps where she lay 
over Asar' dead body and conceived a son, Heru (Heru), with the assistance 
of the Gods Djehuti (Thoth) and Amun (Amon). 


One evening, as Set was hunting in the papyrus swamps, he came upon 
Aset and Asar. In a rage of passion, he dismembered the body of Asar into 
several pieces and scattered the pieces throughout the land. In this way, it 
is Set, the brute force of our bodily impulses and desires that "dismembers" 
our higher intellect. Instead of oneness and unity, we see multiplicity and 
separateness which give rise to egoistic (selfish) and violent behavior. The 
Great Mother, Aset, once again set out to search, now for the pieces of 
Asar, with the help of Anpu and Nebethet. 


After searching all over the world, they found all of the pieces of 
Asar body, except for his phallus which was eaten by a fish. In eastern 
Hindu-Tantra mythology, the God Shiva who is the equivalent of Asar also 
lost his phallus in one story. In Egyptian and Hindu-Tantra mythology, the 
loss represents seminal retention in order to channel the sexual energy to 
the higher spiritual centers, thereby transforming it into spiritual energy. 
Aset, Anpu, and Nebethet re-membered the pieces, all except the phallus 
which was eaten by a fish. Asar thus regained life in the realm of the dead. 


Heru, therefore, was born from the union of the spirit of Asar and the 
life giving power of Aset (physical nature). Thus, Heru represents the uni- 
on of spirit and matter, and the renewed life of Asar, his rebirth. When 
Heru became a young man, Asar encouraged him to take up arms (vitality, 
wisdom, courage, strength of will) and establish truth, justice and right- 
eousness in the world by challenging Set, its current ruler. 
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Note: the concept of the virgin birth existed many thousands of years be- 
fore recorded history and always signified the "second birth" which all 
human beings may achieve through spiritual advancement. This is a uni- 
versal truth also evident in the "virgin births" of Jesus, Krishna, Buddha, 
Quetzalcoatle and many other male and female "saviors" in many cul- 
tures throughout the world. Therefore, the savior of our spirit is none oth- 
er than ourselves. 


The Battle of Heru and Set 


The battle between Heru and Set took many twists, sometimes one 
seeming to get the upper hand and sometimes the other, yet neither one 
gaining a clear advantage in order to decisively win. At one point, 
Aset tried to help Heru by catching Set, but due to the pity and compassion 
she felt towards him, she set him free. In a passionate rage, Heru cut off 
her head (even Heru is susceptible to passion which leads to performing 
deeds that one later regrets) and went off by himself in a frustrated state. 
Set found Heru and gouged out Heru' eyes. During this time, Heru was 
overpowered by the evil of Set. He became blinded to truth (as signified by 
the loss of his eyes) and thus, was unable to do battle (act with MAAT) with 
Set . His power of sight was later restored by Hetheru (Goddess of passion- 
ate love, desire and fierce power), who also represents the left Eye of Ra. 
She is the fire spitting, destructive power of light, which dispels the dark- 
ness (blindness) of ignorance.

Set join forces to tie up the symbol of Union (Sema). This symbol refers to the Union of Upper 
and Lower Egypt under one ruler, but also at a more subtle level, it refers to the union of 
one's higher and lower self (Heru and Set) as well as the control of one's breath (life) 
through the union (control) of the lungs (breathing organs). 


When the conflict resumed, the two contendants went before the court 
of the Ennead Gods (company of the eight Gods who ruled over creation, 
headed by Ra). Set, promising to end the fight and to restore Heru to the 
throne invited Heru to spend the night at his house, but Heru soon found 
out that Set had evil intentions when he tried to have intercourse with him. 
The uncontrolled Set also symbolizes unrestricted sexual activity. There- 
fore, all sexual desires should be pursued in accordance with moral and in- 
tellectual principles which dictate rules of propriety that lead to health and 
personal, societal and spiritual order (MAAT). Juxtaposed against this as- 
pect of Set (uncontrolled sexual potency and desire) is Heru in the form of 
ithyphallic (erect phallus) MIN, who represents not only control of sexual 
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desire but its sublimation as well (see Min and Hetheru). Min symbolizes 
the power which comes from sexual energy sublimation. 


So the battle ensued again, and this time after many fights, Heru took 
Set's phallus. In chapter 17 of the "Egyptian Book of Coming Forth By Day," it is 
explained that "the way to restore the Eye of Heruis to take away Set's 
testicles."That is to say, mastering the sexual Life Force enables one to 
have the capacity to restore the eye of intuitive vision, the Eye of Heru. 


Through more treachery and deceit, Set attempted to destroy Heru with 
the help of the Ennead, by tricking them into believing that Heru was not 
worthy of the throne. 


Asar sent a letter pleading with the Ennead to do what is correct. Heru, 
as the son of Asar, should be the rightful heir to the throne. All but two of 
them (the Ennead) agreed because Heru, they said, was too young to rule. 
Asar then sent them a second letter (scroll of papyrus with a message). 


Asar began the letter sarcastically: 


"How good are the deeds of the Ennead! Justice has sunk in- 
to the netherworld. Now listen to me, the land of the dead is 
full of demons who fear no God or Goddess. If I send them 
out into the world of the living they will bring back the 
hearts of evildoers to the place of punishment. Who among 
you is more powerful than I? Even the Gods must come at 
last to the Beautiful West (the final resting place and original 
source of all things including the Gods)." 


This signifies that even the Gods cannot escape judgment for their 
deeds. Since all that exist is only a manifestation of the absolute reality 
which goes beyond time and space, that which is in the realm of time and 
space (humans, spirits, Gods, Angels, Neters) are all bound by its laws. 
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Following the receipt of Asar' scroll (letter), Heru was crowned King of 
Egypt. Set accepted the decision and made peace with Heru. All the 
Gods rejoiced.

HERU (Heru) is the God of Light. Before Heru is victorious, he is a sym- 
bol of the "Dual Nature of Humankind". Heru in this aspect represents the 
opposite forces that are within each of us, the animal nature (passionate 
behavior as demonstrated by, cutting off Aset' head) and the divine. There- 
fore, the real battle is within each of us. 
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The picture of Set-Heru shows us that the "enemy" or foe of truth 
(MAAT) is inside each of us. Set, the symbol of evil, is actually a part of 
Heru that must be conquered. In this aspect, Set represents the "Beasts" or 
"Demons" we must conquer: passions, desires, restlessness of the mind, 
temptation, lust, greed, depression, insecurity, fear and pain. Only this way 
can the "God of Light" inside us shine through. 


Heru is the symbol of: The resurrection and the life", "The anointed one", 
"The WORD made flesh", "The KRST (Christ)", "The WORD made 
TRUTH", "The one who comes to fulfill the LAW", "The destroyer of the 
enemies* of his father," "The one who walks upon the water of his Father" 


*ENEMIES: ignorance, lies, deception, too much talking, covetousness, de- 
pravity, selfishness, etc. 


Heru says: 


"I am the hawk in the tabernacle, and I pierce through the veil*." 


*"Veil" refers to the veil of ASET, the material body and the desires for 
worldly objects which lead to mental agitation and prevents us from realiz- 
ing our Godhood. 


HERU is the innermost essence of every human being. To achieve 
"Heruhood" is the goal of every person on the spiritual path, that by the ex- 
ample of HERU and his like, WE may also live the WORD, and thus THE 
WORD OF GOD is made flesh in the heart of humans. Heru is the prin- 
ciple, the example, of the word of love and truth in a purified heart. 


"HERU is the savior who was brought to birth. As light in 
heaven and sustenance on earth. Heruin spirit, verily divine, 
who came to turn the water into wine. Heru who gave his life, 
and sowed the seed for men to make the bread of life indeed. 
Heru the comforter who did descend in human fashion as the 
heavenly friend. Heru the word, the founder in youth. Heru the 
fulfiller of the word made truth. Heru the Lord and leader in the 
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fight against the dark powers of the night. Heru the sufferer with 
cross bowed down, who rose at Easter with his double crown. 
Heru the pioneer, who paved the way of resurrection to the 


eternal day. Heru triumphant with the battle done, Lord of two 
worlds, united and made one." 
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The Goddess 


During the pre-dynastic period (+10,000 B.C.E.-5,000 B.C.E.) in which 
the Realm of Light mythology was prominent, GOD was conceived of as be- 
ing the cause of all existence but not as having any particular form*. In 
later predynastic times, GOD in the female form (female aspect of GOD) 
reigned supreme in Egypt as well as in the rest of Afrika (especially in 
Ethiopia), her power of fertility being identified with creation itself. GOD 
as the "Great Mother" (Hetheru-Hetheru), who gave birth to the elements, 
cosmic forces and life itself, was depicted in various zoomorphic (non-hu- 
man) forms such as a hippopotamus, a cow, a cobra, a crocodile, and a li- 
oness to emphasize specific female oriented forces in nature and her life 
giving qualities. In early dynastic times, the Divine Cow (Hetheru- 
Hetheru), the Cobra Goddess (Buto), Nekhebet the Vulture, and Sekh- 
met the Lioness were major forms representing the Goddess. In later 
times, the Goddess in the anthropomorphic forms of Aset, Nut and Neb- 
ethet became prominent, although never supplanting the previous 
zoomorphic depictions or mythologies. 


A striking example of the integration of the female principle into Egyp- 
tian mythology is to be found in Chapter 78, Line 47 of the Egyptian Book of 
Coming Forth By Day where it is stated to the initiate: 


"...To the son (initiate), the Gods have given the crown of mil- 
lions of years, and for millions of years it allows him to live 
in the Eye (Eye of Heru), which is the single eye of GOD who 
is called Nebertcher, the queen of the Gods." 


The previous passage is of paramount significance since it states that the 
primary Trinity, Nebertcher, the High GOD of Egypt, which is elsewhere 
primarily associated with male names, Amun-Ra-Ptah, is also "the queen 
of the Gods." Therefore, the primary "Godhead" or Supreme Being is both 
male and female. As we will see in the next section, even in dynastic times, 
the Goddess is attributed equal status and importance for the salvation of 
humanity. Further, as we will see in the next section, the name Auset 
(Aset) signifies the very foundation (seat) of the rulership of Egypt. 
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The Female Savior of Mankind

In a text from the Temple at Dier al-Medina, Hetheru is referred to as 
having the same divine attributes as Heru. She is described as "The Golden 
One" and "The Queen of the Gods". Her shrines being even more numer- 
ous than those of Heru, Hetheru or Het-Heru, meaning "The House of 
Heru"and "The House Above (sky),"became identified, like Heru, with the 
salvation of the initiate. In the Egyptian Book of Coming Forth By Day, she is 
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the one who urges the initiate to do battle with the monster Apep so as not 
to lose his / her heart as she cries out: "Take your armor".In a separate pa- 
pyrus, the initiate is told that she (Hetheru) is the one who: "will make 
your face perfect among the Gods; she will open your eye (see Eye of 
Heru) so that you may see every day... she will make your legs able to 
walk with ease in the Netherworld, Her name is Hetheru, Lady of 
Amenta." 


In chapter 81- utterance 1, the role of Hetheru in the process of salvation 
is specified as the initiate speaks the words which will help him / her be- 
come as a lotus: 


"I am the lotus pure coming forth from the god of light, the 
guardian of the nostril of Ra, the guardian of the nose of 
Hetheru; I make my journey; I run after him who is Heru. I am 
the pure one coming forth from the." 


In this manner, Hetheru and Heru form a composite archetype, a savior 
with all of the complementary qualities of the male and female principles, 
inseparable, complete and androgynous. 


AUSET (ASET) is the anthropomorphic (depicted in human form) ver- 
sion of the Egyptian Goddess-Savior (Hetheru). She is the personification 
of Wiothenbood and the life giving principle who is often portrayed breast- 
feeding Heru on her lap. She is the nurturer. She is the Madonna who gives 
birth to a Christ (Anointed one). 


ASET is the one who finds the pieces of Asar' dismembered body, reas- 
sembles it except for the lost penis and conceives his son, thereby giving 
the spirit of Asar rebirth through Heru. This is the second birth that can 
occur in all humans. It is the birth of the spiritual life. Out of a mind which 
is concerned with materialism and pleasures of the body comes a new con- 
sciousness. This is the concept of Heru and Christ. 


"Moved by your prayer I come to you - I, the natural mother 
of all life, mistress of the elements, first child of time, Su- 
preme Divinity, Queen of those in Hell, First of those in 
Heaven.... I, whose single Godhead is venerated over all the 
Earth under manifold forms, varying and changing names. 
Only remember me, fast in your heart's deep core, if you are 
found to merit My love by your dedicated obedience, 
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religious devotion, and constant chastity, you will discover 
that it is within My power to prolong your life beyond the 
limits set to it by Fate; and after death live on praising Me in 
the Fields of Reeds." 


The idea of a "savior" is not to be considered a high philosophical 
concept but it is useful in helping us to understand early on in our spiritual 
quest that there is a higher power which we can call upon to assist and 
guide us through our lives. Thus from a more advanced perspective, the 
main Gods and Goddesses of Egyptian mythology such as Heru and 
Hetheru should be viewed as guides or teachers, rather than as "saviors" in 
the western religious sense of the word which suggests that it is through 
the efforts of someone "outside of ourselves" (i.e. Jesus Christ, Gods, An- 
gels, Saints, etc.) that we will be liberated. It is we who must do the work of 
saving ourselves through the application of the teachings. Thus, when dis- 
cussing the idea of a savior we must consider that it is our own higher self 
who is being described therefore, we must strive to acquire those qualities 
which will lead to our own liberation. 


Ausar (Asar) is 
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"The Lord of the PERFECT BLACK." 


The Egyptian God AUSAR (ASAR) (+10,000 B.C) referred to as "The Lord of the Per- 
fect Black", symbolic of the "Blackness" from which light comes. This is the 
"Blackness" deep in our mind which we must explore and master in order 
to find ourselves. The erect phallus signifies the power of that "Blackness" 
(sexual energy), to create and give life. This power which is behind all life, 
pushes it forth in an inexorable movement to live, die and be reborn again. 


It was said to Egyptian initiates: 


"Asar is a dark God... A dark God because no man could know him and also, because 
light is born out of Darkness." 


Asar represents the Principle of DEATH and RESURRECTION who was 
destroyed by evil but who came back to life as HERU. To die is to be de- 
feated by evil. To resurrect is to have a "SECOND" Spiritual, Mental, 
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Psychological birth in the form of a new consciousness which is termed 
HERU. 


Ausar is the symbol of all humans. His journey is our journey. His 
struggle is our struggle. His reward is our reward. His victory is our victory. 
Each one of us is Asar. 


Asar' color is sometimes represented as green. Green is the color of the 
fourth energy center, the Anahata (heart) chakra in Indian Kundalini 
Yoga philosophy. Green is also the color of nature, the relentless life force 
of vegetation. Vegetation, nature itself, is Asar as it grows in countless vari- 
eties and dies only to decay and become a source of nutrients for new ve- 
getation. The Life Force (sexual energy) within us is the same as that which 
is in vegetation (Asar). As Asar, men and women exist in an endless cycle 
of birth, death and rebirth in which the Life Force is engaged in an inexor- 
able movement forward. The movement of the force keeps the grass grow- 
ing regardless of how many times it is cut. In the same manner, our soul 
(Asar) will be reborn in many different times, places and forms. Each time 
our soul lends itself to a clump of matter (body), it experiences life among 
the living only to someday shed it again. As the cut grass decomposes to 
produce food for the new grass, so too our used up and decayed body 
provides the experiences (pleasure and pain) that the soul requires in order 
to achieve another level of life.

Lord Krishna is a God form or symbol in the Indian Hindu Mythological 
system. Literally translated, the name "Krishna" means "Black" or "The 
Black One." Therefore, Lord Krishna and Asar both were known as "The 
Black One." Krishna of India and Heru of Egypt have equivalent symbol- 
ism in that they show, through their myths, what is correct action that 
leads the way to salvation. 


Like Heru, Krishna was viciously pursued by his evil Uncle from the 
time of his birth. The evil King Kamsa, Krishna's Uncle, foresaw that 
Krishna would assume the kingship and defeat him so Kamsa ordered that 
all male children born around the same time as Krishna be killed (this part 
also parallels the story of Jesus c.1 A.C.E.). 


Like Heru, the eyes of Krishna represent the Sun and the Moon, duality 
unified into one whole. Krishna was born immaculately as were Heru and 
Jesus, to fight the forces of evil on earth. As with Heru, he contained the 
entire Universe in his essence, as do all humans. 


Heru, Jesus and Krishna are symbols of the Christ in each of our spirits 
which are entombed in bodies and engaged in a battle of opposites 
(duality): good-evil, light-dark, ying-yang, positive-negative, prosperity- 
adversity, etc. This is the endless battle which goes on in the realm of time 
and space, the earth, dwat and heavenly realms (physical, astral and causal 
worlds). They represent symbols, principles and examples of how we can 
attain our highest potential (self-realization, enlightenment, Heruhood), 
which is the purpose of life. 


In the Bhagavad Gita Chapter 5 Line 16, Lord Krishna says: 


"For those whose ignorance has been destroyed by the knowledge 
(Yoga of Wisdom) of the Self, wisdom shines forth like the sun, revealing 
the Reality of the Transcendental Self."

The Story of the Uncle who tried to kill the Newborn 


The story of an uncle who tries to kill the newborn child (parallels the 
story of Heru and Set) appears in the Jaiminiya Brahmana (900 B.C.E.) 
and also in the Mahabharata (500 B.C.E.) scriptures of India. In the 
Jaiminiya the story is as follows: 


When the child Vyasa, son of Sakamasva was still in the womb of 
his mother, his uncle, Gaya, understood that Vyasa would some 
day become a great sage. At his birth, Gaya ordered that he 
should be thrown out and that it would be said that he was born 
dead. This was done but Vyasa's shadow did not leave him and 
so his two thumbs gave him milk for nourishment. Then Gaya 
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was told: "The child which you ordered to be thrown out is still 
alive." Gaya then took a club and went out to kill Vyasa. Know- 
ing what Gaya wanted to do, Vyasa prayed thus: "Let me out of 
this, let me find help and a way out of this predicament." Vyasa 
realized this chant and then sang it over Gaya and then Gaya's 
club hit Gaya and split open Gaya's own head. 


The theme of the birth of the hero (in this case Vyasa) once again signi- 
fies the struggle of every soul to have worldly experience and to succeed in 
realizing its potential. The shadow of Vyasa brings to mind the idea that 
the soul has vast resources to deal with physical privation and hardship. 
Once again, the "evil" uncle, symbolizing the egoistic aspect of each person 
which, intoxicated by worldly pleasure and body identification, refuses to 
relinquish its position and power to the rightful heir (a new generation, a 
new expression of the spirit), and thus, threatens the new life. It also re- 
minds us that the most effective defense against evil is faith, the faith 
which comes from self-knowledge and trust in our higher self and not just 
our ego-self.

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MORE INSIGHTS INTO MAAT PHILOSOPHY 


How did Heru succeed in restoring righteousness, peace and harmony 
in the world and how does this apply to the spiritual evolution of every hu- 
man being? This is the path of Maat or the path of righteous action. But 
what is Maat and what are its teachings? Now we will expand on some 
themes introduced in chapter five. 


The Judgment: 
"The Conscience (HEART) of a Human is his and her own GOD." 


From the "Book of Coming Forth by Day". 


The Egyptian "Book of Coming Forth by Day and Night" is one of the oldest 
philosophical and spiritual texts. It describes the journey of the human 
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soul in the realm of the after life and describes what each man and woman 
must do to survive death and "Come Forth" into the light of "Day" (life, illu- 
mination, eternal happiness). 


At the time of death or prior to death, the heart (consciousness, symbol- 
ized by the AB) of the being is weighed against TRUTH, symbolized by the 
feather of MAAT. Here our godly faculties, symbolized by Anpu and Dje- 
huti (Thoth) and our ability to use them while on earth are judged.

In the Hall of MAAT, the heart and internal organs of the deceased are 
judged by 42 judges who are each in charge of one regulation. All 42 regu- 
lations or virtuous guidelines for living make up the basis for the 42 "neg- 
ative confessions." If one lives righteously, one will be able to say that one 
has NOT committed any offence. 


Upon uttering these words, the deceased takes on a new name. Instead 
of Cathy Jones, it is now Asar Cathy Jones. 


If the heart of Asar Cathy Jones is found to be heavier than the feather, 
instead of joining with Asar, she is sent back to the realm of mental illusion 
(the world) in the form of an animal or beast to be eaten by the monsters 
(evil spirits) who feed on sin, greed, un-righteousness, etc. 
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If the heart of Asar Cathy Jones is found to be lighter than the feather or 
of equal weight, it signifies that she had lead a virtuous life and had 
mastered the knowledge and wisdom of every God (all of which are aspects 
of the one GOD) and that she is fit for a new life. Asar Cathy Jones is ready 
to transcend this world onto the next realm of existence. She is ready to 
journey back to meet Cosmic Asar who represents Cosmic Conscious- 
ness or Ra. 


Asar Cathy Jones, through her own virtuous life, is allowed to take or 
fashion a new, GLORIOUS body, to live in eternity with Asar. 


Thus,Asar Jones, the individual human soul, meets and joins with Asar, 
the Supreme Being. 


This signifies that our own nature is that of universal consciousness. 
What was separated only by ignorance is now re-united, re-membered. It is 
only due to ignorance and to distraction in the world of desirable objects 
that we think we are individual human beings with bodies which are mor- 
tal. In reality, we are immortal and eternal beings who are one with the 
universe and each other. 


To realize this even before death, it is necessary to live in a virtuous 
manner, learning the lessons of human existence and uncovering the veil 
of ignorance which blinds us from the realization of our essential nature. 
We must therefore master the knowledge and wisdom of "EVERY" God. 

Anpu (God of discernment between reality and illusion) and DJEHUTI 
(God of Wisdom, experiencing truth) oversee the scales of MAAT. These 
judge the condition of the Heart (AB) and determine its level of spiritual 
achievement. 
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This is also symbolized by the Ammit monster, devourer of hearts, who 
according to the Greenfield papyrus, determines those who are the ad- 
vanced spirits and worthy of salvation (those who have developed their 
higher consciousness centers symbolized by the fourth through seventh 
rings or levels of consciousness) and those who have not progressed bey- 
ond their base animal natures (lower consciousness centers symbolized by 
the lower three rings). The un-righteous are symbolically devoured by the 
monsters and evil spirits. 


As in the Chakra system of India, those who achieve no higher than the 
level of the third Chakra are considered to be people on the same level of 
consciousness as animals. They will have to reincarnate in order to further 
evolve beyond this stage. Upon reincarnating, they will once again have the 
possibility of confronting situations which will afford them the opportunity 
to performing correct action. 


Correct action leads to correct feeling and thinking. 


Correct feeling and correct thinking lead to "Correct Being" which is the 
goal --- to "BE" what we really are: ONE WITH GOD. 


The Science Of Virtues 


"The Soul is a Prisoner of its own ignorance. In this condition 
it is fettered with the chains of ignorance to an existence 
where it has no control over its fate in life. The Purpose of 
Each Virtue is to Remove One Fetter."

Virtues are practiced to promote peace of mind and body: 
Peace of mind promotes study and listening. 


Hetep 
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Study and listening promotes reflection. 

Reflection on life and the teachings allows the mind to be concentrated: 
"making the mind and body still." 

Concentration of mind allows meditation to occur. 


Meditation allows the experiencing of increasing levels of awareness 
beyond the regular state of waking consciousness leading to the experien- 
cing of cosmic consciousness: complete freedom. 


PRACTICING VIRTUES AND MAINTAINING A LIFE OF SIMPLICITY 
opens the way for spiritual growth by decreasing mental agitation from 
worries or inordinate worldly concerns. If one maintains balance in all con- 
ditions, there will be no situation that will interfere with one's intuition of 
truth and righteousness, or in achieving mental calmness for meditation. 
This is the way to the top of the Pyramid. 


"Feelings, emotions and passions are good servants but 
poor masters." 


Giving into hate and vengeance will lead to the undoing of the body and 
spirit. To control one's passions is to master one's own fate. Study the 
teachings and practice self control, silence and meditation. 


Never go to extremes with anything, for one extreme leads to another. 
Always strive for balance in all things. Moderation and equanimity in all 
events and situations are the deeper implications of the scales of MAAT. In 
this manner, the inner peace that allows for the quieting of the mind oc- 
curs. In this quiet, it is possible to discover our deeper self. This is the 
meaning of the ancient admonition: 
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"Now, make thy body still. Meditate that you may know truth."

Maat: Achieving Harmony (Enlightenment) through the Union of Oppos- 
ites, Male and Female. 


MAAT IS THE PHILOSOPHICAL CONCEPT OF LIVING A LIFE OF 
TRUTH AND RIGHTEOUSNESS. MAAT REPRESENTS AN EXPOSITION 
OF VIRTUOUS RULES OF LIVING BY WHICH ONE MAY EXIST IN 
HARMONY WITH FELLOW HUMANS AND ALL CREATION: THEY 
WHO ARE ABLE TO UTTER THESE CONFESSIONS IN THE 
AFFIRMATIVE AT THE END OF THEIR EARTHLY LIFE MAY LOOK 
FORWARD TO THE HELP OF GOD AND GOD'S ASSISTANTS (ANGELS, 
NETERS, DAEMONS, SAINTS, ETC.) IN RE-MEMBERING AND 
RECOVERING THEIR TRUE ESSENCE, WITH THE RAISED 
CONSCIOUSNESS OF A DEVELOPED AND CONTROLLED 
PERSONALITY (MIND). 
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The scales of Maat imply balance, but balance decreed by whom and for 
what reason? 


From the one: Pure Consciousness, GOD, comes the other two, male 
and female, so now there can be interaction between the three, which are 
really one. This principle of duality (male and female) is present 
throughout all manifestations in the phenomenal world (nature) including 
the human body. In each of us, there is a male and female aspect of con- 
sciousness. Chakras 5 - 7 represent the feminine aspect of consciousness 
energy centers while Chakras 1-3 represent the masculine aspect. 


Therefore, in order for creation to exist, the ONE TRUTH must appear 
to be more than one. Maat is therefore composed of two aspects or two 
truths, which are really two sides of the same reality. This concept is 
termed "MAATI." 


The task of all religious or mystical systems is to BALANCE the interplay 
between Maleand Female (considered together: MAATI). That is, to 
achieve an internal mode of consciousness which is rooted in the one in- 
stead of being caught in the interplay between 2 and 3. In other words, "To 
keep the balance." 


Evidence from prehistoric times suggests that an imbalance existed 
between male and female humans such that females controlled the know- 
ledge of birth and therefore controlled men by keeping them ignorant as to 
their participation in childbirth. Some historians believe that women were 
able to maintain an illusion of superiority which caused men to hold wo- 
men in awe. Therefore, women were able to control men and abuse them 
not unlike the modern day abuse of women by men in our society. As the 
men gradually became knowledgeable about their participation in concep- 
tion, they reacted in a vengeful manner. Thus, civilization plunged into the 
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other extreme which eventually led to the witch hunts and other such 
atrocities. 


The imbalance now is still on the side of males who control women and 
seemingly, all else. The imbalance on either side is a reflection of our indi- 
vidual consciousness. As a result, there is an imbalance created in whatever 
is manifest in the world of physical reality resulting in: wars, sexism, ra- 
cism, capitalism, sense of individuality (egoism), mental disease, physical 
disease, etc. Therefore, anything that promotes the "balance" of the appar- 
ent opposites in creation constitutes the following of MAAT, upholding the 
cosmic order, supreme mental balance and supreme peace. 


"Harmony is the Union of Opposites." 
Egyptian Proverb 


From a deeper perspective, by having an intuitive understanding of the 
union underlying creation and of its appearance of duality, one can identify 
with the Union, the Oneness, and therefore cultivate this unity within one's 
self. This is the basis of Tantra Yoga --- seeking union with GOD through 
the worship and understanding of Nature (Female) as a projection of GOD 
(Male). 


"As above, So Below." 


"We are created in the IMAGE of GOD." 
Egyptian Proverbs 


If we understand that which is below (the physical, manifesting world), 
then we will understand that which is above (the spiritual world: GOD, 
who causes the physical world to exist). If we understand the human con- 
stitution, we will understand the cosmic constitution because the manifest- 
ation is an exact image of the source. For every function of an organ in the 
human body and in the objects of the universe, there are likewise cosmic 
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functions and organs which cause them to manifest. Therefore, in order to 
pursue union with GOD, one must seek to uphold the Cosmic Laws with re- 
spect to the balance of the opposites in all areas, through perfect justice 
and righteousness and with the greatest wisdom which comes not from our 
mental process, but from our soul (BA). The wisdom of the BA can be ac- 
cessed through seeking purity of heart and meditation. As we pursue "the 
union of opposites", we will discover that there are no opposites, only the pro- 
jected appearance of them. We will discover that underlying the names and 
forms projected by the Neters (causal powers from GOD), the only reality 
is GOD. The Cause is GOD, the Causing Neters are GOD, "We are God," All 
is God. Therefore, from an advanced standpoint we begin to see that there 
is no cause for the creation of the world, there is no past and no future but 
only an eternal present. By practicing the 42 precepts of Maat which are 
further explained in the "Precepts of Ptahotep" and "The Instruction to 
Merikare", mental peace and subtlety of intellect (purity of heart) arise. 


NOTE: The Precepts of Maat vary slightly in different papyruses. However, 
the themes are the same and we have included representative precepts 
from various Ancient Egyptian sources. 


(1) “I have not done iniquity.” Variant: Acting with falsehood. 

(2) “I have not robbed with violence.” 

(3) “I have not done violence (To anyone or anything).” Variant: Rapacious 
( Taking by force; plundering.) 

(4) “Ihave not committed theft.” Variant: Coveted. 

(5) “I have not murdered man or woman.” Variant: Or ordered someone 
else to commit murder. 

(6) “I have not defrauded offerings.” Variant: or destroyed food supplies or 
increased or decreased the measures to profit. 

(7) “I have not acted deceitfully.” Variant: With crookedness. 

(8) “I have not robbed the things that belong to God.” 

(9) “I have told no lies.” 

(10) “I have not snatched away food.” 
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(11) “I have not uttered evil words.” Variant: Or allowed myself to become 
sullen, to sulk or become depressed. 

(12) “I have attacked no one." 

(13) “I have not slaughtered the cattle that are set apart for the Gods.” Vari- 
ant: The Sacred bull — (Apis) 

(14) “I have not eaten my heart” (overcome with anguish and distraught). 
Variant: Committed perjury. 

(15) “I have not laid waste the ploughed lands.” 

(16) “I have not been an eavesdropper or pried into matters to make mis- 
chief.” Variant: Spy. 

(17) “I have not spoken against anyone.” Variant: Babbled, gossiped. 

(18) “I have not allowed myself to become angry without cause.” 

(19) “I have not committed adultery.” Variant: And homosexuality. 

(20) “I have not committed any sin against my own purity.” 

(21) “I have not violated sacred times and seasons.” 

(22) “I have not done that which is abominable.” 

(23) “I have not uttered fiery words. I have not been a man or woman of 
anger.” 

(24) “I have not stopped my ears against the words of right and wrong 
(Maat).” 

(25) “I have not stirred up strife (disturbance).” “I have not caused terror.” 
“T have not struck fear into any man.” 

(26) “I have not caused any one to weep.” Variant: Hoodwinked. 

(27) “I have not lusted or committed fornication nor have I lain with others 
of my same sex.” Variant: or sex with a boy. 

(28) “I have not avenged myself.” Variant: Resentment. 

(29) “I have not worked grief, I have not abused anyone.” Variant: Quarrel- 
some nature. 

(30) “I have not acted insolently or with violence.” 

(31) “I have not judged hastily.” Variant: or been impatient. 

(32) “I have not transgressed or angered God.” 

(33) “I have not multiplied my speech overmuch (talk too much). 

(34) “I have not done harm or evil.” Variant: Thought evil. 
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(35) “I have not worked treason or curses on the King.” 

(36) “I have never befouled the water.” Variant: held back the water from 
flowing in its season. 

(37) “I have not spoken scornfully.” Variant: Or yelled unnecessarily or 
raised my voice. 

(38) “I have not cursed The God.” 

(39) “I have not behaved with arrogance.” Variant: Boastful. 

(40) “I have not been overwhelmingly proud or sought for distinctions for 
myself (Selfishness).” 

(41) “I have never magnified my condition beyond what was fitting or in- 
creased my wealth, except with such things as are (justly) mine own 
possessions by means of Maat.” Variant: I have not disputed over 
possessions except when they concern my own rightful possessions. 
Variant: I have not desired more than what is rightfully mine. 

(42) “I have never thought evil (blasphemed) or slighted The God in my 
native town.” 


As ONE lives according to one's MAAT faculty, one will be able to tri- 
umphantly say: 


*"T ascribe praise to thee, O Lord of the Gods, thou GOD one, 
who lives upon righteousness and truth, behold I, thy son 
Heru, come unto thee; I have avenged thee and I have 
brought thee MAAT - even to the place where is the company 
of the Gods. Grant thou that I may have my being among 
those who are in thy following, for I have overthrown all thy 
foes, and have established all those who are of thy substance 
upon the earth forever and ever." 


*From "The Egyptian Book of Coming Forth By Day." 
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Your name will become Asar and even while still alive, you will ever be 
established in the knowledge that whatever you do, say, think or feel, you 
are one with the Supreme Being; you will have attained cosmic conscious- 
ness. You will be a sage, saint, initiate, guru, master or spiritual preceptor. 
You will be able to say: 


"I am the divine Soul which dwells in the divine Twin Gods." 


During life or at the time of your death, you will tell the 42 judges (your 
own mental wisdom capacity, Djehuti) the 42 utterances (negative confes- 
sions). Your mind being fearless, clear of desire and agitation will be light- 
er than the feather of MAAT. Since you led a life of peace and purity, YOU 
will allow YOURSELF to travel to join ASAR, the symbol of cosmic con- 
sciousness, WHO IS YOUR VERY OWN SELF, YOUR TRUE NATURE. 


YOUR NATIONALITY OR RELIGION IS SECONDARY TO YOUR 
UNDERSTANDING OF GOD, THE SUPREME BEING, FATHER AND 
MOTHER OF ALL THINGS, TRANSCENDING THE UNIVERSE OF 
DUALITY. 


In the Ancient Egyptian Temple and Pyramid carvings, Egyptian Kings 
are depicted as making offerings to another figure of their very own like- 
ness. They are paying homage to their divine nature. In this same manner, 
we must learn to pay homage ("make offering") to our higher self for its di- 
vine grace by listening to the words of truth and wisdom, reflecting on 
those words, meditating on those words and finally, acting on those words 
(the most difficult part).

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"Knowledge without action is like hoarding precious metals, a vain and 
foolish thing. Knowledge is like wealth, intended for use; those who viol- 
ate the universal law of USE conflict with natural forces." 


"Morals are judged by deeds." 


One must develop the virtues and assimilate all of the qualities of the 
Gods that one may put together your eternal soul. The righteous person 
can say: 


*"Behold me, I come to you, and have carried off and put together my 
forms." 


*"I am Asar." 


*"My heart (mind-memory) is with me and it shall not be taken away, 
for... I live by truth, in which I exist; I am Heru who is in the heart, that 
which is in the middle of the body. I live by saying what is in my heart...I 

have committed no sin against the Gods." 


*"I AM the Soul of Asar, and I rest in HIM." 


*"All things which exist are in my grasp, and those which are not yet in 
being, depend on me. I have received increase of length and depth and 
fullness of breathing within the domain of my parent, the great one, 
which is all that exists."

The fullness of breathing in the statement above refers to the feeling of 


fullness which comes from knowing and living within one's true nature. As 
individuals, we are bound to feel something missing regardless of our 
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efforts on the physical level because through ignorance we are separated 
from the feeling of fullness, of oneness with all things, the absolute reality. 
This concept of FULLNESS is also expressed in the following prayer from 
the Indian Upanishads (ancient philosophical scripture): 


"Om Purnamadah Purnamidam Purnat 
Purnamudachyate Purnasya 
Purnamadaya Purnamevavashisyate. 
Om Shantih, Shantih, Shantih!" 


"Om, The Absolute, is full, 
This (world, being a manifestation of The Absolute) is also full. 
When this (world process) is taken away, 
what remains is Fullness (The Absolute). 
May there be Peace, Peace overwhelming Peace!" 


Reincarnation and Transmigration of the Soul 


"The Egyptians were the first to maintain that the 
soul of man is immortal, that after the death of the 
body, it always enters into that of some other anim- 
al which is born, and when it has passed through all 
those (animal incarnations) of the earth, water, and 
air, it again enters that of a man, a circuit which it 
accomplishes in 3000 years."

Within our context in the present work, bondage signifies the condition 
of the soul which is bound to its agitated mind. Mental agitation, caused by 
unfulfilled desires, causes the soul to seek rebirth in search of fulfillment of 
those desires. As mentioned repeatedly throughout this text, the primary 
cause of the soul's search for fulfillment in transient, worldly experience is 
ignorance of the truth. 


The most important teachings relating to the concept of Karma and Re- 
incarnation were given in chapter 125 of the Ancient Egyptian Book of 
Coming Forth By Day. These will be discussed later in this text and more 
extensively in EGYPTIAN YOGA VOLUME II: The Supreme Wisdom of 
Enlightenment.

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Above: Heru and Set join forces to tie up the symbol of Union (Sema). 
This symbol refers to the Union of Upper and Lower Egypt under one 
ruler, but also at a more subtle level, it refers to the union of one's higher 
and lower self (Heru and Set) as well as the control of one's breath (life) 
through the union (control) of the lungs (breathing organs). Further, it 
refers to the practice and understanding of the mysteries of the mind. By 
developing intuitive vision, the dualistic understanding of oneself and cre- 
ation is transformed into the vision of union (Sema).

(From the Greenfield 
Papyrus) 
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In Ancient Egypt there existed a concept of seven vortices of energy in 
the subtle spine called Sephek Ba Ra (Seven Souls of Ra). In India they are 
called Chakras. In the beginning, NETER was one, and then through the 
power of thought, became three (Holy Trinity); from these three came the 
uncountable number of Neters which through the extension of their con- 
sciousness (mental-thought power), created the projection (illusion) which 
we call creation. These are the Souls of Ra (Heru). The Neters sustain and 
governcreation with their thought-power. There are seven levels of creation 
(with many sub-levels in each), and there are a total of seven levels of con- 
sciousness. The task is then to attune the seven individual energy- 
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consciousness centers in the human being with the seven powers of the 
universe (GOD) through wisdom and virtue. The knowledge of the attain- 
ment of wisdom and virtue are encompassed in the 42 precepts of 
MAAT which are a multiple of 7, and in the 42 books of Hermes (Djehuti) 
which contain the knowledge of the nature of the universe which is also the 
subject of this volume. 


The Psychic Energy Centers are located in the spiritual body and runs 
parallel to the spinal column.The energy centers are 7 centers of expand- 
ing levels of consciousness from the base of the spine (physical - animal 
consciousness - pophis) to the top (spiritual consciousness) at the 
Crown of the head: Uraeus - Buto.As in the Indian Chakra System, The 
Egyptian Seven Powers are related to the seven energy centers of the spine 
and are linked to the awakening of one’s spiritual powers. As one pro- 
gresses on their spiritual path of evolution, while either purposely employ- 
ing a spiritual discipline (study and application of spiritual and philosophic 
scriptures, reflection and meditation) or learning through the process of 
trial and error, these centers will 


automatically open, allowing 
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one to experience increasing communion with the higher self: GOD. The 
process of raising one's spiritual power may be accomplished by concentra- 
tion, proper breathing, meditation on the meanings of the symbols an 
surrendering to the will of the Higher Self (GOD). These techniques allow 
one to transform one's waking personality so that one may discover their 
innermost self: GOD. This should be done under the guidance of a quali- 
fied teacher (spiritual master, guru, etc.). 


Sefekh Ba Ra (The Seven Souls of Ra) or Sefekh 
Uadjit (The Seven Serpent Goddesses) 


The Subtle Body and The Energy Centers of the 
Human Body 


The 7 Energy Centers 


The Psychic Energy Centers in the spiritual body are distributed throughout the spine 
going up from the base to the Crown of the head: The Uraeus. 


SEFEKHT 
CORRESPONDS TO THE FIRST ENERGY-CONSCIOUSNESS CENTER 
(INDIAN - SANSKRIT - "MULADHARA CHAKRA") 


Also known as Sheshat, it is the root center (chakra) which is loc- 
ated at the base of the spine. It is the level of energy-conscious- 
ness we use to manifest (project) our "body" on the physical plane 
of existence, so that our spirit may be able to have experience in 
the physical realm. The energies here are concerned with survival 
issues and in the unbalanced state, manifest as fear, selfishness, 
possessiveness, etc. It represents dormant (coiled up as a serpent) 
and uncontrolled sexual energy as represented by Apopis, the en- 
emy of Ra. Our "task" is to convert this sexual energy into spiritu- 
al energy, thereby achieving expanded consciousness in the 
realms above and beyond the physical. We must develop, raise 
and master this energy to the 7th energy center, thus becoming 
one with the universe: GOD. The mastery of the primal energies is 
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represented by the Goddess Buto of Egypt and Goddess Kunda- 
lini of India. 


TEKH 
CORRESPONDS TO THE SECOND ENERGY-CONSCIOUSNESS CENTER 
(CHAKRA - INDIAN SANSKRIT: "SWADHISHTAN CHAKRA") 


It is in the area of the organs of procreation where, if controlled 
by the higher centers, cosmic energy may be absorbed and trans- 
muted to create more than just physical offspring; one may give 
birth to their untapped creative talents. However, if the individual 
is psychologically developed to this level only, he or she will be 
preoccupied with sexual matters. 


AB (OB) 
CORRESPONDS TO THE THIRD ENERGY-CONSCIOUSNESS CENTER 
(INDIAN SANSKRIT: "MANIPURA CHAKRA") 


Its location is in the solar plexus. The vital fire which sustains the 
physical body is located here. This energy center gives one a sense 
of power and will. Meditation on this spot sends SEKHEM or vital 
energy (Prana, Chi) to this center which promotes health by in- 
creased digestion and equal distribution of energy throughout the 
body; the effect is physical and emotional balance. This is a pre- 
requisite for higher spiritual advancement. Imbalance or ob- 
struction in this energy center manifests as feelings of inadequacy 
and powerlessness; one feels incapable of expressing their 
willpower. 


The fourth to the seventh energy-consciousness centers (chakras) represent the evolu- 
tion of spiritual life, the divine nature which is latent in every one. The lower energy 
centers (3 - 1) represent the life of the lower nature, the animal nature which seeks 
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survival and supremacy over others and gratification of the senses. Moving from the 
lower to the higher consciousness represents the second birth, the birth of the spirit. 


KHEPER 
CORRESPONDS TO THE FOURTH ENERGY-CONSCIOUSNESS CENTER 
(INDIAN - SANSKRIT - "ANAHATA CHAKRA") 


Its location is at the heart. This center opens up the possibility of 
the "virgin birth" which is the spiritual consciousness as opposed 
to the lower animal consciousness. At this level, your spiritual es- 
sence becomes revealed in the caring (expressing love) for others. 


The Kheper or Anahata chakra is related to a gland in the body 
known as the thymus. Being very large in babies, the thymus 
shrinks as we mature. The thymus is intricately related to the im- 
mune system, producing antibodies to ward off infections. It is 
not surprising then, that when we are stressed, our immune sys- 
tem weakens and we become ill. If we evaluate ourselves when 
we become ill, we will find that we usually are involved with self- 
defeating and self-destructive attitudes and behaviors---overwork- 
ing, frustration, drugs, alcohol, bad relationships---and are not in 
a situation to freely give love to our very selves, much less to all 
humanity. If we are not cautious, we become trapped in this neg- 
ative way of existence which becomes a vicious cycle. How do we 
break this cycle? By performing self-less service to others, a very 
difficult task when we feel as though we are the ones who need to 
be served. However, we must remember the divine rule (Cosmic 
Law): To give is to receive. 


SEKHEM 
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CORRESPONDS TO THE FIFTH ENERGY-CONSCIOUSNESS CENTER 
(INDIAN - SANSKRIT - "VISHUDHI CHAKRA") 


It is the throat chakra, the Chakra of Medu Neter (divine speech). 
This center is involved with our ability to receive love from others- 
--our self-value. Imbalance in this energy center may be ex- 
pressed as the inability to communicate our needs to people 
around us and the world at large. Thus, it is linked to illnesses 
such as hoarseness and sore throats, which usually occur as a res- 
ult of communication difficulties such as shouting and screaming 
in an attempt to be heard. 


MER 
CORRESPONDS TO THE SIXTH ENERGY-CONSCIOUSNESS CENTER 
(INDIAN - SANSKRIT - "AJNA CHAKRA") 


It is the third eye, the level of intuitive wisdom that does not re- 
quire "thinking or the mind processes." This is the Eye of Heru, 
the light of intuitive vision. It is the level of "knowing" something 
instead of "thinking" we know something. Herein lies the ability to 
perceive the spirit as well as matter, and to live in both equally. 


IKH 
CORRESPONDS TO THE SEVENTH ENERGY-CONSCIOUSNESS CENTER 
(INDIAN - SANSKRIT - "SAHASRARA CHAKRA") 


This is the energy-consciousness level where the dualistic mind 
symbolized by Apopis and the "life giving fire" (primal energies), 
becomes united into one whole. This is where Apopis is trans- 
formed into the Uraeus (Buto), the highest achievement of all 
Spiritual movement. This consciousness level represents the level 
of transcendence, where the Christ anointing occurs. It is here 
where the merging of the individual BA (soul) with the 
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Absolute reality (The Universal BA, Heru, Ra, Asar, Ptah, etc.) oc- 
curs. The same symbolism is expressed in the idea of the Sph- 
inx wherein the lion body (lower self) of the Sphinx merges with 
the human head (higher self, GOD). The Sphinx is also a symbol of 
Heru.

The !Kung People of Afrika 


The knowledge of the "Life Force" inherent in the human body which was 
known as Ra-Buto in Egypt, Kundalini in India, Chi in China, and Qi or 
Ki in Japan, existed in various traditions around the world. The /Kung Na- 
tion of Africa who reside in the Kalahari Desert are one of the societies re- 
ferred to as "Bushmen." They possess the knowledge of the inner Life 
Force, and from ancient times, practiced the disciplines to arouse it for the 
purpose of attaining spiritual evolution. 


The /Kung practitioners describe the classical Life Force arousal which be- 
gins at the pelvic region, moves up the back and rises to the brain, there 
causing ecstatic and mystical experiences which allow the practitioners to 
attain expanded states of consciousness known to them as: /Kia*. This al- 
lows them to better serve their society. As in other nations of Africa, the 
!Kun begin by en aging in hours long rituals of dancing (see also The 
Whirling Eres) he goal is to arouse num (Life Force) which is said 
to reside in the pit of the stomach (see also Lower Dan Tien, Energy 
Centers in the Body: Chakra #3), and when "warmed"** (aroused),rises 
from the base of the spine. As with other accounts from around the world, 
the initial onset of the arousal may be painless or may be attended by the 
ainful movement of energy (not unlike the birth of a child) with such a 
orce that it may challenge the sanity of the individual (see also Altered 
States of Consciousness) . This occurrence can understandably cause in- 
tense fear (of bodily injury or loss of sanity) which when overcome, allows 
the release of the spirit into new realms of consciousness (the /Kia State).

The Nervous System. 


Through the mind and the nervous system, the soul is able to experience 
interaction with the physical world. The mind formulates the thoughts 
which are carried out by directing the nervous system to act in various 
ways. Therefore, maintaining healthy mental and nervous systems is one 
of the most important tasks on the spiritual path. 

The spiritual body is composed of subtle (cannot be seen) channels 
which act as transformers of spiritual energies. This process allows the 
Ba or soul to have a "form" which it can use to physically interact with the 
physical universe. There are many subtle channels in the subtle (spiritual) 
body. The three main ones are symbolized by the stale of SHU and the Ca- 
duceus of Djehuti-Hermes. These subtle channels are said to be located 
alongside the physical spinal cord and control the distribution of energy 
throughout the physical body. There is a primary channel in the center of 
the back. The other two channels, represented as the serpents in the ca- 
duceus of Djehuti-Hermes, are coiled around the central channel. 


Hermes is the name that the Greeks gave to the Egyptian God Thoth or 
Djehuti. This symbol has many esoteric meanings. This "Magic Wand" of 
Djehuti is one of the most sacred symbols. The "CADUCEUS" (see page 122) 
represents the two opposite forces in nature which, when brought into bal- 
ance, bring about physical and spiritual health. It is a variation of this same 
symbol which is used by the medical professions today. The center, vertical 
pole, represents the center of the etheric spine (spine in the etheric body) 
and the two snakes represent the male and female Life Force in all things, 
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including the human body. The wings symbolize the power that can be 
achieved by raising the sexual energy (Life Force) to the top energy center 
and mastering it, one can unfurl one's spiritual wings with un-imagined 
power. This system of subtle channels comprises the "Back of Asar." In bal- 
ancing the positive and negative forces, it is possible to experience the sin- 
gularity of all things in the universe including one's own being. 


In the Indian Yoga system, the subtle channels are known as "Nadis". 
The main subtle channel is known as "SUSHUMNA" and the two smaller 
subtle channels corresponding to the left and right sympathetic systems 
are called "IDA AND PINGALA", respectively. 


As the serpents are controlled, so too the psychic force Sekhem or 
Kundalini will be aroused. This is the association with the "BACK OF ASAR." 


When the dormant energy is awakened, it flows up through the spine 
passing through the energy centers. Upon reaching the seventh center, 
anointing or contact with the Cosmic Consciousness (Universal BA, GOD) 
occurs. 


SHU, the God of Air, the breath of Ra (NETER), gives a clue as to a 
method of controlling these vital forces. Shu is said to possess power over 
serpents (serpents were a symbol of "physical and moral evil") and in the 
Egyptian Coffin Texts, Shu tells us where GOD (the SUPREME BEING) is: 


"I am indwelling in the millions (of creatures) who is heard in a million 
words. I am he who brings the words of the Self-Creator to his multipli- 
city...I am the strongest and most vigorous of the Divine Band... I came 
into being in the limbs of the Self-Creator." 
Egyptian Proverb 


Shu tells us he was created in the "limbs of the Self-Creator" and that he 
(air) is the messenger of GOD, and the strongest of all other Gods created 
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by the Supreme Being. Further, Shu tells us that GOD is indwelling in the 
millions of creatures. GOD is inside each of us and through the control of 
breath (air), the link between Creator and that which is "Created" may be 
established. 


In Chapter 23 of the "Egyptian Book of Coming Forth By Day," the initiate is 
told to pray that Shu will open the mouth of the initiate as he had opened 
the mouth of the Gods. Later, the initiate is nourished with the food of Shu 
who lives on light (Ra). Light is spiritual energy, gained by the accumula- 
tion of the Life Force of Ra (sunlight) and by the sublimation of sexual en- 
ergy, which the initiate uses to reach heaven. Sunlight (the rays of the sun) 
is described as being "The Ladder of Heaven." The same description of the 
importance of sun rays is also indicated in Mundaka Upanishad (Sacred 
Sanskrit Indian Vedanta philosophy Texts) where it is stated that "sun rays 
are a ladder to the divine". 


It is important to understand that the vital energy, "Sekhem," which runs 
through the subtle channels, is controlled by the mind. "The Universe is Ment- 
al" says Djehuti-Hermes, the God of Wisdom. Controlling the mind is 
therefore, the way to gain control over the vital forces of the larger universe 
(cosmos) and the inner universe (human being), for when the individual 
human mind gives up its individuality and becomes one with the mind of 
the cosmos (GOD), it discovers that there is only one mind that exists. It 
discovers that it is not limited to a physical body but that it is one with all 
that exists, since all that exists is a projection from the mind of GOD. This 
state of attunement between the human mind and the cosmic mind leads 
to health and peace. To the extent that the human mind is out of attune- 
ment with the cosmic mind, there will be varying levels of dis-ease and 
emotional-psychological-spiritual unrest. 


By breathing "rhythmically and deeply", remaining calm in concentra- 
tion or meditation, the Sekhem (Life Force) is harmonized and increased. 
Healthy living, (active life), vegetarian meals and healthy thinking 
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(following the Laws of Maat) and certain poses or exercises purify and 
awaken the serpents and allow the Sekhem to flow. 


"Develop the life giving fire; few know how to use it and fewer how to 
master it." 
"Master the fire of the back." 


In Kundalini and Tantra Yoga, sexual energy 
is seen as the force which transforms the md centers and their corres- 
ponding nerves in the physical body in order that the entire nervous sys- 
tem may be attuned to the all pervasive cosmic consciousness. Through the 
increasing wisdom, force of will (self discipline) and purification of the 
mind and body of the aspirant, the essence which makes up the cells of 
their human body is changed (mutates).*

Throughout the last 5,000 years of Egyptian mor severe moral and 
social decay led to the end of Egyptian cwilization. This decay resulted in 
a division of Egypt into two lands, (upper and lower Egypt). 


From the earliest times of the dynastic period (5,000 B.C.E. to 600 
A.D.), the ancient Egyptian texts speak of "rejoining the two lands." The 
double Uraeus also symbolizes this separation between upper and lower 
Egypt. There is also a deeper mystical implication to this symbol. The 
double Uraeus, representing the serpents of the caduceus (wand) of 
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Djehuti, is leading us to understand that we must re-unite the two levels 
of our consciousness (lower self and higher self).

CHAPTER 12: Min and 
Hetheru 
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"To free the spirit, control the 
senses; the reward will be a 
clear insight." 


"Be circumspect in matters of 
sexual relations." 


Egyptian Mystical Wisdom 
Min and Hetheru 


The Godand Goddess Neters (principles) represented by Min and 
Hetheru (Hetheru) are of paramount importance in the process of human 
evolution (Yoga) with respect to the Life Force which lies dormant inside 
every human being. 


MIN The Aspect of Heru as Sublimated Male Sexual Power 


The Egyptian God MIN is the aspect of Heru representing "the victorious 
one over the enemies of his father," the enemies being: ignorance, passion, 
greed, anger, lust, etc. Min is also called "Amsu-Amen" which means "Min 
the Hidden One." The title "Hidden" relates to the underlying nature of all 
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things, consciousness, and the erectile power of generation which comes 
from sexual energy, the power that makes life exist and causes it to strive, 
to move on in search of fulfillment and happiness. Heru in the form of Min 
symbolizes that stage in spiritual development when sexual energy is con- 
trolled and transformed into spiritual energy. Amen is also related to the 
"God of Gods", Amen-Ra, who is in-turn known as "the hidden one", "the lord of 
the phallus", "the one whose skins (complexions and bodies) are manifold". Min is 
also known as Khem (heat, burnt, black, dry, hidden). Min is the operating 
Neter (active principle) during the new moon, the fifth month of the year 
and in the dream state of sleep when penile erection occurs in the male and 
clitoral erection occurs in the female.

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The God Min is usually depicted with an erect phallus, holding a flail in 
his right arm. MIN represents the erectile, creative force of the universe 
that is latent in every human being (female and male), from which life 
springs. This is the blackness represented by the point in the center of the 


Sundisk, QO , the origin from which all comes: 


NETER NETERU, the Life Force which comes from the blackness of 
consciousness. 


If controlled and sublimated, this creative, generative force could trans- 
form one into the heights of creation, but if misused such as in overindul- 
gence of physical sexual activity, either in thought or action, it will erode 
the higher spiritual capacity. For reasons of physical health and spiritual 
strength, it is important to acquire the proper amount of sleep, nutrition 
and to observe the practices of sexual energy sublimation. 


The hieroglyphs of Min show the attributes of Min. One of the hiero- 
glyphs is a bed of lettuce. Lettuce is the food of Min. Lettuce is viewed as an 
aphrodisiac and also symbolizes the purity of a vegetarian diet. Another 
important point about lettuce is that it is also the favorite food of Set. Thus, 
our higher self (Min) as well as our lower self (Set) are equally nourished, 
since in order to achieve balance (MAAT), both natures should be equally 
mastered and sublimated, both must be subject to the command of the BA. 


The "CROOK" and "FLAIL" are symbols of leadership. The crook sym- 
bolizes the ability to control (lead) one's forces and the flail signifies the 
self discipline needed to correct one's mistakes and to institute the proper 
"punishment" to one's self for not carrying out one's duty. Self punishment 
here does not mean masochism. Masochism is an extreme behavior which 
is in contravention to Maat (balance). Discipline can be as simple as an act 
of not allowing oneself to have dessert at dinner because you smoked that 
cigarette. 
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Sexual fire is one of the strongest forces that ground us to the earth. 
Overindulgence leaves subconscious impressions which make us believe 
that true pleasure (happiness) may be found only through some activity of 
the body. In reality, these erroneous impressions are setting us up for a 
disappointment since at the very least, sexual activity cannot go on indefin- 
itely. These impressions subconsciously impel us to continuously search 
for more "carnal" gratification (pleasure at the level of the senses). This 
pressure to reenact the pleasurable occasion through physical means leads 
to mental agitation which inhibits higher spiritual achievement. Further- 
more, since the world is set up in such a way that we cannot have 
everything we want whenever we want it, we are liable to become disap- 
pointed repeatedly and further become more mentally agitated. Nature is 
trying to show us that sexual pleasure is only a glimpse of the true bliss 
which can be found by "knowing oneself", through the initiatic science of 
Yoga. If through developing wisdom, one learns to transform the energy 
developed from the disappointment into spiritual energy, one will discover 
that there is a higher level of consciousness where instead of disappoint- 
ment, one can experience boundless fulfillment, ecstasy and peace.

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By directing that sexual energy inward instead of outward, the power to 
discover who we are becomes potent. Maintaining a moderate sex life or 
practicing total or partial celibacy (not for all people) is important so as to 
not waste this vital cosmic energy which is stored in the base of the spine. 
Also, the psychological process of directing one's energies (thoughts) to the 
sexual area prevents those energies from being directed and used else- 
where. Working with one's conscious will to direct the sexual energies to 
the higher energy centers, one can experience the ecstasy of union and sev- 
enth energy center, "orgasm." This holds true for males as well as for fe- 
males. This is not to be seen as masturbation. Orgasms at the highest levels 
of consciousness, the Uraeus, are experienced due to union of one's self 
(Ba) with the Divine Self (Universal Ba - Neter Neteru). Through training, 
practice and will, the ecstatic feelings and energies developed at the higher 
energy centers can be experienced at the physical level with a partner as 
well (see Egyptian Tantra Yoga). 


As previously stated, there are many roads in Yoga, and anything in the 
universe may be utilized with the correct knowledge, attitude and instruc- 
tion. Sex may be used as a vehicle to unite with GOD, but only if used in a 
disciplined, spiritual manner. 


During intercourse, one should keep the TEACHINGS in mind, always 
realizing that it is the Ba-soul who is using the body and not the perishable 
ego-personality. 


In this manner, all activities including sexual relations, are performed 
with this mental attitude of dispassion and detachment, thereby develop- 
ing the witnessing, Ba aspect of our spirit. Gradually, it will be realized that 
while making love with a partner, one is actually making love to one self. 


HETHERU Goddess of Passionate Love and Sexual Desire. 


The hieroglyphs of Hetheru, as with Min, show various attributes of this 
Neter. Her bull horns are an ancient symbol of the procreative, generative 
principle as well as the abundant fertility as represented by the cow. 


Hetheru represents life, potency, fertility, birth, renewal, passion and 
sexual desire. Hetheru is an aspect of the female principle which comes 
from the Androgynous (male - female) GOD, NETER, as are all female 
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Goddesses. Hetheru is "full of life" and therefore wears the head piece of 
cow horns sometimes containing the Sundisk, symbolizing the fullness of 
her "sun-power."

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energy and as previously discussed, she is also the Eye of Ra. The Eye 
(Hetheru) has the power (fire) to destroy evil and unrighteousness. Much 
like the Hindu Goddess Kali, Hetheru is both sexually potent and fierce at 
the same time. Hetheru is also known as "Het-Heru" meaning "The House of 
Heru," and "The House Above" the implication being that Hetheru is Min's 
(Heru') "sanctuary" and his counterpart "Above". She was the spark which 
urged Heru to fight on in the battle against the evil Set in the struggle of 
Life. In order to succeed in the struggle of life, Heru (Min) must "live" in 
Hetheru's qualities (sanctuary). All humans must find Hetheru within 
themselves in order to succeed in the struggle of existence. 


In the Chester Beatty Papyrus a story is told of how Ra, the King of the 
Gods and Hetheru's Father, was depressed one day and how Hetheru im- 
proved his disposition through her charms, showing how properly 
channeled sexual energy can change one's negative mental vibrations into 
creative vitality: 


"The Great God (Ra) passed the day on his back in his ar- 

bor, and his heart was very sad, adi he was alone. After a 

long time, Hetheru, lady of the southern sycamore, came and 

stood before her father, the master of the universe. She un- 

Covered her vulva for his face, and the great God smiled at 
er.... 


From the Chester Beatty Papyrus. 


One of Hetheru's instruments is the "Menat"; it is equal to the "lingam- 
yoni" (phallus-vulva) of Indian - Hindu and Tantra Yoga. 


The Menat 


The Menat and the Ankh of Egypt as with the Indian Lingam-Yoni sym- 
bols or amulets, represent the united male and female sexual organs. When 
these opposite and complementary energies combine, the result is life, in 
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this case referring to the birth of the spiritual life of the individual. 
Hetheru is known as "The Great Menat." She and her priestesses wear the 
menat as a necklace and use it to pass their power to others. In joining the 
powers of Min and Hetheru, the innate and dormant powers inside every 
human are awakened and perfected. 


In order to develop Min's and Hetheru's qualities within one's self, a 
healthy and honest attitude towards one's body and mind must be cultiv- 
ated. These principles are to be viewed as tools to assist us in learning how 
to master the art of living. They are not life itself nor are they the purpose 
of living. Abstinence and overindulgence are two extreme sides of the same 
coin. Both lead to imbalance. The middle path (Maat) of progressing at 
one's own pace is the preferred strategy. 


From the practice of sexual sublimation and virtue, spiritual powers or 
"Siddhis," as they are called in India, will come in the form of understand- 
ing, being able to control one's temper, patience and tolerance in adverse 
situations. As one advances, greater powers will develop when one is ready 
to understand and use them properly. 


Psychic Powers 


Psychic powers are any form of mental achievement and they may or 
may not be related to spiritual achievement. The attainment of a college 
degree, for example, is a psychic power but it is done for worldly achieve- 
ment (magic). The development of psychic powers for spiritual attainment 
require purity of heart (a mind which is free from passionate desire for 
worldly objects or achievements). All psychic powers, however, require 
some level of mental concentration in order to attain them. The ability to 
concentrate may be improved through practice of mental concentration ex- 
ercises, meditation and practicing the virtues. 
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Forgiveness is a most important psychic power. The ability to forgive 
one's self and others for one's mistakes is essential. There will be many 
"failures" on the spiritual path. These are merely tests to help strengthen 
one's resolve and to raise consciousness and wisdom. If we take life (relat- 
ive reality) so hard and forget the greater picture (absolute reality), we be- 
come preoccupied and un-forgiving. Bitterness and mental unrest become 
constant companions and higher spiritual evolution becomes impaired. 
Life becomes a constantly miserable experience in which there is always 
fault with something, therefore mental peace is seldom, if ever, possible. 


Introspection and self analysis are good ways to discern one's motives 
and actions. Only you can decide if you acted on the basis of the lower self 
(SET, emotion, ego, body desires, guilt and fear) or if you acted out of the 
BA, the higher self (HERU, Maat, purity, light, righteousness).

The 
Djed is related to the 
top chakras of energy 
centers of 
consciousness hat 
are developed by all 
who ae on te 
spiritual path. This is 
what is referred as: 
“Master the fire of 
the back” and "the 
fe giving fire.” 
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One of the greatest psychic powers is to 
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be able to control one's emotions. It is said that emotions are great ser- 
vants but poor masters because intense emotions cloud the thinking pro- 
cess. Emotionally based actions usually promote detrimental results in 
which one becomes further embroiled in unwanted situations. These un- 
wanted situations, when dealt with again in an emotional manner, will lead 
to further entanglements in the world of relative reality. Most people live in 
this way, acting and reacting based on their uncontrolled mental state 
which produces a cycle of alternating pleasurable or painful situations, 
both of which lead to mental agitation (unrest). 


Patience is another important psychic power to develop. Patience is ne- 
cessary for the task of spiritual growth, since it may take years to correct 
negative subconscious thought patterns learned in this life this or previous 
lives. 


The Highest Psychic Power 


Proper sublimation of the Life Force which is developed from the sexual 
energy center can increase the creative power if used for MAAT. When dir- 
ected to the divine, psychic power can lead to union with the divine, 
NETER. This union may be seen in the Egyptian principles of: Heru and 
Set, Asar and Aset, Min and Hetheru, the Sun and Moon as well as the East 
Indian deities: Krishnaand Radha, Shiva and Shakti (Parvati), Gane- 
sha and Siddhi. This union also represents the marriage of cosmic energy 
and earth energy (Spirit and Body). Both energies are of the same nature 
and differ only in their polarity. Thus, when they are united, they revert to 
their primordial state which is beyond polarity. The earth energy (Geb) 
rises from the base of the spine and reunites with heaven (Nut). When this 
occurs, the energy consciousness center at the crown of the head opens and 
one becomes anointed with the Life Force energy produced from the union 
of the male principle and the female principle. This is the highest psychic 
power, where one becomes a Christ (anointed one). 
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The elephant deity and  faculty,"Ganesha", of Indian 
Hindu mythology symbolizes the awakening of sexual fire (the fire that 
urges us on to live and endure) and spiritual ideals, and also, the opening 
of of the way, creating auspiciousness in one's spiritual discipline. Invoking 
Ganesha enables one to attain peace of mind for meditation. The attain- 
ment of what Ganesha symbolizes are Siddhis or supernatural powers. 
Ganesha is one of the presiding deities at tantric rituals and is invoked be- 
fore any spiritual or worldly undertaking. In the Egyptian system, the deity 
Anpu fills the role of "Opener of the Way." Geb, Min, and Asar are usually 
represented as the symbols of fertility and erectile power. 


The Indian God Ganesha, with an erect phallus and his consort, Siddhiwho 
holds his penis with her right hand. Psychic powers are "given" through the 
sexual organs through the development of sexual energy.

Egyptian Tantra Yoga 


Tantra Yoga is purported to be the oldest system of Yoga. Tantra Yoga is 
a system of Yoga which seeks to promote the re-union between the indi- 
vidual and the Absolute Reality, "NETER" (GOD), through the worship of 
nature. Since nature is an expression of GOD, it gives clues as to the un- 
derlying reality that sustains it and the way to achieve wisdom. The most 
obvious and important teaching that nature holds is the idea that creation 
is made up of pairs of opposites: Up-down, here-there, you-me, us-them, 
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hot-cold, male-female, Ying-Yang, etc. The interaction, of these two com- 
plementary opposites, we call life and movement. 


Insight (wisdom) into the true nature of reality gives us a clue as to the 
way to realize the oneness of creation within ourselves. By re-uniting the 
male and female principles in our own bodies and minds, we may reach the 
oneness that underlies our apparent manifestation as a man or woman. 
The union of the male and female principles may be effected by two indi- 
viduals who worship GOD through GOD's manifestation in each other or 
by an individual who seeks union with GOD through uniting with his or 
her male or female spiritual half. All men and women have both female 
and male principles within themselves. 


In the Egyptian philosophical system, all Neters or God principles em- 
anate from the one GOD. When these principles are created, they are de- 
picted as having a male and femaleprinciple. All objects and life forms ap- 
pear in creation as either male or female, but underlying this apparent du- 
ality, there is a unity which is rooted in the pure consciousness of oneness, 
the consciousness of GOD, which underlies and supports all things. To 
realize this oneness consciously deep inside is the supreme goal. 


"NETER" (Supreme Being) created the Goddess NUT (Sky-Heaven-Fire) 
and the God GEB (Earth-Solid). The God GEB and the Goddess NUTrep- 
resent the male and female principles of creation, respectively. Then the 
Supreme "nameless" GOD created SHU (air) to separate heaven and earth, 
making a physical world and a heavenly world. Thus it is through the sep- 
aration of Heaven and Earth by the God SHU (air) that the universe was 
created. 


The "Obelisk", a tall tapering tower with a pyramid at the top, represents 
the erectile power of the physical human body as personified by the God of 
the earth principle, Geb In so Min as previously discussed). Our physical 
nature, though susceptible to the temptations of the flesh, is capable of 
great energy. In viewing any Obelisk, it should be noted that it represents a 
phallus uniting "Heaven and Earth" as it reaches up out of the earth (Geb), 
through the air (Shu), towards Heaven (Nut). Thus, symbolically, an ob- 
elisk represents the unity of the female and male powers (Heaven and 


Earth). 
: Love (The "Hoe") 


The ritual of "Hoeing ofthe Earth", relates to the preparation of the human 
body, cultivating physical health, in order to allow higher spiritual growth. 
The "Hoe" is the symbol of "Love," therefore, the earth (Geb-physical

human body) must be carefully "cultivated" (prepared to receive spiritual- 
ity), through the practice of Love. 


As it is the God Shu (air) who is responsible for keeping Geb and 
Nut (earth-male and heaven-female) apart, it is also Shu (air) who perpetu- 
ates the appearance of a world of duality, separation, with many male and 
female forms. Therefore, it is Shu (air) to whom we must turn to reunite 
the illusion of separation in our consciousness in order to end the appear- 
ance of duality.

Aset (representing the physical body-creation) and the dead body of Asar (representing the 


spirit, that essence which vivifies matter) are shown in symbolic immaculate union (com- 
pare to the "Kali Position" on the following page) begetting Heru, symbolizing to the im- 


maculate conception which takes place at the birth of the spiritual life in every human: the 
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birth of the soul (Ba) in a human is the birth of Heru. From a Stele at the British Museum 
1372. 13th Dyn. 


SHU: The breathing proress is the only autonomic body system that 
can be consciously controlled. Therefore, through breath control (control 
of air which contains within it the Life Force, Sekhem, Prana that sustains 
all life), we may have an effect on our own consciousness and thereby effect 
a reunification of NUT and GEB within our own consciousness. That is to 
fay, we may unite our human consciousness, female principle-receiver of 
life, with the cosmic consciousness GOD, male princtple-giver of life. An 
individual can thus re-unite the Geb-Nut principles within him or herself 
through the SHU principle. In Egyptian philosophy, this process is called 
"The weaving of Heru" and it encompasses the climbing of increasin 
levels of consciousness upon "The Ladder of NUT" (any process whic 
brings one closer to one's heavenly nature-Yoga). In general, this explains 
the fact that females are usually more receptive and intuitive. 
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Above left: Geb and Nut being separated from each other by Shu. 
Above right: "The Spinning Top" position from Indian Tantra Yoga. Similar to the Geb and 
Nut pose, "The Spinning Top" pose is performed in the following manner: The female re- 
mains above while slowly spinning around while united to the male. It is clear to see that 
mental concentration is needed to perform these poses along with physical stamina. The ef- 
fort in this direction allows time for the practitioners to develop Sexual Life Force energy 


and it's sublimation into spiritual energy. 


During Tantric training, each individual is instructed to regard the other 
as a divinity (which all humans are innately) and to worship each other as 
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such and to alternate roles (Each partner sees themselves as male or fe- 
male) as they visualize the Life Force growing. During "physical" sexual in- 
tercourse between a man and a woman, it is the male who "gives" and the 
female who "receives". Sexual intercourse is used to heighten the ecstatic 
feelings and to develop psychic energy for spiritual attainment. Due to the 
power of the sexual force and the danger of one's inability to control one's 
mind and direct it to GOD while in practice, Tantra Yoga involving sexual 
intercourse is not advised except for those aspirants who undergo the rig- 
orous psychological training which may take months or years. It is possible 
that a misdirected practitioner may fall deeper into the earthly desires 
rather than using them to transcend the earth bound existence. Breathing 
exercises, physical and mental purification are necessary before pursuing 
Tantra Yoga. 
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Thus, the participants are not allowed to reach climax (physical sexual 
orgasm) in order to channel all energies towards concentrating on the goal: 
development of their Life Force and its union with the Transcendental - 
Absolute divine through ever increasing ecstasy and devotion (Uraeus). 
Through repeated stimulation and concentration of the energies to the 
higher energy centers, the sublimation of the primal sexual and mental en- 
ergy, symbolized by the serpent Apophis, is possible. Apophis is thus trans- 
formed into the divine eye symbolized by Goddess Buto (Uraeus). 


Left: The Obelisk represents the penis of Geb (earth). The skyline around it is Nut (heavens- 
cosmos). Thus, by directing sexual energy toward heaven, the unification of heaven and 


earth within oneself may be effected. 


The Indian Kundalini Yoga system which teaches the development of 
sexual energy through the development of the seven energy-consciousness 
centers in the spiritual body is viewed_as an outgrowth of the Tan- 
tra Yoga system. It seeks to unite the Life Force energy, Goddess Kundalini 
Shakti (Egyptian Goddess Buto-ASET-Nut), the female principle, with the 
male God principle, Shiva (Egyptian Ra-ASAR-Geb). 


. The Egyptian system of Yoga philosophy does not condemn sexual activ- 
ity in the pursuit of prs ity. Rather, as it espouses responsibility and 
balance (MAAT) in all areas of activity including sex, it promotes wisdom 
as to the true nature and purpose of sexuality. "Keeping the balance" is the 
deeper implication of the scales of MAAT and the Egyptian scriptures ad- 
vise one not to indulge in extremes because: "one extreme leads to anoth- 
er." Balance, consistency and equanimity are keys to sanity, success and 
sustained progress in any endeavor. 


Tantra Yoga was also practiced by the early Indus Valley civilizations 
and met with opposition from the invading Aryans from Eurasia who tried 
to suppress it and to install a system which included many Gods. This was 
later called Hinduism and Vedanta. Archeological and historical evidence 
support, the idea that the Tantric philosophical teachings were carried on 
in the writings called the Upanishads which are said to þe part of the Ve- 
das (religious teachings of the invading Aryans) but which are viewed by 
some scholars as an attempt of the Tantric masters to re-establish and pre- 
serve the Tantric teachings. 
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Above Left: The "Kali position": Shiva and Shakti (Kundalini-Prakriti) in divine 
union (India). As with Asar and Aset of Egypt, Shiva is the passive aspect who "gives" the life 
essence (spirit) and creative impetus and Shaktiis energy, creation, the active aspect of 
GOD. Thus Creation is akin to the idea of GOD making love with him/herself. Shiva and 
Shakti are the true essence of the human being, composed of spirit and matter (body). In the 
active aspect, the female is in the "active" position while the male is in the "passive" position. 


Above right: Tibetan Buddhist representation of The Dharmakaya, the cosmic father-moth- 
er. expressing the idea of the Supreme Being as a union of both male and female principals 
In reference to sexuality, Buddha is held to have said: "Women are the Gods, women 


are life...Be ever among women in your thought". 


The Life Force energy (Ra-Sekhem, Prana, Chi) is a part of any under- 
taking and is increased normally as one progresses along any path of spir- 
itual development, regardless of whether it is affected consciously or un- 
consciously. It might be said that no undertaking is possible without this 
force. Indeed, life would not exist without it. t is important to under- 
stand that nothing is to be "given up." That is to say, when it is stated that 
one refrains from physical orgasm, it is meant that this is not practiced in 
order to experience "orgasm" on a higher level of consciousness. If there is 
a feeling ot "giving anything up", then the subject is not ready to practice 
this discipline; There are many roads to spiritual evolution, however, some 
control of the bodily urges and desires must be exerted to channel energies 
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to any desired goal in life. There have been many married and fully active 
people (male and female) throughout history who became enlightened be- 
ings. Since all souls have accumulated different experiences and are at dif- 
ferent levels of evolution, each must choose their own method of ULL 
discipline. Total or partial celibacy can only be effective if the subject is 
ready to willingly and freely choose that path, otherwise the discipline 
would not work and might even be harmful since the subject's conscious- 
ness is still very much attached to his / her psi nature. Depriving one- 
self from natural needs and desires is neither wise nor healthy. However, 
"natural needs and desires" change according to one's level of evolution. 
All the philosophical and religious systems now in existence are at best 
merely guidelines or general outlines of the way. A map is not the land. 


The statues and depictions of the God Min suggest to the initiate that the 
way to achieve higher mental and spiritual power is by sublimating one's 
sexual energy. In one statue, Min is shown holding his erect penis with his 
left (magnetic) hand signifying that the sexual energy is being drawn back 
into the body and up to the higher energy centers instead of being allowed 
to go out of the body. In this manner, the human body becomes a crucible 
forthe creation of a higher physical, mental and spiritual state of being and 
consciousness. 


As stated earlier, the principles represented by the God Set include 
physical strength, sexual promiscuity, passion and brute force. Set has one 
more important meaning with regard to sexual intercourse. The derivative 
word SETI which comes from Set also means "to shoot", as in shooting an 
arrow or as in ejaculation. From several mythological stories, it is clear that 
Set cannot control his sexual desires nor does he have the ability to contain 
his semen. In one episode of the battle between Heru and Set, Set tried to 
catch Aset in order to have intercourse with her. Unable to do so, he nen 
lated on the ground, frustrated. Thus, Set represents the animal ten ency 
to direct energy out of the body without control and to think passionately, 
reacting to life events without thinking. Min is the aspect of Heru who re- 
stores justice after the brutal murder of Asar. As "The victorious one over the 
enemies of his father", Min is victorious over the primal animal tendencies to 
passionate behavior and ejaculation. Min's victory is not one of destruction 
over the primal forces, but one of mastery, control and sublimation. 
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Above left: In Anciewnt Egypt the cultivation of the physical as- 
pect and its development into the obelisk was an important dis- 
cipline. The Egyptian ritual of "Hoeing of the Earth." Similarly, in 
the Bhagavad Gita scripture from India, Krishna teaches Arjuna the same 
wisdom in reference to the spiritual discipline of the body, that the earth 
(body) is the field of battle between spirit and matter. Thus, as good farm- 
ers we must sow the proper virtues and spiritual discipline in order to reap 
the fruit of enlightenment.

The very image of Min symbolizes the Philosopher's Stone, however, 
more literal interpretations and explanations of the idea exist in other an- 
cient texts. 


Legend holds that the "The Emerald Tablet of Hermes" (Egyptian God: Dje- 
huti) was found in the King's chamber of the Great Pyramid at Giza. It has 
long been studied as a possible means to transmute matter and energy. The 
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hieroglyphic texts which were found as pyramid inscriptions* were called 
ramid texts. These texts later formed the basis of the writings which the 
reek called "Hermetic"**, since their origin was ascribed to the Egyptian 
God Thoth (Djehuti) whom they called "Hermes" It is known as the 
Philosopher's Stone. It discusses the basis by which all creation and trans- 
mutation may be effected: 
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Pre-dynastic 
Colossal Statue Of 
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is below corresponds to what is above and what is 
above corresponds to what is below in the creation of 
one thing. As all things have come forth from the one 
thing, so all things come from the one through medita- 
tion. The father is the Sun and the mother is the Moon. 
The wind has carried it in its belly. The Earth is its 
nourishment. It is the Father of all things in the Uni- 
verse. If it is turned toward the earth, its strength is in- 
tact. The Earth is separated by Fire: with great skill and 

entleness the fine is separated from the gross. Rising 

om the Earth to Heaven, it then descends to Earth, re- 
ceiving the power of powers from both Above and 
Below. In this way one attains the quare of the whole 
Universe. All mysteries are revealed. This power over- 
comes the finest thing and penetrates every solid. In 
this manner, the Universe was created. From this for- 
mula there are amazing adaptations and applications 
since this is the basis of them. Thus I am called Her- 
mes Trismegistus since I have the three parts of the 
knowledge of the Universe. I have explained completely 
the Operation of the Sun." 


Form the earliest times, the students of mysticism have searched for the 
alchemical ingredients to construct the most powerful magical instrument 
that bestows wisdom, immortality and supréme power. For those whose 
search has remained externalized (i.e. in the world of objects), such an in- 
strument has never been found because the alchemical elements can only 
be found and developed within the human consciousness and the human 
body. For this reason, human embodiment, although seen as a fall from 
heaven, is viewed by initiates as a blessed opportunity to achieve the 
heights of one's potential in terms of one's evolution. Sexual energy is the 
driving force of Creation. When sexual energy is sublimated and the mind 
controlled, the androgynous spirit which is the true self, emerges. The Sage 
no longer identifies with the sex of his or her particular body. Given that 
the search is to find the absolute truth which is universal, it is not surpris- 
ing that the alchemical formulas and teachings expounded by mystical or- 
ders from around the world with direct or indirect lineage to the mystery 
schools of Egypt are similar, if not identical. 


A Sage creates a Philosophers Stone by planting his/ 
her Tree of Lifein a tub filled with_the elixir of life. 
Through constant heating with the fire of the Dragon, 
the Sage 's Tree of Life will blossom. The Dragon repres- 
ents "Sexual Energy." They who attain Cosmic Con- 
sciousness have control over the Dragon and are pic- 
tured with two heads because they now live in the 
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Divine realm as well as the Physical realm. They have 
returned to their original androgynous form. 


In "The Secret of The Golden Flower", a Chinese tantric meditation 
tet a similar formula is given for sexual sublimation. The text proceeds 
as follows: 


"The water sign is the force of the kidneys. When in- 
stincts are aroused, the force runs down, itis then direc- 
ted outward and creates offspring. If at the time of its 
release, the force is not allowed to go out, but is directed 
back in through will of thought, so that it is able to 
enter into the creative crucible and revitalizes the body, 
heart and mind, nourishing them, this is called the 
backward flowing method. Thus it is said: The Elixir of 
Life is dependant on the backward flowing method." 


The same formula is found in the 17th statement or Sutra of the Raja 
Yoga Sutras of Sage Patanjali from India: 


"In the state of Samadhi, with joyous and deliberate 
meditation on the self, the truth about absolute reality 
is revealed in all planes." 


Samadhi is the state of meditation in which the soul disengages its iden- 
tification with physical objects and the body and is able to behold the abso- 
lute reality which is itself. The soul is thus able to see that physical reality is 
nothing more than itself on various planes of existence. In this state, ordin- 
ary consciousness is transformed into super consciousness. This formula 
for self transformation reveals all truths and is available to all who pursue 
me course and practice of it with reflection, joyousness and one-pointed 

evotion. 


In Indian Kundalini Yoga, the energy center at the level of the sexual or- 
gans is also under the water sign. It also reminds one of the Indian der 
"Ardhanari" who wears an Ankh symbol in the area of the genitals whic 
leads us to the understanding that the union of the sexual principles within 
one's self leads one to the realization of one's own androgynous nature. In 
the Egyptian Book of Coming forth By Day it is stated: "In the spirit realm 


there is no sex." 
And again in the instruction of Aset to Heru: 


"Son, sex is a thing of bodies, not of souls." 
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From the preceding passages, we are led to understand that the way to 
realize one's true nature lies in the transformation of sexual energy 
through a meditative life (practice of virtue, and reflection on one's ac- 
quired wisdom). Thus, in order to attain one's immortal androgynous all- 
encompassing nature, one must transform one's consciousness which iden- 
tifies with the individual manifestation as a male or female, to a "sexless" 
(androgynous) state. 


Tantra Yoga and the Magnetism of the Human Body

: . . A close inspection of the statues and pic- 
tographs of Egyptiati and Ethiopian deities (Neters) reveals that they had a 
keen understanding of the magnetism of the human body (see example on 
page 136). This was later expanded upon by the Indian Kundalini and Tan- 
tra Yoga systems as well as the Chinese Tantrists and Chi Kung practition- 
ers. In addition, modern medical science now also corroborates the mag- 
netic relationships of the earth, the body parts and the interrelation of 
these. 


As previously discussed, creation is composed of positive (electric) and 
negative (magnetic) forces. The human body is also composed of positive 
and negative forces, the interplay of which produces our physical form and 
more subtle bodies, health or illness, energy or weakness, etc. The left side 
of the body is magnetic Us charge draws energy in) and the right 
side is eleċtric ees arge, emits, gives energy). The top half of the 
body is negative. Y charged and the bottom half is positively charged. Thus, 
the human body has four poles which balance each other. 


In general, the male human body is charged positive-electric, and in 
general the female body is charged negative-magnetic. The male sexual or- 
gans are electrically (positively) charged and the female sexual organs are 
magnetically (negatively) charged. In this manner, the male and female 
charges attract, balance and complement each other. Through higher ex- 
pressions of sexual energy, LOVE, the body, mind and spirit interact with 
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nature in increasing levels of consciousness leading to Universal Love and 
Hetep (ultimate sublimation, peace and satisfaction).

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This predynastic statue of Min was originally 13 feet tall. This statue shows 
the idea of the power of sexual energy and the harnessing of that power. In 
addition, it will be noticed upon close inspection that the level at which the 
genitals are located is slightly above the groin. This area corresponds to the 
third energy center in which cosmic energy is processed for use throughout 
the entire body. In the Indian Kundalini Yoga system this center is called 
"Manipura Chakra". This solar plexus is where Life Force, Ra, is most 
strongly manifested. 


If properly sublimated (Hetep), through special meditations on this area, 
the body can develop immense physical power and health. In the Taoist 
systems of Yoga from China called Chi Kung* and Tai Chi, this area (solar 
plexus) is known as the lower Dan Tien where through mental will and 
concentration, spiritual energy is developed and then directed to the SHEN 
or immortal spirit (soul) whose seat is at the Upper Dan Tien located at the 
level of the eye brow (Egyptian Uraeus, Indian Anahata Chakra). 


Above: diagram showing the poles of cosmic energy 
in nature and the human body. It is important to un- 
derstand that cosmic (sexual) energy is one energy 
but with different poles. The different poles give rise 
to an interplay of molecules which then appear to 
give rise to separate objects. Indeed, all objects in 
nature and the human body are composed of the 
same material: energy, which is controlled by mental 
vibrations. This is the interplay of Heru and Set. 
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The Androg ynovs quality of the Human 
Body: 


Once it is directed to the Shen, the spiritual energy begins a process of the 
expansion of consciousness, leading to the point where the individual 
Chi merges with the Universal Chi. Thus a vessel is prepared for the Spir- 
it in which it can escape mortality. This vessel may be compared to the 
building of the Sahu or Glorious Spiritual Body of Egypt or the building of "The 
Chariot" in the Jewish Mystical Kabalistic system. 


The Egyptian "Sahu" or Glorious Body is called "Divya Deva" or Divine Body 
by the Hindus of India. It is understood as a higher level of consciousness 
which develops out of the ordinary, every day ego-consciousness. Instead 
of believing oneself to be an individual having a dream, one knows oneself 
to be GOD, acting as an individual person in the waking, sleeping, and deep 
sleep states. 


It is important to understand that each of us contains a male 
and female half. As we move toward universal understand- 
ing (Heruhood), we become "more androgynous" as we 
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gradually allow the androgynous spirit within us, Heru, to 
have control of our being. It is only due to the identification 
with the ego that we believe we are members of a certain sex, 
race, country or planet.

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"€^" basis of acupuncture, the Chinese 
Yoga system of The Tao and Chi Kung*. The idea is to circulate one's 
psychic energy instead of allowing it to be wasted in the futile pursuit of 
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worldly pleasures and attainments which as we have seen, are all always 
perishable and illusory in nature. Energy flows to the object of our mind's 
interest and attention so instead of placing one's attention on worldly pur- 
suits, one "circulates" it by the force of mental will through the practice of 
meditation. Even while engaged in worldly duties, one who practices the 
conservation of spiritual energy through the maintenance of a balanced 
mind (Tao) can engage in any activity without losing spiritual energy or 
consciousness. Thus, he or she is said to be doing "nothing" even in the 
midst of performing heavy activity. Such a one is termed Sage. The task is 
then to integrate the two polarities (Ying and Yang) within one's own body, 
which are in reality two polarities of the same Life Force energy, in order to 
achieve this dynamic balance: "The Tao". By meditating on the circulating 
energy which begins at the lower Dan Tien, and concentrating it there, the 
meditator can store up energy and develop a psychic embryo**. In time, the 
"child" becomes "old enough" to be mentally transferred to the upper Dan 
Tien where the child grows to form a glorious body for the spirit to inhabit 
after the death of the physical body. 
ASAR AND SHIVA 

Shiva or Siva is the one of the earliest representations of the Supreme 
Being: BRAHMAN. Like Asar, Siva has a companion, a co-creator. This is 
the female aspect of Creation: Shakti or Sakti. GOD is ALL that IS. When 
GOD creates, "He" creates out of "HIMSELF", his shadow then there is a 
"He" and a "She". There can be no "He" without his "She" and no "She" 
without her "He". Siva is consciousness, the cause of the universe and Sakti 
is it'S power, the appearing universe. So Siva and Sakti are really one in the 
same being, two sides of the same whole. Like Asar, Shiva is is the lord of 
all forms of intoxication, music and dance. Like Asar, Shiva was dis- 
membered and torn into pieces, and like Asar, Shiva was castrated by the 
deities representing evil. 


The symbolism and occult meaning of CASTRATION in the ancient tan- 
tric teachings is the conservation of semen (male as well as female) or 
sexual energy and the transmutation of it into spiritual energy. In Tantric 
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teaching, this is not accomplished through abstinence and meditation exer- 
cises but through sexual excitement and concentration-meditation after 
months or years of meditation practice with full understanding of the mys- 
teries of the true nature of absolute reality (see section Who is GOD). 


Sx ee” Below left: The God ASAR. The 


power symbolized by sexual energy is worshipped and cultivated in many of the cults 
whose philosophical system is based on Egyptian Mysticism. The cultivation and sub- 
limation of sexual energy into spiritual energy was practiced in the Temples of 
Thebes, Karnak, and Heliopolis. Later these mysteries were merged with the Greek 
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Tantric Mysteries of Dyonisius and Elucis. Asar is seen here in the form of Min with 

the Hawk (Heru) looking on while perched on a obelisk (Geb). 

Below right: The Trilinga. This Nepali reproduction shows the different aspects of 

the Indian God Shiva. As in Egypt (see above), the Lingam (male phallus) in both the 
single and triune aspects and the Yoni (female vagina) were "worshipped". 


*Chi Kung means "Chi work" or "manipulation and 
development of Life Force energy." Chi Kung forms the basis of "Internal Kung Fu" or internal 
martial arts work.**The "Embryo" is to be understood as the union of breath energy or the 
soul (psychic-mental energy) and sexual energy with the spirit when thoughts are immobile 
and quiet. These energies are transformed into spiritual energy by concentration which forms 
a circuit in which the energy "stays" with the body instead of "flowing out" into the world. 
This new psychic component (embryo) of the mind grows through meditation, until IT be- 
comes the focus of consciousness thereby eventually supplanting the ego-consciousness 
(everyday, waking consciousness.

Essential Elements of a Spiritual Discipline 


"Mastery of sef consists not in abnormal dreams, visions and fantastic 
imaginings or living, but in using the higher FORCES against the lower, 
escaping the pains of the lower by vibrating on the higher." 
Egyptian Proverb 


1-Be virtuous at any cost-Virtue is the road to immortality. 


2-Physical exercise-The body is the temple for the spirit. Keep it healthy 
through moderate exercise which balance the energies in the body, such as 
Indian Hatha Yoga, Chinese Chi Kung or Tai Chi. 


3-Breathing exercise-Breathing properly produces health by proper distri- 
bution of Ra-Sekhem Life Force, Chi, Prana and develops spiritual vitality . 


4-Silence- 2 hours daily- "The abomination of the soul: too much talking it 
is!" 

The mind is fond of indulging in debates, argument and nonsense; cur- 
tail its opportunity to develop impure thoughts by keeping it quiet and 
thinking before you say anything. Examine the thoughts and decide if they 
are pure (spiritual), or if they are from your "mind beast" (your own per- 
sonal wants and desires). Personal wants and desires must submit to the 
law of MAAT... "are they necessary or do I just want it?"; otherwise, the de- 
sires will rule your life, and you will never attain peace of mind. 


5-Study teachings-Study the teachings and take time in silence or in a 
study group setting to think about them, and / or discuss them as they per- 
tain to your life, the community, the world and the cosmos. 


6-Listen- "Keep your ears open to the words of wisdom."Always be willing 
to listen to and. accept the truth, even if it seems to contradict an old teach- 
ing you had accepted as truth. Until you attain Heruhood, you will not 
know the real, complete and -absolute truth because only when you be- 
come Heru are you able to see things with GOD's Eyes. The "TRUTH" can 
only be seen from the perspective of GOD. 
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7-Reflection- Think about the teachings every time you read or hear them, 
it sometimes takes a while for them to be fully understood and accepted by 
the mind. 


8-Meditation-When you are able to stay still in a quiet room or other loca- 
tion, begin the practice of meditating even five minutes a day, building up 
to longer periods. 


9-Right action-Perform selfless service at least once a day, expecting no re- 
ward. You are doing it for GOD. Always keep in mind that since everything 
in the universe is RA (universal consciousness of GOD), including you, you 
are doing service for yourself as you help others but remember, charity be- 
gins at home. Here too seek balance. 


10- Hekau- Utter words of power in any language but with full understand- 
ing of the meaning repeatedly beginning with 5 minutes a day and gradu- 
ally building up to an bour or more each day. Utter prayers in the morning 
upon waking up and in the evening before bed. 


11- Vegetarian diet- Raw[iv] (at least 5096-6596 if possible), fruits, nuts and 
dairy products (natural-organic if possible) for the advanced. This diet 
should not be attempted when there is mental agitation from the environ- 
ment or if one must carry out worldly duties which require a lot of physical 
strain. It should be looked upon as a ritual diet for those who can seclude 
themselves from the stresses of the world, preferably under the guidance of 
a spiritual preceptor. Otherwise a healthy vegetarian diet will be adequate 
for normal spiritual development. Heavy foods such as overly cooked foods 
and meats are poisonous to the body and produce aggressive, agitated 
mental tendencies. Overcooking tends to destroy the chemical constitution 
of the food in such a way that the body rejects it as a foreign substance 
(poison); toxic conditions may arise over a short time or over long periods. 
Change slowly, even if it's only to one vegetarian meal per week. The secret 
of success in the spiritual discipline lies in slow but incremental change in 
a set program. Also do not eat to excess (more than is required to sustain 
the body. If you normally overeat, change by eating one teaspoonful less 
per meal until you eat two thirds or three quarters of the normal serving. 
Never forget that since all beings are evolving at different levels, needs will 
vary according to the individual. Therefore, we must be the final judge of 
what is best for ourselves based on our own knowledge of nutrition and of 
our bodies. The latter comes from living a life style which allows one 
"listen" to the body so that one may be in tune with its needs. This requires 
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a reflective, caring and honest way of being with respect to one's own life. 
It would not be worthwhile to change a diet to health foods only to increase 
the stress level and agitate the mind in other areas. One must always 
practice MAAT, seeking the balance in all things. If foods or other ingested 
substances are not in fne with mental balance, this may be a signal that 
they are against MAAT. 


12- Wake up with the sun (RA)-The body is "of the earth" so it follows cer- 
tain physical laws. Keep it in harmony with these to promote health and 
consistency. 


13- Go to bed with the moon (Aset)-Same as above. 


14- Do not use drugs or alcohol-The body is a machine through which the 
spirit energy (consciousness) flows, much like electricity through electrical 
wires. If the wires are damaged, the electricity (spirit) cannot operate prop- 
erly. The desire for happiness and liberation of the spirit manifests as a de- 
sire of the spirit to expand beyond the confines of the body and life. Not 
knowing that this feeling can be accomplished through meditation, or not 
having enough will to apply themselves, some people seek the feeling of 
"blissful freedom" through drug use and abuse. Drug use causes the tem- 
porary disconnection of the spirit (consciousness) and the body but it also 
causes critical damage to the brain and nervous system and further, the 
drug induced experience is unpredictable and uncontrollable, thus causing 
more illusions and mental agitation in the mind along with physical de- 
pendence. The best way to achieve true bliss and ecstasy is to train one's 
own mind to reach those levels of consciousness. This process may be ac- 
complished through the practice of virtuous living and meditation. In this 
manner the process may be accomplished at will and the process will be in- 
tegrated into the psyche, therefore avoiding the mental or physical imbal- 
ances of drug abuse. 


15- Cultivate contentment-You will be surprised at the number of things 
you can do without. Unnecessary wants and cravings agitate the mind. 


16- Keep a diary-Stick to a spiritual routine. The diary will help you under- 
stand yourself better. Do not show it to those who are not initiated into the 
teachings. 
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17- Do not speak too much on spiritual matters-Too much debating causes 
mental agitation; also, those who are not ready to understand the teaching 
may consider you insane. "Speak to those who understand you." 

18- If at all possible, keep company and study under a spiritual precept- 
or-Guru, Swami, Monk, Sage, etc. If this is not possible, develop the faculty 
of meditation and ask for intuitional assistance from your own BA (Spirit, 
Higher Self) or from Gods and Spirits (Neters, Angels); it is their function 
to felp those who ask with sincerity and honesty. 

19- Do work that is in keeping with your personality, goals and aspira- 
tions- When pursuing a career or job, pursue something you love to do, do 
it well and enjoy it passionately in a detached manner. By fulfilling one's 
worldly duties in a manner that is personally rewarding, other windows to 
expanded consciousness will open because one will live vibrantly, always 
searching to be better, always expanding, always growing. Statistics prove 
that the leading cause of death in the modern world is job and life dissatis- 
faction which leads to the hour of the week in which more people die of 
strokes and heart attacks than at any other time being: Mondays at 9 A.M. 
Be passionate but detached. Always be ready to let go and follow a higher 
calling since one's earthly activities are only a means to the end and not the 
end in themselves. 


Selected Egyptian Proverbs and Teachings. 
From: The Stele of Abu: 


"Be chief of the mysteries at festivals (practice of Yoga), know your 
mouth, come in peace (Hetep) enjoy life on earth but do not become at- 
tached to it, it is transitory." 


Attachment can be described as: any feeling which emotionally ties one 
to or causes desire for an object, including persons, places and things. The 
erroneous premise which manifests as attachment is the idea that happi- 
ness comes from something outside of oneself. Thus, we act in ways that 
we think will bring or hold objects close to us, which we think will bring us 
happiness, forgetting that WE are GOD and that GOD is everywhere and in 
all things. Therefore, in this World of constant gain and loss, we cannot 
own or hold anything, rather we must realize that we are supremely full, we 
are everything and since all is GOD, nothing is really being gained or lost. 
In situations of prosperity as well as in situations of adversity, we are ever 
full. Recall the teaching of Djehuti: "As Above, So Below." 
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Actions which are characterized by a feeling of attachment (described 
above) are detrimental to spiritual attainment and to the enjoyment of life 
because such actions invariably lead to disappointment, disillusionment 
and mental anguish (agitation). For example, if one engages in an act for 
the purpose of pleasing someone else or even to please oneself with the 
idea of deriving some benefit from the person or situation, be it material or 
psychological, one is leaving one's feeling of contentment and happiness 
open to the whims of others or to chance. In this example, one is attached 
to outside factors as determiners for one's mental state. 


In this world of relativity, it is certain that every situation will not be 
pleasing or in keeping with our every expectation. Therefore, if one's intent 
is to achieve a state of equanimity (Maat), then one must strive to find the 
balance within one's own heart (mind) because this is the only factor which 
one can truly control: one's perceptions and reactions. One must under- 
stand that ultimately, one is the ruler of one's own self. That self is identic- 
al with all existence, and is supremely full and therefore, has no need for 
outside approval, validation or fulfillment. Our ignorance of this fact leads 
us to make our happiness dependent on factors outside of ourselves. 


Through the incorporation of the teachings in our daily activities and by 
incorporating the practice of reflection and meditation, it is possible to in- 
tuitively discover this fact. One who understands this teaching would act 
because he or she wants to out of the "goodness" of their heart, not because 
they are looking for happiness by making others happy or by expectin: 
something in return from them; these factors are sys variable an 
therefore illusory. Since all is the Self, when one acts in the interest of oth- 
ers or the world, one is acting for oneself. In this manner, actions in the 
world may be undertaken with full responsibility for one's own actions. 
One's contentment with oneself and one's acceptance of one's actions as 
virtuous and the relinquishment of the outcomes, favorable or not, leave 
no room for mental agitation or anguish. Thus, full enjoyment of the world 
and happiness are best achieved with a mental attitude of detachment, liv- 
ing in a way which promotes purity of heart: decreasing mental disturb- 
ance (agitation) and increasing peace. 


From The Stele of Djehuti-Nefer: 
"Consume pure foods and pure thoughts with pure hands, adore celestial 


beings, become associated with wise ones: sages, saints and prophets; 
make offerings to GOD." 
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The association with sages (Good Association) is seen as a primary way 
to accelerate one's spiritual development. In India the process is known as 
"Satsanga." 


On Ignorance 


"The wickedness of the soul is ignorance; the virtue of the soul is 
knowledge." 


"Who is it that affirms most boldly? Who is it that holds his opinion most 
obstinately? Ever they who hath most ignorance; for they also have most 
pride." 


Ignorance is the root of all evil, pain and suffering, therefore, the end of 
ignorance is the main goal of the teachings. 


On Pain 


"As joy is not without its alloy of pain, so neither is sorrow without its 
portion of pleasure." 


All high philosophical systems deal with the question of suffering. If 
viewed honestly, all facets of life are seen to be full of suffering; even those 
situations which appear to be joyous eventually lead one to the pain of dis- 
appointment when it is not possible to maintain them or to repeat them 
when one wishes to do so. Therefore, pleasurable situations, when not ex- 
perienced with philosophical insight, lead to further mental agitation 
(pain). Egyptian philosophy states that the cause of pain and suffering is 
due to ignorance, ignorance of one's true self. In Indian Philosophy, the 
idea of pain is categorized into three causes and the chains of pain. In real- 
ity we are spirits but we suffer pain because: 
Three causes of pain: 


1- Pain caused from one's own body and mind (physical/mental diseases, 
one's own actions). 

2- Pain caused by others. 

3- Pain caused by acts of GOD (hurricanes, earthquakes). 


The Chains of pain: 


1-We come into a physical body. 
2-We come into a body because there is mental agitation. 
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3-There is agitation because there is desire caused by attachments and 
hatred, you either want something or hate something else (never at peace). 
4-There are attachments and hatred in the mind because the ego is in con- 
trol (sense of duality). You do not see that everything is GOD so you like 
some things or hate others. This leads to mental agitation. 


5- The ego is in control because you identify with it and you believe it is 
real and it has real desires for objects of the world as if they really exist. 
6-The ego-personality exists because of ignorance. The soul ignorantly 
identifies with the ego-personality and its wants and desires and in so do- 
ing, suffers along with it. To remove pain from life it is necessary break the 
chain of pain which has ignorance at its root. 


On Suffering 
"Suffering in search of truth gives true meaning to the truth." 
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"To suffer, is a necessity entailed upon your nature, would you prefer that 
miracles should protect you from its lessons or shalt you repine, because 
it happened unto you, when lo it happened unto all? Suffering is the 
golden cross upon which the rose of the Soul unfolds.” 


On Humility 


"HUMILITY is a greater virtue than defying death; it triumphs over van- 
ity and conceit; conquer them in yourself first!" 


Cultivating humility is a way to control your ego; the Ba cannot dwell in a 
mind full of itself. 


Law of Cause and Effect (Karma) 
"Everything we do is sowing, and all of our experiences are harvests." 


"Every cause has its Effect; every Effect has its Cause; everything hap- 
pens according to Law; Chance is a name for Law unrecognized; there 
are many planes of causation, but nothing escapes the Law." 


"O think not, bold man, because thy punishment is delayed, that the arm 

of God is weakened; neither flatter thyself with hopes that the Supreme 

winketh at thy doings; Its eye pierces the secrets D. every heart, and re- 
membered are they for ever..." 
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On Moodiness and Depression 
"To change your mood or mental state, change your vibration." 
"To destroy an undesirable rate of mental vibration, concentrate on the 
opposite 
vibration to the one to be suppressed." 
"What is the source of sadness, but feebleness of the mind? What gives it 


power but the want of reason? Rouse yourself to the combat, and it quits 
the field before you strike." 


Right Action Maat-Meskhenet Yoga (Karma Yoga) 


"Be industrious, let thine eyes be open, lest thou become a beggar, for the 
man that is idle cometh not to honor."

Contentment is a difficult feeling to develop because we mostly spend 
our time thinking about what we need to accomplish in the future or what 
we did or didn't do in the past. Other times we worry about what might 
happen in the future or regret what happened in the past. Sometimes we 
worry about what someone else is doing or not doing (why can't they just 
listen to me?, I know the best way! etc.), or what disastrous mistakes were 
made. Upon closer investigation, all attainments of a worldly nature occur 
in the realm of relative reality. Therefore, all worldly accomplishments, re- 
gardless of their far reaching or minute consequences, are bound to a sure 
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end and will eventually be forgotten as the pages of history turn. Even 
those who appear to have had the greatest impact on the world have faded 
into the mist of history. Therefore, it must be clear that ALL worldly attain- 
ments are only pursuits of a mental illusion if they are pursued from an 
egotistical psychological outlook. More important than "what" we do is 
"how" we do it. Are we working to achieve "purity of heart", the virtue and 
mental peace which comes from "washing the heart" (see page 189). 


The ego places importance on what it accomplished in the past or what 
"needs" to be accomplished in the future, not realizing the illusoriness of 
its desires. The person whose spirit identifies with the ego driven mind will 
believe that achievements in the realm of time and space (relative reality) 
are "really real", thus placing mental thinking time either into the future or 
the past. Consequently, a form of "automatic consciousness" develops in 
which the "present moment" is lost. 


The present moment is where spiritual development best occurs. It is 
also where life may be lived most fully. Those who do not live in the 
present wake up one day after 10, 20, 30 or 40 years on a job, ready to re- 
tire, wondering "where did my life go?" Shortly thereafter they die, having 
spent their last few years regretting what they did not do or should have 

one with their lives. 


A poor person worries about getting money and possessions whereas a 
rich person worries about losing them. Neither one has mental peace. 
Therefore, it is not one's circumstances that determines whether or not one 
has mental peace, but it is one's attitude in dealing with circumstances that 
is the crucial factor in achieving mental peace and contentment. 


Contentment is only possible when the mind is freed from illusions 
about the past and the future. When the mind finally realizes that the 
"past" and the "future" really do not exist, then it will be possible for it to 
explore the "eternal present moment", for as modern physics concurs with 
ancient philosophy, time as well as space are dependent on the conscious- 
ness of the individual perceiver. Therefore, a minute for one person could 
be a year for another, depending on their conscious perception. Ancient 
philosophy states that time along with all other things in the realm of "time 
and space" are illusions created by our own consciousness. They are relat- 
ive realities. What is normally called "time" or what seems to be the pas- 
sage of time is nothing but an interval of eternity, a segment which the 
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mind chooses to call an interval and therefore construct the idea of "the 
passing of time." 


Wars, regardless of whether they are between the sexes, races or coun- 
tries, are external reflections of the inability of those involved to sublimate 
their egos, to conquer their enemy (hate) within themselves. Thus, instead 
of doing battle with one's own fears and moral failings, the battle is extern- 
alized. Others are blamed for one's problems. One who is on the spiritual 
path must understand that the physical world is different for each person 
who is not enlightened because hey use their mind instead of their heart to 
perceive reality. Therefore, a situation which may be pleasurable for one 
person may be painful for another. Thus, if the ego-personality dominates 
a persons perceptions of reality, that person will be living in their own 
world. In addition, it must be understood that our experiences in the phys- 
ical world are based on our internal state of spiritual development (state of 
wisdom consciousness). 


If we are currently unhappy with the state of the world (external) be- 
cause of crime, war, pollution, hatred, etc., then we must search ourselves 
to be sure we are trying to eliminate those negatives within ourselves. We 
need to evaluate the purity of our thoughts (a form of spiritual food). As we 
purify our minds, our bodies will become purified as well. From there we 
will affect all that we come in contact with, thereby becoming a true point 
of light in the universe. 


This transformation will be reflected in our mentations (thoughts, de- 
sires, feelings) and therefore, in our actions. Thus, having conquered the 
true enemies (ego-personality, selfishness, ignorance, etc.) within our 
minds, there will be no need or desire to conquer or hoard external objects 
or persons since we now know these to be nothing but our very selves. 


All that truly exists is eternity. The best way to realize this is to reflect on 
the teachings just given and to promote "mindfulness" in every area of 
one's life, to live more and more in the present moment, and then to con- 
stantly meditate on this great truth. Contentment is for now and always, 
not for tomorrow or when "I accomplish this or that" or when "I get this or 
that." Contentment also means feeling satisfied with oneself and with what 
one is, what one has at the present moment with supreme thankfulness 
and peace, but it does not mean that achievements should not be pursued 
or plans made. Living in the present simply means being happy now, work- 
ing now, enjoying now, having peace now and letting the future unfold. It 
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means accepting the outcome of actions whatever they may be without re- 
sentment or remorse, realizing that one is always doing one's best and only 
one's best is expected and demanded by life. Thereafter, whether the pro- 
ject is successful or not is up to NETER.

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In the pyramid texts of Unas it is stated: "Unas has taken possession of 
Saa and Hu".Saa protects us with mystical, magical powers bestowed by 
true understanding which lead to wisdom: "DJEHUTI" 

Wisdom bestows control over ones Shai (Fortune) and Renenet (ability to 
reap one's fortune) and therefore one's Meskhenet (Destiny - Karma). 
One's destiny depends on one's WISDOM! 
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The control of emotions must be understood as a practical as well as 
spiritual reality. As long as the physical form exists, there will be emotions 
and desires. The teaching of self control does not imply that emotions are 
not felt and experienced, even by a highly advanced Sage. However, it does 
imply that those feelings and emotions whose source is the physical form 
(body) are understood to be something separate from the innermost self. 
As an actor portrays a character and yet is separate from the character in 
reality, so too the Sage understands that the body and mind react to the en- 
vironment. The soul of the Sage "acts" through the physical form. There- 
fore, emotions and responses are viewed with dispassion at all times. This 
is not to say that a highly advanced person who identifies with the spirit 
may not seek to fulfil certain desires of the body, i.e. eating, exercising or 
sleeping, since at this point these would be in accord with the higher self 
(divine will): taking care of the temple of the spirit (the body). If for some 
reason, the desire or pursuit does not fructify (come to fulfillment), it 
would be of no loss to the Sage. Whereas the ordinary person usually la- 
ments and engages in mental anxiety over the failure of a particular project 
or at the loss of an object of desire, the sage would view both positive and 
negative outcomes in the same way, with dispassion and contentment. This 
is possible because the Sage is supremely happy and fulfilled through the 
identification with the spirit instead of with the body (matter) and with the 
physical objects of desire which can never lead to supreme fulfillment. The 
Sage exists in the world for the sake of carrying out the divine will and 
therefore, experiences the world as a form of recreation. In Indian philo- 
sophy, the term "Leela" or divine sport is used to describe the Sage's 
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attitude toward the world. For a Sage it is only at the time of death that the 
emotions and physical responses end. At the time of death, the person who 
has controlled the mind and reached the understanding of spiritual reali 
and identification with it (Sage, Saint) will not be led to experiences of hell 
or heaven which lead the soul back to earth in search of fulfillment of de- 
sires. The Sage will "merge with the Sundisk" and dissolve into the infinite 
and eternal ocean of existence: GOD.

All things in creation (matter) came from the original "ONENESS", the 
original NETER.

The soul (part of NETER) forgets it is 
NETER and sees itself as an individual among many individuals. In giving 
rise to matter, NETER has created the illusion of duality, separation from 
itself. The illusion of separation gives rise to feelings such as fear, greed, 
hatred, and anger, because the individual believes he / she must fight for 
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his / her survival. Since the individual does not remember that he / she is 
immortal and a part of all other beings, he / she develops the idea of look- 
ing out for self and of having a good time since "you only live once". This 
imbalance develops due to ignorance about one's spiritual nature, there- 
fore, ignorance is the root of all evils. 


NETER is the Absolute Reality which lies beyond time and space. 
NETER is boundlessness, formlessness, timelessness, etc. We are 
NETER.Matter exists because NETER sustains it through the qualities of 
material existence. Matter is subject to existence within time and space, 
coldness, movement, and solidification into a physical form, tending to be 
drawn toward its original perfect state of equilibrium which existed before 
the apparent duality. As such, these are divine principles that affect every 
"physical" object including the human body. The primordial state of our 
true being is spirit because the very same "matter" that is given life, owes 
its existence to spiritual energy (soul). In order to have worldly experience, 
our spirit projects or clothes itself with matter. In so doing, the spirit for- 

ets that it is spirit and "identifies" with the matter which composes the 

ody. Looking for fulfillment and led by desires, the spirit, now clothed in 
matter, acts in ways which are in accordance with the laws of matter but 
because it remains ignorant of the underlying spiritual reality, the laws of 
matter, which originally were divine, become expressed as satanic or de- 
moniac behaviors: fear, avarice, selfishness, vanity, hatred, passion, the 
endless (though unfulfilling) accumulation of objects or overindulgence in 
sexuality. 


In and of themselves, time and space are not evil, however, when the 
spirit becomes identified with the limited concept of time and space, evil in 
the form of egotistical, self centered behavior emerges. The symbol for time 
and space, is the cross (+). The spirit is symbolically crucified on the cross 
of time and space when it enters into physical form. The passion of Jesus is 
a symbol of the passion experienced by every soul which comes into phys- 
ical form. The task therefore, is to return to the primordial state of fulfill- 
ment by spiritualizing matter, one's own body and consciousness (mind), 
by identifying with our spiritual nature. Evil itself provides a road to realiz- 
ation of its own "wrongness" because evil actions create consequences of 
pain, suffering and death which allow the superficial mental consciousness 
to awaken to its deeper divine self, and eventually to discover the true 
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equilibrium it cannot find in the world of time and space. The human form 
is the only one in which consciousness can "realize" itself to be both physic- 
al and spiritual at the same time. The way to "realize" one's spiritual nature 
is to hold the qualities of matter and spirit in the balance (MAAT) through 
virtuous actions such as selfless service, non-covetousness, etc. and by 
"crucifying" evil ideas, feelings or intentions when they arise in the mind. 


Evil goads good (positivity) out of its complacency unto strength and 
higher wisdom through the struggle to overcome evil. 


Therefore, there is really no such thing as good or evil. These are dis- 
tinctions made by the ignorant who are unaware of the interconnectedness 
of everything and everyone in the Universe. Through the struggle of posit- 
ive versus negative, Heru and Set, Ying and Yang, Giving and Receiving, 
the GREAT LAW of duality dictates positive or negative consequences ac- 
cording to our actions in handling circumstances. 


Ignorance is the sure way to EVIL, SLAVERY, DISEASE and DEATH 
whereas knowledge and its correct application will lead to good physical 
and spiritual health on this earth and beyond. Therefore, armed with this 
understanding, one stops wishing that evil or negativity did not exist in the 
world. One understands firstly, that in labeling something evil or negative, 
we are making a judgment based on our individual perceptions and 
secondly, that they exist to show the way toward correctness, justice and 
righteousness; rather then, seek to learn from evil the true direction and 
destiny of thy divine Ba (self). One can then appreciate that the universe is 
set up in a system wherein everything that comes into being, becomes 
dual. In so doing, each side, positive and negative, works with the other to 
complement and urge the other unto greater and greater heights. 


Since in the idea of a universal whole of creation, all is connected, good 
and evil do not really exist. They are only terms used to denote "opposites" 
in creation with no "good" or "bad" connotations. The idea of good and evil 
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is only an illusion created by our own minds so that we may discern and 
differentiate, in effect, that we may judge between different courses of ac- 
tion to thereby interact in time and space and provide for our own well be- 
ing. In our usual context, negative is used to denote a bad experience 
while positive is used to denote a wonderful experience. 


In this context, positive describes: upward, forward movement, expan- 
sion of consciousness learning lessons of life, progress, life, health, etc. 
Negative then becomes the opposite: complacency, contraction of con- 
sciousness, not following the universal laws, illness, death and 
reincarnation. 

Since we are spiritual beings, all situations we encounter which may be 
judged by our egos as "good" or "bad", may be viewed as positive since they 
provide us with the opportunity to perfect our practice of self-control, dis- 
cipline and wisdom in dealing with situations which evoke passion, anger, 
hatred, lust or even elation and exuberance. This attitude towards life will 
lead us to attain purity of heart and enlightenment. 
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In Chapter 17 line 39-42 in the Egyptian Book of Coming Forth By Day, the 
idea of matter and its relationship to the spirit and the purification process 
through virtuous living are explained when the initiate speaks as follows: 


"I have made an end of my failings, I have removed my defects. 
What then is it? The separation of the corruptible matter, it is the 
initiate, triumphant before the Gods all. Driven away are all of 
the defects which belong to him. What is this then? This is the 
purification on the day of his new birth." 


The Devil 
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All evil is born out of the ignorance of the mind. Due to ignorance of our 
true nature, we forget we really are one with all other beings. We begin to 
think we are individuals (egoism) who must struggle against other indi- 
viduals and we develop a fear of death. Due to ignorance, we hurt others by 
acting in evil ways. Thus, due to ignorance we commit crimes against oth- 
ers, the world and ourselves. Thus, we become "evil-doers", Devils. 


It is therefore important to be careful not to become extreme in one's 
thoughts, to be understanding of others and to look at the worth of each in- 
dividual since there are people who engage in devilish behavior on every 
continent of the world. From this understanding it is perhaps possible to 
see a larger and more beautiful view of the world and of creation as we ex- 
pand our consciousness beyond the restrictions of any particular religious 
doctrine to understand that devilish behavior is a factor of our degree of 
separation from the ONENESS, separation which is caused by our own ig- 
norance since the oneness is always there if we only purify our hearts 
(minds) in order that we may perceive it (oneness) through our inner vis- 
ion (Eye of Heru). 


On Steadfastness

Li"TIam steadfast, son of steadfast, conceived and born in the region of 
steadfastness. " 


In steadfastness their is harmony, because they who remain sturdy in 
the application of the wisdom they have gained through knowledge, study, 
experience and meditation will not be affected by the emotions or the 
worldly conditions. 


The wise (Sages, Saints) are secure (steadfast) in the knowledge of their 
own connection to the universe and immortality; they know that worldly 
things are temporal and therefore, they live with thoughts which are elev- 
ated far above the worldly reality which so many think is important enough 
to die for or go crazy over. They know that GOD'S plan is perfect and that 
there are no coincidences. They understand that all circumstances (good or 
bad) are illusions, so they live beyond them, unaffected by the outcomes. 
Their sole mission is to live within the splendor of absolute reality and to 
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assist others who wish to achieve the same joy, the joy that is not fleetin 
as are the earthly pleasures, but that which is transcendental and eternal 
(bliss). 


It is in the steadfastness of wisdom that our true essence lies, and not in 
bodies subject to the changes of the world. As immortal and eternal soul- 
spirits, we can rise above the trials and tribulations which sway most 
people emotionally. 


In steadfastness, happiness does not depend on the world but rather on 
one's own connection with the CREATOR and one's own spiritual develop- 
ment: remembering and reclaiming one's own original essence: 
HERUHOOD. 


In the tradition of Vedanta Philosophy from India, Lord Krishna (see 
Heru and Krishna) explains steadfastness as follows: 


"Just as the embodied self enters childhood, youth and old age, so does it 
enter another body. This does not confound a STEADFAST man."* 


*From the Bhagavad Gita 


Steadfastness is knowing that since ALL that exists is GOD, ONE being, 
there is no world of multiple objects. An enlightened being knows that even 
though He or She does "things," performs various actions within the world, 
his or her true self deep within is not the body. The spirit (BA-Soul) is the 
true actor. The body is a perishable illusion. In effect, anything they do in 
the world is interacting with the "self." Therefore, from a philosophical 
point of view, they really are doing nothing; thus, there is inaction (peace) 
in action. 


If we have a conversation with someone "else" we are really having a 
conversation with another piece of GOD, who is US (the same "SELF"). 


One who is steadfast in this knowledge and acts accordingly, under- 
stands that the world is "created" for GOD to interact with GOD. We are 
all immortal "pieces of GOD" as it were. Therefore, GOD cannot hurt or kill 
GOD. There is no birth or death, only a mental illusion of these exists. 
Those who believe in this illusion will be subject to it. Just as a person 
who is emotionally upset when their new car is crashed, the person who is 
too attached to anything in the world, including their body, is emotionally 
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devastated at the thought of its loss. As a car may be replaced, so too our 
bodies are replaced through reincarnation. 

This wisdom allows us to be dispassionate and detached from the ob- 
jects and temptations of the world. Detachment allows the mind to be free 
from agitation. A mind free from agitation can engage in introspection and 
peace. Introspection leads us to the discovery of our innermost self: our 
"Heruhood." 


Through peace of mind, we are able to concentrate on our worldly en- 
deavors and on the necessary VIRTUES and QUALITIES to attain 
HERUHOOD. 


DISCIPLINE 
The WILL to pursue our aspirations, and the strength to make them a 
reality. 


EQUANIMITY 
Emotional stability that comes from maintaining a balanced mind in situ- 
ations of gain or loss. The serenity of knowing one's true self at all times, 
first through achieving intellectual knowledge and then through direct 
experience. 


DISPASSION and DETACHMENT 
(See Love and Joy) 


CONTENTMENT 
You are the universe. All is inside you. What else is needed? 


FEARLESSNESS 
You are all, therefore you cannot be afraid of your self. 


The Sage knows that the SPIRIT, SELF OR BA, is immortal and eternal. 
NOTHING that happens in the world can destroy or change it. So THERE 
IS NO NEED to grieve for the loss of a loved one or the loss of an object. To 
live and act with this knowledge as the basis of one's every day conscious- 
ness is to maintain : 

STEADFASTNESS.

Fear is overcome through the power of wisdom, gained through learning 
the teachings, meditating on them and applying them in every day situ- 
ations of life. 


As one explores the occult (hidden) world, through introspection and 
meditation, one will discover that what is commonly called "DEATH" is not 
death at all, but just a different form of consciousness which one will ex- 
perience in another part of one's spirit. Self discovery is nothing more than 
the exploration of ihe realm usually referred to by the ignorant as death. 
The process of this experience is apprehensive at first, but as one gradually 
becomes used to the experiences of lights, sounds, apparitions, leaving the 
body, telepathy, etc., these impressions will become part of one's subcon- 
scious as well as one's conscious mind. 

The goal is to be equally comfortable in all levels of experience and ex- 
istence, to be one with the Universal Soul. This process may take days, 
weeks, months, years or lifetimes, depending on one's level of discipline, 
desire, love for all things, understanding, patience, devotion to GOD and 
fearlessness.

You may not yet understand your experiences but you know that they 
point to the fact that there is something beyond the ordinary states of 
consciousness: 


WAKING, DREAM AND DEEP SLEEP. 
On Patience, Perseverance and Forgiveness. 


These three ideas are important since the road is long and only those 
who can endure will attain the coveted goal. In gauging the progress of 
our spiritual discipline, DO NOT judge yourself on the basis of if you have 
ad a "good" meditation or if you are able to understand all of the teach- 
ings or if you have acted wrongly. 


There will be ups and downs in your psychological journey. Sometimes 
you may stop ad. wonder if you are "doing the right thing and if the way 
you feel is normal." If at all, judgment of one's progress on the spiritual 
path should be based upon one's emotional detachment to worldly objects 
including people, which allows one to experience inner peace and the abil- 
ity to control one's emotions, anger in particular. You will have to forgive 
yourself when you do not perform up to your expectation. 


Emotional detachment is not to be confused with adopting a non-caring 
attitude, with alienation of others or physical separation from the world. 
One must try one's best to perform one's duties to perfection, while separ- 
ating one's self from the actions. 


Detachment and dispassion are mental disciplines. What good would it 
do to give up all your possessions only to be upset later because you were 
not ready to "give it MPO or "can't believe what you have done"? Rather, 
develop a feeling of "J can take it or leave it" or "I will be the same with or 
without it" or "success or failure depends on the Neters; it is their will." 
The idea that: "my body is just an instrument of GOD (the inner, higher 
self)" should be cultivated. Understand that "J am a servant of GOD and 
my ego is a changeable illusion." Further understand "I am one with the 
NETER NETERU." In this manner, if the project fails or succeeds, you will 
remain as before, calm, at peace and in control, as is the observing BA, 
which is who you really are anyway. 


Eventually, through sustained effort, it will require no "thinking" and 
one will develop strength of will to "do what is MAAT (truth, justice, 
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righteousness)." One will begin to act consciously, aware of everything one 
does and every motivating thought that has come into one's mind. One will 
"know" which thoughts are righteous and which are not. 


One will learn to "tell the difference between the real and the unreal." 
One will see the pettiness and ignorance of war, hate, greed, racism, sex- 
ism, attachment to possessions, and attachment to people (people who are 
variable, changeable and who at one time may love you and later may hurt 
you). One will now be able to attach yourself to GOD who is everything. 


"Complacency, regret and sorrow are the discouragers from Set (evil); 
know that ye are Gods with a divine destiny; discouragers are but transi- 
ent distractions leading away from the path of light."

TRUE love and joy cannot be found in the physical world. Upon reflec- 
tion, one will see that the "pursuit of happiness" in the physical world, 
which one is taught to pursue from one's childhood, is a mistaken concept 
of reality: a relative reality, an illusion. 


On Love and Joy 


If there was an object or person that could provide true happiness, it 
would have universal appeal. It would make everyone happy all the time. 
Reflection on this point will reveal that there is no such object or person in 
the Universe. The mind is so constructed that it becomes bored with the 
objects of the world, with people and with the pleasures of the senses. It is 
the deep rooted need to experience complete bliss (searching for self), 
which makes us want to go back and pursue the same activity or object 
which provided short term gratification (mental serenity), again and again. 
Each time we return to the source of this illusory pleasure, we convince 
ourselves that the experience will be "better this time." If we are unable to 
return to the perceived source of pleasure we then become depressed and 
upset (disappointed). 


Upsetness constitutes agitation of the mind. Agitation of the mind pre- 
vents peace of mind from occurring. This is the painful, suffering process 
of life as it is referred to by the Sages. 
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The emotional attachment is dispelled when one realizes the wisdom of 
the teaching. One will become more and more DETACHED and 
DISPASSIONATE towards the objects of the world and towards other per- 
sonalities and egos. This will allow one to have more control over one's 
senses and passions. Peace of mind will now be possible. One will use ob- 
jects and possessions but will not be attached to them, because one will 
know that nothing belongs to oneself. This is easily demonstrated when 
someone "dies" and have to leave all of their worldly possessions behind. 
Ownership is really an illusion. 


Peace of mind is required for listening, reflection and understanding of 
the teachings and the development of true love and joy. True love and joy 
comes from discovering that GOD is within oneself and all creation; this is 
the coveted goal, the reason for existence on earth. The ULTIMATE "FUN": 
to live on all planes of existence (physical, astral, causal and absolute) at 
once, in balance (MAAT). One can love all people equally, understanding 
and forgiving their frailties since one now understands that their search for 
self is what is driving them; this however, is occurring in an unconscious 
(ignorant) way. One is able to see when one is "looking for love in all the 
wrong places." For those who ask, you can provide guidance based on your 
level of development. You will want to share your peace and wisdom with 
all, but you will also understand that others have their own lessons to 
learn, so they can only be helped to the extent that they are ready to grow. 
Growth is sometimes painful. iving up one way of thinking for another, 
and some may not be able to change a particular habit or trait in this life 
time. 


Joy comes from expanding our consciousness because, since our true 
nature is that of spirit, the spirit finds joy in exploring the spiritual realm. 
Pain and sorrow come from experiences of disease, weakness, inability to 
control one's life, feeling like a victim of circumstances (a pawn), being un- 
able to control one's emotions and moods, etc. Once one's mind is trained 
to understand and accept the reality of the spiritual world, it is free to ex- 
plore that world, thereby making it possible for the soul to feel true joy at 
experiencing the realm beyond the physical body. 


Through attainment of Heruhood, you can be of the greatest service. 
You will "KNOW" the right thing to do or say because you will be connec- 
ted to the source of all things, the Universal consciousness. 
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"Those who through the error of attachment love their body, abide wan- 
dering in darkness, sensible and suffering the thing: of death, but those 
who realize that the body is but the tomb of the Soul, rise to immortality."

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"LO THE MISERABLE ASIATIC" 


DURINGthe ninth dynasty, 3000 B.C.E., before the first Eurasian invasion of Egypt 
by the Hyksos, a Pharaoh passed on to his heir the following wisdom: 


"Lo the miserable Asiatic, he is wretched because of the place he's in, short 
of water, bare of wood. Its paths are many and pain, Tbecause of moun- 
tains. He does not dwell in one place. Food propels his legs. He fights 
since the time of Heru." 


Beware of your environment. Beware of your surroundings. Harshness 
in surroundings and general environment can cause negative stress which 
could lead to an unsettled mind. 


An unsettled mind is difficult to control. A mind that is uncontrollable 
will have difficulty in concentrating. Poor concentration will not allow for 
reflection. Reflection is necessary to make sense of one's situation and to 
gain intellectual understanding. An non-reflective, confused or "Wrong 
thinking" mind will have difficulty meditating. 


A non- meditating mind will have difficulty in transcending the world of 
apparent dualities. One will be endlessly pulled into the "world" and the 
apparent thoughts going on in the mind. 


As the mind will be caught up in the endless waves of joys and sorrows, 
it will be unable to find peace. A mind filled with too much joy or too much 
sorrow due to its experiences in the world will be equally agitated and one 
will have difficulty concentrating and calming down. One extreme (ex. Joy) 
leads to another (ex. Pain). 


The concept of the "Miserable Asiatic" became known in Egypt as the 
concept of "The Land of Heru and the Land of Set". Since Set is the God of the 
desert, the Asiatics, who dwelt in the desert lands, became identified with 
Set and therefore, Setian behavior (impulsive, selfish, brute force, etc.). 


WRONG THINKING 


Wrong thinking implies misunderstanding the nature and purpose of 
life. Wisdom is gained from listening, study, experience, reflection (taking 
out quiet time to think about what has been learned) and meditation. 
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Wrong thinking is characterized by a mind that thinks in a way which 
promotes the lower animal nature thoughts of fighting, survival, sexual 
overindulgence, violence, deceit, anger and pean In the uncontrolled 
mind, there is an endless pursuit of sensory and worldly pleasures which 
are never satiated. The mind is perpetually in pursuit of a fantasy, an illu- 
sion. Thus it never finds peace. The soul that identifies with this agitated 
mind will also think it is agitated and thus will also not find peace. This 
psyche is rendered incapable of higher intellectual achievement because 
the mind is ever occupied with worldly, physical (survival-related) 
concerns. 


"Searching for one's self in the world is the pursuit of an illusion." 
"As you think so shall you become." 
"Virtues fail that are frustrated by passion at every turn." 


"As a rock on the sea shore, stand firm, and let not the dashing of the 
waves disturb you. Raise your head like a tower on a hill, and the arrows 
of fortune drop at your feet. In the instant of danger, the courage of your 

heart will sustain you, and the steadiness of your mind beareth you 

through."

NETER NETERU (GOD), no desires or mental agitations will arise because 
when one experiences GOD within one's BA (soul), there is complete fulfill- 
ment of all desires. Therefore, there 
is now the state of supreme mental balance, HETEP(supreme peace).

The four Sons of Heru 
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The aim of all Teachings is to effect the "Weaving of Heru" inside of us, 
that is to say, to transform ourselves into a Heru (to achieve Heruhood). 
Heru is sustained by his four sons, who were represented by the four vis- 
cera which were removed from the body of the deceased at the time of em- 
balment. In order to achieve Heruhood, these organs must be maintained 
in good health. Modern neuro-science has discovered that all cells in our 
body outside of the brain and central nervous system are capable of re- 
sponding to thought by producing similar chemicals as are produced in the 
brain. Thus they can be called "thinking cells". Therefore, the body organs 
and limbs are an extension of the central nervous system. In this context, 
the human consciousness may be taken to any part of the body by simply 
concentrating on that part, to direct healing forces there, to insure proper 
mental energy distribution on a daily basis or to gain assistance with 
thought processes through using every available part of one's body. Thus, 
by proper diet and meditation on each organ, Life Force energy will be sent 
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to each through the power of conscious will (meditation) and insure the 
proper distribution of creative energies to them. The sons of Heru are: 


Imset (Liver, Man) 

Imset (intelligence) is the one who "Leads his brothers":Hapi, Duamutef and 
Qebbsenuf, (who represent the animal forces). The liver has an important 
role in cleansing the blood and is directly connected to the ego-personality 
and the brain. One glass of water with fresh squeezed lime juice first thing 
in the morning is an excellent liver cleanser. 


Duamutef (Stomach, Jackal) 

Decomposition and digestion transform organic matter to give life. 
Thus, life comes from death. This is the seat of the Sun (Ra) located at the 
solar plexus. 


Hapi (Lungs, Baboon) 

Through the lungs, Life Force is introduced to the body along with the 
air we breath. This air and Life Force then enters into the heart-lung circuit 
wherein it is exchanged with the impurities within. Breath is life. 


Qebbsenuf (Small Intestine, Hawk) 

Qebbsenuf means: "He refreshes his brothers." The small intestines provide 
refreshment by modifying food material in order that it may be 
assimilated. 


Anpu, the Jackal God, is said to be the keeper of the "secret", the "Open- 
er of the Way" to spiritual evolution. Like the Arc of the Covenant in the 
Christian Bible which housed the remains of the ten commandments, Anpu 
sits atop (guards) the Arc which contains the organs of Asar. The object of 
spiritual and physical health is to be in harmony with one's organs since 
they will be examined by Djehuti and the other 42 judges of MAAT for 
righteousness and truth. Taking care of the body and eating foods that will 
purify the physical atoms (sanctified food) are thus of paramount import- 
ance because these have an impact on the entire vibrational aspect of the 
mind. Lower vibrations are dense, therefore, favoring denser thoughts. 
Lighter foods such as fruits and vegetables favor higher vibrations thereby 
producing favorable conditions upon which to raise one's mental aspect to 
the higher spiritual levels. 
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In the *PEPI I Pyramid Texts it is stated: 


"Command the Living One, The son of Sothis (Heru), 
To speak for this Pepi, 
To establish for Pepi a seat in the Sky! 
Commend this Pepi to the Great Nobel, 
The beloved of Ptah, 
To speak for this Pepi, 
To make flourish his jar-stands on earth, 
For Pepi is one with these four Gods: 
Imset, Hapi, Duamutef, Kebhsenuf, 
o live by MAAT." 


*Pepi represents the King or Queen - a perfected human being. 


On The Earth 


From the Egyptian Book of Coming Forth By Day, the laws of Maat on pro- 
tecting the ecology: 


(15) "I HAVE NOT LAID WASTE THE PLOUGHED LANDS." 
(36) "I HAVE NEVER BEFOULED THE WATER." 


Establishing and honoring our connection to the earth is very important 
both symbolically and as a matter of absolute reality. As discussed in the 
section entitled "Modern Physics", all creation, the land, air, water, the 
heavens and all life forms are really one being. It is therefore important to 
preserve nature because in doing so, we are preserving ourselves. Existence 
in physical human form is not possible without a physical location in which 
to interact and evolve. Keeping a small garden from which one can estab- 
lish a connection with the miracle of the growth of a seed into a life sus- 
taining plant is an excellent way to provide a connection to the earth as 
well as sustenance for oneself. Other benefits are obvious, independence 
from artificial and destructive food sources (supermarkets and non-organic 
farms), and a connection to the energy in the earth. It is important for one 
to keep elevated (Godly) thoughts in one's mind from the tilling of the soil 
to the consumption of the food, to ensure that it will carry the highest vi- 
brational quality (purity). 


On Recreation 
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Recreation is a seldom discussed topic in philosophical treatises. It is 
usually seen as an "activity that is performed" in order to achieve some 
kind of regeneration of one's physical and psychological self. Also it is seen 
as a source of "fun" and excitement. From a deeper investigation, the un- 
derstanding of commonly accepted forms of recreation becomes inad- 
equate because "activity" based recreational activities have built into them, 
the elements of disappointment. Usually they are based on competition 
which pits individuals or teams against each other in a format that is de- 
signed to produce and promote conflict. Upon closer investigation and un- 
derstanding, it becomes clear that the mind seeks to place itself in the most 
"pleasurable" environment or situations possible. However, the search 
leads it to believe that these situations will be found in "activities" there- 
fore, whenever it experiences something pleasurable it seeks to repeat the 
activity. If the activity involves "winning" a game, it is bound for disap- 
pointment since that cannot occur each time the activity is undertaken. If 
the times of disappointment are used for introspection, it will become ob- 
vious that there is more to life on this earth besides that which can be seen, 
felt, touched, heard or smelled. A whole new world opens for exploration 
and true recreation. 


True recreation is fully conscious, detached and peaceful. Only then is it 
possible to "feel" and appreciate the nature of one's being, of creation itself. 
The highest degree of recreation is therefore experienced at the point of en- 
lightenment, when Heruhood is realized. Here, every activity in life be- 
comes "play". Life itself becomes a "divine sport". In Indian Vedanta philo- 
sophy this concept is called "Leela". There develops a continuous blissful 
feeling which does not pass from moment to moment as with those who 
move from activity to activity searching for a thrill to make them "feel 
alive," but existence becomes eternity, right in the very present moment. 
As modern physics shows, time is only a mental concept people put on in- 
tervals of eternity. The only reason why we believe time actually passes is 
because our minds are always concerned with the past or future events and 
rarely with the present moment. Raising one's spiritual awareness means 
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becoming alive in the present, the here and now (see simple meditation). 
Recreation becomes a means to re-create one's consciousness at every mo- 
ment instead of a means to forget oneself and to pass the time. 


Life problems and situations become easy to deal with regardless of 
what happens because you understand that your existence does not depend 
on them, in fact they depend on you, and furthermore, as Ra rises each 
morning, there is a cycle set up by the Neters so that nothing lasts for ever 
in the cosmos. All things good and bad progress in an endless cycle. So 
negative situations will eventually give way to better ones and vice versa. 
Thus, armed with this higher understanding, life itself becomes play in the 
deepest sense of the meaning. Even though externally participating in life's 
victories and defeats, internally one becomes a witness to life rather than a 
participant who is bound to the apparent reality. Mere intellectual know- 
ledge of this is far reaching but the intuitive realization of it within one's 
own consciousness is beyond words. 


On Relationships[v] 


It should be clear by now to the reader that he or she is not the body, the 
mind, the senses, nor the ego-personality. Further, it must be clear that the 
world as our senses perceive it is not what it appears to be. At least intellec- 
tually, you must by now understand that your true identity is the spirit 
which is neither male nor female. Therefore, what is the nature of relation- 
ships in the physical form and what is their purpose? One must understand 
that GOD (one's higher self) places one in situations and relationships 
based on one's own Meskhenet (karmic) identity and desires. Thus, it is 
one's very own consciousness that draws one's relationships to one. As that 
consciousness changes and evolves, so too will one's relationships and 
karmic destiny. Thus, our destiny is not pre-determined, rather, we create 
it at every moment. 
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In coming into the physical realm and vivifying matter (the physical 
body), the spirit gains experience through various situations in the process 
called living. The spirit is continuously striving (evolving) to return to its 
original state of oneness (Hetep) it lost when it became attached to a phys- 
ical form. The problem arises when the mind "believes" itself to be a separ- 
ate entity from others and develops an ego. In forgetting itself, the spirit 
searches for unity, oneness (Maat, The Tao), but in believing what the 
mind tells it through the senses, the spirit (soul) "identifies" with that in- 
formation and thereby begins to search for unity and oneness in the way 
the limited senses and mind have convinced it to search. Childhood is an 
important period in developing one's sense of identity and correct under- 
standing about the nature of reality. The ego-personality develops desires 
and conjures up ideas as to how to achieve the fulfillment of those desires. 
Desire fulfillment is of two types, ignorant and wise. 


The ignorant form of desire fulfillment is based on an erroneous under- 
standing of the nature of one's desires and the way to resolve them. All de- 
sires arise from the need to regain the feeling of infinite bliss which comes 
from achieving unity and supreme peace. Thus, the wise form of desire is 
the desire to attain enlightenment. Due to identification with the mind and 
body, we search for fulfillment (bliss) by trying to satisfy the desires which 
arise in the mind and body, not understanding that the mind and body are 
only instruments that are to be controlled. When the spirit based desire for 
unity becomes confused with the physical body-sense desires, it searches 
for unity by establishing intimate relationships with other individuals. We 
become happy because the performance of sense-based activities tempor- 
arily allows us to release tension in the mind. This temporary release of 
mental tension (agitation) is movement toward an illusion of peace, be- 
cause once the tension has built back up, we must again seek situations 
which will provide the same release. Sometimes, this is attained through 
watching television, overeating, smoking, shopping, sexual activity and 
drugs. For some, when the frustration level builds beyond their ability to 
cope, they attempt suicide or if they perceive someone is a threat to their 
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happiness or if they harbor deep resentment toward someone from the 
present lifetime or a previous one, they may become violent with that per- 
son, even to the point of murder. Since this type of activity is based on an 
erroneous understanding, the desires were never truly met and thereby re- 
surfaced again and again causing an endless cycle based on ignorance. The 
peace (release of tension) we experience is only a glimpse of what is wait- 
ing for us in the enlightened state. 


For these reasons, correct understanding of reality and of one's true 
identity is essential in conquering one's physical-sense desires in order to 
determine the true needs of the soul. The soul needs to expand beyond the 
confines of the physical body, family relationships and the physical world. 
From this position of freedom it experiences true peace and fulfillment 
from which it can then operate most effectively and peacefully in all 
realms. Therefore, all relationships including marriage and family are good 
to the extent that they assist one in achieving the lofty goal of self discov- 
ery. Every situation (good or bad) is a potential source of fulfillment. Dis- 
passion, detachment, study, reflection and meditation along with a wisdom 
oriented participation in the practical world are the ways to achieve su- 
preme fulfillment. One must cultivate dispassionate love, giving without 
expecting something in return. This provides the joy and peace that cannot 
come from possessive (ego based) loving which leaves one open for the 
pain of disappointment. One's own maturity and spiritual insight must 
guide one in deciding which relationships to engage in and to maintain. 
Maat and Djehuti are the best guides. 


Although seemingly a selfish venture, the pursuit of enlightenment is 
the most selfless process which one can engage in because if a person de- 
velops the qualities necessary to achieve the coveted goal, all who come in 
contact with that person will benefit. Since all human beings are in reality 
expressions of the one Supreme Being, the best thing an individual can do 
is to free him / her self from Apopis and Set (feelings of selfishness, mach- 
ismo, feminism, immorality, hate, sadness, sexism, racism, etc. which are 
all ego based mental conditions arising from ignorance). As each individual 
is saved, the world is thus one step closer to salvation. Therefore, doing 
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one's best and then relinquishing the rest to NETER is the preferred 
course. 


In relationships as any other area of life, the keys are honesty, patience, 
and dispassionate love. As one who aspires to achieve the greatest goal, one 
must realize that the road is full of obstacles and challenges. 


Relationships need to be prioritized as follows: 


1- Relationship with NETER comes first.One cannot have 
higher level interactions if one is spiritually unfulfilled. When 
one discovers one's connection to the Universal BA, one's pur- 
pose in life will become clear. From this point, all other rela- 
tionships will occur in harmony with this paramount priority. 
Otherwise, life situations will always seem to be in contradic- 
tion with one's deeper feelings and lead to constant mental 
unrest. 


2- Relationship to a partner. 
3- Relationship to family members. 


4- Relationship to other members of society. 

Finally, for one's own peace, it must be realized that since most relation- 
ships occur in the area of personality-ego and all are karmically based, ab- 
solute honesty and truth is not always possible despite the best efforts of 
the individuals. Conflicts are bound to arise in all relationships. The most 
important factor is how those conflicts are handled. Achieving true unity 
and harmony in a relationship cannot occur if the consciousness of those 
involved remains at an egotistical level. A consciousness which is directed 
to the higher reality, absolute truth, MAAT, The TAO, NIRVANA, 
Christ Consciousness, etc. is required. Then, all the glory and beauty which 
exists above may be brought down and experienced below as well. Then, 
the souls and the matter which they vivify can commune as one. 


Egyptian proverbs on Controlling and Sublimating the 
Sexual Life Force into Spiritual and Psychic Energy/vi] 


"Be circumspect in matters of sexual relations." 
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"Though all men suffer fated things, those led by reason (guided by the 
HIGHER INTELLECT), do not endure suffering with the rest; but since 

they've freed themselves from viciousness, not being bad, they do not suf- 
fer bad. Though having thought fornication or murder but not having 
committed these, the Mind-led man will suffer just as though he had com- 
mitted fornication, and though he be no murderer, as though he had com- 
mitted murder because there was will to commit these things."

On The Spiritual Path 


It is critical to understand that though the spiritual path takes place in 
the world of relative reality, it is essentially an individual journey whereby 
one is led to a level of consciousness that has no friends, no pain, no fun (in 
the ordinary sense), no family, no television, no sex, no illusions, etc., but 
wherein there is a fullness of all things, complete satisfaction and content- 
ment within one's completeness, supreme peace. There is no need to want 
things since one now discovers that one IS ALL THINGS. There is nothing 
to want and also nothing to need. Those who consciously choose the spir- 
itual path must know that they are choosing a more rigorous life of virtue. 
It is far easier to Fais into sensual pleasures and ego desires than to live in 
such a disciplined way. 
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3 LEVELS OF STUDENTS 


The Egyptian System of Mystery (Yoga) Schools had 3 levels of students: 
1- The Mortals 


Students who were being instructed on a 
probationary status, but had not experienced inner 
vision. 


2- The Intelligences 
Students who had attained inner vision and have 
received a glimpse of cosmic consciousness. 


3- The Creators or Beings of Light 
Students who had become IDENTIFIED with or 
UNITED with the light (GOD). 


The TEN Greater Virtues 


"Salvation is the freeing of the soul from its bodily fetters; becoming a 
God through knowledge and wisdom; controlling the forces of the cosmos 
instead of being a slave to them; subduing the loer: nature and through 
awakening the higher self, ending the cycle of rebirth and dwelling with 
the Neters who direct and control the Great Plan."

Once these are mastered and peace of 
mind is achieved, the Seven Liberal Arts (Intellectual Yoga Philosophy) are 
taught in order for the aspirant to master the understanding of his / her 
personal existence as well as the existence of creation. Then the Greater 
Mysteries (Higher Yoga Philosophy) about the Self are taught. The pur- 

ose of this discipline 1s to remove the fetters which hold the soul involved 
bound) to physical existence, thus freeing it from earthly suffering and the 
burden of reincarnation. 


The 10 VIRTUES of the Initiates: 
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(1)"Control your thoughts," (2)"Control your actions," (3)"Have devotion 
of purpose," (4)"Have faith in your master's ability to lead you along the 
path of truth," i) Have faith in your own ability to accept the truth," 
(6)"Have faith in your ability to act with wisdom," (7)"Be free from re- 
sentment under the experience of persecution" (8)"Be free from resent- 
ment under experience of wrong," (9)"Learn how to distinguish between 
right and wrong," (10)"Learn to distinguish the real from the unreal."

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Egyptian Pyramid Text of King Unas provides a description of the Royal 
Path (Yoga). The word Unas also means existence (consciousness). 


"Purify yourself, Unas! Open thy mouth by means of the EYE of 
HERU. Invoke thy Ka, Asar (Asar), that he may protect you from 
all wrath of the Dead... 


..they have seen Unas appearing as a soul (BA), as a Neter who 
lives upon (within, with) his fathers and feeds upon (within, 
with) his mothers. 

It is Unas, Master of wisdom." 


The KING, who has accumulated wisdom, is now seen as a Neter or 
Universal God Principle in nature. He has expanded his consciousness 
through virtue and wisdom. 


"The Kas of Unas are behind him, his virtues are before him, his 
Neters are upon him; His Urei are on the crown of his head..." 


Unas' Kas or previous incarnations are "behind him", his Neters (Godly 
forces) are upon him. His virtues which he has lived and developed are 
with him. His Urei or third eye faculty has developed. 


"(Unas) ...lives in (with) the becoming of every Neter, exist- 
ing on their works (when) they come with their bodies full of 
magic through the action of (celestial) fire." 


Unas is in harmony with the Neters, so he is acquiring their supernatur- 
al powers. Unas is in communion with every Neter. 


"It is Unas who will give Judgment together with He Whose 
Name Is Hidden, on that day of sacrificing the Elder One..." 


Unas will be conscious with GOD (He Whose Name Is Hidden, see NETER 
and Amun), within himself when he sacrifices his former self, the Elder 
One (lower self, ego sense, idea of himself as an individual personality). In 
order to achieve perfection, identification with the divine, Unas must cut 
(sacrifice) all his attachments so that the Ba will not be interested in join- 
ing once again with the earthly Ka for another incarnation. 
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"Unas, you have not gone as a dead person, you have 
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gone as one living, to sit upon the throne of Osiris." 


"Unas has appeared again in the heavens. He is crowned as Lord 
of the Horizon. He has reckoned up the dorsal vertebrae of the 
spinal cord. He seized possession of the "hatys" of the Neters. He 
has sustained Un (himself on the Red Crown; he has swallowed 
the Green One. Unas feeds himself on the union, the conjunction 
that makes for the Sages. He is satisfied (htp) with living on the 
"hatys" and their magic power." 


Unas has developed his vital force (Sekhem, Kundalini, Serpentine Fire 
of Life, Chi) along the astral channels associated with his spine (see Judg- 
ment of the Heart). Unas acquired possession of the "hatys" or energy that 
is derived from the heart and lung complex by breathing rhythmically and 
deeply with concentration on the energy centers. Unas is now "sustained" 
(nourished ) on human nature (Red Crown- Life Force) and he lives on the 
principles of the Neters (Green One - goodness, joy), thanks to which he 
will become a Sage, a Saint, Enlightened, Liberated, Born Again, Saved and 
he will return to his place of origin: GOD. 


In conclusion: 


"The "signatures" of Unas do not weaken in his hand for he has swal- 
lowed the wisdom of every Neter." 


Unas is in unwavering possession of his powers and as he has assimil- 
ated the knowledge of every Neter. 
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"Unas is liberated from the humanity that is in his limbs... Unas rises to 
heaven leaving the earth behindfar from wife and rank... Unas has be- 
come one with GOD" 


Unas is now free from his human nature and worldly ideas about a job, 
marital status, social position; he is above all of these. Éven if he continues 
to live among the living, discharging his duties as a king, he is not living in 
his ordinary mind, he is living in his eternal self; he is no longer in the 
mortal body even though he may continue to use the body as a practical 
reality in the world of time and space. Unas lives internally in eternity. 


Unas is living, not unconsciously as most people are even when they are 
awake, but consciously established in his Godly nature. Unas has become 
Godlike while still alive, having acquired the "Knowledge of Every God" 
(wisdom and power). 


The cosmic forces that are in the universe are also operating through us. 
To discover and master these is to study and "Know Thyself" through the 
process of YOGA. 


The Osirian Path of life, death and resurrection (reincarnation), follow- 
ing the commandments (virtues) and judgment is the Path of Nature which 
works in accordance with the natura] laws as set up by GOD through the 
Neters. The Direct Path of Unas is reserved for those whose calling it is to 
attain salvation while still alive, hence becoming a Sage, Saint, Buddha, 
Christ, Anointed one. Initiates are admonished: "Turn away from the path of 
Asar," because it is full of pain and may require millions of years to grow in 
consciousness that way. 


The formula from the hieroglyphs for achieving enlightenment is found 
in the "Egyptian Book of Coming Forth By Day" and "The Fyramid 
Texts." From the hieroglyphics on page 182 we receive the following 
instruction: 


"GOD, the universal BA (spirit) gives humans their individu- 
al BA so they may experience and grow in consciousness 
(wisdom) and achieve immortality. 


The Gods of the senses on the boat of Ra: At the Helm is 
Heru signifying that the soul who is in control of the senses 
will be the helmsman of the boat of his or her own destiny. 
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The hands of Djehuti (God of wisdom) are the God "SHAI" 
which means "destin " and the Goddess "RENENET" which 
means "Fortune and Harvest." The implication is that we 
reap (harvest) the result of our actions (destiny) according 
to our level of wisdom. 


They who achieve wisdom and order (Djehuti-Maat) will 
gain knowledge of the Amen-Ra (Neter Neteru, the hidden, 
ever-present one), the hidden world of GOD and our glorious 
eternal body (Sahu). 


"DJEHUTI": Wisdom bestows control over one's Shai (For- 
tune) and Renenet (ability to reap one's fortune) and there- 
fore one's Meskhenet (Destiny - Karma). One's destiny de- 
pends on one's WISDOM! 


"DJEHUTI", the faculty of intuitive wisdom, experience of 
the divine, can be achieved by practice of MAAT and control 
of the senses." 


The concept underlying the principles of Shai and Renenet is called: God- 
dess "Meskhenet." Meskhenet is equal to the philosophy of "KARMA" of the 
Indian Hindu, Samkhya, and Vedanta philosophies. The cultivation of an 
intuitive intellect which understands the nature of creation and the one- 
ness of all things in the one Hidden GOD (has experience of virtue, has 
controlled the senses, and has upheld MAAT), will achieve Saa-Amenti- 
Ra,the intelligence or knowledge of the Amenti of Ra, the hidden world. 


Our actions in life will determine our fate because the world is set up on 
the basis of cause and effect relationships. Everything that happens is 
"caused" to happen and the effect of the cause is the result. If one does not 
pay the light bill (cause), the lights will be cut off (effect). Similarly, one's 

eepest desires and aspirations (cause), will determine one's fate (effect), 
either in this current life or in a future one. If through ignorance one de- 
sires material riches as the main goal of existence, one's consciousness will 
be focused on that goal (cause) during life and the ideas that will come 
from one's consciousness will be centered around that goal, leading one to 
encounter people and situations related to that interest. This occurs in a 
mystical as well as practical way as one's mental vibrations attract others 
with similar mental vibrations. Thus, if one lives in fear, one will attract in- 
dividuals and situations who will interact with one according to one's 
fears, also, without one knowing it, one will be drawn into situations be- 
cause of one's fears. If, through ignorance, one longs for a certain object or 
position and is not able to attain that goal during one's life, then one's sub- 
conscious impressions will be carried in one's mind after death and will 
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determine where one will go to fulfill those desires and aspirations in fu- 
ture incarnations. Thus, if one longs to be rich and to experience a life of 
luxury but was not able to attain it in the current life, one will be drawn 
back to earth or some other world system where those cravings can be fur- 
ther pursued. 


Meskhenet is Karmapvii] 


Goddess (Neter) Meskhenet (Karma) is our own subconscious 
mind with its complex desires and cravings; these determine our fate. 
Thus, our fate is determined by the level of wisdom we have acquired be- 
cause if we are very wise we will know the difference between truth and il- 
lusion (spirit needs and ego desires-illusions), and thereby control the ego, 
to discover our true self. Depending on one's spiritual background and 
evolution, one's conscience has developed impressions (ideas) about what 
the truth is. Subconscious impressions are the sum total of our experi- 
ences, knowledge and feelings built up over one's current lifetime or sever- 
al previous ones. Changing these impressions takes sustained, constant 
an patient effort. Therefore, it would be very ignorant to think that one 
can live a life saying: "I will live my life any way I please and at the end I 
will change my personality." What one practices, one becomes. Having wis- 
dom of the spirit world and of our true self as spirit, and having determ- 
ined our own destiny, "Meskhenet" (Karma), our knowledge and wisdom 
will enable the emergence of divine powers within us to see through the 
greatest evil (ignorance) and achieve the highest good: to become Heru. 
We are now fit to assume a new eternal and immortal spiritual body, 
"Sahu", in which we will live with the Gods. 


Meskhenet presides over the destiny of the individual during birth and 
death, thereby administering the disposition of the individual BA (soul) ac- 
cording to the actions of its conscience (AB) as weighed against the feather 
of MAAT (truth and righteousness). 


Our present lives are a result of our past consciousness and present state 
of mind, Our present mental level of consciousness determines our actions 
and our actions determine the situations which we will create for ourselves 
in the future. In this way, at every moment, by our thoughts, we determine 
our own destiny. Thus a person who's consciousness is centered at the 
second energy center may find him or herself attracted to situations which 
involve sexual encounters. A person centered at the fourth energy-con- 
sciousness center may find him or herself in situations where love relation- 
ships will develop. Therefore, the culmination of Meskhenet (karma) is 
found at the energy consciousness center at the crown of the head (Uraeus- 
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Buto) where one finds union with the Sundisk (NETER). In order to rise 
above the situations (pain) experienced at the lower levels, it is necessary 
to raise one's consciousness. 


Thus, if one wants to attain Cosmic Consciousness, one must have that 
as one's first priority at all times. Therefore, one's goal in any endeavor 
must be first, to attain purity of heart (conscious and unconscious mind) 
and then to contribute to the world at large. Further, purity of heart means 
that one must practice out-stepping one's ego, thus, identifying with the 
universe instead of just a single minuscule personality among countless 
others. 


It is the ego (one's concept of oneself as an individual ersonality) who 
takes the responsibility for actions and thoughts. Therefore, it is the ego 
that is tied to the outcome of a given situation. If the spirit forgets that it is 
a separate entity from the ego, that the ego is only its tool to have a "tan- 
gible" means to interact with the world, then the spirit will be bound along 
with the ego to whatever the effects of its actions are. Our level of wisdom 
depends on our ability to "discern between the real and the unreal." A con- 
fused, ignorant mind cannot easily determine the truth. Therefore, the ego 
and its desires are the cause of the bondage of the soul, mental confusion 
and mental distraction. Instead of being lead to higher achievement-evolu- 
tion and bliss, the spirit will be led to worlds of mental illusion, and the 
cycle of aimless pleasure and pain in the worlds of time and space. Thus, it 
is understood that when one consciously practices yoga and succeeds in 
changing one's level of consciousness, one's Meskhenet (karmic entangle- 
ments) with the world begin to disintegrate. 


Selfless Service 


Selfless service, known as "Ari Maat" in Ancient Egyptian Philosophy or 
"Karma Yoga" in Indian Yoga Philosophy, is the performance of actions 
with the attitude of relinquishing the ego desires and allowing the spirit to 
dictate one's actions. In this manner contentment arises; one becomes 
mentally free of tension derived from conflicts between one's conscience 
and one's desires (ego) and at the same time free from Meskhenet (karma). 
Selfless service is serving oneself in the best possible way because one 
serves the higher self which is in everything, in oneself, in others, the sky, 
the ocean, everywhere. So from the highest perspective, perfect selfless ser- 
vice, working to bring true harmony and peace into one's life through the 
attainment of enlightenment, is also the most selfish way of life. This is the 
sanest way of life cease fulfillment can only arise out of the satisfaction 
of the higher self (absolute reality). Insanity develops from the search for 
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pieasure to satisfy the ego. The ego can never be satisfied because it is an il- 
usion. Selfless service does not mean "service to your country" to promote 
patriotism, racism and sexism. These are only larger forms of egoism 
which in the end lead to society-wide feelings of envy, mistrust, hostility 
and selfishness.

The Meditative Mind 


"Mind, as matter, may be transmuted from state to state, degree to de- 
gree, condition to condition, pole to pole and vibration to vibration. 
Transmutation is a Mental Art." 
Egyptian Proverb 
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The most important quality to develop is the meditative mind. This is 
not to be thought of as only the mind of a person that sits in a state of deep 
catatonic meditation but a person who, while he or she is involved in the 
affairs of the world, all the ttme KNOWS his or her true identity. This is the 
mind that interacts with every moment of existence unlike the previously 
discussed automatic mind. This quality represents the vision of 
Heru which is the vision to be regained. In a sense, people living in the an- 
cient societies such as that of Egypt and India would not have needed to 
practice formalized forms of meditation as much as today. This is because 
then, knowledge of the existence of GOD and the Gods was not an object of 
speculation but it was inherent in the very fabric of the culture. Spirituality 
was an inseparable part of their practical life. Therefore, their minds would 
be constantly thinking about and accommodating divinity regardless of 
their activities. This attitude in itself constitutes a meditative state of mind. 
A similar technique of spiritual discipline enjoined by modern day spiritual 
preceptors is called "mindfulness", wherein one maintains a sense of one's 

ivine essence at every moment while performing one's daily tasks (breath- 
ing, walking, resting, or even while answering nature's call). Also known as 
the "development of the witness", this technique aids the spiritual aspirant in 
developing an expanded awareness aside from the common waking con- 
sciousness. Through this practice, the soul separates itself from the ego- 
personality and obtains knowledge of itself through identification with it- 
self instead of with the body, mind and sense perceptions. 


"He who grasps the truth of the Mental Nature of the Universe is well ad- 
vanced on the Path to Self mastery."

Foreigners who visited those countries (Egypt and India) were in awe of 
the Spectacular forms of reverence to spiritual matters. Today, before most 
people are able to grasp deeper philosophical ideas such as those now be- 
ing discovered by quantum physics, it is necessary for them to clear their 
mind of the erroneous notions of time and space and the desires that they 
have been indoctrinated into from the time oftheir birth into a materialist- 
ic society which incessantly promotes the idea of getting as much as one 
can for oneself at the expense of others. This dangerous notion of individu- 
ality is in direct contradiction with the essence ofthe soul thereby resulting 
in endless mental conflicts and agitation, the opposite of a meditative 
mind. 


"Purification of the Heart (consciousness) leads to the Highest Good:

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The following instructions on meditation and reflection are given dir- 
ectly from the Egyptian scriptures: 


"Contemplate thy powers, contemplate thy wants and thy connections; so 
shalt thou discover the duties of life, and be directed in all thy ways." 


"When an idea exclusively occupies the mind, it is transformed into an ac- 
tual physical state." 


"Reason of Divinity may not be known except by a concentration of the 
senses like onto it." 


"Wisdom that understands in silence; this is the matter and the womb 
from which humanity is born, and the True Good the seed." 


"Get thyself ready and make the thought in you a stranger to the world- 
illusion. 


"O praise the goodness of the Supreme Being with songs for thanksgiving, 
and meditate in silence on the wonders of HIS and HER love; let thy heart 
overflow with gratitude and acknowledgment, let the language of thy lips 
speak praise and adoration, let the actions of thy life show thy love to 
Universal Law."

Proper Breathing 


Most people in the modern world do not know how to breathe properly. 
Most people (specially males) have learned to breathe by pushing out the 
chest 1n a "manly" or "macho" fashion. This mode of breathing is harmful 
for many reasons. The amount of air taken in is less and vital cosmic en- 
ergy is reduced and becomes stagnant in the subtle vital energy channels, 
resulting in physical and / or mental disease. The stagnation of the flow of 
energy through the body has the effect of grounding one's consciousness to 
the physical realities rather than allowing the mind and body to operate 
with lightness and subtlety. 


"Belly breathing" or abdominal breathing massages the internal organs 
and develops Life Force energy (Ra, Chi or Kundalini). It will be noticed 
that it is our natural breathing pattern when we lie down on our back. In- 
struction is as follows: A- Breathe in and push the stomach out. B- Breathe 
out and pull the stomach in. This form ofi breathing is to be practiced at all 
times, not just during meditation. It allows the natural Life Force in the air 
to be rhythmically supplied to the body and spiritual nervous system. This 
process 1s indispensable in the achievement of physical health and mental- 
spiritual power to control the mind (meditation). 

Some important Egyptian Scriptures on breathing: 


"Breath is life." 


"I am the lotus pure coming forth from the god of light, the guardian of 
the nostril of Ra, the guardian of the nose of Hetheru; I make my journey; 
Irun after him who is Heru. MEI one coming forth from the 
elds. 


"Be as the Sun and Stars, that emanate the life giving essence; give life 
without asking for anything in return; to be a sun, breath rhothmica ly 
and deeply; then as RA shall you be." 
Concentration 


The practice of concentration leads to a state of mind wherein one's ego 
merges with the object being concentrated on. Since concentration on one 
object is psychologically egual to having "no thoughts" in the mind, the 
ego-consciousness is freed from the stimulation of the senses and of 
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thinking of itself as an individual entity. Thus, one may concentrate on any 
"one object" or on "no object" and obtain the same results. Through con- 
centration, the act of "focusing the psychic energy of the mind", the ego 
opens up and experiences expansion. Psychic energy of one's conscious- 
ness is therefore focused on the perception of itself instead of dissipating 
into the various thoughts and objects which attract the senses. In this man- 
ner, one's true identity is revealed, uncovered from the veil of the ego-con- 
sciousness. The expansion may feel as loss of body consciousness and iden- 
tity. One may forget one's existence as an individual and may feel the sen- 
sations of floating or falling. Often fear is experienced at this point since 
one's ego-consciousness may have a strong grip on one's psyche, however, 
if this state is mastered and explored, one will reach the stage of expansion 
wherein one will experience “Enlightenment Experiences”. This stage is 
where meditation for the purpose of "Liberation" truly begins. This is the 
process of "Knowing Oneself", where the meditator "realizes" that which is 

nown (creation-GOD) is the same as the knower (one's ego-conscious- 
ness).The two become one. At this point all the symbols, ideas, fanciful no- 
tions and imaginations of our ating are left behind as the mind is emptied 
of its ego knowledge, for the time, so that the Universal spirit may fill that 
void with the knowledge of transcendental (Absolute) reality which is bey- 
ond mental ideations and rationalizations and thus, can only be under- 
stood by intuitive insight. All of the symbols, concepts, and deities, names 
and forms we have learned about were only tools to help the mind gras 
the subtle teachings of existence and must now give way to one's own real- 
ization of one's own conscious existence. 


Ordinarily, the correct practice of any concentration technique will lead 
to a meditative state (focused mind) which will carry over into the ordinary 
waking state. In Egyptian and Indian Kundalini (tantric) Yoga and Chinese 
Taoist meditation Yoga, one is said to be able to "enjoy" one's enlighten- 
ment because it focuses attention on and directs the natural sexual ener- 
gies to promote one's evolution. These tantric techniques release vast 
amounts of energy and are touted to be the most powerful evolutionary 
mechanisms (requiring much training to understand and control). Thus, 
they are considered to be among the highest mysteries. 
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Above: The Egyptian Scarab God Khepera, rolling the black 
Sun (contracted ego - death), in order to transform it into the 
new life (expanded ego-enlightenment). Further insight into 
the symbol of the Scarab comes from "The Secret of the 


Golden Flower", an ancient Chinese meditation text: 


"The scarab rolls his ball and in the ball develops life as the 
result of the undivided effort of his spiritual concentration (of 
mental and sexual energy). If now an embryo can grow in 
manure, and shed it's shells, why should not the dwelling 
place of our heavenly heart (conscience-mind) also be able to 


create a body if we concentrate (energy) the spirit upon it?" 


Concentration On The Energy Centers Of The Body Along 
With Breath Control: The SHO (breath control) Meditation 


To Begin: Be seated or lie down in a relaxed pose. See the diagram at left 
for the location of the energy centers. VISUALIZE yourself gaining cosmic 
energy. See it accumulating in the body. Place your concentration on the 
first energy center at the base of the spine as you inhale. See the energy 
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tapping that spot, then see it rising through the other enerpy centers going 
up to the sixth center where the pineal gland is situated (The Uraeus). Ex- 
hale and see the energy go back down to the first center. Inhale and repeat 
the exercise. Feel the increasing levels of PEACE (htp) develop. 
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You are increasing your psychic energy levels which 
will enable you to control your emotions, passions, and desires and thereby 
have a peaceful mind to allow the universal spirit inside of you to reveal it- 
self. This technique in particular is beneficial in sublimating (htp) sexual 
energy into spiritual - psychic energy. By visualizing the energy flowing up 
toward the head, to the sixth and seventh energy centers, it is possible to 
"SUBLIMATE" (Hetep) the energy and transform it into spiritual energy. 
One may practice this visualization when aroused. 


Don't see yourself as the "body" but as the eternal and immortal BA. See 
yourself as the BA (soul, piece of GOD) who is connected to RA, the Uni- 
verse. See yourself in this manner during ALL activities. In this relative 
world, you are interacting with other divinities (as aspects of your supreme 
self) whe have bodies just as you do. Eventually you will move above and 
beyond your individua] consciousness, and you will see yourself as the Uni- 
verse without trying. You will live in eternity right now, every second. 


Concentration and meditation tips 
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Begin by meditating for 5 minutes each day, gradually building up the 
time. The key is consistency. It is better to practice for 5 minutes each day 
than 20 minutes one day and o minutes the next. Do a formal sit down 
meditation whenever the feeling comes to you but try to do it at least once 
a day. Do not eat for at least 2 hours before meditation. It is even more 
preferable to not eat 12 hours before. For example: eat nothing (except 
only water or tea) after 6 p.m. until after meditation at 6 a.m. the following 
morning. Do not meditate within 24 hours of having sexual intercourse. 
Meditate alone in a quiet area, in a dimly lit room (candle light is ad- 
equate). Do light exercise (example: Tai Chi, Chi Kung or Hatha Yoga) be- 
fore meditating, then say Hekau (affirmations, prayers, mantras, etc.) for a 
few minutes to set up positive vibrations in the mind. Burning your favor- 
ite incense is a good way to set the mood. Keep a ritualistic procedure 
about the meditation time. Do things in a slow, deliberate manner.

Patience, self-love, 
self-forgiveness and tenacity are the keys here. Gradually, the mind will not 
drift towards thoughts or objects of the world. It will move toward subtler 
levels of consciousness until it reaches and communes with the source of 
the thoughts and objects, NETER, GOD. This is the desired positive move- 
ment of the practice of meditation because it is from NETER that all inspir- 
ation, creativity and altruistic feelings of love come. NETER is the source of 
Hetep Mer (peace and love). NETER is the source of all things. NETER is 
who you really are. 


MEDITATION AND ENLIGHTENMENT ACCORDING TO 
THE EGYPTIAN BOOK OF COMING FORTH BY DAY 


In the Egyptian Book of Coming Forth By Day, the process which leads to 
the state of super consciousness is described in the form of separate utter- 
ances contained within various individual spells or chapters to be spoken 
by those who wish to "fashion their hearts" (minds) into eternal forms. In 
chapter 1, utterances 18-20 where the initiate speaks as follows: 


"I am one with Heru on this day of clothing, opening the store- 
houses of washing the still of heart, unbolting the door of con- 
cealed things in Restau, I am one with Heru." 


The day of clothing refers to receiving one's glorious spiritual body. 
Opening the storehouses refers to the releasing of the stored up potential 
within oneself. Washing of the still heart refers to the cleansing of the mind 
through virtuous living (MAAT) which leads to mental peace and through 
meditation wherein the heart (mind) is cleared of subconscious impres- 
sions of passion, desire and illusions and sexual energy is accumulated and 
transformed into spiritual energy. When the endless stream of thoughts in 
the mind is controlled or made still, the unbolting of the door of concealed 
things Restau (realm of Ra) occurs; this is the subconscious spirit world of 
GOD (Re) within us. The result of this practice is to become one with 
Heru (GOD). 


In chapter 21 the initiate pleads that his mouth (memory - conscious- 
ness) be restored: 


"Hail to you lord of Light... may yor restore to me my mouth 
(memory and may my heart (mind) assist me at the time of des- 
troying the night (ignorance)." 
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In chapter 23, utterance 6, the initiate describes his / her resolve in 
seeking liberation from the "Pool of Double Fire" (world, physical existence, 
state of duality). Through the force of will manifested in the ability to ac- 
complish the "wish of the heart", the initiate has "quenched" the heart which 
was agitated with desires, passions, etc. from involvement with the world 
of duality. Through force of will anda disciplined mind (heart), the initiate 
directs him / herself to identification with Asar (physical manifestation of 
the nameless GOD) and thus becomes one with "That Being Who Is At The Top 
Of The Steps". 


"Tam Asar, Lord of Restau, I (initiate)share with That Being Who 
Is At The Top Of The Steps. Due to the wish of my heart I have 
come here from the Pool of Double Fire, I have quenched these 
fires in myself." 


In chapter 97 the initiate seeks to attain a frame of mind of equanimity 
(definition on page 160) which will prepare him / her to "plunge into the di- 
vine pool" of "heaven and earth" to unite them within him/herself: 


"May I be purified in the lake of propitiation and equipoise. Then 
let me plunge into the divine pool beneath the two divine syca- 
mores of heaven and earth" 


In chapter 23 the initiate is assisted and affirms that the bonds (fetters) 
which were placed on his mouth by Set (egoism, desires, individuality, 
selfishness, etc.) have been removed by Ptah, Djehuti, Atum and Shu: 


Y y mouth has been opened by Ptah, Djehuti (wisdom) comes 
with magic, and the fetters of Set which obstructed my mouth are 
destroyed." 


Chapter 26, utterances 7-9: Once the initiates know they have gained 
control (power) over their heart (mind), when they know their heart, then 
they will not lose consciousness as an ordinary person will at the time of 
death of the physical body but will retain the power to go in and out of the 
spirit world according to the desire of the spirit. Also, an initiate will not 
suffer through reincarnation but will live on in BKA (spirit-soul) form as an 
initiate is well established (enlightened) in the spirit rather than the body 
consciousness: 
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"ab" 
cleansed, 
purified. 


L— "I know my Heart, I have achieved power over it, 
I have achieved the power to do what pleases my Ka (spirit), I 
will remain aware in my Ab (heart), my Ba (soul) will not be 
fettered or restrained at the entrance of the West, I will be able to 
come and go as I please." 


The importance of purifying or "washing the heart" appears throughout 
the entire Book. Washing the heart means that the heart is relieved of feel- 
ings, be they feelings of joy, happiness, anger or sorrow. Developing dis- 
passion is also a classic tenet of Indian Vedanta and 
Buddhist philosophies. In Fgyptian mythology and philosophy, the symbol 
for cleansing or purifying the heart (mind) is composed of a leg and / or 
human figure (sometimes beside the symbol for water a) over which a jug 
of water is poured. Washing the heart is called "ab". This oa is used to 
continuously remind the aspirant to practice Djehuti and Maat (wisdom 
and good judgment based on that wisdom), thus attaining stability: 


"I am the ab (cleansed-washed one) in Tettetu" (stability; see Djed pillar) 
chapter 1- utterance-24 and again in chapter 81- utterance 1, the initiate 
states: "I am the ab (pure-washed one) coming forth from the fields." 


"Stilling the Heart (mind)" appears in Chapter 63a, utterances 4-5, where 
the initiate has "made him / herself to live" by stilling his heart: 


"I am the mighty one, the still of Hearta. that I may make myself 
to live..." 


The following lines taken from various statements throughout the book 
show the gradual realization of the initiate that the Gods are in reality as- 
pects of him / herself. Further, the initiate understands (Saa) his / her true 
nature and its power: 
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"I am The Great God, the self created one, Nun...I am Ra...I am 
Geb...I am Atum...I am Asar...I am Min...I am Shu... am Anpu...I 
am Aset...I am Hetheru...I am Sekhmet...I am Orion...I am Saa...I 
am the Lion... I am the young Bull...I am Hapi who comes forth 
as the river Nile..." 


The state of enlightenment is further described in chapter 83 and 85 
where the initiate realizes that the seven Uraeus deities or bodies (immor- 
tal parts of the spirit) have been reconstituted: 


"The seven Uraeuses are my body... my image is now eternal." 


These seven Uraeuses are also described as the "seven souls of Ra" and 
"the seven arms of the balance (Maat)". Thus, we are to understand that the 
seven primordial powers (Uraeuses) are our true essence (see parts of the 
spirit). Further, the same seven are GOD. Thus, GOD'S soul and our souls 
are identical. It is this same soul which will judge us in the balance. There- 
fore, we came into existence of our own free will, and we are the supreme 
masters (judges) of our own destiny. We may put together our divine form 
by attaining a purified heart or live in ignorance, ruled by passion and mor- 
tality. In chapter 30, the initiate affirms that his / her vertebrae, back, and 
neck bones are firm (see Djed pillar): 


"The four fastenings of the hinder part of my head and back are 
now firm." 


In chapter 17, utterances 5-6 and 14-17, the initiate realizes that he or she 
is not an individual human personality but the universal primordial spirit 
(Tmu) which created creation in the beginning. The initiate further realizes 
that he or she is "the only one" who exists. The initiate has reached the state 
of all consciousness where past (Asar), present (Initiate) and future (Ra) 
meet in one absolute reality (Heru): 


"I am Tmu in rising up. I am the only one. I came into existence 
in Nu. I am Ra in his rising in the beginning of time." "I am Yes- 
terday, Today and I know Tomorrow. Who then is he? Now Yes- 
terday is Asar, now Tomorrow is Ra, on the day of the destruc- 
tion of his enemies and the appointment of his son Heru." 


For those who have succeeded in achieving the state of Cosmic Con- 
sciousness and the state of oneness which lies beyond, the experience is 
thus described: 
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Above: "Heru in the Phase of Resurrection." The Eye of Heru is "at the 
top" of the pyramid where he was symbolically resurrected. The 
"CAPSTONE" (top of the pyramid) represents the Eye which has reached 
full power (enlightenment). The pyramid form has many symbolic mean- 
ings. In this symbolic format it speaks of the meditation practitioner who, 
as an "un-enlightened" individual, is considered as a mortal. When the 
practitioner is successful however, he or she is able to leave the "House of 
Fire" (ancient name of the pyramid form). In this context, the human 
body is the house of fire in which the "elixir of life" (sexual energy) is 
churned and sublimated so that the meditator can develop an expanded 
consciousness to attain freedom (immortality). See section: "The Secret of 
the Philosopher's Stone." The pyramid form is known to harness cosmic 
energy. If a practitioner meditates inside a pyramid or with his/her body 
in the position of a pyramid (cross-legged with arms outstretched to the 
knees-Lotus Pose), it is said that he or ae is able to harness Life Force en- 
ergy. The eye and the triangle were later used in Christian Iconography 
to, symbolize the all seeing eye and the Trinity, Father, Son and Holy 
Ghost 


"Every part of my body is divine...I am Yesterday, Today and To- 
morrow... I am All things...Behold, I am the heir of all eternity, to 
me has been given everlastingness...I am the heir, the Exalted 
One, the Mighty One, Still of Heart...GOD is I and I am He... I Am 
That I Am... I can come or go between this world and the next as 
I please and in any form I choose...I am the great GOD who came 
into existence and made all things to exist, I am the only One..." 
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Thus, when the ultimate 
intuitive discovery dawns on us, we realize that each one of us is one with 
all things, that each one of us is all that exists, that each one of us, each 
tree, each star is One being: US. We are the Supreme Monarchs of creation; 
all the stories about Sages, Gods and philosophies speak about none other 
than us in all of our glory. We have now arrived at the exalted state of con- 
sciousness. While alive, and then after the death of the body, we can ex- 
plore the vast regions of our unconscious wherein time, space, and thought 
are manifested according to our will. This is the "Astral Afterlife" to be exper- 
ienced in the eternal "Realm of Light", the philosophy which predates even 
the pyramid texts (see Realm of Light). 


Egyptian Magic 
"To change your mood or mental state, change your vibration." 


"To destroy an undesirable rate of mental vibration, concentrate on the 
. . opposite 
vibration to the one to be suppressed." 


It is appropriate here to discuss the essence of Egyptian Magic in a way 
which may help us to understand the purpose of rituals, hekau and mind 
control (meditation) from a spiritual perspective. 


The two previous quotes from the Kybalionjviij are considered to be the 
basis of the art of mental transformation (see spiritual alchemy). They ex- 
press in simple terms, the essential process by which the mind may be 
cleansed (washed) of undesirable elements and thereby purified in order to 
attain enlightenment. 


As human beings, we are used to making statements such as "I am 
hungry" or "I am sad." These statements and the feelings which they evoke 
constitute powerful vibrations which affect the mind. So by repeating them 
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with conviction, we may truly believe that we are hungry, sad, angry, 
happy, etc. As discussed in Chapter Ill, Egyptian Physics, matter, including 
our bodies, is only energy in a particular state of vibration. Therefore, 
through a purified and trained mind, we may control our vibrational state. 
Western psychology is only now discovering the power of affirmations to 
create new moods and feelings, and thus, new realities. The mind can 
either make itself feel "good" or "bad" according to its disposition. This in 
turn can affect the physical body, causing it to be healthy or ill. 


There are other more subtle mental changes which we produce on a 
daily basis, many of which we are unaware. When we buy a new car or put 
on a special garment and makeup to go to a party for instance, we are 
really dressing for a ritual, not only physically, but mentally as well. As we 
slip into the car or into the garment, we may subconsciously feel 
"powerful", "beautiful", "sexy", etc. This "identification" with the objects 
and the costume helps us feel and act in certain ways. The rituals and ut- 
terances in the "Pert em Hru" or Egyptian "Book of Coming forth by Day" are de- 
signed for the purpose of assisting the initiate to change his or her 
"identity" from the perishable ego which upon the death of the body will be 
dispersed or "annihilated in the Abyss" to that of a spiritual being equipped 
with a spiritual body. A being with full awareness of itself and with the 
power to control its own destiny has the power to be born again at a time 
and place of its own choosing, to exist as a being of light (God / Goddess), 
orio dissolve into the ocean of existence from whence it came (NETER, 


Thus, through the practice of meditation and having gained the ability 
to achieve out of body experiences, the practitioner is able to direct the 
mind to control subtle matter. When practiced at the highest levels, the 
mind creates a new "reality" using etheric energy according to its will and 
strength, just as it created the physical body and ego-personality on earth. 
By "knowing one's heart" (attaining control over the mind), subtle etheric 
matter and energy is controlled in such a way that is "becomes" whatever 
the mind directs it to. In this manner, at the utterances: "I am fully conscious" 
and "I am Goddess Aset" for instance, the memory which would normally 
have been lost in the ordinary process of death (equal to the memory loss 
of one's ego upon falling asleep) will remain and ethereal matter will co- 
alesce into an etheric (subtle) form in the likeness of Aset, in accordance 
with the mental conception of the initiate. 


In this context, the term "Magic" is a misnomer for what truly consti- 
tutes a most sublime practice of spiritual evolution. It must be well under- 
stood that even the creation of a spiritual body is performed in the realm of 
time and space with materials that are themselves emanations of the 
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cosmic mind (GOD) and therefore, even though the adept may, through 
this process be able to live on for eons, there will be an inevitable end 
since: ALL proceeds from the ALL and eventually ALL returns to the ALL. 
Therefore, the practitioner of spiritual development should not get caught 
even in this higher form of illusory existence, remembering always that the 
highest identification is with the ALL and not with any personality, be it 
human or Godlike. This practice is very much similar to the mantras and 
rituals contained in the Indian scriptures, the Indian Siddha philosophy 
and Tibetan Buddhist philosophy. 


ALTERED STATES OF CONSCIOUSNESS 


Through constant and consistent practice of meditation, new physical 
sensations and mental states may be experienced. These may range from 
simple tingling sensations tọ major vibrations in which the physical or 
subtle bodies will be churned with such force that the meditator may feel 
as though something physical or mental is wrong. As the process of any 
form of growth is sometimes easy or hard depending on the attitude and 
disposition of the learner and the material to be learned, so too the process 
of Yoga will range from "difficult" and "painful" to "easy" and "painless" 
(blissful). The process of spiritual evolution, which is sped up by the prac- 
tice of meditation, may cause the release of mental and physical energy 
blockages in proportion to the level of force exercised by the meditator and 
the level of cleansing needed by the meditator. The meditative experiences 
may occur with such unpredictable force and speed as to range from tran- 
quil movements to transcendent states of consciousness or may include 
physically violent and disorienting psychic effects which may challenge the 
physical health and sanity of the practitioner. The physical and subtle bod- 
les may even perform "spontaneous yogic postures" or Kriyas (purifica- 
tions) without the assistance of the conscious mind. When this level of in- 
trospection is reached, seeking the assistance of a competent meditation 
instructor would be most advisable, preferably someone who can council 
the meditator as to the various aspects of the psychic planes wherein high- 
er ego psychological states of bliss and ecstasy are experienced, and who 
has knowledge of the realm in which the "Unitive" state of consciousness 
(Enlightenment), is experienced beyond the state of meditation itself. For 
more information on meditation experiences, altered states and the effect 
of different meditation techniques on the brain, consult the suggested 
reading list, especially note the books marked with two asterisks oy

The main purpose of physical exercise is to maintain the body in good 
enough condition to allow the soul to have entry into the world and to have 
the opportunity to experience through interaction with the world. Through 
interaction with the outer-world (universe), the inner-world (soul) be- 
comes aware of itself as a living entity and thereby has the opportunity to 
achieve the highest possible goal, to achieve all that is achievable, to be- 
come "Godlike", to "know itself." Even though there is much knowledge, 
wisdom and experience to be gained from pain, disease and suffering, in 
the task of achieving supreme self knowledge, a healthy body is 
indispensable. 


To this end, exercises which will assist the proper distribution of vital 
energies (sexual energies) and mental peace should be practiced. Prefer- 
ably, the following exercises should be practiced under the supervision of a 
qualified instructor to insure that they are performed properly so as to 
avoid injury. 
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The Head Stand 


On a subtler level, certain physical exercises have the effect of stimulat- 
ing the subtle energy centers where sexual energy (Ra, Chi, Prana, Kunda- 
lini) is developed and stored. 


The following poses may be followed by the meditation exercises 
presented in the meditation section. 
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Above left: The ancient Egyptian Head Stand. One of the most beneficial 
poses for promoting the distribution of vital energies by reversing the flow 
of blood to the brain and upper psychic energy centers. It requires supreme 
control of mind and body and is not recommended for novices or the un- 
trained. The modern head stand pose (right center) is suited for beginners 
and others who which to gain the same benefit with less concentration and 
effort. Above center: Tripod Headstand. Above right: Modern Yoga head 
stand can be easily performed by making a V shape with the arms to form a 
triangle with the head, thus achieving a tripod effect. Hold this position 
only as long as comfortable.

In the HENU exercise (Figures A and B above right and on following 
page) prayers are offered to GOD.

First one kneels on 
one knee and extends one arm with palm open while at the same time 
holding the other arm closer to the body with closed fist. Then the exten- 
ded arm is drawn back and the hand is closed as it touches the chest. The 
performance is repeated several times and ends with the final position 
where one arm is raised behind the head with closed fist and the other arm 
touches the chest with closed fist. 
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Above: The Egyptian God and Goddess Geb and Nut perform Yogic poses 
in the process of their separation. The result of their separation creates 
"Heaven and Earth", i.e. creation. Creation is composed of a mixture of 
two basic principles called "The Pairs of Opposites", also known as Ying 
and Yang principles in the Taoist System.

In the proverb (lower right), the initiate affirms his / her control over 
the nostril of Ra-Hetheru which comes forth from the "God of Light". 
This form of yogic breathing called "solar breathing" is known as the stim- 
ulating, exciting, energizing breath wherein the left nostril is held closed 
while breathing in and exhaling through the right nostril. In the Indian 
yoga this exercise is called "SURYABHEDA" or "Sun-piercing" exercise. 
It is one of the eight types of breath control pranayamat. In this passage 
the initiate assumes the role guardian of the nostril of Goddess Hetheru, 
who is identified with Buto or Uraeus, the life giving serpent, and the Eye 
of Ra (right eye), the solar energy force which destroys mental illness (ig- 
norance) and physical illness. Thus, through the perfection of this exercise, 
it is possible to awaken the life-force energy (serpent-power or Kundalini- 
Shakti*) and develop the energy centers of the body. 
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The exercise is performed by sitting in the cross-legged position, closing 
the eyes and closing off the left nostril while inhaling. The subject inhales 
and holds the breath for as long as comfortable and then exhales, gradually 
lengthening the time that the breath is held. This practice may be aided by 
pressing the chin against the chest while holding the breath. While inhal- 
ing, the subject visualizes the life-force energy rising as a serpent, through 
the energy centers. Exhalation should be performed slowly. This exercise is 
repeated again and again until the practitioner becomes pure, ready to 
make the journey from the field (earth). 


+Pranayama is the Indian name for all forms of breath control exercises. 
*Kundalini-Shakti is the Indian name for the Life-Force energy in the hu- 
man body coiled up as a Serpent (Kundali)- Shakti (Power).

CLOSING NOTE from the 
author and the editor. 


The Egyptian mysteries (higher spiritual teachings), as with most an- 
cient sciences and mythological systems, were developed for the enlighten- 
ment of all, according to the individual's level of spirit-soul development. It 
was, as it is today, up to the individual to seek beyond the outer expres- 
sions of religions and philosophies and to find their own way to freedom. 


We begin life as helpless individuals and then take on the virtues, failings 
and errors of our first teachers. If as we mature we do not realize their er- 
rors, we will continue on the path of instability and unhappiness, believing 
that "this is life." 


SALVATION IS THE HIGHEST GOAL in a world of illusory and transit- 
ory pleasures that end in "death". If you concentrate or focus your mind 
and ponder the ancient philosophies of the world, this becomes readily ap- 
parent. For even the pleasures and happy moments of the world lead to 
more let downs and the endless search for the next "happy" moment. Is 
there no better way to achieve an everlasting, ever present happiness, re- 
gardless of the circumstance that one may find oneself in? 


Our ignorance causes us to look outside ourselves to someone else, a coun- 

try, a group of people, a doctrine or a possession for happiness and pleas- 
ure, when we already have all the tools necessary for our own salvation and 
the power to provide for our own health and happiness. 


We are obliged to do our own research, and then, we must put into 
practice what we have learned, otherwise, it will be worthless. These stud- 
ies led us to the conclusion that all of the world religions have a basis of 
commonality in their origin and basic philosophy; differences would seem 
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to be due to individual interpretations and the personality of the original 
exponents and the religious leaders who followed them throughout history. 


The right time? 


When the mind asks questions like: Who am "I" really?, Why am "I" not 
truly happy? Is this all that "I" am?, What is "my" purpose?, Who is 
"me"?, and Is there more to life than this?, then it is time to seek answers. 
One may seek information from many sources such as self help groups, 
books or religious organizations, but what does it all mean? Who will help 
you sort it out? WHO will guide "you" on your search? 


There is only one person that can manage your growth as an individual: 
YOU. Otherwise you risk wasting your most valuable resource, yourself, by 
trusting in others to do your job. Do not be lazy. Prove things for yourself, 
and when a real master appears, either in physical form or otherwise, you 
will KNOW, and not just think you know. You will trust that person impli- 
citly and you will progress quickly. Even if there is no master in the physic- 
al form, trust your intuition. Intuition can be a form of inspiration from 
the invisible world for all who ask with sincerity and virtue. 

"When the student is ready the master will appear." 


The search for self is a science, an initiatic science for those who wish to 
be all they truly can be. It is open to all who wish to achieve the greatest 
freedom, regardless of race, sex, or country of origin. Get all the book 
knowledge you can and then put it into practice. 


Don't let others who are ignorant discourage you with their ignorance, 
and most importantly, don't let your own conditioning and closed-minded- 
ness stand in your way. These are only obstacles to test your 
determination. 
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If you make truth your only objective, you will arrive at what only you 
can discover: the truth. Search for a Master who has as his or her goal, the 
upliftment of humanity or pray for divine assistance; it will come. 


The only limitation is in ignorance. Practice the teachings. Discover the 
higher self within. 


"Ignorance is slavery", whether to food, to pleasures outside of the body, 
to others, to our emotions and erroneous beliefs, or to cosmic forces that 
exist in the universe. 


"Ask and it shall be given, seek and ye shall find, knock and it shall be 
opened." 


This teaching provides a formula for the seekers of truth. Never be sat- 
isfied with what you are told, only with what you know in your heart. 


The search for answers begins with one's own dissatisfaction with life, 
the deep rooted feeling that something isn't right, that this is not how life is 
supposed to be. Book learning must continue with a spiritual preceptor, as 
well as teaching from within, using one's intuition. Look into meditation 
and physical purification, i.e. natural diet. 


Explore the effects of diet on the mind and body. Note the changes in 
your ability to control your mind. Discover the changes that a chemical free 
(organic) and meat free (vegetarian) diet will "ALLOW" you to make. Find 
out why ancient sages warned against food additives and the effect of meat 
eating on your ability to control your emotions and bodily functions. 


Physically, in dreams or otherwise, you will KNOW. Original Sages such 
as Ptahotep (Egyptian Sage), Jesus, Mohammed, Buddha, etc., said their 
teachings were to help us become like them: Masters of Love. 


Strive to realize that good and evil, male and female, black and white, 
Ying and Yang, life and death, etc. are but two sides of the same reality. 


The path from slavery to self mastery may be viewed as follows: First, 
one must believe that one's deepest being (self) is divine. Then, rising 
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above earthly thinking, Geb, and with the help of their Aset, the mothering, 
loving principle and Anpu, the faculty of discerning friend and foe, the tas 
is to practice MAAT. We must develop the intuitive and understanding fac- 
ulty, Saa, so that we may understand the wisdom of the teachings which 
will allow us to control the senses, Hu. 


Armed with the nurturing faculty, Aset, discrimination, Anpu, the Law, 
MAAT, understanding and intelligence, Saaand Hu, having purified 
ourselves, we become Min, full of sublimated sexual fire. We can now 
marry Hetheru. She is the love, fertility, sensuality and beauty faculty of our 
deepest self. Now we are ready to do battle with our own ignorance and evil 
tendencies, our lower nature, Set. 


Having vanquished Set, we are now ready to "know", to experience the 
truth (Djehuti), and not just have information and be intelligent about it. We 
have sublimated the Eye of Ra, the Life Force. We will experience the Abso- 
lute Divinity inside us. 


The direct path of Yoga is a mental discipline and involves the renunci- 
ation of all things in the world as individual objects with names and forms. 
Your wisdom now allows you to understand that ALL the objects of the 
world are only appearing as they do because of an illusion created by relat- 
ive reality. In order to transcend this illusory condition, it is necessary. to 
engage oneself in a constant discipline of mental detachment, dispassion 
and renunciation of all objects, including possessions, the body, the mind, 
and most importantly, the ego sense. You are not a limited personality. You 
are the Universal immortal and eternal spirit who operates through the use 
of a body and thinking mind. 


IMPORTANT: This discipline is MENTAL and does not require you to 
give up your "possessions", nor does it require that you retire to a secluded 
mountain top location. A higher understanding will reveal that matter, that 
is to say, the objects of the world that are treated as possessions, are not in 
themselves evil, rather, evil thoughts, behaviors, feelings arise out of an 
immature understanding of what matter is and what should be the proper 
attitude that one Should cultivate towards it. Peace can be found in the 
noisiest city if the techniques of wisdom are understood and applied prop- 
erly. Therefore, it would not be necessary to make a pilgrimage to Egypt 
since after all, the trip must ultimately be a mental one and further, Egypt 
represented a reflection of heaven, not heaven itself. Therefore, if a trip is 
possible, that would be fine to the extent that it helps one to move closer to 
the divine, but the main goal must be to reach and touch the divine, which 
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is the underlying reality behind every physical thing in existence, including 
the land called Egypt. This task can be accomplished anywhere in the 
world where it may be possible to grow in wisdom and which provides the 
opportunity to perform inward movement and exploration (meditation). 


Ultimately, Yoga is a mental discipline, supported by Be sical health, 
which requires: "COMPLETE UNDERSTANDING OF ALITY AS IT 
TRULY IS." Exercises are performed to condition the body and nervous 
system to a form that will promote sufficient health and physical purity to 
produce an internal environment in which spiritual attainment may be 
possible. 


We must clean out our subconscious mind which has impressions of a 
world of multiplicity and replace them with impressions of the ABSOLUTE 
REALITY, the truth, which indicates that all things are ONE. 


This is done through acquiring wisdom and "DWELLING" (meditating) 
on it constantly until it becomes the reality. It is also important to under- 
stand that this is an integral path. That is to say, nothing needs to be given 
up except erroneous notions of who you are and what the world is. In doin: 
so, you will continue to perform your worldly duties and interact wit 
people but internally, mentally, you will always remain steadfast in the 

nowledge of what is to most people occult (hidden) truth. Through de- 
tachment from that which is illusory, we can join with and love the only 
reality there is: GOD. In this realization alone lies eternal salvation. 


Simple but not necessarily easy! 


The main doctrines of attaining self mastery and expansion in con- 
sciousness are said_to be simple, but simple does not necessarily mean 
easy. Many people find them hard to believe and understand despite their 
simplicity. 


Now you have very high intellectual knowledge, but this is not enough. 
GOD cannot be known by thinking. It is necessary to go beyond the think- 
ing process to the wisdom-knowing state of being. This is the state wherein 
the human attains the "Godlike" state of consciousness. This can be accom- 
plished through listening, reflection, and meditation on the teachings. 


No one sees a problem when a basketball, football or tennis player prac- 
tices 8-10 hours a day to become "perfect." But when someone tries to 
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institute a rigorous spiritual discipline, they are called fanatics, insane, etc. 
Yet how can we expect to become good at spirituality if we do not practice? 
Practice must be continuous. This point cannot be stressed more strongly. 


Spiritual discipline must be maintained until one becomes "Godlike" in 
consciousness. This is the highest good. 


Now you must concentrate your life in this direction, regardless of the 
activity you engage in: sitting, standing, walking, on the phone, driving, 
while making love. 


While you carry out the normal duties, be detached from them, always 
KNOWING it is all GOD, until you don't have to make any effort to remem- 
ber WHO you are. 


"If you travel on a road made by your own hands each day, you will ar- 
rive at the place where you would want to be." 
Egyptian Proverb 


You will know who you are all the time and you will live in this peace, 
never getting caught up in the illusory desires for worldly things. Even 
when your body sleeps, you will remain always conscious, knowing you are 
dreaming. You will be the master in the waking everyday state and during 
sleep. To become enlightened requires a one pointed unwavering desire to 
put GOD (your higher self) first in your life, that is, before all other egotist- 
ical desires. Endurance, patience and discipline are required as this (for 
most) cannot be achieved overnight, and perhaps not even in this lifetime. 
However, this should not discourage one because enlightenment is not 
really something to seek; it is what we already are, enlightened beings, 
however because of our ignorance, we are unable to experience this true 
nature. 


Therefore, one should always have a sense of eternity about its attain- 
ment, "I have all the time in the world to accomplish this goal", yet at the 
same time maintain a sense of the present moment, the only true time we 
(as bodies) really have, "I will achieve enlightenment in this very lifetime." 


There is a tendency to become overwhelmed by a sense of urgency or 
overly enthusiastic when one first gains understanding into the mysteries 
of enlightenment. This fire is fueled by a tremendous release of energy due 
to the removal of energy blocks caused by ignorance. 
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Caution must be exercised and one must adhere to the philosophy of 
MAAT (balance) as one proceeds. 


Do not apply undue pressure and criticism on oneself, and do not feel 
regretful if you feel the need to "take a break" from thinking about the 
teaching and hang out with those you have now termed "negative". This is 
the process of integration. Trust your spirit to guide you. Change is a pro- 
cess; it takes time and requires the utmost patience, with oneself and with 
ofhers (who are really oneself, having come from the same father-mother 


Eventually one will realize that these "negative" people are nothing 
more than other souls, who, like you, are searching for that ultimate bliss, 
albeit in all the wrong ways and places, much in the same way as you once 
did. Thus, one realizes that there are really no negative people, just various 
degrees of ignoranes: With this insight, one can convert anger and frustra- 
tion into feelings of compassion and understanding for others. "let he who is 
without sin cast the first stone." 


Explore the power of positive affirmation which restructures the sub- 
conscious impressions. Even though trying to better one's actions and be- 
haviors, there may be times when one feels that they are making no pro- 
gress or are even regressing, however, with continued striving (effort) to- 
wards the goal and affirmation of the goal, whether it is waking up earlier 
in. the moming to do spiritual exercises or stop smoking, it will be 
achieved. 


Once we experience the power that positive affirmation can have in our 
lives, we will develop faith in the process. As this faith becomes rooted 
deeply in one's heart, one will KNOW that they will also realize the goal of 
enlightenment, and regardless of the outer realities of one's life, inwardly, 
one will steadfastly continue to affirm that goal. 


The problem is, we judge and criticize ourselves much too harshly, and 
we give up too easily, telling ourselves, we are too weak or we have no will- 
power. So what if it takes 1000 tries of stopping smoking before one is able 
i stop. Isn't it better to quit at the age oF SO or 60 than not at all in this 
ifetime. 


It's a good thing our parents did not give up on us when we were first 
learning to walk and kept falling down or that we did not know how to have 
self defeatist attitudes, otherwise we would still be crawling our hands and 
knees today. So, no matter if we are falling on our faces or behinds with 
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our efforts, we must still continue to strive forth, because we know: "The 
truth shall set us free". 


Engage in activities that help you remember the teaching. The mu- 
sic you play, the places you go, the people you live and associate with, make 
sure these are not dragging you into negative thoughts, acts or feelings. If 
they are, always take your time away. Read elevating texts, contact 
someone who is ahead of you in spiritual development (preferably a Sage, 
Guru, or other Enlightened. person). 


The technique of maintaining "Good Association" is called "Satsang" in 
Indian Yoga discipline. The admonition given by Egyptian texts is "Keep 
company of the Sages and Wise Ones." The main goal is to keep the mind 
full of elevated thoughts and gradually purify the subconscious until an 
ideas of a world of "many" objects is gone. Also, the "subtle desires” whic 
cause you to desire worldly objects will be cleaned out. It is the desire for 
worldly objects that is keeping you from controlling the senses to calm the 
mind. A ealn mind is essential to attaining the "Beatific Vision" of GOD.
